May it Please Your Excellency,

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PART I.— ADMINISTRATION AND FUNDS. 

I.— COUNCIL Or AGRICULTURE AND BOARDS. 

The Council of Agriculture, which is constituted under Section 
7 of the Agriculture and Technical In- 
council op struction (Ireland) Act, 1899. consists of 

agriculture. 104 members, of whom 68 aro appointed 

by the County Councils and 34 are nomi- 
nated by the Department, the President and Vice-President of 
the Department being ex-officio members. 

By Section 27 of the Act of 1899 the members of the Council 
of Agriculture and of each Board established by the Act, hold 
office for terms of three years. The first term dated from the 
commencement of the Act, viz., 1st April, 1900. The third 
Council of Agriculture was accordingly constituted in 1900. 
The term of office of the third Council expired on the 31st March, 
1909. 

In December, 1908, the Department, as empowered by Section 
24 of the Act, issued to the County Councils and County Borough 
Councils copies of the regulations for the appointment of mem- 
bers of the new Council and Boards. The elections were all 
completed by the end of April, 1909, and the new Council was 
fully constituted early in May. Of the 102 elected or nominated 
members who formed the third Council, 82 were re-appointed. 
A list of the members of the new Council will be found in the 
Appendices (see page 1BG). 

The first meeting of the new Council was held on the 12th 
May, 1909, in the buildings of the Royal University, where, 
through the courtesy of the Senate of the University, the necessary 
accommodation was placed at the disposal of the Department. 
The principal business transacted at this meeting was the elec- 
tion of eight members on the Agricultural Board and four on 
the Board of Technical Instruction. For the purpose of electing 
representatives to the Boards the Council resolved itself into 
four Provincial Committees, which sat separately for the purpose 
of the election. Each Provincial Committee appointed two per- 
sons as members of the Agricultural Board and one person as a 
member of the Board of Technical Instruction. The names of 
the persons elected to serve on the Boards will bo found below. 

Among the more important subjects discussed at the first 
meeting of the new Council were the following: — The com- 
parative merits of store cattle raising and of farming for the 
supply of such produce as butter, bacon and eggs; the sj'stem 
of winter agricultural classes and the necessity for developing 
and extending it ; the Irish dairy herd scheme ; the proposals that 
fanners should be required to give a warranty as to the freedom 
of their cattle from disease; the tariff on salt mackerel; the 
question of a universal system of weights and measures. 
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A summary of the proceedings of the meeting of the Council, 
together with the Vice-President’s address, was published in the 
Department’s J ournal .* 

Like the Council of Agriculture, the term of office of the 
' Agricultural Board, which was elected in 

the agricultural April, 1906, terminated on. the 31st March, 
board. 1909. The appointment of representatives on 
the Board by the Provincial Committees of 
the Council of Agriculture was made, as lias been stated, at the 
meeting held on the 12th May, 1909. The Board, as then con- 
stituted. consists of the following: —

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The first meeting of the new Board was held on the 23rd 
lulv 1909. At this meeting the Board proceeded to consider the 
mestion of tlio fourth triennial division of the annual sum of 
£55 000 as provided by Section 10 (1) (e) of the Act of 1899. 
The’ Board unanimously concurred in the Department's proposal 
that the arrangements made in respect of the third triennial 
ueriod should be renewed for the fourth triennial period. Accor- 
dingly. the allocation of the funds for the three years ending 
31st ilarch, 1912, is as follows: — 

b’or Technical Instruction in County Boroughs £26,000 
For Technical Instruction elsewhere than in 

County Boroughs, and for central, purposes £29,000 


The Board, therefore, continue to control the expenditure of 
• w annual sum of £29,000, which is applicable for technical 
instruction elsewhere than in County Boroughs, and for certain 
central purposes. The balance of the £55,000, viz.. £26,000, 
allocated, with the concurrence, of the Board, for technical in- 
struction’ in the six county boroughs, is applied in aid of schemes 
in these boroughs subject to the approval of tlio Department 
alone. Out of the sum of £29,000 referred to, the Department, 
with the concurrence of tho Board, set aside an annual sum of 
£1000 for central purposes, «.</., for Senior Scholarship schemes, 
provision for training teachers, &c. The remaining £2o.000 
i s distributed in aid of approved schemes of technical instruction 
lu urban and county districts in the manner explained in the 
Department’s Third Annual Report. Details of these schemes 
will be found in Part II. of the present report, under the head 
of “Technical Instruction.” 

As the funds available) for the ordinary subjects of technical 
instruction are all needed for the urban schemes, the Department 
found it necessary to ask the Agricultural Board to allocate a 
sum of £5 000 in 1902-3, of £5,500 in 1903-4, ol £7,500 m each 
of the years 1904-5, 1905-0, 1900-7, 1907-8, and £9,000 in 
1908-9, out of the funds administered with the concurrence of 
that Board, fur Manual Instruction and Domestic Economy 
classes in rural districts. Such classes are regarded as part 
of the general scheme of agricultural education, but, tor adminis- 
trative reasons, the Department have hitherto found it convenient 
to administer this sum with the concurrence of the Board or 
Technical Instruction. Classes in lace and crochet-making, 
basket-making, and other rural industries, are also financed from 
tho Agricultural surplus, the amount voted m 1908-9 loi this 
special purpose being £3,000. 

The Consultative Committee for co-ordinating educational 
administration, as constituted by Section 
THE consultative 23 of the Act of 1899, consists of the Vice- 
committee President of the Department as Chairman, 
OP education, and one person appointed by each ol me 
following bodies:— The Commissioners of 
National Education; the Intermediate Education Board; the 
Agricultural Board, and the Board of Technical Instruction.

2. — FUNDS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

(a.) Parliamentary Vote. 

In the. Parliamentary Vote for the Department for 1908-9, 
provision was made for the salaries and other expenses in 
connection with the institutions and officers transferred from 
other Departments under Section 2 of the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act of 1899, as well as for the 
salaries and expenses of officers appointed since 1st April, 1900. 
The Vote also contained the following grants-in-aid : — Cattle 
Pleuro-Pneumonia Account, including the grant for Swine 
Fever and Rabies work, £10,200 ; Congested Districts Board. 
£26,000; provision for agricultural purposes under section 15 
of the Act, £18,000 (this sum forms part of the Endowment 
Fund) ; provision for the purchase of specimens for the National 
Museum of Science and Art, £2,300; books for the National 
Library of Ireland, £1,300; and apparatus for the Royal College 
of Science, £1,600. 

The Parliamentary Vote also contained the grants for Science 
and Art Instruction in Ireland, payable to schools which, adopt 
the Department’s programme for Experimental Science, 
Drawing, Manual Instruction, and Domestic Economy. The 
provision made for these purposes was £43,000, an increase of 
£6,050 on the corresponding provision for the previous year. 

The expenditure in respect of the institutions maintained 
from the Parliamentary Vote during the year 1908-9 was as 


follows :

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The Geological Survey of Ireland was transferred, as from. 
1st April, 1905, from the Board of Education, England, to the 
Department. The expenditure on the survey in 1908-9 was 
£2,484. 

(b.) Endowment Fund. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1909, the whole of the 
Department's Annual Endowment Fund of £160,000 provided 
under the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 
1899, was duly received, together with a further annual sum of 
£5,000 under the terms of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, No. 2, 1902. The latter sum was 
formerly payable to the Royal Dublin Society, under the Pro- 
bate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888“ for the improve- 
ment of the breeds of horses and cattle. 

There was also received a contribution of £7,000 from the 
Ireland Development Grant, ear-marked for the purposes of 
Technical Instruction, and a sum of £2,000 from the Congested 
Districts Board in respect of agricultural schemes, the work in 
connection with which was transferred to the Department in 
December, 1903. The amount received as interest arising out 
of securities held by the Department, and from .moneys on 
deposit in the Bank of Ireland, was £9,713. and the interest 
received from loans for bulls, stallions, agricultural banks, etc., 
was £668. 

(c.) The General Cattle Diseases Fund. 

The General Cattle Diseases Fund was formed under the 
Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act of 1878 by assessment on 
the several Poor Law Unions in Ireland, mainly for the pur- 
pose of recouping to local authorities one-half of the expendi- 
ture incurred by them under the Diseases of Animals Acts, thus 
lessening the burden which might otherwise press unduly on 
particular localities, owing to the prevalence therein of con- 
tagious diseases of animals. It may also, however, be drawn 
upon to supplement the Annual Grant-in-Aid of the Cattle 
Pleuro-Pneumonia Account in any year in which that grant 
proves insufficient to meet tho expenditure of the Central Autho- 
rity in dealing with pleuro-pmmmonia, foot and mouth disease, 
rabies, and swine fever. 

The Fund is replenished by assessments on the several counties 
and county boroughs in proportion to the net annual value of 
property therein. The total amount which may be levied on 
the several contributing bodies for the purposes of the Fund is 
limited by the Diseases of Animals Act of 1894 to a sum which, 
taken with any money carried to the Cattle Plague Account 
before the 30th September, 1878, is equivalent to a poundage 
of 8d. in tho pound; and no larger sum may be levied at any- 
one time than the equivalent of |d. in the pound. Since the 
inception of the Fund, a sum equivalent to a poundage rate of 
6}d. in the pound has been levied in twenty-five assessments, the 
last of which was dated 21st September, 1909. An assessment 
at the rate of Jd. in the pound now yields approximately £16,300, 
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and this sum covers tlie normal expenditure, exclusive of expen- 
diture on swine fever work in excess of the Parliamentary Grant, 
for a period of about tAvo years. 

A proportion of the fines recovered in prosecutions for offences 
under the Diseases of Animals Acts is also carried to the credit 
of the General Cattle Diseases Fund, and the amount thus 
realized covers certain miscellaneous expenses of the Central 
Authority, such as the expenses incurred in. the examination of 
carcases washed ashore, etc., with which the Fund is also charge- 
able under See. 72 (4) of the Diseases of Animals Act of 1894. 

3. —ADMINISTRATION OF THE ENDOWMENT FUND. 

The Department’s Annual Endowment Fund consists, as has 
been shown under (b) on page 7, of an 
the endowment annual income of .£-171,000, supplemented 
fund. by £7,000 from the Ireland Development 
Grant, and £2,000 from the Congested 
Districts Board. From this sum, £62,000 has to be set aside, 
as shown on p. 9. for the purposes of technical instruction, 
and £10,000 for sea fisheries. A provision of about £1,000 a 
year has also to be made for the payment of the superannuation 
allowances of certain persons formerly employed under the Com- 
missioners of National Education, and for the travelling expenses 
of members of the Council of Agriculture, and of the two Boards 
established by the Act of 1899. 

When the amounts mentioned have been set aside for these 
purposes, the balance, approximately 
funds FOE £107,000, which constitutes the annual 
agricultural sum to be administered with the con- 

purposes. currence of the Agricultural Board, is 

applicable for “the purposes of agriculture 
and other rural industries, and sen fisheries." In addition to 
this annual income, certain capital sums, amounting in all to 
£204 900, were placed at the disposal of the Department under 
Section 15 O) and fry) of the Act of 1899. These sums and the 
unexpended balances of the annual income of the Endowment 
Fund during the initial years of the 
securities held. Department’s existence were invested in 
Government securities. The nominal or 
face value of the securities held on 31st March, 1909, including 
£20.000 Consols transferred from the Board of Works to the 
Department in April, 1904, in respect of the Sea and. Coast 
Fisheries Fund, was £306,558, and their cash value was 
£285,288. 

The liabilities on this sum of £285.288 in respect of sums 
specifically ear-marked under Section lo 
liabilities on of the Act of 1899, were as follows: For 

the amount technical instruction in the. six county 
invested. boroughs, £46,515 ; for technical instruc- 
tion in urban and rural districts, £15,32i ; 
for extension of special schemes of technical instruction, £12,3o0; 
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for sea fisheries, £6,843 ; for the Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund, 
£20 396: for the buildings and equipment of the Royal 
Veterinary College, £733, being the unexpended balance of 
£26 660 set aside for this purpose; and for the buildings and 
of the Munster Institute, an unexpended balance of 
£1 812 out of £10,000 provided under the Act of 1899. The 
total amount of these liabilities was, therefore, £103,976 on 
31st March, 1909. 

Deducting the liabilities from the sum of £286,288. there 
remained a sum of £181,312 available, for the purposes of 
agriculture and other rural industries, and sea and inland 
fisheries. The latter sum has been allocated, with the con- 
currence of the Agricultural Board, for various undertakings, 
such as the purchase of additional land in connection with the 
Agricultural Colleges and Stations of the Department, the 
building and equipment of agricultural schools, loans to Agri- 
cultural Credit Societies, loans for the erection of fencing, the 
purchase of bulls and stallions, etc., special investigations in 
fruit culture, winter dairying, wheat and barley growing, and 
flax experiments, marine works, and the protection and develop- 
ment of sea and inland fisheries. 

The net expenditure on the agricultural side of the Depart- 
ment's work in .1908-9, including the grant, of £9,000 for the 
purpose of providing instruction in manual work and domestic 
economy in rural districts, was £133,373. Special items of a 
non-recurring character, which may be regarded as capital expen- 
diture, were the erection of farm buildings at Athenrv Agricul- 
tural Station, £3,790; repairs and equipment of Ballyhaise 
Agricultural Station, £1,285; farm buildings at Clonakilty Agri- 
cultural Station, £313; buildings and equipment at Ulster Daily 
School, Cookstown, £1,918. 

The cash balance available for current expenditure on 31st 
March, 1909, was £38,640. 

Under Section 16 (e) of the Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion (Ireland) Act of 1899 an annual sum 
funds for of £55,000, allocated for the purposes 

technical of technical instruction, is to lie divided 

instruction. into two pails, one part of which (£26,000 
for the three years ending 1908-9) must be 
distributed in proportion to their respective populations, among 
the county boroughs in aid of approved schemes of technical 
instruction, and the other part (£29,000) for schemes of tech- 
nical instruction elsewhere than in county boroughs, and for 
certain other purposes mentioned in the Act, such as the collec- 
tion of information for the purposes of technical instruction. 

The grant in aid of technical instruction for 190S-9, com- 
monly known as the “Equivalent Grant," was duly received 
from the Ireland Development Grant, and amounted to £7 ,000. 

A grant of £9,000 for the purposes of instruction in manual 
work and domestic economy in rural districts was made from 
the funds administered by the Agricultural Board.

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The total of tho sums available in 1908-9 for technical 
instruction in non-agricultural subjects was £72,667, exclusive 
of the balance of £88,308 brought forward from the year 1907-8 
The expenditure was £80,783, of which £41,389 was paid to the 
county boroughs. The amount of the balance carried forward 
to the year 1909-10 was £74,192, and comprised £46,515 
accrued in respect of technical instruction schemes in county 
boroughs, and £27,677 ear-marked, as stated above, for schemes 
in urban districts and the extension of special schemes, such as 
the establishment of trade preparatory schools, special courses 
of instruction for masters and foremen in trades, and summer 
courses for teachers of elementary science, drawing, manual in- 
struction, and domestic economy. 

Under Section 16 (cl) of the Act a provision of £10,000 is to be 
made each year for the purposes of sea 
funds fob fisheries. 

fishery purposes. The total sum available for these pur- 
poses in 1908-9, including the balance car- 
ried forward from 1907-8, and sundry receipts, was £18,489. The 
gross expenditure was £11,04G, of which £3,346 was spent on 
marine works and dredging carried out at Arklow, Hoobaun’s 
Landing, Ballintoy Pier and Newtown Greek. Full information 
regarding these and other marine works, the patrol of the fishing 
grounds, and the investigations carried on at the marine labora- 
tory and oyster beds at Ardfry, the cost of which is defrayed 
from this fund, is given in the Department’s annual Report on the 
Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland. 

The portion of tho Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund reserved by 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 189i, 
sea and coast for expenditure elsewhere than in Con- 
fisheries fund, gested Districts counties, which remained 
vested in the Commissioners of Public 
Works, was transferred to the Department under an Order in 
Council dated 24th March, .1904, in accordance with the terms 
of Section 15 (c) of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
(Ireland) Act, 1899. 

The Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund was the residue of a sum 
collected by public, subscription for the relief of distress in Ire- 
land in the year 1822. This sum was vested in trustees known 
as the “ Trustees to aid Sea and Coast Fisheries of Ireland." 
By tho Act 47 and 48 Vic., c. 21, tho fund was transferred to 
the Commissioners of Public Works, who were authorised to 
make fishery loans therefrom to such persons, and upon such 
security, as the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries should recom- 
mend. By the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (54 and 
55 Vic., c. 48), the fund was transferred to the Congested Dis- 
tricts Board, save £20,000, which was reserved for the purpose 
of loans in non-congested districts under the same terms as 
obtained before the passing of that Act. 

By the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 
1899, this sum of £20,000 — or what it was then represented by 
in cash, investments and outstanding loans — was placed at 
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the disposal of the Department. It was not, however, actually 
transferred until 1st April, 1904, when the Department received 
from the Commissioners of Public Works £1,521 19s. 6d. in cash, 
£20,000 in Consols, and promissory notes to the amount of £7,700, 
inclusive of arrears and irrecoverable balances. 

It has been found to be unnecessary to keep the whole of this 
fund separate for the sole purpose of making loans to fishermen. 
A substantial part of it has, however, been reserved for that 
purpose, the balance being allocated to the furtherance of other 
objects in connection with sea fisheries. 

In the year 1908 one hundred and sixteen applications 
for new loans were favourably considered by the Department, 
and a sum of £3,799 was issued for the purchase and repair of 
fishing boats and gear. The manner in which these loans are 
repaid continues to be satisfactory. The details of the transactions 
are published in the Department’s Annual Report on the Sea 
and Inland Fisheries of Ireland. 

4. — CENTRAL INSTITUTIONS. 

The Forty-first Annual Report of the Dean and Council of the 
Royal College of Science will be found in 
koyal college op the Appendices. 

science. The number of students attending the 

College during the Session 1908-9 was 120, 
of whom 85 were Associate Students and 32 were Ron-Associate 
Students. These included four Royal Scholars, fifteen Science 
Scholars, twenty-four Agricultural Scholars (including one in 
horticulture), and eleven Teachers-in-Training. In addition there 
was one Local Exhibitioner and two fourth year Research 
Scholars. 

The College has been utilised as the chief centre for 
the short summer courses of instruction which the Department 
organise each year mainly for the further training of teachers 
working under their programme of Experimental Science, Draw- 
ing and Manual Instruction for day secondary schools. In 
1909 these summer courses were held at 25 centres, with an 
attendance of 622. Of this number, 155 attended the course 
at the Royal College of Science. 

The Chair of Physics in the College became vacant on 1st 
October, 1909, owing to the retirement of Professor W. F. Barrett, 
F.R.8., under the Treasury regulations as to age. Mr. William 
Brown, B.Sc., Lecturer in Electro-Technology at the College, was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. The post of lecturer rendered 
vacant by Mr. Brown’s promotion was filled by the appointment 
of Mr. Felix E. W. Hackstt, M.A., B.Sc., formerly Junior Fellow 
of the Royal University of Ireland. 

, * tt . October, 1908, the Dublin Commissioners appointed under 
the Irish Universities Act, 1908, for the purpose of framing 
Statutes for the general government of the new University having 
its seat in Dublin, invited the Department to express their views 
on the question of the co-ordination of the technological work, in- 
cluding Agriculture, of the Royal College of Science for Ireland 
with that of the new University, with a view to the utilisation by

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the students of the University Colleges of the lectures, labora- 
tories, and equipment of the College of Science. In response to 
his invitation the Department furnished the Commissioners with 
a statement of their views, and expressed their readiness to 
arrange that all facilities for instruction m the College i which the . 
Commissioners might desire to see utilised by the University, 
should be made available for students of the Unmrsity so 
far as this might be practicable having regard to the administra- 
tion of the College for the requirements of its own students. It 
was also explained that any co-ordination which it might be 
nnssible for the Royal College of Science to arrange with one 
Irish University must be made equally available, on similar con- 
ditions, for any other Irish University that might desire its 
co-operation. On the invitation of the Commissioners, Mr. T. P. 
Gill? Secretary of the Department, gave evidence before them on 
23rd February, 1909, when the question of co-ordmation was 
further considered.

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College (exclusive of the cost of maintenance of buildings, 
furniture and lighting, which is defrayed by the Board of Public 
Works, and of stationery, printing, etc., defrayed by the Sta- 
tionery Office) was approximately £16,000. 

The fees payable by Associate students are £15 for the first 
year, £20 for the second year, and £20 for the third year. 
These fees cover attendance at all lectures and laboratory and 
workshop courses, as well as the use of the College apparatus 
and materials. For Non-Associate students the fee for any 
course of lectures is £2, while for such students the fees for 
practical courses vary from £2 for a special course of one month 
to £12 for the entire session. 

A number of scholarships and “ teacherships-in-training ” are 
provided in connection with the College. Some of these have 
been instituted by the Department principally with a view to 
training instructors for service under the Department’s schemes. 

In the Agricultural Faculty about fifteen scholarships are 
offered each year for competition among young Irishmen who 
desire to acquire a thorough knowledge of technical agricul- 
ture; and scholarships are also provided for students who in- 
tend to specialise in horticulture, forestry, or creamery manage- 
ment. Each of these scholarships includes free admission to 
the first year’s course of instruction in the College; and either 
of the following at the option of thp Department: — -(a) a 
maintenance allowance of one guinea per week while in 
attendance at the College or elsewhere as the Department may 
decide, or (b.) free board and residence at the Albert Agricul- 
tural College, or other of the Department’s institutions. A 
scholarship is tenable, in the first instance, for one year, but 
selected candidates must undergo a probationary course of one 
term. If satisfactory progress be made by the holder, the 
scholarship may be renewed for a second and for a third year 
to enable the student to complete hi s course. Since these scholar- 
ships were instituted 50 scholars in the Faculty of Agriculture 
have been trained as agricultural experts, and all of them are 
now employed in Ireland in various capacities in connection with 
the Department’s work. 

In addition to the scholarships in the Faculty of Agriculture, 
about five scholarships in science and technology and five 
“ teacherships-in-training ” are awarded annually. The 
scholarships include a maintenance allowance of £50 per 
annum, and free instruction during the Associate course. _ A 
“ teapjiership-in-training ” entitles the holder to free instruction 
daring the Associate course and to a maintenance allowance of 
21s. a week during the session. Candidates awarded “teacher- 
ships-in-training ’’are required to enter into an undertaking that 
they will pursue the full Associate course with a view to becom- 
ing teachers of science in Ireland. 

Other scholarships, as well as medals and prizes, are also offered 
for competition. For instance, four Royal Scholarships of £50 
..each for two years, with free tuition, are attached to the College ; 
. two are offered for competition each year among Associate stu- 
dents wfio are completing their first year course, who are not 
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holders of Royal Exhibitions, National, Whitworth, Agricultural, 
or Science and Technological Scholarships, or Scholarships or 
Exhibitions awarded by Local Technical Instruction Committees. 
The .Royal Scholarships are awarded, on the results of the ses- 
sional examinations of the first year Associate course; but, in 
order to qualify for them, a student must have attended 
regularly the lectures and demonstrations, and have passed in all 
the subjects of the first year. Scholarships are not awarded 
unless sufficient merit is shewn. Holders of the scholarships are 
required to attend with strict regularity all the courses in the 
second and third years, and to pass all the College examinations 
in the faculty or group in which they are seeking a diploma. 
Certain other scholarships and prizes, such as “ Royal Exhi- 
bitions ” and “ National Scholarships,” which are open for com- 
petition at the annual examinations of the Board o'f Education, 
Whitehall, are also tenable at the College. Full par- 
ticulars regarding the scholarships, prizes, and medals are given 
in the Programme of the College. 

Rapid progress is being made with the new buildings for the 
College, which are being erected under the direction of the Com- 
missioners of Public Works on the selected site adjoining Upper 
Merrion Street. They will be fully equipped for the work of the 
several faculties. A Mechanical Engineering Laboratory will 
form an adjunct to the main structure. The Department under- 
stand that the new buildings will be completed about, the 1st 
January, 1911, and it is hoped that the ’new College will he in 
full working order by the commencement of the Session, 1911- 
1912. 

In the Irish Antiquities Division of the National Museum the 
Aquilla Smith Collection of coins has been 
national museum arranged, as well as a large series of paleo- 
of science and lithic implements from Egypt, India and the 
art. Argentine. A portion of the crypt at the 

western end of the Art Museum building has 
been fitted up as an Exhibition gallery for ancient canoes and 
stone carvings, etc.., and it is hoped that this gallery will soon be 
open to the public. Casts of the Drumcliffe, Killamery, Kells and 
Ahenny Crosses have been erected on the west gallery of the Cen- 
tral Court. . In the Art and Industrial Section some of the rooms 
have been re-arranged, and the lighting improved. The Musica 
Instrument Collection has also been re-set up. The re-arrangement 
of the Numismatic collection has been partly carried out. A large 
number of examples of work in Enamel and two examples- oi 
illumination were lent to the Museum by the well-knovyn Dud ' i 
artist, Mrs. Traquair, now resident in Edinburgh. Owing to tne 
courtesy of some of the Dublin silversmiths many photograpns 
of old pieces passing through their hands have been acquiree 
for the collection. In the Natural History Division a vepy Up 
specimen of the rare Central African mammal, the Okapi, w 
acquired. The collection of Irish Birds has. been re-arranged, in 
the Botanical Section some interesting additions have been.ma 
illustrative of the diseases of the potato, cereals, forest trees, 
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and fruit trees. The Circulation Collections have been con- 
siderably augmented, and have been of much use to the Agricul- 
tural and Technical Schools and Classes. 

The attendances of readers at the National' Library during the 
year have been 188,596, being a decrease of 
national library 2,061 on that of last year, which was 
op Ireland. solely due to the protracted closing 
necessary in order to allow of the 
re-arrangement of the 'electric lighting. The number of 
volumes added to the Library and made accessible to 
readers was 4,408. The Author and Title Catalogue for 1905 
was published during the year. The preparation of the Decen- 
nial Subject Index, 1894-1903, is far advanced, and it is hoped 
that it will bs ready for press at an early date. Many 
important donations were received, notably those from Mr. E. B. 
McClintock Dix, the Executors of the late Mr. Alfred Webb, and 
the Eoyal College of Pliyscians in Ireland. The number of 
volumes at present housed in the Library is estimated by the 
Trustees at 180,000, including 25,000 volumes in the Joly collect 
tion, and as many of these volumes contain collections of Pamph- 
lets the number of title pages is probably more than 190,000. The 
substitution of Osram incandescent electric lamps in the reading 
rooms, in place of the arc lamps previously in use, has proved 
most satisfactory. 

In the Session 1908-9 the Metropolitan School of Art main- 
tained its high position amongst the Schools 
metropolitan of Art in the United Kingdom. The results 
school op art. of the Art Examinations and the number of 
awards in the National Competition were 
highly satisfactory. The awards included four Silver Medals 
four National Book Prizes, and fourteen Commendations. During 
the session there was a considerable increase in the number of 
students attending the School. The Department regret to record 
the loss through death of Professor Alec. Frazer, m.b., f.r.o.s.i., 
who for many years conducted in the School a series of lectures in 
“ Anatomy applied to the Pine Arts.” 

The various buildings and glass houses in the Eoyal Botanic 
Gardens were maintained in good order, 
royal botanic and many necessary repairs were car- 

o ardens. ried out during the year. In the out- 

door department a large section of the rock- 
work was re-made and planted. The pond was cleaned out and 
further space cleared for the newer water-lilies. In 'the arbore- 
tum some old and unsound trees and unnecessary duplicates 
were taken down. In pursuance of the plan to keep the various 
classes of shrubs grouped together in beds, new beds for viervillas 
and deutzias were made, and the beds for berberis, ribes and 
spiraea were re-made and the plants re-grouped. A new bridge 
wrs made over the river at the outflow from the sluice gates. 
The collection of species and varieties of Iris were moved from the 
reserve ground to a long border at the agricultural plots, where 
visitors will have access to them. 
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GEOLOGICAL 
SURVEY OF 
IRELAND. 


The Geological Survey was chiefly engaged, in the year 1908-9, 
in completing the examination of the zone 
of iron-ore and bauxite in the north-east of 
Ireland. A memoir on the soil survey of 
the lands of the Department’s Agricultural 
Station at Ballyhaise was prepared for 
press, and the soil survey of the Station at Clonakilty, County 
Cork was carried out. The Senior Geologist examined the 
country near Westport, County Mayo, in view of a much-needed 
revision of the stratigraphy of that area. 

Particulars regarding the year’s work in the Royal College of 
Science, the National Museum of Science and Art, the 
National Library, the Metropolitan School of Art, the Koyal 
Botanic Gardens, and the Geological Survey of Ireland are 
given in the Appendices. The Report of the Board of Visitors 
of the National Museum and the Royal Botanic Gardens is 
printed at page 450 ; and the Report of the Council of Tiustees 
of the National Library at page 460. 

5— MISCELLANEOUS. 

The following measures promoted by the Department were intro- 
duced by the Vice-President, passed through 
legislation.

Trawling in Prohibited Areas (Prevention) Act, 1909, which 
imposes new duties on the Department and gives them greater

An Act to amend the Fisheries ( Ireland ) Acts, to 
which gives the Department facilities for holding inquiries lor 
change of close season for salmon and trout. 

Weeds and Agricultural Seeds ( Ireland ) Act, 1909. This Ac 
was obtained at the instance of the Council of Agriculture, wi 
a view to prevent the spread of noxious weeds in Ireland, an 
to make provision for the testing of agricultural seeds. 

Merchandise Marks Amendment Act, 1909, which gives t 
Department power to prosecute in Ireland in certain cases anuer 
the Merchandise Marks Act, 1887. 

In their last annual report the Department adverted to the work 
of the Departmental Committee on rtisn 
forestry. Forestry and gave a brief summary of the 
principal conclusions and recommendation 
of the Committee. They referred to the extreme urgency ol tne 
question of preventing the wasteful destruction which was going 
on in the Irish -woodlands and of saving to the oo^yy 
should be a valuable national asset, and they expressed the nope 
that pending a decision regarding a full _ scheme of a« lt 
afforestation, they would be placed in a position to act ^pon r 
at least, of the recommendations of the Committee. The u_ep 
ment are glad now to record that Parliament made provision m 
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the Estimates for the year 1909-10 for a sum of £6,000 to enable 
the Department to purchase by means of annuities under the 
Land Purchase Acts, suitable areas of woodlands and lands 
adapted for forestry comprised in estates which are being sold 
under these Acts. Under this arrangement the Department are 
in negotiation with a view to purchase in the more urgent cases 
(see page 75), and some valuable woods have already been 
saved from destruction. The Estates Commissioners and the 
Congested Districts’ Board aro co-operating with the Department 
in this wort. 


Owing to the immense importance of the dairying industry as a 
leading feature of Irish Agriculture, the 
committee on Department have devoted a very considerable 
ieish butter share of their activity and their funds to its 
industry. development. One of the directions in which 
the Department have found it necessary. to 
take action has been the protection of the reputation of Irish 
butter against the results of fraudulent competition. In this con- 
nection it has, however, been found in practice that a great 
obstacle to effective legal proceedings under the Merchandise 
Marks Acts or other legislation, arises from the very imperfect 
definition which applies to the different grades and qualities of 
butter. The Department, having tried various means of getting 
over this difficulty, at length came to the conclusion that the 
only satisfactory way to meet it was to appoint a Committee of 
Inquiry. A Committee was accordingly appointed in April, 
1909. The Terms of Reference to the Committee (who have 
not yet presented their report) are: —

The Department have continued to act as a bureau of information 
with regard to the mineral and raw material 
irish minerals resources of the country and to make m- 
and quiries and give advice through the agency 

Raw materials, of their Economic Geologist on many matters 
relating to these resources. A number of 
inquiries regarding deposits of peat have also been dealt with. 
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The Department, with the object of encouraging the burning of 
lime throughout the country, have made arrangements whereby 
expert advice as to the quality of the limestone and other 
information is given to those interested. In some cases the 
Department have supplied the services of an expert lime burner 
for a limited period to give instruction in the burning of lime. 
As a result of this procedure some kilns have been restarted. 
Prospecting for minerals is being carried out by private enter- 
prise in various parts of the country, and it is hoped that this 
prospecting will lead in time to further development. 

The scheme for aiding Village Libraries continues in operation, 
and small grants of books (limited to £3 
grants op books in value), dealing with subjects of agrieul- 
to tural and technical instruction, have been

PART II.— DETAILS OF THE DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS, 1908-1909. 


I. — AGRICULTURE . 

The period dealt with in this section of the Report is the 
agricultural year ended 30th September, 1909. 

The rates of the Department’s contribution to the cost of the 
various agricultural schemes administered by county committees 
of agriculture and the arrangement as to payment of the salaries 
of itinerant instructors in agriculture remained unaltered. 

In July, 1909, a circular (copy of which is printed at page 241 
of the Appendices) was issued to county committees of agriculture 
calling attention to the growing expenditure under agricultural 
schemes in certain counties. 

(a.) Agricultural Instruction. 

The work of agricultural instruction was continued as_ m 
previous years by three principal agencies, viz. : — (i.) institutions 
managed directly by the Department ; (ii.) schools under private 
management working in accordance with programmes approved 
by the Department, and (iii.) schemes of itinerant instruction 
administered either directly or through county committees of 
agriculture. The first class includes the agricultural faculty 
at the Royal College of Science ; the Albert Agricultural College, 
Glasnevin; the Agricultural Stations at Athenry, Ballyhaise, and 
Clonakilty, the Munster Institute and the Ulster Dairy School ' 
the second comprises the agricultural college at Mount Bellew, 
co. Galway, and nine schools of rural domestic economy: the 
third embraces the classes, lectures and practical demonstrations 
carried out by the itinerant instructors in agriculture, horticul- 
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ture poultry keeping and butter-making throughout the country 
and ’by agricultural overseers in congested districts. The work 
under each of these heads was extended considerably during the 
year under review. The schemes of agricultural education are 
generally being more fully appreciated by the various classes of 
the farming community for whom they provide. 

To meet the demand for qualified teachers of agricultural sub- 
jects the courses of training described in previous Eeports were 
continued at the Eoyal College of Science, Albert College, and 
Munster Institute. Fifteen students who completed their courses 
successfully during the year received appointments in connection 
with the Department’s work. This number includes six itinerant 
instructors in agriculture and teachers of agricultural classes 
trained at the Eoyal College of Science, two itinerant 
instructors in horticulture and bee-keeping trained at the Albert 
College, and seven instructors in poultry-keeping and butter- 
making and teachers of rural domestic economy subjects trained 
at the Munster Institute. The number of persons trained at 
these institutions and now employed by the . Department or by 
county committees of agriculture amounts to 123. The difficulty 
in meeting the demand for teachers, which was so acute at the 
earlier stages of the Department’s operations, is greatly reduced, 
but is still far from being altogether removed. 

Supplementary courses for instructors already at work were 
held at the Albert College and at the Avondale poultry fattening 
station. 

The question of increasing the number of local agricultural 
schools for young farmers was under consideration during i 
year, and the Department approved of a proposal put forward 
by the committee of agriculture for county Tyrone for the esta > - 
lishment in that county of a school or fanners institute which 
would be open also to students from county Donegal and cou y 
Londonderry. The committees of agriculture of these counties 
are formulating a scheme for the working of the proposed ms 1 
tution, 

A new agricultural school for girls was opened during the 
year at Benada, Tubbercurry, county Sligo. 

All the schemes of itinerant instruction were adopted m 
almost every county and in several counties second instructors 
were appointed in one or more subjects. There was a large 
increase in the number of counties adopting the scheme of wm e 
agricultural classes. Tutorial poultry classes were held in. i 
counties.

schemes of agricultural education. The total 
number of students who have entered the agricultural faculty 
as holders of scholarships provided by the Department and com- 
pleted the course, was, at the end of the 1908-9 session, fifty- 
eight, of whom twenty-six are employed as itinerant instructors 
in agriculture, five as teachers of agricultural classes, seven at 
the Department's colleges and stations and nine on the central 
staff of the Department. 

An examination for the award of scholarships in agriculture, 
horticulture, forestry, and creamery management tenable at the 
college was held in August, 1908, in accordance with the 
terms of the prospectus printed at page .169 of the Appendices. 
Fifty-three candidates sat for the examination, and as a result 
eleven new scholarships in agriculture were awarded. There 
were no candidates for scholarships in horticulture and none 
of the candidates in forestry or in creamery management reached 
the qualifying standard. Fourteen scholarships awarded in 
previous years were renewed in full for the session 1908-9. In 
the case of two students awarded scholarships in 1907, who were 
required to repeat their first year's course, reduced scholarship 
allowances were granted for the 1908-9 session.

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Six students of the college obtained scholarships in agriculture, 
tenable at the Royal College of Science, at the examination Kid 
in August, 1909. 

The horticultural school at the college was conducted on the 
same lines as in previous years. Two students completed the 
course of training during the year and were given appointments 
in connection with the Department’s horticultural schemes. The 
number of students trained in the school who are employed in con- 
nection with the Department’s work now amounts to twenty-seven. 
One student obtained a scholarship m horticulture tenable at the 
Royal College of Science. At the examination held on the 
94th August, 1909, six candidates qualified for admission to the 
1909-10 session at the school. The prospectus is printed at 
page 172 of the Appendices. 

A short course of instruction in bee-keeping was held at the 
college during the summer of 1909 for county hor^ultural 
instructors who had not previously been approved as qualihed to 
give instruction in bee-keeping. All instructor ^ torticnltu e 
with two exceptions, have now had an opportunity of taking 
out a qualifying course in bee-keeping.

The Department's scheme of winter agricultural classes for 1908-9 
(see page 216 of the Appendices), was put 
agriculturaIj into operation in twenty counties. Fifty 
classes and classes were formed, and eight hundred and 
schools. seventy-five students were admitted. All 
the county committees of agriculture which 
adopted this scheme in 1907-8 continued it during 1908-9, and, 
in addition, seven counties — Fermanagh, King’s, Londonderry, 
Longford, Meath, Tipperary S.B., and Westmeath— held_ classes 
under the scheme for the first time. Compared with the 
previous year there was an increase of 17 in the number of 
classes, and of 34:6 in the number of pupils admitted. 

The scheme was practically the same as that of 1907-8. l n " 
struction was given at each class for five hours daily for two 
days a week — in some few cases three days a week — during 
sessions varying in length from thirteen to twenty-one walks, 
according to various local circumstances. Twenty-three teachers 
of agricultural subjects were employed, of whom nineteen were 
county itinerant instructors in agriculture, the remaining four 
being teachers specially appointed for the work. ;

In July, 1909, in view of a resolution unanimously adopted ft! 
a previous meeting of tie Council of Agriculture, a circular (copy 
of which will be found at page 241 of the Appendices) was issueu 
by the Department to every county committee in Ireland urging 
them to develop and extend the system of winter agriculture 
classes. 

A course of instruction, extending from the beginning of ® e P' 
tember to the end of June, was given at the agricultural colleg , 
Mount Bellew, conducted by the Franciscan Brothers, sixtee 
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resident students were in attendance at this course. Practical 
training in farmwork on the college farm was an important 
part of the instruction afforded. The farm is fully equipped 
with modern machinery and implements. 

Proposals have been made for the establishment of additional 
local agricultural schools at centres where they would meet the 
reouirements of two or three counties which would co-operate m 
maintaining them. A. project for the erection of an agricultural 
school or a farmers’ institute in county Tyrone to be open 
to students from that county and from county Donegal and 
county Londonderry has been adopted by 'the Tyrone county 
committee of agriculture and approved by the Department. 
Strabane has been selected as the most suitable site for this 
institution. The scheme for its working has not yet been framed, 
but tbe intention is that it should be erected and equipped by 
the Department, and that the agricultural committees of the 
three counties concerned should make contributions towaids the 
cost of maintenance proportionate to the number of students, 
from the respective counties, attending the courses, and should 
aid the Department in the management of the institution. ine 
■ county committees for Antrim and Down have also had under 
consideration the question of setting up a school m coun y 
Antrim for pupils from these counties and, possibly, from county 
Armagh. 


The teaching of the Department’s programme of agricultural 
education for girls was continued a/t tne 
agricultural Munster Institute, Cork, the Ulster Dairy 
schools for School, Cookstown, and at nine schoo s o 
girls . rural domestic economy . The demand lor 

training in dairying and poultry-keeping 
and tbe other subjects taught under the programme continues to 
increase steadily. Brief reports on the working of the van 
schools are given below. 


Pour sessions were held at the Institute during the yeaj ; 6 
total attendance of pupils (including - 
munster institute, admissions) was 199. At the end o e 
cork. year there were 227 applicants awaiting 

their turn for admission. On account of 
the great demand for admission, an applicant usually lias c > w mi 
for a period of over twelve months from the date- ot her app 
cation. 


The courses for students in training for teacherships in agricul 
tural schools for girls and for county instructorships ir (P 0U Uj 
keeping and butter-making were continued during tbe year. 
Thirteen students passed their final examinations, including 
instructors who attended, respectively, supplementary cours 
in poultry-keeping and butter-making. Ten students oi n 
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Institute, including three who passed in 1907-8, obtained employ- 
ment in connection with the Department’s work. The number 
of past students so employed now amounts to forty-nine. 


Four sessions were held at this school during the year, at which 
120 students attended. All the places were 
ulster filled at each session since the opening of 
dairy school, the school in January, 1908. At the end 
cookstown. of the year, 1908-9, there were 40 appli- 
cants awaiting admission. During the year 
120 applications were received, of which more than half were 
from counties outside the province of Ulster. The school is 
conducted on the same lines as the Munster Institute, with the 
exception that, for the present, the finishing courses for students 
who qualify for training for teacherships and itinerant instruc- 
torships are held at the Institute only. Students of the Ulster 
School who are eligible to attend these courses are transferred 
to the Institute. As the number of applications for admission 
has, from the outset, been considerably in excess of the number 
of places available, the question of increasing the accommodation 
for students is now engaging the attention of the Department. 

Prospectuses of the Munster Institute and of the Ulster Dairy 
School will be found at pages 182-183 of the Appendices. 


These schools are under private management and are aided by 
grants from the Department in respect of 
schools op rural salaries of teachers, expenses of management, 
domestic economy, and maintenance of pupils. The Report for 
the year, 1907-8, mentioned that a new school 
of this kind was being established at Benada, Tubbercurry, 
county Sligo. This school opened in March, 1909. It is similar in 
typo to the school at Loughglynn, county Roscommon, and is open 
to day-pupils only. 

The instruction given at the various schools is primarily 
intended for girls of the farming class who desire to improve 
themselves at the work of the dairy, poultry-yard and kitchen. 
There is a growing demand for admission, and provision has been 
made at four of the schools for an increase in the number of 
places for resident pupils during the year, 1909-10. 

Pupils of these schools who show, at the conclusion of their 
course, that they are likely to prove qualified for teacherships 
are allowed to enter the Munster Institute or the Ulster Dairy 
School with a view to completing their training.

21B of the Appendices) was put into operation 
itinerant by each county committee in 1908-9. Thirty- 
instruction in six instructors were employed, being an in- 
' agriculture. crease of two as compared with the previous 
year.

During the lecturing season, from October to March, 1241 
lectures were delivered at 458 centres by the instructors, at 
which 67,351 persons attended, giving an average of 54 for 
each lecture. These figures are somewhat below those for 
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1907-8 on account of the fact, that nineteen of the instructors 
were employed in teaching winter agricultural classes, as com- 
pared with ten in 1907-8. The instructors visited 14,096 farms, 
an average of 891 visits for each instructor. Upwards of 675 
experiments and 2,262 demonstrations were conducted by the in- 
structors, particulars of which will be found under the heading 
of “ Field Experiments,” at page 54 of this Report. These 
experiments and demonstrations are distinct from the demonstra- 
tions conducted in congested districts by the Department's over- 
seers which are dealt with on page 29. 

In view of the prevalence of contagious abortion in cattle it 
was considered advisable to issue special directions to instructors 
regarding the giving to groups of farmers demonstrations of the 
measures to bo adopted to prevent the spread of this disease. As 
a result 205 such demonstrations were given, at which 3,676 per- 
sons attended. Upwards of 179 demonstrations were also given 
to individual farmers. 

Every instructor, except two, was engaged for some weeks 
during the summer in judging under the Deportment’s scheme 
of prizes for cottages and small farms, in a county other than 
that in which he was employed as instructor. The instructors 
also assisted in work under the Department's dairy cattle regis- 
tration scheme, and in performing certain duties in connection 
with the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act. Further, in accor- 
dance with a request of the Board of Trade, they also assisted 
during portion of the year in the collection of agricultural 
statistics for the census of production which is being undertaken 
by that Board in respect of the United Kingdom.

The maximum quantities of sulphate of copper and washing 
soda, respectively, supplied to any one person were 66 lbs. and 70 
lbs. In 1909 the sale of spraying materials was largely taken 
up by local traders, thus reducing very considerably the neces- 
sity for such materials being supplied by the Department. 


Tho scheme for encouraging improvement in the poultry- 
keeping industry, 1908-9, as printed at page 
poultry-keeping. 217 of the Appendices, was put into opera- 
tion in all counties with the exception of 


Dublin and Queen’s. 

Twenty-eight itinerant instructors were employed, seven of 
whom were also engaged during portion of the year in connec- 
tion with the scheme of instruction in butter-maldng. 

A supplemental scheme entitled “ Tutorial and Practical 
Classes in Poultry-Keeping,” issued by the Department for this 
year was put into operation in sixteen counties, viz. : Ariiuv . > 

Carlow, Cavan, Cork, Kildare, Kilkenny, Kings, Londonderry, 
Louth, Meath, Monaghan, Tipperary N.B., Tipperary 8.K., 
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Westmeath, Wexford, and Wicklow. Details of the nature 
of the instruction afforded at these classes with particulars as to 
the equipment required arc very fully set forth in the scheme 
which is printed at page 222 of the Appendices. 

The following is a summary of the work of the instructors 
in connection with the above-mentioned schemes, the period 
covered being the twelve months ended 30th September, 

1909 . Humber of lectures, 677: average attendance, 73; 

number of classes, 1,402; average attendance, 14; visits to 
poultry-keepers, 9,159. 

The distribution of at least 70 sittings of eggs of pure-bred 
hens or ducks entitled the station-holder to a premium of £5, 
and a premium of £2 was payable for the- distribution from 
each Embden goose station of at least twelve sittings of three 
eggs each. 

Provision was also made, as in previous years, for the award 
of premiums value £2 each to persons who were prepared to 
keep one or more pure-bred American bronze turkey cocks for 
service purposes.

Details of the horticulture and bee-keeping schemes will be 
found at page 229 of the Appendices. 
horticulture and Thirty-four itinerant instructors were 
bee-keeping. employed by county committees during 
the year 1908-9. 

Of this number twenty-six were qualified to give instruc- 
tion in horticulture and bee-keeping ; five were qualified in horti- 
culture only; and three in bee-keeping only. In three counties 
two instructors were employed — one in horticulture and- one in 
bee-keeping. 
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The scheme was not in operation in counties Clare, Dublin, 
and Leitrim, and instruction in horticulture only was provided 
in counties Tipperary (S.R.) and Wicklow. Instruction in hor- 
ticulture and bee-keeping was available in the remaining twenty- 
eight counties. 

A. limited number of lectures are delivered each season, but 
instructor’s duties are mainly of a practical nature, such as 
demonstrations in gardens, orchards, etc., in the planting, 
pruning, grafting, and spraying of trees, m fruit and vegetable 
culture, bee-keeping, etc,. 

The following summary shows the work done in this respect

^ The "" horticultural demonstration plots established through- 
out a county as examples of proper methods of selection and 
cultivation of fruits, vegetables and flowers continue to be a 
feature of great educational value. A.t each plot (which it is 
recommended should not exceed a quarter of an acre m extent) 
it is usual to plant apple, pear, and plum trees, as well as 
gooseberry and currant bushes. Raspberries and strawberries 
are also 'included, and the remainder of the plot is utilised 
for growing vegetables, herbs, and flowers. The planting is 
done under the supervision of the instructor, who periodically 
visits the plot for the purpose of directing its cultivation and 
conducting demonstrations. In all, 276 plots of this land 
were established in 1909, as compared with 202 m the previous 

year, and 163 in 1907. _ 

In counties in which the scheme is in operation the com- 
mittees are enabled to assist farmers and others in securing 
reliable fruit and forest trees, etc., at a reasonable price, lie 
Department, in the first instance, inspect the principal Irish 
nurseries in order to ascertain the suitability and freedom from 
disease of the trees which each nurseryman has for sale, lhe 
committees are then in a position to invite tenders for the supply 
of trees at fixed prices to residents in their respective counties. 
The trees so distributed are generally procured on the advice of 
the instructors, who furnish weekly returns as to the varieties 
and quantities of trees planted as a direct result of the operation 
Of the. scheme. The following are the figures for the twelve

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Under clause 5 of the. scheme, a county' committee may 
make provision for the payment of compensation to persons 
whose stocks of bees were found to bo infected with foul brood 
and were destroyed by the instructor. Provision of this nature 
was made by the committees in eight counties. 


The object of this measure, which came into operation on 1st 
January, 1909, is to prevent the spread of 
bee pest foul brood or bee pest in apiaries in this 

prevention country. During the course of the 

(Ireland) act, 1908. year the Department issued regulations for 
the purpose of carrying the Act into effect 
i see p a ge 253 of the Appendices). The majority of the local autho- 
rities have now made the required appointments in connection 
with the administration of the Act, and a small sum was allotted 
for compensation to bee-keepers for the compulsory destruction 
of bees, etc., affected with the disease. 

The butter-making scheme was put into operation during 1908-9 
in twenty-six counties, and thirty instruc- 

buttek-maki n o . tors were employed. Seven of these instruc- 
tors were also engaged during portion of the 
year in connection with the scheme of instruction in poultry- 
keeping. 

The scheme was not in operation in counties Antrim, Armagh, 
Dublin, Fermanagh, Limerick, Longford, and Tyrone. Although 
an instructor was available for portion of the year in county 
Tipperary (S.R.) no classes in butter-making were held in that 
county during the year under review. 

The following is a summary of the operations of the butter- 
making scheme during the year : — Number of lectures, 245 ; 
number of daily classes of from two to four weeks' duration at 
each centre, 3,595 (the average attendance being eight pupils). 
In addition 5,918 visits of inspection were made to private 
dairies.

The regulations of this scheme are printed at page 227 of the 
Appendices. 
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The scheme of prizes for cottages and small farms, as printed 
at page 209 of the Appendices, was put into 
prizes foe operation during 1909 in all counties with 
cottages and small the exceptions of Antrim, Armagh, Carlow, 
FARMS. Louth and Sligo. The itinerant instructors 
in agriculture acted as judges, each instruc- 
tor being assigned a county other than that in which he was 
employed in connection with his ordinary duties. 

In the cottage section of the scheme prizes were confined to 
bona fide cottagers; and only bona fide farmers who resided on 
their farms and worked the farms themselves were eligible to 
compete in the small farm section. 

The points taken into consideration by the judges in making 
their awards are indicated in the scheme. As these points are now 
generally known, improvements in the right direction are notice- 
able in the premises of the prize-winners, in the condition of the 
gardens and farms, and in the quality and care of both live 
stock and poultry.

For some years past these lectures have been confined to one 
subject only, viz. : veterinary hygiene. No 
pioneer lectures, signs of a diminution of popular interest in 
these lectures is apparent as the attendance 
of the public during the past twelve months has been well up to 
the average. 

About the same number of lectures as last year, viz., 250, were 
given, and it is proposed to continue these lectures during the 
ensuing year. 

During the 1909 season the Department continued the experiments 
in regard to the drenching of. sheep as a 
braxy and looping preventive of these diseases. In all about 
ill. (3,000 animals were treated, but the results 

of the experiments will not be available for 
some months. An article descriptive of the work will be published 
in the Department’s Journal. 

During the year under review the Department granted loans, 
amounting to £580, to seven societies. Of this 
. agricultural sum £230 was granted to three societies for 
credit societies, the special purpose of purchasing seeds, 
manures or spraying materials, such loans 
being repayable on or before December 1st following. 

Up to September 30th, 1909, the Department had advanced on 
loan £17,511 to 169 societies, and of this sum £10,836 10s. Od. 
was outstanding on that date. 

In some instances where loans were granted a few years ago 
the Department found it necessary for one or other of the follow- 
ing reasons to require the societies concerned to repay the amounts 
involved : — 

(a) That the society could obtain sufficient loan capital by 
! other means. 
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(b) That the management of the society’s affairs was so unsatis- 

factory as to prove harmful rather than beneficial to 
the members thereof. 

(c) That the society did not appear to have made any reason- 

able effort to obtain loan capital by means of deposits or 
bank overdrafts. 


(b.) Improvement op Live Stock. 


The horse breeding scheme, which provided for the registration 
of sound and suitable thoroughbred, agri- 
horse breeding, cultural and half-bred stallions, and the 
selection of the best brood mares in each 
county to be served by these sires, was adopted and put into 
operation in 81 counties during the year 1909. Details of the 
scheme for 1909 will be found at page 191 of the Appendices. 

The committee of agriculture for Queen’s county made no 
financial provision for a horse breeding scheme, and, accord- 
ingly, no local exhibitions for the selection of mares were held 
in this county in the spring of 1909. 

Mo much difficulty has been experienced in meeting the wishes 
of county committees in the North that the Department considered 
it desirable to sanction as an experiment a "departure from the 
general scheme in county Tyrone. Under this experimental 
scheme the county committee selected two registered thoroughbred 
stallions and five registered Clydesdale stallions, all of which were 
standing for service in the county. It was decided to give a 
premium of £40 for each thoroughbred sire in consideration of the 
service of 40 mares, the property of farmers in the county whose 
total valuation did not exceed £75, and £30 for each clydesdale 
stallion in consideration of the service of. 50 such mares. The 
mares were not selected at shows nor subjected to veterinary ex- 
amination. Each mare owner was required to pay a. service fee of 
£1 in the case of thoroughbred stallions, and 10s. in the case of 
clydesdale stallions. 315 mares were served under the scheme 
(79 by the thoroughbred stallions and 236 by the clydesdale 
stallions). Over 38 per cent, of these mares were 6 years of age 
and under. The total value of the premiums paid by the com- 
mittee was £220 12s. 0d., which amount was made up as

A copy of this resolution was forwarded in August to 
each county committee for consideration, and was subsequently 
approved by practically all these bodies. The Department are . 
considering' the . question of seeking power to give legislative | 
effect to this recommendation.

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Of the 12,098 mares presented, 5,838, or 48-2 per cent., were 
nassed by the judges as possessing sufficient merit for nomina- 
tions but of these the veterinary surgeons rejected 754 as 

unsound. . 

Over 71 per cent, of the nominations awarded were given to 

mares 6 years of age and under. 

The owner of a nominated mare having selected a registered 
stallion for the service of his animal, is supplied, through the 
county committee, with a ticket which is at the time of service 
presented to and retained by the stallion owner. The latter, at 
the end of the season, provided he satisfies the county committee 
and the Department that all the regulations of the scheme have 
been complied with, is paid the value of the service foe ns fixed 
l,v the county committee. 

The county committees were almost unanimous in fixing the 
value of the' nomination fee at £2 for the season, 1909. The 
following were the exceptions: — £3 for all breeds in county 
Dublin: £2 10s. for thoroughbreds and half-breds in county 
Longford; and £3 for thoroughbreds in counties Limerick, Kil- 
dare and Meath. 

The Department, as in previous years, found it necessary 
to make special provision mainly for congested areas bv locat- 
ing stallions in outlying districts, a merely nominal service fee 
being charged in each case. They still have in their possession 
a few of the sires handed over by the Congested Districts Board 
in 1904. The last of the Hackneys used in these districts was 
disposed of before the beginning of the service season. Particu-

With a view to meeting a demand for half-bred sires free from 
any strain of cart-horse blood, yet likely to produce good, useful, 
farm animals, the Department began an experiment in 1900. 
For this purpose they purchased in Ireland twelve yearling 
half-bred colts. These were kept on the Department s farms 
until they wore three-year-olds, when they were examined with a 
view to registration. Nino were found to be up to the standard 
required, and were sold to farmers in various ports of the country, 
and the remaining three were disposed of as geldings. Twenty- 
one colts were bought in 1907, of which fourteen were ultimately 
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pj need on the Department’s register. Twenty-eight animals 
were secured in 1908 and a like number in 1909. Those not up 
to the Department’s standard of suitability and those unsound are 
castrated. The experiment has proved so successful in hunter 
breeding districts that the Department propose to greatly extend 
their operations in rearing young sires of this type. In Ulster, 
however, these animals are hot in demand and the Department 
liayo practically failed to find purchasers for them in that pro- 
vince. Prospective purchasers from Ulster object to the animals on 
the ground that they do not meet their requirements, being too 
light and wanting in that action which many Northern breeders 
desire. With a view to ascertaining the type of animal that will be 
acceptable in these districts "the Department propose to try a 
further experiment. The problem is, however, beset with greater 
difficulties than that of breeding suitable half-breds from hunter 
breeding in the hunter breeding districts. 

Fifty-nine stallion asses belonging to the Department were 
located in districts in which donkeys are 
asses. largely used, and in which a demand exists 

for the service of suitable sires. The stal- 
lions are placed with caretakers, who are directly responsible to 
the Department for the proper treatment of the animals.

In 1909 registered dairy bulls were for the first time recog- 
nised by the Department as eligible to compete for premiums. 
These bulls are the produce of cows registered in connection i with 
the Department’s scheme for the improvement of dairy cattle, o 
which a reference is made at page 50 of this Report. 

The value of the premium ill the case of each registered 
dairy bull, as well as of each Kerry and Galloway 
bull selected in. 1909, was fixed at £10. The county commit- 
tees were, however, empowered under the scheme to fix the value 
of the premiums ill respect of the other recognised breeds a 
amounts not less than £10 nor more than £15. The majority 
of the committees decided not to make any alteration Ml the 
value attached to the premiums in previous years, namely, ±- 10 , 
but the premiums were reduced in county Fermanagh to £lo tor 
all bulls, and in county Londonderry to £12 10s. m the case of 
bulls selected for premiums for the first time in 1909. .

Provision was made by county committees for the award 
in 1909 of a total number of 895 premiums, and for this pur- 
pose the several committees allocated sums from the joint 
fund amounting in the aggregate to £13,287. _ Of the 800 
bulls which held premiums in 1908, 684 were eligible to com- 
pete for premiums in 1909. Arrangements were made for the 
attendance of the Department’s Inspectors at . 424 centres 
throughout the country for the purpose of examining such of 
these G84 animals as might be put forward, and altogether 632 
bulls were actually exhibited. Of this number, 515 were con- 
sidered suitable for the requirements of the scheme, and county 
committees were advised acordingly. Twenty-four of these bulls 
were, however, for various reasons, withdrawn, thus reducing 
the number available to 491. The county committees then pro- 
ceeded to select applicants to take up the remaining premiums, 
each applicant undertaking to secure an approved bull at one 
of the principal shows or sales at which the Department’s In- 
spectors attend for the purpose of assisting the persons nominated 
by the committees. 

The following statement shows by provinces and counties the 
distribution of premium bulls, from which it will be observed 
that it was found possible to procure 92 per cent, rf the number 
of bulls required by the several county committees in 1909. The 
province of Ulster procured 97 per cent., Leinster 95 per cent., 
Connaught 95 per cent., and Munster 77 per cent, of the number 
of bulls, for which provision had been made in the county 
schemes.

To qualify for the premium each yearling bull was required to 
serve thirty cows and each bull of any other age forty cows, at fees 
fixed by the county committee. As in previous years bona fide 
farmers, the valuation of whose holdings did not exceed the limit 
fixed by the county committees, were entitled to have their cows 
served by a premium bull at a fee of Is. per service. Herds, 
artisans and bona fide agricultural labourers were also entitled 
to a similar benefit. In 1.909, however, the county committees were 
enabled, if they thought fit, to fix the fee at 2s. 6d. per cow in the 
case of fanners whose valuations exceeded the limit for the 
smaller fee.

In ad- 
dition to these premium bulls the Department placed bulls of 
the Galloway and Kerry breeds in congested areas on condition 
that the animals were kept for service in the districts for three 
years. These bulls were sold by the Department at reduced 
prices, payment being accepted by three instalments, the last of 
which will fall due at the end of the third season.

The Royal Ulster Agricultural Society having established a regis- 
ter of Ulster swine, provision was made m 
swine breeding, the scheme for 1908 for the award of pre- 
miums of .£3 to boars entered in this register, 
and in 1909 the premium was increased to £4. The value of the 
premium for boars of other pure breeds remained unaltered at 
for the first year. All boars standing for a second year premium 
in 1909 could, as in previous years, earn £3. 

Advantage was again taken of the local arrangements made 
for the inspection of bulls for the purpose of ascertaining tn 
suitability of hoars which held first year premiums in 19U° 
continuance in 1909, with the result that 131 of the , 1 7',? e „‘ 
sented were passed by the Department's Inspectors, and ot 
128 were awarded second year premiums. 


Suitable boars in the hands of Irish breeders were pure 
by the Department on behalf of persons selected by eo y 
committees, but the available supply again fell short ° 
demand for these animals. Boars so obtained were SU PP 
to applicants who lodged sums of £2 each with the 
the balance of the price of the boar being afterwards ded 
from the premium.

Prizes for sheep were provided at all agricultural shows receiving 
grants through county committees in con- 
sheep-beeeding. nection with the operation of the scheme of 
subsidies to shows, the inclusion of classes 
for sheep being one of the conditions under which such grants 
were made. The county Wicklow committee also arranged 
for the location of five rams, the county Tyrone committee of 
eicrht rams and the county Down committee of ten rams in the 
sheep-beeding districts of their respective counties.

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In January, 1908, the Department agreed to the establishment 
of a number of veterinary dispensaries in 
veterinary county Wexford at which fanners could 

dispensaries. obtain treatment for their animals at fees 

varying in accordance with the valuations 
of their holdings. The experiment is still in progress under the 
supervision of the county committee, the necessary local arrange- 
ments having been made by that body. 


(c.) Special Investigations. 

The results of the field experiments conducted by itinerant in- 
structors in agriculture during 1908 were 
field experiments, published in the Department’s Journal for 
January, 1909, and circulated in pamphlet 
form among farmers in time for the sowing of last season’s 
crops. These experiments were in continuation of the scheme 
adopted in 1902 and slightly modified in 1906, and were carried 
out in every county. Special experiments in the manuring of 
oats, turnips, mangels and. potatoes (particulars of which are 
given on pages 235 to 239 of the Appendices) were, however, added 
to the scheme in 1908, and carried out in the following counties 
only: — Antrim, Armagh, Carlow, Cork, Fermanagh, Kildare, 
Longford, Louth, Tipperary U.R., Tipperary S.R., Waterford 
and Wicklow.

During the season 1909 the work was continued on the. same 
lines, and the scheme with the modifications introduced in the 
previous year was issued to all the instructors in agriculture. 
In all 675 experiments and 2,262 demonstration plots were iai 
down. Reports on the 1909 experiments are being prepared lor 


publication. 

In addition to the field experiments carried on by the itineran 
instructors in agriculture, special large scale experiments in tn 
growing of wheat and barley were conducted by the Departmer^ 
in a limited number of counties. Particulars of these expen 


ments will be found on pages 56 and 57. 
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Experiments planned with a view to obtaining information as 
to the best potash manure for flax, 

flax-growing, the most suitable time of application 
of manure, and as to whether a slow- 
acting nitrogenous manure (rape meal) might be profit- 
ably used with a potassic manure for this crop, were 
again continued in the 1908 season, and reliable results were 
obtained at six centres in counties Donegal and Tyrone. At 
five centres comparative trials of flax seed, Riga and Dutch, 
imported by the Department, and brands generally sold in Ulster 
were made. Tests of seed from four districts of Russia were 
carried out on three farms, and trials were again made with 
seed saved in Ireland from selected flax plant's. The results of 
these experiments and trials are now available for publication in 
the Department’s Journal and in leaflet form. 

For the guidance of flax growers in the purchase of their 
seed there was issued, early in 1909, a leaflet setting forth_ the 
information obtained by the Department as a result of enquiries 
relative to the 1908 harvest made in the flax seed growing dis- 
tricts of the continent. 

A deputation of seven flax-growers and scutchmill owners 
were sent in July, 1908, to the flax-growing districts of Belgium 
and Holland. Their report on the industry in those countries 
has been published in the Department’s J ournal and also circu- 
lated in pamphlet form. 

The Department paid grants amounting to half the salary 
of approved managers during the scutching season, 1908-9, to 
five co-operative flax societies which undertook to comply with 
conditions as laid down in the case of similar grants in previous 
years. Three other societies, which for three years prior to 
1908-9 had received such financial assistance from the Depart- 
ment, were paid no grants in 1908-9, but continued their work 
under the supervision of the Department’s experts. 

In order to demonstrate that when flax is imperfectly retted 
it can neither be scutched nor hackled to the best advantage 
samples of scutched and hackled fibre from under-retted flax 
were shown alongside samples derived from properly| retted 
flax at 14 agricultural shows in Ulster in 1909. 

A flax instructor was appointed to the flax growing districts of 
county Cork in 1908, and the more remunerative returns obtained 
by growers, consequent upon the improved methods of cultivation 
and after treatment of the crop and also the better scutching, have 
resulted in a considerable increase in the area devoted in 1909 
to flax in that county as compared with the 1908 acreage. 

In the year under review no county committee of agriculture 
put into operation Section A. of the Department’s scheme for 
improvement in the flax-growing industry, which provides for 
the holding of shows and award of prizes for scutched flax. The 
county committees of Antrim, Armagh, Cork, Down, Donegal, 
Londonderry, Monaghan and Tyrone adopted Section B. of this 
scheme, and offered prizes for flax on foot, for which a total 
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number of 1,313 entries was received. As decided by the respec- 
tive county committees the prizes were paid in seed in counties 
Co* Monaghan and Tyrone; in cash m counties Antrim, 
Armagh, Down and Donegal, whilst m county London- 
derry it was made optional for prize-winners to take th 
prSs in seed or in cash. The total value of the prizes mwjhM 
in these eight counties in seed and money amounted to £836. A 
copy of the Department’s scheme for encouraging improvement m 
the flax-growing industry will be found at page 210 m the 
Appendices.

of Archer and Goldthorpe raised from single ears m 
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at Ballinacurra, county Cork, were, as stated above, used to 
sow the experimental plots. The surplus" of the cultures was 
sown in larger field plots in Cork, Kildare, Kilkenny, and 
Tipperary, and arrangements have been made for the sale of 
the produce of these plots to barley growers in the respective 
districts in which they were grown. 

The continuation of a supply of pure seed has been ensured 
by further selections of the most suitable varieties made in 1907 
and 1908, and the bulks of produce from the same have been 
increased in field and garden plots at Ballinacurra. 

Concurrently with the cultivation of pure strains and varieties 
mentioned above efforts are being made to obtain by selection 
improved strains of the most desirable varieties, and several 
ears taken from different parts of the country, and possessing 
apparently desirable modifications, were sown in the nursery at 
Glasnevin in 1909, and from the produce obtained further selec- 
tions have been made. 

A detailed report of the results of the experiments conducted 
in 1909 is in course of preparation. 

Small scale experiments on plots of 1/10 acre with the follow- 
ing varieties : — Archer ( Irish) , Goldthorpe, Danish Archer 
(ex-Denmark, 1906) and Danish Archer (ex-Denmark, 1909), 
were also undertaken in 1909 by itinerant instructors in Agricul- 
ture at 10 centres in the following counties Carlow, Cork, Gal- 
way, Kildare, Kilkenny, Louth, Queen’s, Tipperary L.K., and 
Wexford. 

The tests instituted by the Department in 1908 in regard to four 
varieties of wheat were continued in the 
wheat.. following counties in 1909: Carlow, Cork, 

Dublin, and Kildare. 

Two-acre plots of Red Fife, Square Head Master, White 
Stand Up, and White Queen were, grown at each of seven centres. 
Members of the Irish Millers’ Association purchased the produce 
of the several plots, and have kindly undertaken to mill eac- 
variety separately an,cl furnish reports on the milling value o 
the same. Arrangements have been made to have the x anous 
lots of flour tested by bakers in Dublin. 

In addition to the wheat grown for the milling tests a seed 
raising experiment with each of the four varieties was carried 
out on two-aere plots at the Albert College Farm, Glasnexm. 

The raising of pure cultures of Red Fife, Square Head Mastei.. 
White Stand Up and White Queen was commenced m the Glas- 
nevin nursery in 1908. The grains obtained from the single 
ears selected in 1908 were sown in 1909, and succeeding^ year 8 
products will be cultivated until sufficient bulk is obtained to 
sow the experimental milling plots. 

The produce of the milling test plots of 1908 was milled in the 
autumn of that year and the spring of 1909 by different members 
of the Irish Millers’ Association, and reports have been received 
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from, the millers who kindly undertook this work. Baking tests 
with the various flours obtained from the mills were conducted 
by two Dublin baking companies, from whom reports on the 
baking qualities of the four flours have been received Red 
Fife flour gave the best loaf in all cases, next in order of merit 
being the White Queen, and lastly the Square Head Master and 
White Stand Up. 

A detailed report of the results of the field experiments with 
wheat, in 1909 is in course of preparation. 

Tests of varieties of seed were also carried out on plots of 
from' -ith to ith acre by the itinerant instructors in agriculture 
at 19 centres in the following counties : —Carlow, Cork, Down, 
Dublin, Galway, Kildare, Londonderry, Meath and Tipperary 
S.R. In addition to the varieties mentioned above Carter s km 
S tand Lip, Browick’s Grey Chaff and Carton's Red King were 
tested in these experiments. 

The large scale experiments in the growing of tobacco were con- 
S tinned in the season of 1909. The area 

tobacco growing, approved for experimental purposes was the 
same as in the previous year, viz., 101 acres. 

The arrangement under which the persons authorised to conduct 
experiments in tobacco growing had been allowed a rebate o 
duty on the crop marketed by them was discontinued from me 
1st April, 1909, except with regard to tobacco grown P r6V1 °“* V. 
that date which had not been then removed from bond. 1 unQ 
have, however, been placed at the Department s disposal tor a 
period of five years from the above-mentioned date, out ot wmu> 
grants at the rate of £50 per acre cropped with tobacco will 
paid to the authorised experimenters, provided the conditions pit 
scribed by the Department are complied with. The area assigned 
to each grower for experimental purposes remained unchangeu, 
and was taken as the basis for determining the maximum 0 
which could be earned. 

The statutory prohibition of the growing of tobacco m ^reland 
was removed by the Finance Act, 1908, and subsequent to 
1st January, 1909, the growing of tobacco m this country coum 
be undertaken by any person who obtained a_ licence from _ 
Board of Customs and Excise. A number of applications 1 
advice was received by the Department from persons who contem 
plated growing the crop, but so far as the Department are , 
only four persons other than the subsidised expemnente - 
out licences to grow tobacco. 

Four of the experimental growers availed 
of the alteration in the law and increased their area * ib]e 
tobacco beyond the limits in respect of which they were e g 
for grants from the Department. They have, however, g 
to furnish the Department with full information regarding t 
tobacco grown under ordinary licence as if it were pa 
experimental crops.

The services of the Department’s Tobacco Expert were again 
placed at the disposal of the experimenters, and the work was 
supervised by him at all stages. 

75 acres were planted with pipe varieties, 42 acres with cigar- 
rette varieties, and 13 with cigar varieties. 

Tho season of 1909 was an average one for tobacco. The 
quality of the leaf, so far as it was determined by the season, was 
better than in either of the two preceding years. The final 
weight of the crop has not yet been taken. It is expected that 
the "average yield will fall "somewhat short of that of the 1908 
crop. The average produce per statute acre of cured tobacco 
in the latter year was 1,200 lbs., which was a marked increase on 
previous years. 

The 1908 crop, excepting two parcels of about 2,600 lbs., was 
sold to manufacturers during the year at an average price of BJd. 
per lb. The prices ranged from 2d. to 8d. per lb. for pipe varieties, 
from 4d. to Is. 3d. per lb. for cigar varieties, and from 3d. to 8d. 
for cigarette varieties. At one centre exceptional prices of Is. 3d. 
and 2s. 6d. per lb. were bid, respectively, for two small parcels of 
cigarette tobacco grown from Turkish seed and handled by 
Turkish methods. 

The duty on Irish-grown tobacco was fixed by the Finance 
Art, 1908, at 2d. per lb. less than the duty placed on imported 
leaf. It is estimated that this discrimination increased by about 
Id. per lb. the price obtained for their crops by Irish growers. 

The reports of the manufacturers who purchased the 1907 crop 
were, on the whole, favourable. The tobacco proved useful for 
blending, and it is understood that it has sold well when made up 
into roll and plug. The quantity of cigarette tobacco marketed 
was small, but was reported on favourably. The cigar tobacco 
was very irregular in quality, owing to the inexperience of the 
growers in handling this class of leaf, and only a small portion 
was utilised for cigars, tho greater part being worked up with 
pipe tobaccos. 
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An illustrated report on the results of the experiments up to the 
end of 1908 was published in the issue of the Department’s 
Journal for January, 1909. This report has been reprinted in 
pamphlet form for distribution to intending growers, for whose 
guidance a series of leaflets dealing with the several stages in the 
production of the crop is also being issued. 

The agreements entered into between the Department and plot- 
holders at seven of the nine centres estab- 
fruit as a farm lished, terminated on the 31st December 
crop. 1908. No new centres were established in 

1909 ; but in order to encourage 'an exten- 
sion of the area under fruit at Broadway, Moneymore, and 
Billtown centres, the Department agreed to refund to’ farmers in 
those districts, subject to certain conditions, half the cost of fruit 
trees planted by them during the winter, 1908-9. A number of 
existing plotholders and others in the districts referred to availed 
themselves of the facilities offered. Tlie planting was carried 
out under the supervision of the Department’s resident horticul- 
turists. 

The services of the instructors were continued at the different 
centres, and, where extension plots were established, were avail- 
able for the new plot-holders as well as the owners of plots under 
the original scheme.

In 1907 the net value of the milk converted into cheese was 6d. 
per gallon, whereas in 1908 it realised only 6‘97d. per gallon. 
This slight deficiency, however, was counterbalanced by the 
greater return from the whey, which was fed to pigs. Owing 
to the enhanced price of pork the value of the whey in 1908 was 
at least equal to £1 per cow. 

There was a fairly good demand for cheese throughout the 
season. The prices ranged from 60s. per cwt. for spring cheese 
to 64s. per cwt. for summer c.hoese sold in March, 1909. About 
half the total quantity of cheese was sold in Glasgow and the 
remainder in Dublin and in the provincial towns. 


The experiment in winter-dairying, which was begun in 1907 at 
the creameries of the Centenary Co-operative 
winter • Creamery Co., Ltd., in county Tipperary, 

dairying. was continued this year, and will likely 

conclude in 1910. 
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The Department also made arrangements with the Cork county 
committee of agriculture and the Royal Ulster Agricultural 
Society for the carrying out of two sets of experiments in “ All 
the Year Round ” dairying. Two farmers were selected 

in county Cork and two in County Down, and at each 

farm five winter-calving and five summer-calving cows were 
kept for the purposes of the experiments which terminated 
in May, 1909, when the summer calves of 1908 were one year 
old. The daily milk yield of the cows, the quantity and cost of 
the food given to the cows and calves, the prices obtained for 

the food given to the cows and calves, the prices obtained for 

each of the farms selected. 

The results of these experiments have been published in two 
consecutive numbers of the Department’s Journal (Vol. IX., 
No. 4, and Vol. X., No. 1). The reports were also issued in 
pamphlet form as a reprint of the articles in the Journal. 

Arrangements are being made to carry out further experiments 
on “ all the year round ” dairying during 1909-11 on one farm 
each in Counties Tyrone and Cork and also at the Munster Insti- 
tute, Cork. 

The plan of these experiments is similar to that of the previous 
experiments on which reports have been issued. 

The Winter portion of the experiments will commence in 
November, 1909, and terminate one year later; the Summer 
portion will begin early in 1910 and terminate when the Summer 
calves of 1910 are one year old. 

It is hoped that reports on the results of the experiments will be 
published at the conclusion of the tests. 


During the year the Department continued to arrange for special 
exhibits of Irish agricultural produce at 
exhibitions op exhibitions held in Great Britain and Ire- 
ikish fboduce. land in connection with the provision trades. 

Interest in these displays was well main- 
tained and it is believed that much benefit has resulted therefrom 
to the individual exhibitors as well as to manufacturers and 
shippers of Irish agricultural products as a whole. The 
exhibits of dairy products were, as at the exhibitions in the 
previous year, specially attended to by the Department’s instruc- 
tors in dairying.

Tlio Department continued to afford facilities at their poultry 
station, Avondale, Rathdrum. co. Wicklow, 
poultry fattening, for the training of young men as appren- 
tices to the poultry fattening industry. The 
course of training usually extends over a period of two years, 
and includes instruction in the preparation of foods, cramming, 
killing, plucking, dressing of fowl for market and the manage- 
ment of poultry generally. Apprentices are also given some 
instruction in account keeping, commercial correspondence, and 
arithmetic. The terms of apprenticeship will be found at page 
180 of the Appendices. 

Six apprentices were in training at the beginning of the period 
under review. Three apprentices having completed their train- 
ing left the station, during the year, qualified to act as poultry 
fatteners, and five new apprentices were admitted. Two appren- 
tices left the station before completing their course. There were 
six apprentices in training at the. end of September, 1909. The 
station was also utilised for the purpose of giving to instructors 
in poultry keeping supplementary courses in the fattening, trus- 
sing, etc., of fowl,' the grading of eggs, etc. Thirteen instructors 
attended courses of this nature during the year. 
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As in previous years grants were made by the Department 
towards the wages of qualified fatteners employed at newly- 
established poultry fattening stations. The grants usually cover 
a period of twelve months, but in special circumstances grants at 
reduced rates are made for limited additional periods. Three 
fattening stations were in receipt of grants at the beginning of 
the period under review. No new stations were recognized for 
grants during the year, and the periods for which grants were 
allowed expired in two cases, leaving one. station in receipt of 
a grant at the end of the year. 


The instructor in the grading and packing of eggs and poultry 
has so far as possible given advice and 
marketing, grading instruction to all who applied for his 

AND PACKING OP Services. 

eggs and poultry. The experiments referred to in the last 
report for the purpose of testing the relative 
merits of various types of cases and different methods of packing 
for eggs have been continued during the year, and it is hoped 
that the experience thereby gained will suffice to enable the 
interests concerned to agree as to the adoption of standard types 
of cases suitable for the Irish export trade. 

Many complaints have been received from British buyers and 
commission agents as to the unsatisfactory condition in which 
Irish eggs are frequently forwarded to British markets. The 
objectionable practices most frequently mentioned are as fol- 
lows: — The forwarding of dirty eggs, or, more especially, 
dirty eggs mixed with clean ; packing stale eggs ; lack 
of grading ; use of damp straw and unseasoned cases ; 
breakages due to bad packing or rough handling. The Depart- 
ment have for a considerable time been urging Irish shippers 
(1) to use none but well-seasoned cases along with dry straw 
or non-resinous wood wool; (2) to reject stale eggs; (3) to test 
all eggs as to freshness at times when eggs are rising in price ; 

(4) to discriminate in price between clean and dirty eggs ; and 

(5) to grade eggs to specified weights per 120. The better class 
of shippers conform to most of these recommendations, but it is to 
be regretted that there are a large number who fail to comply 
with any one of them. It is indeed unlikely that these unpro- 
gressive shippers will adopt improved methods as long as they 
can find British buyers who are prepared to take their eggs, and 
thus the present conditions will continue t.o the detriment of the 
Irish producer. 

The conditions under which eggs are often marketed in 
Ireland make it impossible that they shall afterwards be packed 
in good condition. Covered market accommodation is the excep- 
tion, and, as at many markets the eggs are packed in the open, 
it follows that when the packing takes place during wet weather, 
as it frequently does, the cases, packing material and eggs must 
of necessity be damp. 
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It lies with the buyers to remedy tlio evils referred to. Pro- 
ducers will take good' care to bring clean eggs to market if buyers 
decline to pay as much for dirty eggs as for clean; they will 
bring them fresh if buyers refuse to accept stale; they will take 
steps with a view to the production of large eggs if buyers will 
purchase the eggs by weight. During the year the Department, 
issued a leaflet calling attention to these matters, and it is grati- 
fying to note that more than 100,000 copies were applied for by 
buyers for distribution to tlieir clients. 


The number of creameries and auxiliaries which received tech- 
nical advice and assistance under the scheme 
improvement in for encouraging improvement in the man- 
the management os’ agement of creameries between 1st January 
creameries. and the 30th September, 1909, was 379. 

During the same period there were seven 
instructors in dairying employed. As in previous years a 
separate district was assigned to each instructor, and a list of the 
places to be visited in his district was supplied to him. In the 
course of his duties the instructor visited all the creameries and 
auxiliaries on his list, afforded all necessary instruction and 
advice, and reported on their condition and working operations, 
and made such recommendations as were necessary. 


A total of 1,304 visits was made to creameries and auxiliaries 
from the beginning of the season (1st January) to 30th Sep- 
tember, 1909. 

The Department published three times during the year a list 
of those creameries entered for inspection which satisfied the 
Department in the matters prescribed in clause 8 of the scheme, 
No. IB. 


At the close of the course of instruction in creamery manage- 
ment which was held at the agricultural station, Ballyhaise, co. 
Cavan, from 7th October, 1908, to Bth March, . 1909, the Depart- 
merit awarded to four of the best students facilities for learning 
the practice of creamery management during the summer months 
in two selected creameries in Ireland. The students in question 
received a maintenance allowance at the rate of 10s. per week 
for a period not exceeding 30 weeks, in addition to free instruc- 
tion, while in attendance at the creamery. 

Twenty candidates presented themselves for the examination 
for certificates held in March, 1909. Five of these were awarded 
certificates of having passed the examination in technical know- 
ledge of the subjects relating to creamery management. ihis 
certificate is now being issued in lieu of the certificate previously 
known as the “ provisional certificate,” and need not be returned 
to the Department by the holder when applying for the certificate 
designated the “ creamery manager's certificate.” The latter 
certificate will be granted to candidates who having passed the 
examination in technical knowledge satisfy the Department with 
regard to their ability as creamery managers. This certificate 
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is valid for one year only, but_is renewable annually provided the 
standard of merit is maintained. One “ creamery manager's 
certificate ” was granted at the above-mentioned examination. 

One “ provisional certificate ” was exchanged for the full cer- 
tificate, viz., the “ creamery manager’s certificate,” in 1909. 


Eight surprise butter competitions were held by the Depart- 
ment during the year. Particulars of these are given in the

The exhibits were judged under conditions similar to those of 
previous years. 


The Department continued to supply to creameries entered on 
the list for visits of the instructors in dairying pure cultures 
for cream ripening at a fee of £2 2s. per annum. The investi- 
gation as to the valuation of the Reichert-Wollny figure of Irish 
butter in certain districts, commenced in February, 1908, has 
now been completed, and a report will be published. 

Experiments are at present in progress to test the effect on 
butters of various brands of salt and of a preservative. 


During 1909, 2,350 samples of seeds were received for testing, 
i.e., nearly 200 more than in 1908. 

The following table shows the use which 
has been made of the seed-testing station 
since its establishment.

Perennial Rye:— Both the purity and germination were 2 
per cent, lower than in the previous year. 

The germination of many of the samples was far from satis- 
factory, the lowest results were: — 2, 3, 7, 10, 24, 28, and 31 per 
cent. 

Fifty-six samples germinated 90 per cent, or more, as com- 
pared with twenty-three in 1908. 

Italian Rye : — The purity was 1 per cent, higher and the 
germination 5 per cent, lower than in the previous year. 

The lowest samples showed 4, 11, 14, 22, 27, and 31 per cent, 
germination, and the highest 98, 94, 93, 92, and 91 per cent. 
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i few samples of “ hay seed ” were tested. They consisted 
for the most part of Perennial Bye and Italian Rye, of low grade, 
with Yorkshire Pog and other impurities. The average germina- 
tion was 12 per cent. Analysis shows that the mixtures are 
practically of no value and would be dear as a gift. 

Cocksfoot : — The purity was 3 per cent, lower and the germina- 
tion 6 per cent, higher than in the previous year. The lowest 
samples showed 0, 14, 21, 30 and 33 per cent, germination, and 
the highest 93, 91, 90, 87, and 85 per cent. 

Timothy was most satisfactorjq the majority of the samples 
germinating over 90 per cent. The worst sample germinated 
only 33 per cent. 

Meadow Fescue : — The purity was equal to that of the previous 
year but the germination 2 per cent, lower. The best sample 
showed 95 per cent, germination and the worst only gave 4 per 
cent. 

Meadow Foxtail : — The purity was 1 per cent, lower and the 
germination 1 per cent, higher than in the previous year. The 
best sample germinated 71 per cent, and the most inferior showed 
no germination at all. 

Q a l s _ — 216 samples were tested as compared with 166 in the 
previous year, and 85 of them showed a germination of 90 per- 
cent. and over. The lowest results showed 8, 19, 26, 36, and 43 
per cent. 

Wheat . — 24 samples were tested as compared with 10 last year. 
Only three of them showed a germination of 90 per cent, and over. 
The lowest results were 0, 17, and 25 per cent. 

Barley did not give such high germination as in the previous 
year, being 79 per cent., as compared with 84 per cent. Only 
33 out of the 136 samples showed a germination of 90 per cent, 
and over. The lowest results were 0, 17, and 25 per cent. 

Bye.— Five samples showed 90 per cent, germination, while the 
lowest results were 0, 17, and 20 per cent. 

Flax : — 278 samples were tested as compared with 236 in 
1908. More than half the samples showed a germina- 
tion of 90 per cent, and over. The lowest results showed 26, 
46, 55, and 60 per cent. The average germination was the 
same as in 1908, while the purity was 2 per cent, lower. 

Mangels : — The average germination was higher than in the 
previous year, being 131, as compared with 124. The lowest 
results showed 39, 42, 55, and 56 per cent, germination. 

Turnips and Swedes were in the majority of cases satisfactory. 
63 out of 137 samples germinated 90 per cent, and over. The 
lowest results showed 35, 41, 44, and 52 per cent. 

Cabbage : — Out of the 10 samples tested the highest germina- 
tion was 93 and the lowest 14 per cent. 
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Red Clover The purity was 1 per cent, and the germination 
7 per cent, higher than in the previous year. 133 out of the 300 
samples germinated 90 per cent, and over. The lowest results 
were 1, 2, 3, B, 10, and 11 per cent. 39 samples contained the 
impurity Dodder, compared with 142 in the previous year. 

Alsike The average purity was 1 per cent, and the germina- 
tion 3 per cent, higher than in the previous year. About half 
the samples were satisfactory as regards germination. The 
lowest results were 11, 22, 32 and 34 per cent. 33 samples con- 
tained Dodder, compared with 24 in the previous year. 

White Clover : — The purity was 3 per cent, and the germina- 
tion 6 per cent, lower than in the previous year. The lowest 
samples showed 1, 24, 36, and 40 per cent, germination, and the 
highest 9B, 94, and 92 per cent.

The samples of sulphate of copper examined in 1909 were, 
without exception, found to be up to the high standard of purity 
required for spraying purposes. This result is all the more 
gratifying when it is learned that during the same period con- 
siderable quantities of impure sulphate of copper were sold for 
agricultural purposes in Great Britain, samples of which were 
found to be adulterated with sulphate of iron, in some instances 
to the extent of over 50 per cent, of the total bulk. It will thus 
be seen that the methods adopted by the Department for some 
years past with a view to securing the soundness of the trade in 
Ireland in this commodity are having the desired effect. 


In regard to the samples of carbonate of soda examined, the 
Depar tmen t still regret to find that these do not always reach 
the high standard of purity to be met with in those of sulphate 
of copper. Investigation was at once made by the Department’s 
officials into the circumstances of each case in which examina- 
tion of samples indicated that consignments of impure washing 
soda were being sold. In some instances it was found that this 
had occurred through accidental mistake on the part of the 
vendors. In one case nitrate of soda was supplied to a trader, 
through a misunderstanding, for washing soda. On a sample of 
the material supplied being submitted by him to the Department 
and analysed, its real nature was discovered. The trader and 
the wholesale firm who supplied him were immediately com- 
municated with in time to prevent the sale of any of the material 
for spraying purposes. 

In another instance a sample forwarded for examination by a 
local trader was found to contain 43'97 per cent, of sulphate of 
soda. As the use of a washing soda of this . nature 
in. a spraying mixture would prove most injurious to 
the crops, an official was at once despatched by the 
Department to inquire into the case. It was found that the 
trader was in the habit of stocking the two materials (carbonate 
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of soda and sulphate of soda) in adjoining receptacles in his 
store, and through careless handling they had evidently become 
mixed. Steps were taken to prevent the use for spraying pur- 
poses of any of the carbonate that had been sold by him, and he 
undertook to have greater care exercised in future in the handling 
of spraying materials. 

The most serious instance of the sale of impure washing soda 
occurred in the West of Ireland. Examination of samples 
taken in various centres indicated the presence of sulphate of 
soda as an adulterant in amounts varying from 35 to almost 6 per 
cent, of the total bulk. A washing soda, so adulterated, would be 
useless, if not harmful, when used in the preparation of a spray- 
ing mixture, as it would not fulfil its intended purpose as a 
neutraliser to the corrosive action of copper sulphate. 

The supplies of this washing soda were found to have been 
obtained by the local traders from a large firm of wholesale 
merchants who had purchased a consignment of about 150 tons of 
the material from one of the usual sources of supply. Examina- 
tion of samples taken from different bags showed that a certain 
amount of salt cake had evidently been used in the preparation of 
the material. The adulterant, however, had been unevenly dis- 
tributed throughout the bulk, for samples taken in one place were 
found to be pure, whilst those taken from other bags were adul- 
terated as above stated. The Department had, accordingly, to 
warn the wholesale firm against selling any further consign- 
ments from their store without having previously ascertained 
that each bag of the material tested pure. The firm in question, 
however, adopted the more satisfactory course of returning the 
entire stock of the material they had on hands to the manufac- 
turers. 

Prom the small number of samples of prepared spraying mix- 
tures submitted for analysis it would appear that a larger 
number of farmers are adopting the more satisfactory and less 
expensive practice of purchasing the raw materials and making 
up their own mixtures, as recommended in leaflet No. 14, in 
preference to purchasing proprietary articles. 


Owing to the greatly increased amount of work which devolved 
upon the Department in the administration 
fertilisers and of this Act, and to the importance, to 
feeding stuffs farmers and traders of the special investiga- 
act, 1906. tions undertaken in connection therewith, it 
has been decided to publish at length the 
result of this section of the Department’s work during the past 
year in the form of a separate pamphlet. It will only bo necessary, 
therefore, in this Report to allude to the outstanding features of 
the year’s work. 

During this period 418 samples of fertilisers and 258 sample? 
of feeding stuffs were drawn by official samplers, of which A)5 
fertilisers and 142 feeding stuffs were analysed by the Depart- 
ment. As every county in Ireland was represented by samples 
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of the materials sold by local shopkeepers, as well as by travelling 
agents of the large companies engaged in this trade, it is believed 
that with ' such a system of sampling in operation the sale of 
adulterated and inferior articles in this country cannot escape 
detection. 

Early in the current year the Department for the first time 
issued a schedule of unit values for the purpose of valuing artifi- 
cial manures. This was widely distributed, and was 
much appreciated by farmers and traders, as it enabled 
them to calculate for themselves the approximate com- 
mercial value of a manure from its guaranteed analysis. There is 
abundant evidence that the publication and use of this schedule 
has put a stop to the sale of inferior and excessively-priced ferti- 
lisers in many districts. On the other hand, the schedule has been 
of much benefit to those, who are manufacturing a first-class 
article at a reasonable price, the sale of which has been thereby 
encouraged and increased. 

Realising that local shop-keepers in stocking inferior manures 
and feeding stuffs often acted in ignorance, the Department 
addressed a circular letter to every manure agent and retailer 
in Ireland appealing to them to give special attention to their 
business in these commodities and offering to provide short 
courses of instruction for those desiring to acquire a knowledge 
of the composition, use, and methods of valuing such articles, 
as well as of the law relating to the sale of these goods. A. 
memorandum accompanied the circular in question, giving par- 
ticulars of the manures recommended by the Department for the 
various farm crops as a result of the large number of field 
experiments carried out by them during the past few years. 

Numerous applications for courses of instruction were received 
and classes were, where possible, arranged for and were greatly 
appreciated by those who attended. Arrangements arc being 
made for the holding of similar classes in other districts during 
the coming winter. 

Special investigations were undertaken by the Department 
during the year in regard to the sale of inferior or adulterated 
qualities of the following materials, viz. — basic slag, superphos- 
phate, muriate of potash, blood, bone and meat and similar 
compound manures, linseed meals and calf meals. Proceedings 
under the Act were in several instances instituted against the 
offending parties, and in some of these cases substantial fines 
were imposed. In other instances, where the Department were 
satisfied that no fraud was intended, representations were made 
to the manufacturing firms or their agents and undertakings 
obtained that greater care would be exercised in future in the 
preparation of the materials, and that they would not be offered 
for sale at a higher guarantee than the results of actual analysis 
warranted. Particulars as to these investigations will be found 
in *he special report to which reference has already been made. 
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A lar^e amount of correspondence was entered into by the 
Department with traders and manufacturers in regard to the 
giving of proper invoices (as required by section 1 of the Act! 
in connection with the sale of fertilisers and feeding stuffs. It 
is to be hoped that as a result a great deal of misunderstanding 
which appeared to exist in regard to this most important provision 
has been cleared away. The Department will in future be com- 
pelled to employ stronger methods to enforce in all cases strict 
compliance with the very necessary requirements of this section 
of the Act, and they will, accordingly, take serious notice of any 
instances that may come before them in future of failure on the 
part of manufacturers and vendors to give the prescribed invoices 
m connection with the sale, however small the quantity, of either 
fertilisers or feeding stuffs. 

Those who are interested in the work of the Department under 
this Act and are desirous of obtaining fuller information, are 
referred to the special report above alluded to which can be 
purchased from Mr. E. Ponsonby, Government Sale Agent, 116 
Grafton Street, Dublin. 


Similar arrangements were made, as in the previous year, for the 
work of inspecting gardens and reporting 
American on cases of American Gooseberry Mildew 
gooseberry mildew and Black Currant Mite. Duiing the jear 
and 540 outbreaks of the former and 393 of the 

black currant mite latter disease were reported to the Depart- 
(ireland) order, ment, and notices were at once served on 
1908. the occupiers of the premises in each case 

requiring, amongst other measures, the 
immediate destruction by burning of all affected bushes. In 
the great majority of these cases the owners readily co-operated 
with the Department in their efforts to prevent the^ spread of 
American Gooseberry Mildew and Black Currant Mite, and as 
a result over 60,000 affected bushes in various part of the country 
were burned. 

In a number of cases, however, it was only after lengthened 
correspondence that growers were convinced of the necessity for 
the adoption of the preventive measures recommended by the 
Department, and were with difficulty persuaded that if they did 
not destroy the affected bushes at once the disease itself would do 
so in time, and that meanwhile the bushes were an active source 
of infection to any healthy stocks in the district. 

The Department were compelled in four instances to have 
recourse to legal proceedings to enforce compliance with 
the requirements of notices served by them on growers. In 
three cases convictions were obtained and fines of from ten shil- 
lings to one pound with costs were imposed. Owing to special 
circumstances the Department consented to the adjournment ol 
the fourth case, on the owner undertaking to destroy the diseased 
bushes without delay. 
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Article 5 of the American Gooseberry Mildew and Black 
Currant Mite (Ireland) Order prohibits the importation of bushes 
into this country without a licence from the Department. This 
licence can only be given where the bushes are required for the 
purpose of experiment or of propagating new varieties. Applica- 
tions for licences of this nature were received both from nursery- 
men and from private growers, but, as it was ascertained in 
each instance that bushes of the varieties it was desired to import 
could be obtained in Ireland, the Department could not see their 
way to issue the desired licences. 

As far as circumstances permitted, the fruit exposed for sale 
in the Dublin and Belfast markets was inspected.. In each 
place consignments of diseased gooseberries were discovered and 
were immediately destroyed, and the packages also, in which 
they had been conveyed, were either burned or disinfected under 
the directions of the Department’s officers. 

During the year the Department carried ou-t a number of 
spraying experiments with a view to ascertaining the effect of 
certain fungicides. It is to be regretted, however, that, up to 
the present no fungicide has been found capable of eradicating 
American Gooseberry Mildew once it has made its appearance 
an a plantation in Ireland. 


Eeference was made in last year’s Report to the issue by the 
Department of the Black Scab in Potatoes 
black scab in (Ireland) Order, 1908, which came into force 
potatoes (ireland) on the 2nd October, 1908. At the time of the 
order, 1908. issue of the Order the disease was reported 
as prevalent in many districts in Great 
Britain, but was not known to exist in any part of Ireland. The 
Department, however, fearing the possibility of an outbreak in 
this country, published the above Order, under which the disease 
is made notifiable under penalty, and the importation into Ireland 
■ of potatoes diseased or suspected of being diseased is a punishable 
offence. 

In the last week of October, 1908, intimation was received that 
the disease had appeared in one district in county Down. The 
Department immediately took steps to ascertain the extent to 
which the disease was present there, and also whether there was 
any appearance of it in the surrounding districts. The potatoes of 
every grower in the immediate neighbourhood were inspected, but 
so far as the Department were able to ascertain, the outbreak 
was confined to the district from which it had first been reported, 
viz., the gardens attached to a coastguard station and the hold- 
ings of two small farmers. The three crops concerned amounted 
to about twenty tons, and the diseased tubers, which were 
immediately destroyed under the supervision of an officer of the 
Department weighed a little more than one cwt. Arrangements 
were also made for the satisfactory disposal of the remainder 
of the crop in each case, and, in accordance with the provisions 
of article 4 (2, iii.) of the Order, the growers concerned have 
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been prohibited from planting potatoes on the same land again 
until permission is received from the Department. The outbreak 
could not, accordingly, be regarded as serious, and the Depart- 
ment have every reason to believe that the measures taken have 
been successful in stamping out the disease on its first appearance 
in Ireland. They have, however, taken steps to secure that in 
the event of any further outbreak occurring in the country they 
will receive the earliest possible intimation, and thereby be 
enabled to adopt prompt measures to deal with it effectively. 

In November, 1908, the Government of Malta issued a Notice 
to the effect that the restrictions already imposed on the impor- 
tation into the island of potatoes from England and Scotland 
should be enforced against potatoes imported from Ireland. To 
comply with the requirements of this notice it was necessary that 
every such consignment should be accompanied by a certificate 
from an officer of the Department to the effect (1) that the potatoes 
in question were free- from Black Scab, and (2) that they had 
not been grown on land which was infected with Black Scab. 
To meet the first condition two officers were utilised during the 
whole shipping season for the inspection of every consignment of 
potatoes for Malta. As no trace of Black Scab was discovered, 
the necessary certificate was issued in respect of every such con- 
signment. It was not possible for the Department to certify that 
the potatoes had been grown on land which was not infected 
with this disease, but they issued certificates to the shippers 
stating that so far as the Department were aware or could dis- 
cover Black Scab did not exist in counties Antrim, Armagh 
and Londonderry (which constitute practically the entire dis- 
trict in which the trade in seed potatoes with Malta is carried 
on). A copy of this certificate accompanied each consignment, 
together with a statutory declaration made by the shipper that 
the potatoes had been grown in one of the three counties 
specified. 

These arrangements satisfied the requirements of the Maltese 
authorities, and the very considerable trade in seed potatoes 
from the north of Ireland, amounting to more than 3, BOO tons 
annually, was carried on in the normal manner during the 
season which terminated in January last. 

The prospectus of the course for apprentices in forestry is printed 
at page 180 of the Appendices. Six apph- 
eorestry. cants for apprenticeships were selected as a 
result of the examination held in September, 
1908, and were assigned for the first year’s course to the Depart- 
ment’s woods at Dundrum, county Tipperary. The. framing ot 
four apprentices in their second year and six apprentices m their 
third year was continued at the Forestry Station, Avondale, 
county Wicklow. 

Of the six apprentices who completed their training at the end 
of the 1908-9 session, five have been employed at the Department s 
woods at Camolin, and one has been selected to undergo a 
special course of training in saw-milling at the woods at Dun-

drum, co. Tipperary. One apprentice left Avondale station before 
the end of the session, and one obtained an appointment as 
.steward on a private estate. Of the five time-expired appren- 
tices transferred to Camolin in October, 1908, two have left to 
take up other forestry employment under the Department and one 
has been engaged as working forester under the local forestry 
scheme adopted by the Kildare county council. 

At Avondale the majority of the forest plots planted by the 
Department are now thoroughly established and making satisfac- 
tory progress. The number of species being experimented with 
on these plots is sixty-five, and additional trees of other species 
are being grown in the nursery attached to the station for future 
planting. In all there is a total of about 480 species of trees 
and shrubs represented at the station. 

The Department are indebted to the Indian, French and Bel- 
gian Forest Departments and to the Director of the Eoyal Botanic 
Gardens, Kew, for supplies of tree seeds kindly furnished during 
the past two years. 

A large outbuilding at Avondale has been prepared for a 
museum of Irish timber and other forestry specimens. 

The services of the Department's Forestry Expert in inspecting 
and advising as to the treatment of woods and lands intended 
for planting were availed of to a large extent. Applications for 
advice in forestry matters were also dealt with by letter, and the 
Department’s leaflets on forestry subjects were in large demand. 
Arrangements were made to enable persons undertaking planting 
to obtain the services of trained foresters employed in the De- 
partment’s woods. 

As a result of the report of the Departmental Committee on 
Forestry a sum of £6,000 was provided in the estimates for the 
financial year, 1909-10, to enable the Department to purchase 
under the Land Purchase Acts, suitable areas of woodlands, and 
of lands adapted for forestry, comprised in estates which are 
being sold under these Acts. Under this arrangement the 
Department have acquired an area of 1,300 acres at Aghrane, 
county Galway, and preliminary operations have been com- 
menced. Negotiations have been opened for the purchase through 
the Estates Commissioners of a number of other suitable areas. 

At Dundrum, county Tipperary, about 25 acres of the land 
acquired with the woods were planted in the spring of 1909, 
and a similar area will be dealt with in the planting season of 
1909-10. A saw-mill has been erected adjoining Dundnim 
station, and is employed in sawing timber to meet local require- 
ments. . During the year residential accommodation for the six 
apprentices who are being trained at this centre was provided. 
The apprentices engage in all the operations for the development 
of the woods. Class-room instruction in elementary forestry 
and other subjects js given to them after working hours. 
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At Camolin, county Wexford, a commencement has been made 
with the planting of the untimbered land acquired with the 
woodland. About BO acres are being planted with larch and 
Douglas fir. 

As mentioned in the Department’s Report for last year, a 
scheme of forestry was adopted by the Kildare county council 
and sanctioned by the Department as an experiment. The actual 
working of the scheme is delegated to the county committee of 
agriculture, and the experiment promises to have satisfactory 
results. The council have acquired by purchase or by gift from 
local landowners five forest areas having a total extent of 179 
acres. A scheme drawn up on similar lines has been approved 
in county Westmeath, and two small areas have already been 
acquired by the county council. 


During the year a number of demonstrations of the most approved 
methods of flaying hides and skins was 
hide flaying. given by an expert flayer at the principal 
centres of the fresh meat trade and of the 
tanning industry in the south and midlands. The work was 
carried out through the co-operation of the Irish Tanners Deaera- 
tion, who undertook, subject to the Department’s approval, the 
employment of a properly qualified flayer, the selection of centres 
and the organizing of the demonstrations, the Department defray- 
ing the necessary expenses. The work began in May and ex- 
tended over a period of six months, during which 127 demonstra- 
tions were given at the following 37 centres : — Athlone, Athy, 
Ballinasloe, Ballitore, Birr, Buttevant, Oahir, Charleville, Uon- 
inel, Cork, Ennis, Galway, Gort, Kanturk, Kilkenny, Kilialoe, 
Killarney, Killorglin, Limerick, Listowel, Londonderry (by 
special request). Mallow, Midleton, Mullingar, Nenagh, hew 
castle West,. New Ross, Queenstown, Roscrea, Thomastown, 
Thurles, Tipperarv, Tralee, Tramore, Tuam, Wexford, ana 
Youghal. A similar series of demonstrations, which was given 
with the assistance of the Dublin Victuallers’ Association m 6 
year 190B-6 in the Dublin district and some of the leading pro- 
vincial towns was attended with excellent results, particular y 1 
the metropolitan district. The report of the Irish ^ anne 
Federation and letters from victuallers in towns where demons - 
tion were recently given indicate that the instruction was mu 
appreciated, and that a lasting improvement in the methods 
flaying may be anticipated in the centres visited by the expo 


During the past year the Department’s operations in connection 
with this scheme were confined mainly 
loans fob the completing the work started in the pTevi 
erection of year. In addition to this, howeve , . 
fencing. fresh applications were dealt with, and 

amounting to £829 were granted . 
ingly. A large number of applications were received a fa 
the year. 
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Twenty-five loans for the purchase of “ hand separators ” 
were granted daring the year under re- 
loans fob the view, involving a sum of over £200. 
purchase OF hand Twenty were granted to applicants from the 
separators. county Cork, three from county Limerick, 
and two from county Kerry. 

Under the provisions of this scheme the Department granted 12 
loans, amounting to £102, during the past 
loans for the year. In all cases the applicants agreed 
purchase of horse to hire the machines to small farmers in 
sprayers. their districts at a fee fixed by the county 
committees and approved by the Department. 

In addition to the operations under this scheme, several of 
the county committees decided, with the consent of the Depart- 
ment, to purchase a number of knapsack sprayers for the purpose 
of hiring out to farmers in the poorer districts at a nominal fee. 
The cost of the 139 knapsack sprayers procured under this 
arrangement was borne by the joint fund at the disposal of the 
county committees. 


The Department drew up a number of conditions subject to which 
they will be prepared to consider a limited 
loans for drying number of applications for loans to aid in 
kilns, meal mills, the repair and equipment of existing mills, 
kilns, etc. No loans were issued for these 
purposes during the year under review. Particulars of the above- 
mentioned conditions will be found at page 233 of the Appendices. 

Two applications were accepted in 1909 under this scheme, but

2. TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION. 

This section of the Report covers the period of the academic 
year, 1st August, 1908, to 31st July, 1909. 

Pull particulars respecting the progress in this Branch of the 
department’s operations are contained in the tables and appen- 
dices as well as in the reports of Inspectors, to be found elsewhere 
m this Report, but it will be useful to deal here with some of the 
more important features of the work. While this work is still ex- 
ending, the phase upon which the Department have entered is

ucation in Ireland under the Department’s control two main 
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principles have, more than others, conduced to bring about the 
results so far attained. The first of these is the entire substitution, 
in all branches, of inspection for examma- 
insfeotion IN lieu tion, as a means of assessing monetary aid 
OF examination, from public funds to education. Innoin- 
stance, either in secondary or technical 
schools, are examination results a factor in the assessment of 
cn-ants. It is the more satisfactory to note that examinations have 
not been abandoned, but are fulfilling their due function in 
schools working in connection with the De- 
training of partment. The second of these principles is 
teachers. that any development of an educational 

nature must be preceded by some scheme 
under which teachers may be trained ior the object m view. 

The experience gained of the working out of these two prin- 
ciples is sufficiently important and interesting to justify further 
reference. The effect of employing inspection instead 
of examinations as a means of assessing grants has bee 
profound, for each school has been free to develop itself 
in consonance with the needs of the locality £ ®.

ports have been adverse. The freedom conferred under th 3 
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has been beneficial and welcome. It has been found possible for 
inspectors to assist constructively in the organisation of schemes 
at the same time that they have had to fill the rSle of judicial 
critics of the manner in which the same schemes have been carried 
out. The visits of inspection have been found to be as useful to the 
schools as they were necessary for the Department, and they have 
established a most valuable personal bond between the schools on 
the one hand and the central authority on the other. This 
relationship may be regarded as an indispensable condition to 
sound administration. It has been strengthened in the case 
of secondary schools by occasional meetings between the Depart- 
ment and an advisory committee of representative heads of both 
Catholic and Protestant schools, and in the case of technical 
schools by similar meetings with the Standing Council of the 
Irish Technical Instruction Association. There arises a demand 
for more frequent inspection, a demand not possible to satisfy 
with the existing staff of inspectors, whose time is wholly occu- 
pied. As things stand at present, however, the Department are 
satisfied that inspection has proved, in their hands, a reliable 
and economical means, when combined with an attendance- 
capitation scheme, of distributing its educational funds. 

The question of the training of teachers is a vital one in any 
scheme of education, but this is especially 
the training the case in technical education, which, being 

op teachers. for the most part a specialised, form of in- 

struction, requires teachers specially trained. 
Under ordinary circumstances it is not easy to obtain the right 
type of teacher for this class of instruction, but in Ireland the 
problem has been exceptionally difficult owing to the circum- 
stance that technical education can scarcely be said to have 
existed prior to the passing of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act of 1899, and hence there was an 
almost absolute dearth of teachers. Under such circumstances 
programmes and syllabuses, however well-devised, would have 
remained barren and profitless without some vigorous action 
directed towards the training of teachers, and this work has 
occupied a foremost place in the operations of the Technical 
Instruction Branch. In addition to the external agencies for 
the training of teachers, the following exist and are directly 
organised and controlled by the Department : — 

(1.) The Royal College of Science for Ireland has a special 
course for science teachers, and “ Teaeherships-in- 
Training ” are awarded annually in competition and 
carry free tuition and a maintenance allowance. 
Diplomas of associateship have been, up to the present, 
awarded by the Department to 27 of the students who 
have attended this course, and 23 of these are engaged 
in teaching science in secondary and technical schools 
in Ireland. Many other students of the College, who 
took their associateship in other courses, are also 
engaged in teaching. 
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(2.) The Metropolitan School of Art trains art teachers and 
has a number of Teacherships-in-Training. 

(3.) The Irish Training School of Domestic Economy offers 
exceptional facilities for the training of teachers of 
domestic economy. No fewer than 110 teachers have 
been trained in this Institution since it was taken 
over by the Department. 

(4.) Teachers of manual instruction have been trained in 
specially organised long courses of training. Sixty- 
three teachers have been thus trained, of whom forty- 
two are at present engaged in teaching in Ireland. 

(B.) For the supply of teachers of higher commercial sub- 
jects the Department have from time to time awarded 
scholarships, which have been held in the London 
School of Economics (University of London). Fifteen 
such scholarships have been awarded, and the teachers 
so trained are, with one exception, now engaged 
in connection with schemes of technical instruction 
in Ireland. 


(6.) Summer Courses. — In 1901 the Department instituted a 
series of Summer Courses of Instruction for Teachers 
in order to provide for the training of science teachers 
for secondary schools. These courses have been held 
in successive years since that date, and, as a result 
293 teachers have now secured the Irish Secondary 
Teachers’ Science Certificate, and 240 of these are 
actually engaged at present in teaching science in 
secondary schools working under the Departments 
Regulations. It may be pointed out that for each cer- 
tificate issued satisfactory attendance at five Summer 
Courses is necessary, and there are, therefore, a large 
number of teachers partly trained but who have not as 
yet completed the requirements mentioned. The courses 
are also largely utilised for the further training of 
teachers who have received part of their scien- 
tific training in other institutions, and reference to 
the section of this Report dealing with Summer 
Courses will show that they are also largely used for 
increasing the efficiency of teachers already trained, 
and also for introducing new subjects of instruction, 
as, e.g., school gardening. 

In addition to the above, further facilities are offered to those 
desiring to qualify as teachers, special examinations being held 
annually for teachers who have attended courses of instruction 
under prescribed conditions in provincial institutions. 

By these means the Department have succeeded in meeting the 
greatly increased demand for teachers which the putting into 
operation of its schemes brought about. Instances occur, however, 
and must continue to occur, in which, owing to the nature of the 
qualifications demanded, local authorities find it wise not to 
restrict their selection to teachers thus trained. 
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In addition to training teachers for schools working under their 
Programme, the Department have co- 
the further operated with the Board of National Educa- 
tbaining of tion in the matter of the further training of 
national teachers. National Teachers. They have encouraged 
the formation, in a number of selected tech- 
nical schools, of classes in experimental science, drawing and 
domestic economy for National Teachers, and these are being 
largely attended." Personal examinations are conducted jointly by 
officials of the National Board and the Department at the close of 
the courses. 

Technical Schools. 

It is satisfactory to record the increasing success and efficiency of 
the work of the technical schools. With one 
influence of hie or two exceptions they are doing excellent 
revised work. This is attributable in a large mea- 
regulations. sure to the influence of the revised Regula- 
tions for the administration of the Science 
and Art G rant for these schools. Th'e Regula- 
tions secure largely increased grants, but demand efficient organi- 
sation and teaching as conditions for their payment. They require 
(1) that students claimed upon should have already obtained 
a certain standard of general education, (2) that they should 
follow a suitable course of study, graduated so as to cover several 
years, and (3) that they should he taught by properly qualified 
teachers. Further encouragement is given in the form of an 
“ increment grant ” for regular and prolonged attendance. The 
nature of these regulations has caused committees and teachers 
alike to study local conditions and to frame courses of study 
in accordance with them. Entrance examinations have been 
established, and students classified according to their ability and 
ascertained needs, while they have had their energies directed 
along channels such as appeared best suited to the industries 
they were following or intending to follow. Even in small schools 
this has been found possible, and the present state of things 
stands in strong contrast to a previously existing state of things, 
where students worked in isolated classes, their attendance being 
brief and irregular, and their studies discontinuous from session 
to session. The regulations have changed all this and are 
accomplishing very beneficial reforms in organisation. One 
further important point may be mentioned. The teaching of 
the advanced courses will demand more highly-qualified 
teachers than are at present available in many schools. To 
retain advanced students, and earn the grants on the higher scale 
applicable to them, it is essential that the instruction shall be of 
a really advanced character. Indeed the grants are based upon 
the reasonable assumption that such teaching demands more 
highly-qualified teachers and is more costly. 

It may be added that in framing courses of study injury may 
result from endeavouring to provide for exceptional individual 
oases. It would be found more beneficial in every way to deal 
■with such cases, where they occur, outside the Regulation!. 
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To realise more, completely the true function of schools of this 
type it is most desirable to secure the co- 
co-operation op operation of employers of labour, who may 
employers. be prevailed upon to grant facilities to 
apprentices and employes to attend. \\ heie 
this has been done excellent results have followed. The indus- 
trial changes which have profoundly altered the conditions of 
apprenticeship afford an opportunity and confer a responsibility 
upon the technical school, but it cannot fully utilise this oppor- 
tunity unless a closer relationship be established with the indus- 
tries themselves. 


There has been a noteworthy development in the department of 
commercial education. The teachers specially 
commercial trained by the Department have now been 

education. at work for some time. Their work m selected 

counties has been highly appreciated, 
and the larger towns and cities are developing commercial depart- 
ments The School of Commerce in Rathmines proved successful 
from its initiation. Later the city of Waterford organised a 
commercial department, and during the session under review ' a 
school was, by the aid of special grants from the Department 
and the Cork Chamber of Shipping and Commerce, established 
in Cork, and has proved very successful. The city of Limfflich 
has also taken action in the same direction, and will have an 
organised commercial department during the session lJUy-iu. 


The main difficulty which now confronts and hinders progress in 
this branch of education is the want ot suit- 
inadequacy op able buildings. In many, indeed in the 
buildings. majority of towns, the work is carried on m 
temporary and often most unsuitable pre- 
mises, and often it is found necessary to utilise several rooms in- 
different parts of a town, and in some cases the rooms are useci 
other purposes which render the teachers’ work difficult and one 
well nigh impossible of accomplishment. 


Operations in Rural Districts. 

The county schemes of technical instruction continue t° 

satisfactory results. They vary greatly ^ 
domestic usefulness, and the variation is 1 

economy. traceable to the manner in which the senem 

is organised. The teaching of domestic 
economy by itinerant teachers has become general under . 
schemes. ' A persistent attempt is made year by year * g 
this form of instruction into closer relationship with the n 
home-life.

thus obtained is utilised in the courses of instruction, w 
thus rendered of greater value and usefulness. 
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Most of t,he schemes make provision in one form or another for 
aid towards instruction in rural industries, 
rural industries, and in many counties successful industries 
have by such means been established. Aid to 
classes in lace and crochet making and in sprigging is most com- 
mon The industries, however, are encountering keen competition. 
Embroidery “ factories ” have been common for the last quarter 
of a century in Switzerland and Austria, where they constitute the 
staple industry in certain districts, and a large quantity of Irish 
linen is sent there to be embroidered. Not only so, but machines 
are turning out a crochet closely resembling the hand-made 
product. It is probably true that the 
foreign latter, because of its inherent superiority, 

competition. will for a long time to come be in demand, 

but competition is experienced in this held 
also, for hand-made crochet, made after the Irish fashion, is now 
produced under the direction of the Austrian Government and 
sold in these islands. Ireland may still maintain its pie- 
eminent position in the production of lace and crochet, but the 
conditions essential to success are, technique of a high order, the 
use of new and artistic designs, and a more perfect business 
organisation. In. this connection it may be mentioned that the 
Department have made strenuous efforts to secure lmprovemen 
in these respects. A summer course is held every year in the 
Cork School of Art for teachers of lace and crochet making, 
sprigging, embroidery, etc., and instruction is there gi v6 “ in 
business methods. It may be mentioned also that the her 
managh county committee have taken an excellent step in t e 
establishment of a special school in Enniskillen, m which in- 
struction is afforded to their own industrial teachers and those 
of county Monaghan, in drawing and design and m commereia 
methods.

Secondary Schools. 

The teaching of the Department’s Programme in secondary 
schools is maintained, efficiently and harmoniously. Revised sylla- 
buses in physics and in physiology and hygiene have been intro- 
duced. These changes had been under consideration for some 
time, and were discussed with the advisory committee of heads o 
secondary schools, whose suggestions in the matter proved to be ol 
much assistance. It is satisfactory to note that year by year girls 
schools are more commonly taking, as special subjects, botany 
and physiology and hygiene, which will be found more suitable 
as a general rule than courses in physics and chemistry. Domes- 
tic economy is, happily, much more frequently taken in girls 
schools than in previous years and is generally well taught. 
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The following table shows the growth and present position of 
the work in connection with the Department’s programme in 
Irish secondary schools: —

Extension Lectures. 

With a view to extending the scope of the interest in technical 
education in certain centres the Department instituted sno 
courses of extension lectures. These were delivered in Brogue > 
Sligo, and Ballymena by Mr. W. J. Lyons, B.A., A.rt. 
(Lond.), of the Royal College of Science. It is hoped that tne 
scope and usefulness of these lectures may be increased. 

More detailed observations on the working of the various local 
schemes of technical instruction and of the work in day second J 
schools are contained in the annual reports of inspectors w i 
follow. 
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Mr. Tickers Dixon, Senior Inspector , reports 
Secondary Schools. 

The importance of covering the entire syllabus of the First Year's 
Introductory Course of Experimental Science within the session has not 
as yet been as fully recognised ;.s it should be — too frequently some of 
the later sections of the syllabus are omitted. This either throws an 
undue amount of work into the second year, or much important matter 
is omitted entirely. The last mentioned often occurs in the case of pupils 
who may have liad to change their school. No doubt many teachers, 
owing to the unpreparedness of their pupils, to whom they have to teach 
the decimal system, find it useful to devote a large portion of time to 
what should be regarded as the preliminary sections of the syllabus, and 
thus fail to cover the entire programme within the session. 

In the Second Year’s Introductory Course accurate observations and the 
drawing of just inferences from observed facts receive due consideration ; 
but as yet few teachers realiso tlio opportunities this subject offers of 
cultivating accuracy of expression , and they too frequently dictate the 
pupils’ notes and records of experiments. 

The special courses are generally well taught; they afford more scope 
for originality of treatment than the First Year’s Introductory Course, 
which no doubt is irksome to some teachers. This was particularly notice- 
able in the treatment of the new Syllabus in Physics, which was designedly 
not so detailed as the other science syllabuses. It is pleasing to report 
that teachers generally gave considerable thought to its treatment, drew 
up good schemes of work, and carried them out satisfactorily. 

There has been a decided improvement in the teaching of Drawing, 
especially in the First Year’s Course. The revised Syllabus 
and the suggestions for the teaching of this subject issued by 
the Department last year were very well received by the Schools. Draw- 
ing from models or actual objects was introduced into the First Years 
Course, and the results attained in this section were, on the whole, very 
satisfactory, though many of the teachers were severely handicapped, 
through lack of suitable desk accommodation, for this particular work. 
The suggestions also required that teachers should draw up properly 
graded schemes of work, having due regard to the time, at their disposal 
for the different sections of the syllabus. Some excellent schemes in Free- 
hand Drawing were prepared,, but those in Mechanical Drawing were not 
so satisfactory, teachers being too often content to use or to try and 
adopt some of the numerous text hooks on the subject, frequently with 
unfortunate results. 

Botany has been successfully taught in Girls’ Schools ; special gardens 
where schools were able to provide such for the study of plant life, and 
field excursions, have done much to popularise and awaken a living interest 
in this subject. 

The revised syllabus and suggestions for the teaching of Physiology and 
Hygiene have led to a more satisfactory treatment of the subject. The 
two sections are no longer treated as distinct subjects, but the connections 
between the two are more fully brought out. It is also pleasing to note 
that there is not the same repugnance evinced towards this subject as 
formerly. 

The position of Domestic Economy as a subject of the curriculum in 
Girls’ Schools is steadily improving. Managers are willing to allow more 
time for it in their time tables, and several schools now are to be found 
with excellent kitchens and workrooms. The work is also carried out on 
more practical lines, the instruction is brought into closer connection 
with the home life of the pupils, and the improved standard of personal 
neatness of the pupils speaks for the thoroughness of the teaching. 

number of schools taking Manual Instruction still remains small. 
This no doubt is due to the difficulties the schools experience in finding a 
place for it in their time tables. However, where it has been taken up 
it is a popular subject, and has been utilised as a training in accuracy 

and resourcefulness. 
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The Day Trades Preparatory Schools established in connection with 
Urban Technical Instruction Committees are making steady progress, and 
the valuable training they give is so appreciated by employers that boys, 
even after only two years’ attendance at the schools, as a liile find no 
difficulty in obtaining employment. While in no way wishing to stereo- 
type the curriculum of this class of school, which the Department believe 
must be modified to meet local requirements, they have issued syllabuses 
and suggestions for the different subjects of the curriculum which the) 
trust will be found useful. 


Technical Instruction under Local Authorities. 


The effects of the Revised Scheme for the Administration of the Science 
and Art Grant to Technical Schools is now apparent throughout the country. 


In all cases Authorities have attempted to provide sj’steinatised couises 
of study in the different branches in which they elected to give instruction. 
This in the County Boroughs and larger towns has not been a matter of 
much difficulty ; but in the smaller towns and rural districts the case is 
different. The comparatively small numbers of pupils that- can be expected 
in the specialised courses, and the difficulty of obtaining qualified teachers, 
are matters requiring much consideration, and Committees would be wiser 
to provide a few well organised but sharply defined courses suitable tor 
the majority of these pupils rather than to attempt to cater for every 
possible requirement of individuals. This has been tried in Belfast wit 
success, especially in the earlier years of specialisation, it being f° un 
that the majority of intending pupils have not the necessary knowledge 
to guide them in selecting the subjects most advantageous to them. 

One of the conditions for payment of grants, namely, that Principals 
shall ascertain the fitness of their pupils for instruction in bpeciansea 
Courses, has led to the introduction of ail entrance examu - 
tion. While this in some cases, where instituted, has resuiteo 
in a reduction in numbers, it has been most successful as a mea 
of classifying the pupils and of forming homogeneous classes, an 
has produced more regular attendance and better progress. In some in 
stances Principals, fearful of deterring intending pupils have enrouea 
all who presented themselves, and subsequently submitted doubtful pupub 
to an examination. This practice has not been successful, some 0 
pupils have been disappointed, and the information as regards the a y 
of the pupils was obtained too late to allow of proper classification. 

The Preparatory Courses have been largely attended; hut the numbers 
passing on from these Courses to the Specialised Courses are not as large 
as they should be. Committees would do well to consider how far these 
Courses are fulfilling the function for which they were designed, viz. . 
feeders to the specialised courses. 


The demand for instruction in Commercial Subjects, especially m t le 
elementary stages, is also comparatively very large, and apparently out ■ <> 
proportion to the value of this elementary instruction. This is pro ban y 
due to the fact that artizans as yet have scarcely recognised the benems 
they may obtain from classes in Science and Technical Subjects, are h 
prepared to benefit by the special courses in Applied Science or ra 
subject.^, and are loth to make the necessary preparation by joining 
Preparatory Courses, which do not appear to them to yield any 
advantage. There are no doubt exceptions to this, and one may nn 
several schools well attended specialised courses in Engineering or -b - 
ing Trades subjects, many of the pupils travelling long distances to 
classes. This is particularly noticeable where employers have ta . 
active interest in the classes. Undoubtedly in some centres the me 
character of the instruction offered in the specialised courses * , 
sponsible for the small numbers in attendance, and it is a matter 5 
that Committees have not in all cases recognised the importance of app 
ing highly qualified instructors who would command the confidence 
respect of their pupils. 
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Outside the larger Schools of Art it is impossible- to form art classes of 
any size, except in the most elementary stages, of the work ; this, and the 
diversity of wants of the pupils, have made the organisation of the courses 
difficultand necessitated much individual teaching. However, the standard 
reached in Drawing is generally satisfactory except in the Preparatory 
Course, in which it is very unequal. 

There has been a steady improvement in the teaching of Domestic 
Economy. In several schools systematic schemes of instruction embracing 
all the subjects of home life have been drawn up and well worked out,, and 
marked improvement generally is evident in method, cleanliness, and 
order throughout, the work. The introduction of lessons on sick nursing 
and on First Aid to the Injured has popularised the course and been pro- 
ductive of good results, especially in the rural districts. 

Classes in Elementary Science for National School Teachers were held 
in eleven Technical Schools; these were, on the whole, fairly well attended, 
but there is evidence that these classes have supplied the want they were 
designed to relieve, and it is probable that some of them will be dis- 
continued in the near future. Classes for National School Teachers were 
also held in two schools in Drawing and in Domestic Economy. The classes 
in the last-named subject proved very popular, and there is a likelihood 
of their number being largely increased next session. 

The new scheme of grants offers special facilities for Day Classes for 
apprentices and others engaged in industries, but as yet few such classes 
have been formed, employers not being willing to allow their employes 
time off to attend these classes, and with one or two exceptions- where 
they have been formed, the work has necessarily been of a very elemen- 
tary character, and the pupils did not show by their diligence or earnest- 
ness that they appreciated the concessions made on their behalf. 

Steady progress is still recorded for the County Boroughs, save in the 
case of Dublin, which in some respects suffers from defective, administration. 

In Dublin the class rooms at Kevin street and in the temporary pre- 
mises in Rutland square were over-crowded throughout the Session. The 
Committee obtained the old Fire Brigade premises in Chatham row, and 
equipped them as a school of 'Printing, but the numbers who attended the 
first session were very disappointing. The New School in Bolton Street 
is being pushed forward rapidly and will afford the much-needed accommo- 
dation for some of the classes at present held in Kevin Street and for 
those in Rutland Square, where the accommodation is very inadequate. 

In Belfast already they have found it necessary to increase the school 
buildings, and active steps are being taken to carry out the "work without 
delay. The Committee have also established a branch school for Domestic 
Economy in the artizan quarter of the City. The classes in this school were 
very -well attended, and the results achieved have quite justified this step, 
and point to the necessity of providing a larger and permanent school of 
this kind. 

A School of Commerce was established in Cork, managed by a. joint 
Committee of the Cork Incorporated Chamber of Commerce and Shipping 
and of the Cork County Borough Technical Instruction Committee. - The 
Commercial classes formerly held by the Technical Instruction Committee 
were handed over to this school, and higher Commercial subjects and 
Languages were added to the course. The numbers enrolled for the 
elementary classes were very large, a good attendance was secured at the 
naore advanced subjects, and altogether the School has had a very successful 
beginning. A site has been obtained and plans prepared for the New 
Technical School, and it is expected that the building will be begun at an 
early date. 

The New School was opened in Londonderry. Excellent provision has 
^ € ® n ^ tla d e for practical instruction in Chemistry, Engineering Subjects 
and Domestic Economy and largely increased numbers of pupils may be 
°°t t ^° r ^ese subjects. 

« ^ mer ^ c ^ it was also decided to open a special Commercial Department 
0 the school. A house adjoining the existing school has been rented for this 
purpose until the New Technical School for which the plans have been 
Prepared is built. 
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The provision of suitable accommodation for classes is still a matter of 
much moment in some towns. In nearly every case the classes, when the 
schemes were started, were housed in the best premises then available. 
These were scarcely ever suitable or adequate, and as the classes grew, 
additional premises; where possible, were rented. Such expedients were 
expensive and multiplied the difficulties of organisation. They, however 
gave the Committees time to adapt or modify the original schemes to local 
requirements and to determine the best position and size and character 
of the schools to be built in their districts. _ Each year shows progress m 
this direction. During the past year in addition to the new schools m the 
County Boroughs mentioned above, a new school was built at Strabane, 
while in Bangor, Carrickfergus, Enniscorthy, Larne, New Ross, New- 
townards and Tralee active steps are being taken to provide new schools. 

County Schemes were continued on very much the same lines as for- 
merly In Louth, however, Drogheda decided to sever its connection with 
the Joint County Scheme and to work alone. The Technical School in 
Drogheda was consequently reorganised, given somewhat of a commercial 
bias, and was carried on with very satisfactory results. 

In previous reports attention has been drawn to the difficulties experi- 
enced by County Committees in providing suitable accommodation for 
their Itinerant Classes. These difficulties still remain, and militate against 
the success and usefulness of the classes. Barns, loft^. dwelling rooms, 
old disused schools and chapels, courthouses and National Schools have 
all been used. The last mentioned excepted, the premises are generally 
very uninviting and in very poor state of repair ; the approach to them 
had, and some without either windows, fireplaces, or suitab e sanitary 
accommodation. While, in many cases, the best has been made or suck 
accommodation, in others classes have been held where no attempt was 
made to improve the surroundings or remove the gloom due to dirt and 
cobwebs. Under such circumstances much of the value of the instruction 
in Domestic Economy is lost and the work generally loses its dignity. 

The general improvement in the conduct of Lace and Sprigging Classes 
mentioned in last year’s report has been well maintained. The effect o 
the special classes for the teachers of these industries is becoming 
apparent. Improved technique, better designs and more method in con- 
ducting the business side of the classes are noticeable. The housing o 
these classes is very unsatisfactory : small, ill-ventilated and lll-lign e 
rooms are too often used. 


Mr. O’Sullivan, Art Inspector , reports : — 

Secondary Schools. 

In general, steady progress continues to be made, and the standard 
reached is higher than in past years, especially in the First Years Course. 
In this course, although many schools taught Drawing from actua 
objects with success in previous years, this was the first year in wmc 
the subject was made compulsory, and in consequence the number o 
schools teaching the subject successfully materially increased. The cme 
factor which militates against the successful teaching of this lmportan 
portion of the Drawing Syllabus is the lack of suitable equipmen , 
especially in the matter of desks. 

Many teachers have drawn up very satisfactory schemes of work to 
cover the “Free Drawing” portion of the syllabus,, but . most teachers 
hesitate to draw up schemes of work for the “ Mechanical Drawing 
portion. This is probably due to the large number of text-hooks avail- 
able on Practical Geometry and Geometrical design, and to the teacher s 
anxiety to show a large number of worked exercises. The soundest wor 
in “ Mechanical Drawing” is found in schools where the teachers draw 
up their own schemes of work to suit the time given to the subject an 
other local circumstances. 

The Drawing done in Day Trades Preparatory Schools is generally on 
the lines of that done in the other Secondary Schools, but having a *** • 
bearing on trades. The standard reached is in general very patisrac . • 
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Technical Schools and Schools of Art. 

In the Technical Schools which I visited during the Session the 
standard reached varies considerably. . Some preparatory course pupils 
are able to begin Model Drawing on joining the school, while others have 
had no previous training. This adds to tie difficulties of the teachers, 
but most of them do satisfactory work under the circumstances. In a few 
cases the teachers did not appear to have sufficient knowledge of the 
requirements or the ability of the pupils, and kept them too long at 
Elementary "Freehand Drawing when Modc-l Drawing would have been 
much more useful. In the special courses the work done is usually satis- 
factory. The instruction is generally individual owing to the small 
numbers in the classes and to the pupils’ different degrees of ability. 

In the Schools of Art satisfactory work has been done, and in the larger 
schools a good standard has been reached. 


"Mr. Turnbull, Inspector for the Southern District, reports : — 

County Schemes. 

Go. Cork. — The only change of importance in this Scheme was the 
appointment of a second Commercial Instructor, but the demand for such 
instruction was still greater than the supply. 

The Preparatory Courses established at various centres did not prove 
popular, and there is in consequence a difficulty in securing students who 
are properly qualified to take up the work of the Specialised Courses in 
the smaller Technical Schools. 

Steady progress was made generally, and where advanced students 
attended they produced work of direct value and sound quality. The 
permanent instructors have become more efficient, and a considerable 
portion of tbeir time is now devoted to the teaching of advanced subjects. 

Go. Kerry. — The Scheme was extended by the renewal of instruction 
in Art at Dingle, Killarney, and Listowel. 

Attendances at the various classes in Domestic Economy and in 
Manual Instruction were well maintained, instruction continued to be 
efficient, and satisfactory progress was made by the students. 

Co. Limerick. — The Scheme remained unchanged, and no steps have 
been taken as yet to continue instruction in ‘Woodwork. Instruction in 
this subject is popular and highly bcnefical in most counties, and the 
omission of provision for such instruction must be regarded as a serious 
defect in the Scheme. 

Co Tipperary ( N.B. ). — The Scheme involved no change on that of the 
previous year. The Science Classes in Roscrea continued to make very 
good progress, and some of the itinerant courses were well, attended and 
efficiently taught, but elsewhere little interest was shown in the classes. 
This was due to several causes, such as the unsuitability of the buildings 
and the times at which rural classes were held, sufficient care not being 
taken to secure that those times did not clash with such operations as 
haymaking, etc. The main cause, however, was the want of efficient 
organisation. 

Co. Tipperary (S.R.). — The Scheme differed from that of the previous 
year by the omission of the second Manual Instructor. 

The various classes were well attended, and good steady progress was 
made. 

Co. Waterford. — The Scheme remained unchanged, and there was a 
considerable demand for instruction in the different courses. 

Unfortunately., however, the efficiency of the instruction, especially in 
Domestic Economy, left a good deal to be desired. 
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County Bobougii and Urban District Schemes. 

County Borough of Cork.— The Scheme differed from that of the pre- 
ceding year by the withdrawal of the classes in Shorthand and Type- 
writing (which were included in the New School of Commerce), by the 
introduction of classes in Typography and in Tailors’ Cutting, and by the 
renewal of classes in Boot and Shoo Manufacture. 

The conditions as to accommodation and distribution of the classes 
remained as in previous years, and formed a serious hindrance to effective 
organisation. 

A free site has been generously offered by a member of Committee for 
the erection of a New Technical School; plans have been prepared and 
approved by the Department, and when the building has been completed 
it will give excellent accommodation for all Science and Technological 
subjects. A favourable opportunity will then be afforded for a thorough 
reorganisation of all courses of study. 

A School of Commerce was established at the beginning of the Session 
under the joint management of the Technical Instruction Committee and 
the Incorporated Chamber of Commerce and Shipping. A large number of 
suitable students were enrolled, the classes were filled to overflowing, and 
the attendance throughout was highly satisfactory. Many students pre- 
sented themselves for instruction in advanced and higher commercial sub- 
jects. The opening of this school is one of the most important steps that have • 
been taken in recent years for the advancement of Technical Instruction, 
and the valuable training thus afforded should have a very beneficial 
effect on the business houses of the city. 

County Borough of Limerick. — The Scheme was more fully developed 
by the addition of day classes for apprentices in the engineering and 
building trades, and by the . better provision for courses in Domestic 
Economy. 

In commercial subjects instruction in the elementary stages only was 
provided, but the Committee have taken steps to establish a School of 
Commerce which in future will provide for the educational needs of the 
city in commercial subjects. 

County Borough of Waterford. — With the exception of a few minor 
changes the Scheme was continued as in the previous year. 

The Committee established a system of Scholarships which was rendered 
possible by means of local donations. 

The work of the Technical School was well organised, and the visitation 
in rotation by members of Committee did much to stimulate the students, 
many of whom proceeded to advanced studies. 

Clonmel Urban District. — The Scheme continued unchanged, and there 
was a steady increase in the numbers in attendance at the Courses in 
Science and Technology. A gratifying feature of the session was the 
comparatively large number of students who presented themselves for 
instruction in advanced stages of various subjects. 

Owing to the increasing popularity of Domestic Economy subjects the 
classes had to be accommodated in a larger room, hut it is hoped that 
in future the Committee may be able to erect a suitable building for 
domestic training. 

It is satisfactory to report on the steady growth of the Technical School, 
and the provision that is being made for the opening of a Day Trades 
Preparatory School and the fuller development of higher commercial 
instruction. 

Tralee Urban District. — Th.e steady progress observable in previous 
sessions was thoroughly maintained, and not only was there an increase in 
the number of students enrolled, but also a marked improvement in the 
attendances recorded during the session. 
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The inadequacy of the existing building has prevented fuller develop- 
ment of the Technical School, but it is expected that soon a suitable 
building will be erected to serve as a combined Free Library and Tech- 
nical School. 

The work of the School was well organised, and with suitable accommo- 
dation its sphere of usefulness will be greatly extended. 

Tipperary ( Urban and Rural Districts).— The Scheme remained un- 
changed. 

Instruction in the town was given at three widely separated buildings, 
while the rural districts were served by short itinerant courses in Domestic 
Economy and Manual Instruction. 

Both in town and in country the unsuitable nature and position of the 
buildings provided form a serious obstacle to the growth of the Scheme. 

There is no doubt that the distance from the centre of the town at 
which the men’s classes are held militates against the development of a 
prosperous school, and technical instruction cannot take its proper place 
until a central institution has been established. 

General. 

Commercial Teaching.— Under the old system of instruction by local 
teachers, who were not much in advance of the pupils they taught, it was 
found that, commercial classes were composed almost entirely of students 
who had only just entered upon a business career and of students who had 
just left school. These students seldom remained for more than two 
sessions. 

When the specially trained Commercial Instructors entered upon their 
work and began to give courses in the higher branches of commercial sub- 
jects they attracted a greater number of students, among whom were 
many who had considerable business experience, and commercial teaching 
was at once placed on a higher level than it had previously reached. 
This led the way to the establishing of Commercial Schools which 
attracted students from the best business houses, banks and law offices. 
The demand for instruction continues to grow, but as these schools have 
been established so recently it is impossible as yet to estimate their 
influence on the trade and commerce of a city. 

Apprentice i Classes. — Certain difficulties have hitherto prevented the 
greater deve’opment of Apprentice Classes. In the towns where a small 
employer has one or two apprentices only he finds it difficult to give them 
time off to attend at instruction in day classes, and when the attendance 
becomes broken there is loss of interest, and then cessation of attendance. 

In the town of Fermoy the builders have co-operated very heartily for 
several years, and the apprentice class has proved very successful. 

In the city centres some classes have proved successful because the 
larger firms have co-operated with the Technical Instruction Committees 
and sent all their apprentices to the classes. 

One cause of failure may be noted, viz., where a class was started for 
apprentices belonging to tied trades,, i.e., trades which no boy can enter 
unless he is the son or other relative of a journeyman. The boys who 
enter such trades have been found, as a rule, to be very indifferently 
educated, and their mental equipment such as to prevent their benefitting 
by the specialised instruction given in such classes. Where these condi- 
tions exist it is of little use to provide apprentice classes for such students. 

Secondary Sohools. 

Instruction in Experimental Science and Drawing continues to be satis- 
factory, but it is to be regretted that the frequent change of teachers in 
many schools militates against the best work. The result of these changes 
is to develop individual syllabuses irrespective of their wider applica- 
tion to the larger course which is spread over three or four years. Experi- 
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. t s in Heat, for example, are sometimes omitted from the course of 
Introductory Physics, and unless these experiments are performed in 
such cases at the beginning of the second year course (Introductory 
Chemistry) this subject cannot be adequately understood. 

It is very gratifying to find that Domestic Economy and Physiology 
and Hygiene are being studied more and more m Girls Scluwk in place 
of special courses in Physics and Chemistry. The teaching of Physiology 
and Hygiene lias improved since the introduction of the revised syllabus. 

Instruction in Botany continues to be given in an interesting manner, 
and due attention is paid to practical work, including the study of plants 
in the field. . 

One school has an excellent type Botanic Garden which provides means 
of studying classification and plant habits. -Wherever possible these 
gardens should be established and the pupils trained to cultivate them. 
The introduction to horticulture thus afforded may stimulate pupils to 
interest themselves in gardening after they leave school. 


Primary Schools. 

Elementary Drawing and Manual Instruction in Wood are taught in 
certain schools under the Department’s Regulations. The schools are of 
two types, viz.. Industrial Schools and Christian Brothers Primary 
Schools At all 'the Industrial and at many of the Christian Brothers' 
Primary Schools both subjects are taught, Drawing only being taken 
at the remainder. 

In several schools the teaching is Highly efficient, and the results are 
very satisfactory. 

In other schools, again, instruction is given in a mechanical fashion, 
and no attempt is made to grade the course of drawing, or to make it 
interesting by means of examples familiar to the pupils m everyday Ufa. 

In many of these schools there is frequent changing of teachers even 
during one session, and the responsibility for weak work is shifted from 
shoulder to shoulder. 


General. 


The main developments in this district during the last few years hare 
been the following : — 

(1) Establishment of Schools of Commerce and Itinerant Courses in 

Higher Commercial Subjects. 

(2) Increase in the number of Day Classes for Apprentices, showing 

greater co-operation of employers of labour in the work of 
Technical Instruction Committees. 

(3) Increase in the number of Day Trades Preparatory Schools. la 

connection with these schools, two points are worthy of con-

sideration — 

(a) The growing belief on the part of parents that the 
schools arc a suitable preparation for trades. 

(5) The fact that employers of labour readily give em- 
ployment to the pupils trained in these schools, and 
even reduce the period of apprenticeship m conse- 
quence of the practical nature of the training 
received in them. 


Hie greater efficiency of the instruction and the better progress 
of the student due to the establishing of organised courses of 
instruction hearing directly on the daily calling 
student.

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Hb. Smail, Inspector for the North Central District , reports : — 

County Schemes. 

Schemes of Technical Instruction are in operation in Louth, Meath, 
Dublin, King’s and Queen’s Counties, and the Urban District of Dundalk 
works jointly with County Louth. 

Itinerant Instruction is now generally well organised, and it is found 
that centres revisited after a period of two or three years provide an 
excellent supply of students. The number of classes provided in each 


county during the session is

These numbers refer to the rural work only, and show how in different 
counties different lines of action have been adopted. The general import- 
ance of Domestic Economy is well recognised, and where Manual Instruc- 
tion has been given a fair trial, it has many enthusiastic supporters. 

In addition to these rural classes, the small permanent Technical Schools 
initiated last year in Navan and Maryboro’, and those existing in Birr and 
Tullamore, have been continued, the staff in each case being used jointly 
in these permanent centres and in the rural centres. By this means con- 
siderable economy of working lias been secured, and the net cost of the 
instruction per student in these fixed centres lias been remarkably low. 
The courses of work adopted in each of these centres have been similar, 
viz. ; — Domestic Economy, Commercial and Building Trades. As these 
subjects are of fundamental importance to the majority of the inhabitants 
of these towns, a considerable enrolment of students has been secured in 
each centre, and it appears that with the means at the disposal of the 
Committees, the subjects provided are those most suitable to the local 
requirements. Local interest has been distinctly keen, and the advan- 
tages afforded by these small schools are becoming more and more 
appreciated. 

The question of providing suitable premises is a difficult one, as very 
little money is available. New premises for Commercial Instruction and 
Domestic Eoonomy are being equipped in Birr, but those in Tullamore for 
Domestic Economy arc distinctly unsatisfactory. In Navan and Mary- 
boro' fairly suitable premises have been secured, but they are of a tem- 
porary nature, and there is no doubt that small permanent stono 
buildings suitably situated would add materially to the local interest and 
support of the schools. 

The services of expert Commercial Instructors for these schools were 
continued during the year, and the value of such expert teaching has 
been apparent in giving weight to the instruction and in attracting to 
the classes clerks in commercial houses and others, some in important 
business positions. There appears to be no doubt that Commercial In- 
struction can only be roally successful when it is taught by experts who 
can command the confidence of business men, and who can give valuable 
instruction to those in the higher positions in business. The aim of the 
classes has been to give a sound grounding in Business Methods, Book- 
keeping and Commercial Arithmetic, the essentials for business success. 

The revised regulations for grants to Technical Schools have been of 
considerable use to the schools mentioned, in giving a characteristic line 
of development to the work, encouraging the development of a few 
branches rather than spreading over many isolated subjects. The import- 
ance of developing Second and Third Year Courses is not yet fully 
realised, and, owing to the limited time available, this generally necessi- 
tates concurrent instruction. 
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The experience gained in the conduct of these small schools indicates 
that it is possible to run permanent schools for about six months each 
rear in conjunction with County Schemes, in towns where the population 
is not less than 3,000 inhabitants; the smallest town dealt with in this 
manner has been Maryboro’ (population 2,957), and in that centre the 
effort has been a distinct success. 

The organisation of these centres has been dealt with by the Secretaries 
of the Committees, together with the regular county teachers. It is 
gratifying to record that harmonious relations have been established, and 
that it has been possible to organise the courses with success. 

Scholarships for Boys have been awarded in Queen's County, and 
Scholarships for Girls in County Dublin and Queen’s County. The Girls’ 
Scholarships have been held in Residential Schools of Domestic Training, 
thus giving a definite course of home training to the holders ; the Boys’ 
Scholarships have been held at Secondary Schools, and the instruction 
given has consequently been of such a character as to promote their 
general education, without giving any special industrial bias, even though 
Manual Instruction has been an obligatory subject of the course of train- 
ing followed. 

The Joint Urban and Comity Scheme in County Louth has afforded only 
a small amount of instruction in the rural districts, and this is a matter 
for regret. In County Dublin itinerant courses of instruction in Domestio 
Economy only have been provided; an extension of the scope of the 
scheme is very desirable. 

Lace classes have been in successful operation in County Dublin and in 
County Meath,, and a small woodcarving industry has been continued at 
Stradbally, in Queen’s County. 

Countv Bououoh and Urban District Schemes. 

Separate Schemes of Technical Instruction are in operation in the 
County Borough of Dublin, and in the Urban Districts of Drogheda, Rath- 
mines Pembroke, Blackrock, and Kingstown. The Urban District of 
Dundalk works jointly with County Louth, and the work of this centre is 
mentioned below. 

The Revised Scheme of Grants for Technical Schools has been adopted 
in each of these centres, and is having a directive effect on the operations 
of Committees. In general the lines of study for which provision has 
already been made are being strengthened and an effort made to secure 
advanced courses; there still remains much to be accomplished in this 
direction. The efforts of Committees are, however, now more directed 
towards tho development of main lines of work suitable to the needs of 
the larger part of the population in each centre, and isolated classes are 
dropping off. The giants earned have in all cases shown an upward ten- 
dency, and the proportion of tie grant paid as an increment grant for 
the continued attendance of students varies from 28 to 44 per cent, of she 
total grant, running in general to about 33 per cent. This is very satisfac- 
tory, as the value of a student’s instruction clearly increases with continued 
attendance. The Revised Regulations emphasise, through the system of pay- 
ment adopted, the following points on which the efficiency of a school de- 
pends, viz. — (1) Proper courses of study (arising out of local conditions); (2) 
continued and regular attendance throughout the session ; (3) a due pro- 
portion of advanced work. Distinct progress is evident in (1) and (2) m 
the majority of schools. There are,, however, particular cases in wlucD 
more serious efforts are required t-o put the work on a sound footing. As 
regards (3) the amount of advanced work is still very limited, and tne 
amount of grants which may be earned on the attendance of advance 
students does not seem to be sufficiently recognised. 

The entrance examination, which is now being generally instituted, is 
proving a helpful factor in eliminating students whose general education 
is unduly weak, but the Preparatory Courses put in operation >o mee 
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the wants of this type of student have only been partially successful; there 
is a very distinct leakage between the Preparatory Courses and 
Specialised Courses. In the County Borough of Dublin, a noticeable 
falling off in the total number of students enrolled has been attributed 
to the Entrance Examination, but in the same centre, the number of 
students passing from Preparatory to Specialised Courses is practically 
negligible. There is need for watchfulness to ensure that the Preparatory 
Courses are really being filled with students, who are likely to attend 
specialised courses of study, and not by pupils whose requirements would 
be met by Evening Schools conducted under the regulations of the Com- 
missioners of National Education. 

The work is, to some extent, hampered as regards accommodation in 
Dublin, Rathmines, and Drogheda. In both Rathmines and Drogheda 
the provision of new. buildings m.ust be taken in hand in the near future, 
as the present premises cannot permit of any extensions, and difficulty is 
already found in the accommodation of certain classes. In Dublin* the 
new premises at Bolton Street, are in course of erection ; meantime classes 
are conducted at Kevin Street, at Butland Square, and in the recently- 
acquired premises at Chatham Bow. At Chatham Row, equipment has 
been put down for classes in Printing, including Compositor’s Work, 
Machine Work, and Linotype. There has,, unfortunately, been consider- 
able apathy in regard to the instruction, and the results of the session’s 
work leave much to be desired. 

The courses of work in Kevin Street and Butland Square have followed 
the lines of previous sessions; efforts have been made to provide classes in 
Practical Physics, but the limited space available has made it difficult to 
meet the large number of applications for places. 

During the session Drogheda has worked for the first time an indepen- 
dent scheme, and the operations under the new conditions have been 
distinctively successful. The Committee appointed a Head Master with 
special commercial qualifications, and whole-time teachers for Building 
Trades and Domestic Economy. Instruction was also arranged in 
Chemistry, Physics, Electricity. Navigation, and Art subjects. The num- 
ber of students showed ail advance, and much more local interest was 
aroused than formerly. 

In Rathmines the School of Commerce continued to work on lines 
similar to those of previous sessions, and attendances were well main- 
tained. A highly efficient- staff of teachers was employed, and generally 
the work of the school reached a high level of efficiency. In addition, a 
School of Cookery was established and a very successful beginning made; 
the number of applications for admission was considerably in excess of the 
accommodation provided. 

Under the Pembroke Scheme schools were conducted at Ringsend and 
Ballsbridge. A loading feature of the Ringsend School was the demand 
for instruction in Motor Engineering. The majority of the large number 
of students intended to fit themselves for positions os drivers; few of the 
students were engineers, and the work done was chiefly preparation for 
the duties of a chauffeur rather than instruction in engineering prin- 
ciples. 

In Ringsend and in Blackrock Day Trades Preparatory Schools have 
been in operation ; the attendances have been encouraging, and the need 
for schools of this type is becoming very apparent, particularly in such 
places as Ringsend. A Day Preparatory section was formed in Kingstown 
Technical School and showed fair promise, although the numbers fell away 
towards the end of the session. 

The general operations of the Kingstown Scheme have been continued 
with efficiency and success, an interesting feature of the School being 
the development of the work in connection with the School Garden, which 
led to the formation of a Gardeners’ Association.

A steady movement is going on in the direction of providing im- 
proved accommodation in Science laboratories and for Drawing Classes. 
There are 12 Chemical, IS Physical, and 55 Composite laboratories, 13 
Domestic Economy Dooms and’ 13 Manual Instruction Dooms. With a 
few exceptions, these are very suitable fur the requirements of the schools, 
and are well maintained. 

Teachers have generally taught well, but have, with some notable ex- 
ceptions, given little time to preparation of lessons and laboratory 
experiments. In consequence of this want of preparation, the continuity 
of instruction is frequently weak. 

The spirit of investigation is not always sufficiently cultivated, and 
there is sometimes a tendency to give first and second year pupils too 
much help in writing up notes. 

In the First Year Syllabus of Experimental Science, weakness in 
Arithmetic is frequently noticeable, and an undue amount of time is 
spent over the preliminary sections of the syllabus on mensuration. The 
latter part of the Syllabus is adequately covered by a small number of 
schools only ; even with students repeating the course, thorough treatment 
of this latter part is seldom secured. Graphs are being more generally 
used, but they are chiefly used as examples in plotting results without 
sufficient analysis of their meaning. 

In the Second Year Syllabus of Experimental Science, the work is 
generally satisfactory, and is well taught, hut too much time is spent 
over the preliminary examination of substances ; the latter portions of the 
First Year Syllabus are seldom brought into this Course as suggested 
in the Syllabus. 

In the Special Courses, the new syllabus in Physics (Third Year) has 
proved distinctly satisfactory in the Schools which have taken it up. 
The Mechanics Section of it has been treated on interesting lines and 
the work outlined appears well within the capacity of students. 

In Domestic Economy sufficient distinction is not drawn between the 
work of the Auxiliary and the Special Courses. 

An advance has been made in Drawing by the requirements of the 
revised syllabus, and the work of the First Year Course allows more 
definite progress than formerly. Accommodation for Model Drawing is 
still insufficient in many schools. Better grading of the courses generally 
obtained, and more suitable schemes of work are being drawn up. 


Primary Schools. 

Drawing has been carried on in 24 Schools ill the District and Manual 
Instruction ill 8 Schools. Of the awards made, 12 Schools received Ex- 
cellent ” in Drawing, and 6 Schools received “Excellent” in Manual 
Instruction. This shows that the instruction given generally reaches ^a 
very satisfactory standard, and when the size of the classes m s0 
cases over 100 pupils — is considered, the results reflect great credit on 
the teachers. 
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It would be a distinct advantage if proper schemes of instruction were 
drawn up in all schools ; owing to the want of such schemes, very irregular 
progress is made by the pupils in some cases. 

The pupils generally show great aptitude and keen interest for Drawing 
and Manual Instruction. 

A number of Schools have no Drawing beyond Standard IV., and not 
more than three Schools have classes beyond Standard V. 

General. 

Residential Schools of Domestic Economy have been in operation at 
Stradbally (Queen's County), and at Charlemont street.. Dublin. In each 
case the instruction provided lias been sound and practical, and the 
pupils have made satisfactory progress. 


Dr. Garrett, Inspector for the Northern District , reports : — 

County Schemes. 

All the nine counties of Ulster have had Schemes of Technical Instruc- 
tion in operation during the year. The Scheme for County Londonderry, 
which was new, was received with considerable enthusiasm, and promises 
to be very successful. 

The schemes for three of the counties, viz.. Antrim, Armagh and 
Down, arc purely for the rural districts, and provide only for itinerant 
instruction. In the other six counties there are Joint Committees repre- 
senting the County Council and the Urban District Councils of the towns 
within their boundaries which are unable to provide independent 
Schemes. 

One of the most important branches of the work, common to all the 
Schemes, is the itinerant instruction. During the past session 132 itinerant 
courses, of which 75 were in Domestic subjects, 53 in Woodwork, 3 in Com- 
mercial subjects, and 1 in Art, have been given. The courses, which in 
general extend over a period of from six to eight weeks, have been taught 
by 24 whole time teachers. Some of these Instructors have also given 
instruction in the Technical Schools conducted by the Joint Committees. 
With but few exceptions, the itinerant classes have been well attended and 
well taught. The (evening) Woodwork Classes have been chiefly attended 
by young men of the farming class, who have taken much interest in the 
work, and made good progress. 

Instruction in Im co-making or Sprigging has been given in four 
counties by 23 teachers. Classes have been held at 41 centres, but while 
those in Lace-making have been almost uniformly successful, those in 
Sprigging have been loss satisfactory. The chief difficulty experienced 
has been the want of trained teachers capable, not only of securing good 
technique, but also of managing the business of the classes in an energetic 
and capable manner. To meet this difficulty the Fermanagh Committee 
established classes in commercial methods, and in design as applied to 
the industry, for their own and the County Monaghan teachers. The 
result has been a satisfactory raising of the standard. In addition to 
this, a Training School for intending teachers has been established at 
Enniskillen. A good number of skilled workers from Fermanagh and the 
neighbouring counties availed themselves of the opportunities offered and 
received an excellent framing, which should render them capable teachers 
and managers of home industries classes. 

Technical Schools have boon conducted by the Joint Committees at Cooks- 
town, Dungannon, Enniskillen, Maghorafelt, Omagh and Strabane. In 
each case the instruction has been given in temporary premises, not well 
adapted for the purpose. A new School has. however, been built at Stra- 
bane, which will be ready for occupation during the coming session, while 
more permanent premises are beng provided for the Enniskillen School. 
The School at Magherafelt had a most successful opening session. Its 
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situation is well calculated to meet the requirements of a wide and 
populous district, and it was attended by large numbers of students, many 
of whom came long distances to the classes. ‘ 3 

As might be expected, the work of these Schools is largely confined to 
the Preparatory Course and the first two years of Specialisation in the 
various courses, but the efficiency of the instruction and organisation is 
such that the demand for higher instruction in certain directions is likely 
to grow. 

County Borough and Urban District Schemes. 

There were seventeen independent Urban Schemes in operation in Ulster 
during the session. 

The total number of students attending these schools showed a marked 
increase on that of the preceding session. The increase was not confined 
to a few centres, but was almost general. It was greatest at Belfast, 
Banbridge, Lurgan, Londonderry and Newtownards. In five centres there 
was a decrease, which was, however, so slight as to be inconsiderable, except 
at. Coleraine, where it was more serious. At the same time the number 
enrolled at Coleraine was well up to the average of the past seven years, 
and it could scarcely be expected that the record of the previous year 
would be repeated. 

It is satisfactory to note that the students, especially in the best organised 
schools, more and more usually, join the classes punctually at the very 
beginning of the session. 

The housing of the schools in commodious and suitable buildings is 
gradually being accomplished. A new institute, excellently designed for 
its purpose, and well lighted, heated and ventilated, was opened at London- 
derry during the session. The new buildings at Bangor, Camekfergua and 
Newtownards have also been proceeded with and should shortly be available 
for occupation. The Belfast Municipal Institute is at present being 
extended to provide for the expansion of its work, and a very necessary 
school is projected at Larne. Better accommodation is still required at 
Armagh and Banbridge. Additional equipment has been judiciously 
provided at centres where funds permitted, and it is satisfactory to find 
that, in general, the equipment has been well utilised and well cared for. 

The revised regulations for technical schools have now been in operation 
for three complete sessions. Their influence on the schools has been highly 
beneficial. They have increased the efficiency of instruction and strengthened 
the financial position of the schools. To comply with the spirit of the 
regulations it has been necessary to introduce a better classification of 
students and to form more coherent classes. This in turn has reacted on 
the regularity of attendance, fewer students falling oil owing to inability 
to follow the instruction, while more rapid and consistent progress has been 
rendered possible. At Belfast and Londonderry all new students who 
could not produce evidence of a sufficiently high standard of education 
wore examined at entrance and placed according to the standard shown. 
In smaller schools, principals have hesitated to take what is regarded as 
a rather drastic step lest many intending st udents should be deterred from 
entering. They have, therefore, contented themselves with getting new 
students to sit for an examination some time during the session. The dis- 
advantage of this system is evident, since the information it gives is 
obtained only when it is too late to re -classify the students. In fact it has 
no value except in so far as it serves to decide whether individuals are or 
are not eligible for attendance grants. In view of this, it is expected that 
all the schools will shortly follow the lead so successfully given by Belfast 
and Londonderry. A second improvement which has been brought about 
by the revised regulations is the greater attention paid to connected courses 
of study. The natural tendency of the schools in the beginning was to 
make the courses wide enough to embrace all students taking two or more 
related subjects and to give as wide a choice as possible. There are signs 
that the schools are finding a more restricted choice desirable. A very 
interesting experiment was tried in Belfast, where a general domestic 
science course, covering as much as possible of the work of a home, was 
introduced. The classes met on two evenings a week, and were so successful

that the principle is being extended to such courses as Mechanical, Naval 
and Electrical Engineering. These courses are being arranged so as to give 
no option of subjects in the earlier years of specialisation— the fact being 
that new students do not, as a rule, know what subjects will best lake them 
in the desired direction, while the percentage who are sufficiently advanced 
in one of the subjects of a well-designed course not to require the full 
programme is almost negligible. 

In the past session the Preparatory Courses in the various centres have 
been large, but as feeders for the specialised courses they have been some- 
what disappointing, since only about half of those enrolled proceed to higher 
work in subsequent years. 

A notable feature of the session lias been the great demand for instruction 
in domestic subjects. Several of the schools have in recent years pro- 
vided teachers by co-operating with neighbouring centres, but the demand 
has been so great that there is likely to be a breakdown of the arrangement 
in some instances, as the teachers have been unable to devote sufficient 
time to each centre. A few of the Committees,, notably Banbridge, Newry 
and Newtownards, have made special prolusion for the instruction of fac- 
tory operatives in cookery, but other towns, such as Ballymena and 
Lurgan, where it is equally required, have not yet adopted any systematic 
scheme for dealing with this very necessary work. At the same time a 
growing number of operatives attend the ordinary classes in these centres. 

In most of the schools there has been a great demand for commercial 
instruction, and it is satisfactory to observe that the more elementary 
subjects, Book-keeping, Shorthand and Typewriting, are being supplemented 
by comers in Commercial Arithmetic, Business Methods, Commercial 
Geography, Principles of Commerce and Commercial Law, while languages 
are also being more freely taught. The Engineering departments at 
Belfast, Londonderry and Ballymena are rapidly developing on sound lines. 
The Textile departments of Belfast and Lurgan continue to attract a good 
number of suitable students and to do useful work. The textile students 
of Portadown have again received their instruction iu Weaving at Lurgan 
by a praiseworthy arrangement between the respective Committees. 

The attention paid to homework is increasing as its value becomes better 
appreciated, but up to the present few schools have made systematic 
provision for marking and filing it. In consequence the standard of neat- 
ness and method in this important section of the work is low. 

The type of student in attendance at the schools has been satisfactory. 
Employes are rapidly gaining confidence in the ability of the schools to aid 
them, and they are prepared to make considerable sacrifices in order to 
obtain the instruction. Unfortunately, employers generally have not yet 
done much to assist their efforts, with the result that in the whole district 
it was only possible to form one day school for apprentices, tbe students 
of which were relieved from day work in order to enable them to take 
advantage of the instruction offered. The admission of primary school 
pupils to technical schools is in several centres exceptional, and they are 
not often to be found to any serious extent outside the preparatory 
courses. 

The increased grants earnable under the new regulations have facilitated 
the work of the schools. In many cases the grant has been applied with 
advantage to the provision of much-needed equipment, the formation of new 
classes, and the employment of more highly-qualified teachers. To some 
slight extent it has been misapplied in the payment of ' ill-considerc d 
attendance prizes. Anything which encourages greater regularity of 
attendance makes for efficiency and progress, but the wholesale granting of 
prizes for attendance alone is not likely to foster diligence. 

Secondary Schools. 

Seventy-nine schools in Ulster followed the Department’s Programme for 
Secondary Schools. Of these thirty were boys’, thirty girls’, and nineteen 
Mixed Schools. All, except five, were Intermediate Schools. Two of the 
schools were recognised for the first time, and in these the first year’s

In bovs’ schools very suitable courses were taken, attention being directed 
principally to Physics, Chemistry and Mechanical Science. 

In girls’ schools the courses chosen— Botany, Physiology and Hygiene, 
Drawinv and Domestic Economy— were also very suitable. In three of the 
smaller°schools Chemistry was, however, the subject taken. 

Difficulty was experienced by mixed schools in meeting the requirements 
of their pupils. In some of them no provision was made for the special 
needs of eiris, and attention was confined to the study of Physics, Chemistry 
or Mechanics. In two of them Manual Instruction and Domestic Economy 
were taught, in one Domestic Economy and Chemistry, in another Botany 
and Chemistry, while eight others provided Special Drawing Courses. 

The accommodation for tlio Science Classes is now good, although twelve 
of tlio smaller schools, being unprovided with laboratories of their own, 
continued to make use of the laboratories in neighbouring Secondary or 
Technical Schools. Three of the schools built or equipped new laboratories. 
For the teaching of Drawing special facilities have not been made, with the 
result that progress, especially in Model Drawing, is rendered difficult. 
In one school an excellent Domestic Economy kitchen was equipped during 
the session. 

The class-rooms and equipment have, on the whole, been kept in good 
order, and it is now more usual to find in operation some systematic method 
of storm* apparatus; bub, in a number of cases, the importance of the 
training in methodical habits and the saving of time resulting from having 
a place for everything, lias not yet been appreciated. 

The efficiency of the teaching, while in general satisfactory, did not show 
any marked advance on that of the previous session. At the same tune, 
the instruction given in certain schools surpassed in excellence anything 
previously accomplished. The introduction of the new Syllabus m Drawing 
secured greater attention to the formulation of well-graded courses and mom 
rapid progress was made, and this was especially noticeable m Model 
Drawing. The new Syllabus in Fhysics was also well treated and gave 
rise to several excellent courses, notwithstanding the fact that the teaenmg 
of Mechanics was new to many of the teachers, and the Syllabus gave little 
guidance as to the method of treatment. It was thus satisfactory 
to find that the course was developed on investigatory lines 
similar to those followed in other subjects. The instruction in Botany 
continued to be somewhat academic and insufficiently based upon observa- 
tion, while simple experiments with growing plants received inadequate 
attention. A great improvement would be effected by the provision 0 
school gardens where experiments might be conducted. 

The importance of Domestic Training is becoming more fully recognised, 
and some very good work is being done in this direction. Manual Training, 
on the other hand, shows little disposition to extend, mainly on accoun 
of the fact that it is not a subject of the Intermediate Board s Programme. 

The work done during the session has been carefully, and, on the whole, 
neatly recorded, and the progress made by the pupils and their interest in 
the work have been satisfactory.

Ten schools have followed the Department’s Programme of Drawing for 
P marv Schools. Of these seven are conducted by the Christian Brothers 
and the remaining three are Industrial or liefonnatory Schools. 

Manual Instruction has been taught at four of the schools. 

The teaching generally has been efficient, and the progress made good. 


Me M'Caffeey, Junior Inspector (South Central District), reports : — 

County Schemes. 

The work under County Schemes other than the work in Technical Schools 
may be referred to under three heads, viz. (1) Itinerant Instruction, (2) 
Scholarships, (3) Industries. 

Itinerant Instruction. 

The Itinerant Manual Instructors are mainly engaged in giving instruction 
to youths and men of the farming class, in Woodwork and the necessary 
elementary Technical Drawing ; but instances in which apprentices and young 
tradesmen are found in the classes receiving special instruction in Car- 
nentry and Building Construction are becoming more numerous. A course 
of instruction usually consists of thirty two-hour lessons. The number of 
complete courses of instruction given duriug the session is as follows 

In Kilkenny, 12; in Carlow, 10; in Wexford, 10; in Wicklow, 0; and in 
Kildare the equivalent of 5. Except in the last-mentioned county, the 
amount of instruction given may be regarded as the maximum possible 
under the different schemes. 

A limited amount of instruction in Elementary Hygiene and Home 
Nursing is nearly always included in the Domestic Economy Courses given, 
in Rural Districts by tho Itinerant Instructresses. A course of instruction 
usually consists of thirty two-hour lessons in Cookery and Home Nursing,, 
etc., or in Needlework and Laundrywork. The number of complete courses 
of instruction given during the session is as follows In Kilkenny, 27 ; in 
Wexford, 20; in Carlow', 20; in Ifildnre, the equivalent of 7; and m Wicklow,, 
the equivalent of 2. 

The energy displayed in organising a system of Itinerant Instruction may 
at this time be fairly gauged by the progress made annually in opening up 
new centres for the visits of the teachers. In this direction considerable 
work has been done in Wexford, Kilkenny and Carlow, where the new 
centres numbered nine, eight and six respectively, whilst the corresponding 
number for Kildare was three, and for Wicklow, one. 

It will be seen from the above particulars that the rural centres in Kildare 
and Wicklow are receiving muck less attention than those in the other 
counties of the district. 

Scholarships. 

Scholarship schemes for bovs coming from Primary Schools were in opera- 
tion in Kilkenny, Wexford and Carlow. The Kilkenny Scholarships are ten- 
able at the Day Trades Preparatory School, and the competition for them 
grows keener as the benefits they confer become more widely known. Owing 
to the increasing number of candidates from the more remote districts v, o 
obtain high places in the Entrance Examinations, it is proposed to re uce 
the amount of the maintenance allowance in certain cases and provide addi- 
tional scholarships with the funds thus saved. An important feature of the 
Kilkenny Scholarship Scheme is the provision made for awarding Appren ice- 
ship Scholarships of £10 each to the three boys who most successfully 
complete their full three year course at the Day Trades Preparatory benoo - 
These prizes serve a very useful purpose, and are highly appreciated. 
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In Wexford the competition for the Scholarships has been very limited 
and few candidates have succeeded in passing the qualifying test. The 
Committee propose to eliminate the provision for Boys’ Scholarships from 
future schemes. 

In Carlow there was no lack of candidates for the Scholarships, and many 
more reached the qualifying standard than was expected. To mitigate the 
disappointment -of qualified but. unsuccessful candidates, the Committee 
awarded additional Scholarships from funds which had not been utilised 
in the previous session. 

Scholarships for Girls were included in the Wexford and Carlow Schemes. 
The former Scheme made provision for four such Scholarships, but, as in 
previous sessions, candidates were scarce, and only two Scholarships were 
awarded. The Carlow Scheme provided for the award of ten Scholarships, 
and suitable candidates were found for the full number. 

Industries. 

Local industries have, in a few instances, been aided through County 
Schemes. A grant of J2200 was expended in providing Weaving Scholar- 
ships for workers in the Kilkenny Woollen Mills. The Kildare Committee 
gave aid towards the training of workers for the Naas Rug-making Factory, 
and also towards the establishment of a Crochet-making Industry at May- 
nootli. In all these cases, however, the normal funds of the Schemes were 
augmented for the purpose by special subsidies from the Department. 


Technical Schools. 

The Technical Schools in Bray, Enniscorthy, New Ross and Wexford, are 
in charge of Urban Committees, whilst the others in this district are 
administered by Joint Committees for County and Urban areas. 

The majority' of the schools are housed in premises used exclusively for 
Technical Instruction purposes. In Arklow, Enniscorthy, New Ross, and 
Carlow, however, the rooms used for instruction in technical subjects are 
utilised for other purposes when the classes are not actually meeting. 
Such a condition of things presents a formidable obstacle to the development 
of a satisfactory system of Technical Instruction in these centres. The 
County Wicklow Committee have realised this, and are making efforts to 
secure suitable premises in Arklow, whilst the New Ross and Enniscorthy 
Committees have already made arrangements for erecting suitable schools. 
It is to be regretted that the County Carlow Committee have not, up to 
the present, manifested any inclination to take steps in a similar direction. 

In all the Technical Schools of the district except Carlow, which suffers 
from the. want of a responsible and efficient organiser, and Ballyragget, in 
County Kilkenny, where only one subject was taught during the session, 
the classes have been effectively conducted in accordance with the regula- 
tions, and have earned attendance grants. Engineering Courses were in 
operation in Wexford, Kilkenny, Arklow, and Wicklow; Building Trade 
Courses in Kilkenny, Atliy, and all the County Wicklow and County Wex- 
ford Schools; and Commercial Courses in Bray, Wicklow, Wexford, Kilkenny, 
New Ross, Athy, and Naas. Organised Courses in Art were special features 
of the Wexford and Kilkenny Schools, and a Course in Woodworking, of 
the Bray School, where the work was carried op. in conjunction with the 
local Art Furniture Industry. Organised Courses in Domestic Economy 
subjects were carried on in all the Urban centres, except Wexford, in which 
town the demand for instruction of this kind continues to be very limited. 

The drafting of syllabuses of instruction to meet the special needs of each 
district, which has been rendered more than ever necessary by the new 
regulations, has been satisfactorily accomplished by a number of teachers. 
Much, however, still remains to be done in this direction in every centre 
before the organisation of the Courses can be regarded as complete. 

The demand for instruction in Commercial subjects increases, and Com- 
mittees at present find some difficulty in obtaining qualified teachers 
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Secondary Schools. 

Preliminary Course . 

There has been very little improvement in the teaching of the Introductory 
Physics Course. To some extent this has resulted from the placing of the 
subject in the hands of the younger and less experienced teachers. The 
Introductory Chemistry Course is, as a rule, satisfactorily taught. ' 

Manual Instruction has been for some time included in the curricula of 
all schools in the district to' which Primary Schools are attached; but it is 
interesting to note that it has recently been introduced into the time tables 
of three- important Residential Colleges. The subject is very popular with 
the pupils and is generally well taught. 


Special Courses. 


The Special Courses taught in boys’ schools are Physics. Chemistry, and 
Mechanical Science. Mechanical Science is taught in two schools with mode- 
rate success. Physics has found a permanent place in the time tables of four 
schools, and was introduced into a fifth during this session. The standard 
of efficiency, which has hitherto been low in this subject, is beginning to 
rise in an appreciable manner, owing chiefly to improvement in the methods 
of organising the laboratory work. Chemistry is, on the whole, fairly well 
taught, but rarely as well as the Introductory Course in the same subject 
even when the same teacher takes both courses. 


The bperanl Courses m girls schools are Drawing (referred to below), 
Domestic Economy Physiology and Hygiene, and Botany. Domestic 
Economy invariably forms a subject of instruction in the girls’ schools of 
this district, and it is, m general, very satisfactorily taught. Physiology 
and Hygiene is taken in a group of five schools situated in or adjacent to 
eounty Cariow, and is not less efficiently taught than Domestic Economy, 
whilst the standard is steadily rising. - Botany is taught in a few schools 
w‘th a fair measure of success. In this subject accuracy of observation is 
not sufficiently cultivated, and the Nature Calendars which are kept are 
scarcely distinguishable from notes of lectures. 


Drawing. 


. Efforts made to direct the attention of teachers of Drawing to the 
importance of preparing schemes of exercises, and to the necessity for 
organising the work of each lesson bo as to avoid loss of time and prevent 
the pupils interest from flagging, have resulted in securing some further 
improvement in the teaching of the First Year Course in Drawing in a 
majority of the schools. Short exercises in Memory Drawing, and in the 
use of instruments, are now regularly given in addition to the exercises in 
drawing from hreehand examples and Common Objects. In a number of 
oys schools the pupils reach the First Year Course after having already 
worked through a _ Primary School Course. It is noticeable that the initial 
advantage thus gamed is not maintained beyond the end of the first year. 

In the Second Year Course, as a rule, good schemes are followed in 

eometncal Drawing,, but, owing to the fact that well-considered revision 
exercises are rarely given, and that the defects discovered in the working 
ot tests are still more rarely made the subject of class discussions, the 
aveiage, pupil S6 ldom acquires a thoroughly sound knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of construction. *

ye been prepared and followed in a fair number of cases, but, in the 
lain, there is a tendency to avoid the difficulties of the subject and to 
3 a course which is not sufficiently progressive in character.

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The Special Course in Drawing was taken in two boys’ and five girls 
schools, but the schools taking this subject vary somewhat from session 
to session. There, are, however, a few' schools in the curricula of which it 
finds a permanent place, and in these the work done reaches a high 
standard. 

Primary Schools. 

Of the fifteen Primary Schools examined in Drawing, eight presented 
pupils in Standard V., whilst only three presented any in Standard VI. 
There lias been, during the session, a decided improvement in the quality 
of the work as a whole, with a corresponding increase in the number of 
schools obtaining the * 1 excellent ” award. The oral answering in Standard II. 
is usually very good, but in the other standards the pupils’ knowledge of 
definitions is seldom found to be sound. _ Freehand and Mechanical Drawing 
are, in general, good. Model Drawing in Standards V. and VI. is rarely 
as meritorious as Freehand and Geometrical Drawing, even when due 
allowance is made for the difficulties which the use of unsuitable desks 
places in the way of the teacher. 

Mu. M‘ Gann , Junior Inspector (West Central District), reports:— 
County Schemes. 

In this district all the County Schemes made provision for instruction in 
Domestic Economy subjects and rural industries, all, except one, for instruc- 
tion in woodwork, four for Boys’ Scholarships, tenable at Secondary Schools, 
one for Scholarships at Residential Schools of Domestic Training, one for 
special instruction in Hygiene and Home Nursing, one for Commercial 
instruction, and two for permanent Technical Schools. 

The unfavourable, and often irksome, conditions under which instruction 
in Domestic Economy is given at most centres have been stated in previous 
reports. These conditions continue unchanged, and militate against the 
efficiency of the instruction. The instructresses discharge their duties 
zealously, and pay particular attention to instruction in the essentials of a 
healthy existence, simple home remedies, and invalid cookery. The special 
provision for instruction in Hygiene and Home Nursing made by the Galway 
County Committee was continued, and with praiseworthy results. Except 
in thinly populated districts the classes are generally well attended. 

The extended courses of Woodwork given at rural centres, and the excellent 
results achieved in many of them, have still further increased the popularity 
of this subject. Rather than deprive localities of the benefits of the instruc- 
tion, classes were held in most unsuitable buildings, often difficult of access, 
and without a window’ or a fireplace. 

As in previous sessions, classes in Machine-knitting, Crochet-w r ork, and 
Carrickmacross Lace-making, were aided by direct payments to teachers or 
by Capitation Grants to managers. The experiment of assigning teachers to 
centres where accommodation can be provided and an attendance secured, 
has not so far been successful, and only a few of the Capitation Grant 
classes can be regarded as leading to permanent results. At one centre 
aided by Capitation Grants instruction was confined to domestic subjects, 
and the pupils attending it received an admirable training in thrift, neatness, 
and economy. 

The boys holding Secondary School Scholarships have, on the whole, 
made satisfactory progress in the courses of study followed, hut the aim of 
the Scholarships is not being fulfilled. They should be tenable only in Day 
Trades Preparatory Schools, or schools providing Special Courses in Com- 
mercial subjects. 

The pupils who attended the Residential School of Domestic Training 
received a very good training in the discharge of household duties. 

Urban District Schemes. 

Except in the Commercial Classes, few of the pupils attending the 
Technical Schools in this district are qualified by education to olow 
specialised courses of instruction. The new Regulations have had a salutary 
effect, however j more thought is given to courses and syllabuses of mstruc 
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tion, and to the organisation and teaching of the classes. The work of the 
Preparatory Classes is of a very elementary kind, and much difficulty is 
experienced in getting home-work done : the progress made is, however, 
fairly satisfactory. In the Building trade and Handicraft classes much 
useful information is imparted and skill in handling tools acquired, and 
when special provision is made for expert instruction, as in the Tailoring and 
Dressmaking classes at Sligo, creditable results are achieved. In the Com- 
mercial classes the attendance and progress are very fair. In the Domestic 
Economy classes the attendance is not satisfactory, and, except in Cookery, 
the interest in the instruction is not keen. At Galway and Sligo, Cookery 
demonstrations have been given at selected suburban centres, and a type 
of pupil has been reached that could not be induced to come to the school. 
Although the teachers were painstaking and the instruction efficient, the 
attendance at the Art classes was less than in preceding sessions. 

Secondary Schools. 

During the session twenty boys’, one mixed, and six girls' schools were 
working under the Department’s Regulations. Fourteen of the boys' schools 
made provision for instruction in Manual work, and twelve of them have 
workshops attached. The six girls' schools are provided with teaching 
kitchens. Five schools gave instruction in the Special Course of Drawing, 
two in the Special Course of Mechanical Science, one in the Special Course 
of Physiology and Hygiene, nine in the Special Course of Chemistry, and 
ten in the Special Course, of Physics. 

The improvement in the order and cleanliness of the laboratories, and 
workrooms reported last session has been well maintained. The Preliminary 
Course is, on the whole, satisfactorily taught, and further improvement is 
noticeable in the results achieved in the second year. The issue of the 
revised Syllabus in Drawing has had a beneficial effect ; the teachers now 
give more time and attention to the preparation of schemes of work, and 
the efficiency of the instruction is increased. The desk arrangements for 
the teaching of Model Drawing are in many cases unsatisfactory, . but 
improvement is being gradually effected. In the Special Course of Chemistry 
the teaching is sound, but sufficient attention is not yet paid to the sum- 
marising of the results of experiments and to the acquirement of neatness 
and precision in working. The introduction of Section I. in the Special 
Course of Physics (Third Year Syllabus) cannot fail to give pupils a clearer 
conception of fundamental principles, and, the training of the teachers 
considered, their selection of illustrative experiments and general treatment 
of the section must be regarded as very satisfactory. The schools that took 
Mechanical Science and Physiology and Hygiene did good work. Instruction 
in Domestic Economy continues excellent, and due attention is paid to the 
economic expenditure of income, the selection and value of materials, ana 
the repair and adaptation of worn garments. 

Primary Schools. 

Instruction in Drawing was continued in nine Primary Schools, and 
improvement is noticeable in the work done in Scale Drawing. It. is 
regretted that owing to the difficulty of securing qualified teachers instruction 
in Manual Work was discontinued in two of the schools. 


Miss Anderson, Inspectress of Home Industries, reports : — - 
Sprigging. 

There has been a revival in the Sprigging Industry during the past 
session, as a result of the improvement in the Belfast Linen Trade. 

Owing to foreign competition, and the rivalry of machine embroidery, 
the payment for hand-work is slightly reduced ; but the renewed employment 
is very welcome. 

Classes working under Technical Schemes are chiefly employed upon 

ouseliold linen, but during the past half-year efforts have been made to 
secu re a larger proportion of fine handkerchief embroidery for Irish centres. 

s particular branch of work needs fine sewing and good finish, and it 
s how, largely in the hands of Continental embroiderers.

The Training of Teachers. 

The summer courses of instruction to teachers, held in July and 
August, provided for instruction in experi- 
summer courses, m6n t a i s0 i en06 (physics, chemistry, mechani- 
19uy- cal science, botany, and physiology and 

hygiene), laboratory arts, drawing and modelling, domestic 
economy, manual instruction (woodwork and metal work), build- 
ing construction, practical mathematics and mechanics, office 
routine and business methods, rural economy, school gardening, 
hygiene and sick nursing, and dressmaking. A special course 
of instruction for teachers of Carrickmacross lace-making, 
crochet-work, embroidery and sprigging was also Held. 

The institutions at which the courses were conducted were: — 
The Eoyal College of Science, Dublin; the Metropolitan School 
of Art, Dublin ; the Irish Training School of Domestic Economy, 
Kildare Street, Dublin; the Department’s Industrial Annexe, 
Grand Canal Bank, Dublin; the City of Dublin Technical 
Schools; the Christian Brothers’ Schools, Marino, Dublin; the 
Municipal Technical School and School Garden, Kingstown, and 
the Crawford Municipal Technical Institute, Cork. Special 
centres were arranged for members of enclosed religious orders, for 
whom courses of instruction in experimental science, drawing and 
modelling, and domestic economy were provided. 

The courses were attended by 622 teacher-students, of whom 
523 received certificates of satisfactory attendance and progress ; 
the number attending for instruction in the various subjects 
being: — Experimental science, 236; laboratory arts, 31; rural 
economy, 17; school gardening, 13; drawing and modelling, 113; 
manual instruction (woodwork), 20; manual instruction (metal 
work), 10; domestic economy, 50; hygiene and sick nursing, 17; 
dressmaking, 20; building construction, 16; practical mathe- 
matics and mechanics, 19; office routine and business methods, 
20; Carrickmacross lace-making, crochet-work, etc., 40.

The Department have made provision for a supply of teachers 
of commercial subjects who will be capable 
training of giving instruction in some of the higher 
of teachers of branches. Four Scholarships were awarded 
commercial in 1904, two in 1905, six in 1906, and three 

subjects. in 1907. All of the scholars have completed 

a two years' course of training at the Lon- 
don School of Economics (University of London), and, with one 
exception, are now engaged in teaching in the country. 

In order to provide for the further training of Manual In- 
structors, otherwise than by means of 
training of Summer Courses, the Department have 
manual offered facilities to enable Instructors to 

instructors. attend special Saturday Classes at con- 
venient centres. Three such classes were 
held during the session at Dublin, Belfast, and Cork. _ These 
classes were attended by thirty-two Instructors. The subjects of 
instruction included Practical Plano and Solid Geometry, Prac- 
tical Mathematics and Mechanics, and Builders’ Quantities. 

During the session the re-organisation of the Irish Training 
School of Domestic Economy has been 
training of effected. The work of the School is now 
domestic economy divided into two main branches. The firs 
instructresses, branch will consist of a course in Househol 
Management extending over one School 
term (about twenty weeks), and the second, a course of training, 
extending over two years, for teachers of Domestic Economy-

Special Summer Courses in Rural Economy and in School 
Gardening were held by the Department during the month of 
August. Fifteen National School Teachers were admitted to the 
course in Rural Economy, of whom nine received certificates of 
satisfactory attendance and progress. Thirteen attended the 
course in School Gardening, and all were awarded certificates. 

One class in Domestic Economy was conducted in the Muni- 
cipal Technical School, Limerick. Twelve teachers attended, all 
of whom received certificates of satisfactory attendance. 
Arrangements have been made for a large number of these classes 
being opened during the academic year 1909-10. 

Special Drawing Classes for National School Teachers were 
conducted in the Technical Schools in Coleraine, Limerick, and 
Portadown. These were attended by seventy-four teacher- 
students. Arrangements have now been made to issue certificates 
to teacher-students attending these classes, as is done in the 
case of classes in Experimental Science and Domestic Economy.

SCHOOL OF ART. 

During the present session the reorganisation of the School was 
effected. The School is now a residential 
irish training institution maintained for the purpose of 
school of training teachers of Domestic Economy, and 
domestic economy, also providing a training in Household 
Management for girls who have already 
received a satisfactory general education. 
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The work of the School comprises two courses of instruction. 

(1) A course of instruction, extending over one term., in 

Household Management ; 

(2) A two years’ course of training for Teachers of Domestic 

Economy. 

All students of the School are required to attend the course of 
instruction in Household Management. A limited number of 
students, who have most satisfactorily followed the course and 
passed the examination at its close, and who desire to devote 
themselves to teaching, will, if they have shown themselves 
suitable, be selected to follow the course of training for Teachers 
of Domestic Economy. 

A course of training for Domestic Servants, extending over two 
terms, is also provided. 

The School premises are situated at St. Kevin's Park, Kilma- 
cud, Stillorgan, Co. Dublin. They stand in grounds of about 
three acres, in one of the finest situations in South County 
Dublin, about 1$ miles from Dundrum Railway Station, and a 
similar distance from Blackrock Railway Station. The house 
provides ample accommodation for the staff and students, in 
addition to class and recreation rooms. A large fruit and vege- 
table garden is attached to the house. 

Students of the Training School who were admitted to the 
course of training for teachers previous to the 1st November, 1908, 
will be permitted to complete their training under the conditions 
then obtaining, and, as far as possible, arrangements will be 
made for their completing their training in the old school 
premises in Kildare Street, Dublin. 

On the re-opening of the School on the 1st September, 1908, 
twenty-nine of the thirty students, whose names remained on the 
roll at the close of the previous session, rejoined. Fourteen 
students completed their training during the session, and secured 
the Department’s Diploma. 

Two teachers already certificated for Cookery and Laundry 
Work were specially admitted to the class in Dressmaking and 
Home Sewing, passed their examinations, and received certifi- 
cates in the subject of the course. 

The new premises at St. Kevin’s Park were opened on the 27th 
January, 1909, when seventeen students were admitted to the 
course in Household Management, and five were admitted for 
training as Domestic Servants. At the close of the term, 
certificates of having satisfactorily followed the course were 
awarded to all the students of the Household Management Course, 
and eleven of these were selected to follow the course of training 
for Teachers. 
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Day Classes in Cookery and Laundry Work for children were 
held in the Training School, Kildare Street, Dublin ; twenty-eight 
children joined the Cookery class, and eighteen the Laundry work 
class. Arrangements were also made for the students’ conduct- 
ing Cookery classes for children at the Kildare Place Girls’ 
National School, where sixty-six pupils were enrolled. 

Day classes in Cookery and evening classes in Cookery, Laun- 
drywork, and Dressmaking and Home Sewing, for adults, were 
conducted at the Training School, Kildare Street, the numbers 
attending these classes being: —

Thirty-seven students attended the School of Housewifery 
during the Academic Year 1908-9. These in- 
killaeney schooi, eluded two of the three students who left 
op housewifery, during the previous session, owing to illness, 
and who returned to complete their training. 
One student withdrew, owing to ill-health, and seven remained on 
the school books at the close of the year. Situations, with wages 
ranging from £12 to £18 per annum, were secured for twenty-five 
of the students who completed their training, the other four 
electing to return to their homes. 

Scholarships. 

The following scholarships were awarded during the year: - 
(1.) Scholarships from the Primary to the Secondary School 
(Junior Scholarships). 

(2.) Scholarships at Day Trades Preparatory Schools. 

(3.) Scholarships at Residential Schools of Domestic Training.

(5.) Science and Technological Scholarships and Teacherships- 
in-Training at the Eoyal College of Science (Senior 
Science Scholarships). 

(6.) Teacherships-in-Training at the Metropolitan School of 
Art. (Senior Art Scholarships.) 

(7.) Industrial Scholarships. 

On the results of the examination held on the 26th June, 1909, 
thirty-two Junior Scholarships have been 
junior awarded, sixty-three Scholarships held during 
scholarships, the session 1908-9 have been renewed for a 
second year, fifteen for a third year, and one 
for a fourth year. There are, therefore, at present 111 Scholar- 
ship holders, the number of Scholarships awarded by each Com-

on a satisfactory report from the Department’s Inspector on the 
conduct and progress of the pupil. 

For general conditions of the scheme, see Queen’s County 
Scholarship Scheme (Appendices, page 293). 

These Scholarships, of which 264 were granted in 1909, as a 
rule, cover only tuition, and the necessary 
scholar ships books and instruments, but seventy-nine 
at day trades scholars received, in addition, sums varying 
preparatory from £1 to £15 as maintenance allowance or as 
schools. grants towards the cost of travelling. 

These Scholarships are, in some cases, re- 
newed for a second and for a third year if the progress made by 
the scholar is satisfactory. In other cases second and third year 
Scholarships are awarded to the pupils generally upon the results 
of the work of the previous session.

Scholarships at Residential Schools of Domestic Training, of 
the value of £15 each, are awarded to a limited 
scholarships at number of girls to enable them to attend for one 
residential year a regular course of instruction and tram- 
sciiools op ing in Domestic Economy, such as will culti- 
domestic vate their intelligence and resourcefulness and 
training. render them more practical in the performance 
of home duties. The Scholarship, together 
with a payment of a fee of £2 on the part of the scholar, entitles 
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the holder to board, residence, and instruction during the term of 
the Scholarship. (Under the County Cork scheme the value of 
the Scholarship is only £10, the scholar being required to pay a 
fee of £8.) Further particulars of the conditions under which 
the Scholarships are awarded and the course of instruction which 
the scholars undergo are set forth in the County Scholarship 
Scheme at page 294 of the Appendices. 

The number of Scholarships awarded in 1909 by each Com- 
mittee adopting the scheme was as follows : —

Where Technical Instruction Committees establish, in connec- 
tion with Technical Schools in County 
local Boroughs or Urban Districts, for students of 
exhibitions, proved ability and ascertained need, and under 
the terms of a scheme approved by the Depart- 
ment, one or more Exhibitions of the annual value of £50, tenable 
at the Royal College of Science, the Metropolitan School of Art, 
or other approved Technical, Commercial, or Art School, the 
Department may make a grant in aid of the Exhibitions awarded, 
not exceeding half their value, provided that the Department’s 
total contribution in this respect does not exceed £50 in respect of 
any one Urban District, other than a County Borough, in any one 
year.

Five such Exhibitions were granted on the results of the ex- 
aminations held in 1909, one Art Exhibition and one Engineer- 
■ng Exhibition being granted to students of the Municipal Techni- 
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cal Institute, Belfast, two Art Exhibitions to students of the Craw- 
ford Municipal School of Art, Cork, and one Exhibition in Pure 
and Applied Science to a student of the Municipal Technical, 
Science and Art School, Limerick. 


At the examination for Science and Technological Scholarships 
and Teacherships-in-Training held in 1909, 
senior science fifty-one candidates competed for the five 
scholarships. Scholarships and five Teacherships-in-Train- 
ing offered for competition by the Department, 
and tenable at the Royal College of Science. The conditions 
attached to these Scholarships and Teacherships-in-Training are 
given in Form S. 33.

Three Industrial Scholarships, two in Woollen Manufacture 
and one in Leather Manufacture, were awarded in 1909. Two 
Scholarships in Woollen Manufacture, first awarded in 1907, were 
renewed for a third year, and four Scholarships in Woollen Manu- 
facture arid two in Linen Manufacture, awarded in 1908, were 
renewed for a second year. 

The eight Scholarships in Woollen Manufacture are being held 
at the University of Leeds, the two Scholarships in Linen M a! ™' 
facture at the Municipal Technical Institute, Belfast, _ and. tne 
Scholarship in Leather Manufacture at the Leathersellers College, 
Bermondsey, London.

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3.— FISHERIES. 

The report of the Fisheries Branch for the year 1 908 was issued 
since the date of the Department’s last General Report. 

The Department have given considerable attention to the 
development of Motor Boat fishing in Ireland. 

sea fisheries. The work carried on by the Motor Boat 
“ Ovoca,” which was built to their order in 
1907, has demonstrated that with energy and intelligence and by 
the use of up-to-date methods a large class of vessel of this kind 
can be worked with success. Three other vessels similarly 
equipped, but of smaller size, have since been built out of or with 
assistance from the Department’s Loan Fund, and three others 
of a somewhat larger size arc at present in course of construction. 
The Department have introduced the use of the Danish Seine Net. 
into Ireland as part of the gear of Motor Boats. 

The Whale Fisheries Act became law on the 1 st August, 1908, 
and under its provisions licences were granted for Whaling 
Stations at Inishkea and Afdelly Point, County Mayo. 

In regard to oysters and mussels, the Department have, by regu- 
lation, cultivation, re-stocking and finding markets, improved and 
developed these fisheries, and have secured better prices to the 
fishermen. 


The assistance given to the Kinsale Technical Instruction Com- 
mittee to enable a course of instruction in net-mending to be 
carried on proved advantageous. 

An experiment was made to see whether a profitable winter 
fishing could be undertaken by large boats from Queenstown. The 
weather was unfavourable. The fish caught were very large and 
full, but were not in sufficient quantity to make the experiment a 
paying one. 

During the year 6,080 vessels, 22,412 men, and 498 boys were 
employed in the fisheries, and the total quantity of sea fish (other 
than shell fish) landed was 747,056 cwts., valued at £287,316. The 
figures showed an increase on the capture of the previous year. 

It is estimated that about 4,600 tons of kelp, valued at about 
£17,000, were exported from Ireland. 

The amount of fish which passed through the Dublin Market 
m 1908 was 4,323 tons, as well as 5,940 barrels and 14,023 boxes 
ot Irish fresh herrings, 7,130 barrels and 1 ,368 boxes of imported 
RRU’ h en 'ings, 1,038 barrels of imported cured herrings, and 
o,odb of Irish caught mackerel. In addition to the foregoing, 
salmon, trout, eels and shell fish were dealt, with in varying 
quantities. 


,, ®P nn g mackerel season of 1908 showed an improvement on 
nose of the past couple of years. The curing of spring fish for 
6 American Market has increased. 

< l llantit y autumn mackerel landed was greater 
atl the previous similar season the money realized was 

„ m6 .£b000 less. The weather was in the late autumn wild and 
unsuitable. 
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The value of the landings of the spring and summer herring 
reached a total of over £56,000, showing an improvement of 
£16,500 on the season of 1907. The curing was confined practi- 
cally to the Donegal coast. 

The autumn and winter herring season was not so successful as 
that of 1907, the value of the take (£51,115) showing a falling off 
of some £14,000. Bad weather greatly prevailed and the shoals 
of fish evinced a marked disinclination to come near the land. 


Annlications for fishery loans to the extent of £3,255 were re- 
ceived during the year 1908. Of these, sums 
loans. amounting to £2,698 were granted. 

Twenty fishermen lost their lives during the year ended 30th 
September, 1908, whilst in pursuit of their 

casualties. calling. Three 1 st Class, eight 2nd Class two 

3rd Class and one Unclassed boats were lost. 
Two 2nd Class boats were seriously damaged. 

The Grand Jury (Ireland) Act, 1836 , Amendment Bill, 1908, 
which was introduced by the Vice-President with the object of 
affording County Councils increased facilities for co-operating 
with the Department in carrying out marine works, became law 
during the year. 

The Department maintained a suitable depth of water at the 
entrance to Arklow Harbour, and no difficulty 
piers and was experienced by any vessel frequenting the 
harbours. place in entering or leaving during the year 
under review. The improvement works, 111111011 
have been financed from the Ireland Development Grant, and 
which were placed in the hands of the Department for execution, 
progressed satisfactorily and are now almost completed. 

The Department assisted financially in carrying out some neces- 
sary dredging works at Bantry, and chartered their Dredger 
work at Portrush Harbour. 

Marino works, with the object of improving landing 
and affording protection, were undertaken at Hoobauns and ro 
B allintoy, and a considerable amount of professional advice - 
given to County Councils by the Department’s Engineering ‘ 
in connection with schemes of general improvement. Gorresp 
dence, consultations and inspections took place m regard 
schemes which have not yet reached the stage at which worn 
be commenced. 

Nineteen cases of illegal trawling were prosecuted by the De- 
xllegal partment during the year. 

TRAWLING. 
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The salmon fisheries appear to have been more productive than 
in the year 1907. The drift netting off the North 
salmon and West coasts, which is a oomporativelv 
fisheries. recent industry, did not, however, show any 
further development. In many districts in 
which the public exercise a right of fishing the Department made 
grants to Boards of Conservators for the purpose of aiding in the 
protection and development of the fresh-water fisheries. 

The total revenue of the Boards of Conservators in Ireland for 
1908 reached a sum of £ 14,057 2s. lOd. 

Very considerable progress has been made with an investiga- 
fishery tion of the general fauna of the Irish fishery 

investigation, region. 

Co-operation in the work of International investigations for the 
exploration of the sea was continued. 

The Report of the Fisheries Branch will, in future, be published 
in one volume in consequence of the arrange- 
annual ments which have been made for reducing the 
fisheries report, cost of printing and distributing the publica- 
tions of Government Departments. Papers 
dealing with the results of fishery investigations will, in future, be 
issued in pamphlet form and be on sale as Stationery Office Pub- 
lications under the title of " Scientific Investigations.” 


4— STATISTICS AND INTELLIGENCE. 

The work of this Branch, which has greatly developed in 
recent years, falls under four main heads: — 

(1.) The collection and publication of agricultural, trade, 
and other economic statistics relating to Ireland ; 

(2.) The collection of information both at home and abroad 
on questions submitted to the Department and affect- 
ing its work : 

(3.) The editing of tlio Quarterly Journal of the Department 
and press-editing of other publications issued by the 
Department ; 

(4.) The distribution' and despatch of reports, leaflets, and 
other publications. 


Statistical Section. 

This section has three divisions — tho Agricultural Statistics of 
Ireland, the Statistics of Irish Imports and Exports, and the 
Statistics of Prices. 


The Agricultural Statistics of Ireland which were transferred 
to the Department from the Office of the 
" L Registrar-General include the statistics of 
s ' the division of land and of the number and 
classes of agricultural holdings, of the area and produce of 
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crops and the numbers and classes of live stock, of the extent and 
kinds of woods and plantations and of planting and felling 
operations, and of the supply and migration of agricultural 
labour and the wages of the same. Special statistics are also 
collected as to the area under the different classes of fruit, the 
extent of the several varieties of potatoes, the different breeds of 
live stock, the mortality of live stock, the number and pro- 
duction of creameries, corn mills, scutch mills, malt houses, and 
the numbers and use of the chief classes of farm machinery. 

The statistics of the division of land and the number and 
classes of live stock, together with many of the special statistics 
are collected annually in June. The preliminary results of the 
enumeration showing the changes in the area of crops and the 
numbers of live stock are published in August or September. 

The next work is the collection of information as to the yield 
of the several crops. Returns of the yield of hay are collected 
at the end of August, those of grain crops and potatoes at the 
end of October or early in November and those of the root crops 
and flax at the beginning of December. As soon as the informa- 
tion thus collected has been examined and compiled it is issued 
in a series of bulletins — (1) Hay, (2) Grain Crops, (3.) Potatoes, 
(41 Roots, and (5) Flax. This method of division, which has 
been carried out for the first time this season, enables information 
as to the several crops to be made known at as early a date as 
possible. Care has, however, to be taken not to collect this final 
statistical information regarding each crop until almost the 
whole has been saved, as otherwise an erroneous estimate might 
be formed. The crop reports on the other hand, which are 
published at intervals during the Summer and Autumn, provide 
preliminary information as to the state and prospects of the 
several crops. 

Finally, in the volume of Detailed Agricultural Statis- 
tics which is issued later, full and revised tables are 
furnished showing, as compared with previous years, the area 
and produce of crops and the numbers of live stock. In this 
volume are also contained particulars as to the acreage of agri- 
cultural holdings, statistics of forestry, and various other statis- 
tics relating to varieties of fruit, live stock, scutch mills, etc. 

A separate report is issued annually on the subject of Irish 
Agricultural Labour. This report in recent years has been con- 
siderably extended, and deals not only with the annual migration 
of agricultural labourers to England and Scotland, but. also with 
the supply of agricultural labour in Ireland, and with the wages 
earned by Irish agricultural labourers respectively in Great 
Britain and Ireland. This year an additional table has also 
been included in the Report showing the number of the main 
classes of farm machinery in use in Ireland. This return is one 
of great interest, and it is proposed at regular intervals to 
repeat the inquiry, with a view to determining the increase in 
the use of such farm implements. 
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In connection with the statistics of Irish imports and exports a 
further advance has been made during the 
trade statistics, past ye an towards bringing these returns 
nearer to date. As was explained in pre- 
vious Reports the work of establishing and collecting this informa- 
tion with regard to Irish trade was one of great difficulty, and the 
information collected for the year 1904 was only 'issued in 
October, 190G. Since that date successive Reports, covering 
the years 1905 to 1908, ha ve been issued, the last of these Reports 
dealing with the trade up to the 31st December, 1908, being 
issued in August, 1909. The returns have also been made 
considerably more complete and accurate as a statement of the 
external trade of Ireland, but in many respects the information 
still available is very unsatisfactory. ' As has been pointed out 
in the Reports the returns relating to manufactured imports 
and exports are nt present open to serious error, which, under 
existing conditions, cannot be safeguarded against, and, until 
adequate statutory powers are provided, it will be impossible to 
secure returns which are fully complete, reliable, and up-to-date. 

In the case of the imports and exports of live stock, weekly, 
monthly, and quarterly returns are issued showing the numbers 
of the different classes of live animals exported from Ireland with 
particulars as to the ports of embarkation and debarkation. 

Two half-yearly reports are also issued by the Department on 
the Banking, Railway, and Shipping Statistics of Ireland. 

In the case of the returns of prices of agricultural produce 
arrangements are being made for a con- 
price statistics, siderable extension both as regards the re- 
ports on live stock at markets and fairs and 
also in respect of the agricultural produce at the chief market 
towns. A report dealing with the movements of prices in 1909 
null be issued early this year.

4621-1909; and 
Cd. 4892-1909. 
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Intelligence Section. 

During the year systematic information as to the condition and 
progress of the crops was obtained from time 
chop reports. to time from correspondents in the several 
counties, and four crop reports and two fruit 
crop reports, based on the information obtained were issued dur- 
ing the course of the Summer and Autumn. During July and 
August special weekly reports also were received from each Con- 
stabulary district as' to the nature and progress of the potato 
blight, and as to the extent of spraying operations. 


The systematic collection of information by . means of egg records 
has been continued during the past year, and 
special inquiries, regular monthly returns have been received 
from nearly 150 correspondents. These re- 
cords have proved of great interest and importance as showing in 
a concrete way the use of statistical method in farm work. A 
further development of the work has taken place in the Autumn 
of this year. Hitherto the records have been of flocks or pens, 
but a series of records dealing with individual hens by means of 
the trap-nesting system has been established at 25 centres. The 
question of the keeping of records, whether in milk or egg pro- 
duction, is a matter of the greatest importance, as it is only by 
means of the record that reliable comparisons can be made, and 
that flocks and herds can be properly weeded of the least profitable 
stock. At the same time only by such continuous records and 
observation can the transmission of producing power be ascer- 
tained in a reliable manner. It is important, therefore, that this 
part of the work should be further developed, and that also in 
other branches of farm management more systematic information 
should be obtained as to actual costs of production on typical 
farms in Ireland. There is a great field for the useful develop- 
ment of statistical records and exact method of accounts as 
applied to farm work. 

Among other inquiries special reference may be mado to that 
on the organisation of the dead meat trade. A report on this 
subject was published in the April (1909) number of the Depart- 
ment's Journal , and further inquiries have been carried on in 
this matter, which is one of great, importance. 

In connection with the development of special inquiries the 
work of compiling an Irish Exporters’ Directory for circulation 
in the Colonies and in foreign countries has been undertaken. 
The Directory will be sent to the Offices of British Consuls in 
foreign countries and also to foreign chambers of commerce and 
other commercial agencies in countries where there is likely to 
be a market for Irish produce. At present inquiries are fre- 
quently received from foreign countries for the names of firms of 
Irish producers, and it is hoped that this Directory will greatly 
assist in making known the names of Irish firms and the merits 
of Irish goods. 
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The publication of the Quarterly Journal has been continued as 
heretofore. Several contributions of special 
ir r "‘ ’ practical importance have been re-issued in 

’ ' the form of leaflets or bulletins, including : — 

The Keeping of Egg Records, 

Cost of Forest Planting, 

Store Cattle, or Butter, Bacon, and Eggs'? 

Cost of (1) Winter Milk Production, and (2) Winter 
and Summer Calf Rearing. 


Seven leaflets were re-issued in a revised form, viz. Results 
of Field Experiments in Barley, Meadow Hay, Potatoes, 
Mangolds, Oats, Turnips, and Flax, and a new leaflet belonging 
to this category, viz. : — “ Results of Field Experiments— Wheat ” 
was also issued. 


In addition to the above a leaflet, not belonging to the regular 
series, viz.: — “Potato Blight — Digging the Crop,” was issued 
during the period under review. 

The special issue of leaflet No. 14 (Prevention of Potato Blight) 
to National Schools, etc., in Ireland was repeated. 

The total number of separate leaflets issued during the year 
amounted to, approximately, 900,000. 


There has been a steady increase in correspondence with foreign 
countries and in the information furnished 
foreign to the Department as regards agricultural 
correspondence development abroad. The great increase in 
and exchange, agricultural research work as well as in the 
library, etc. methods of organisation for the protection 
and development of agriculture in the dif- 
ferent countries is a matter which requires the closest observation. 
No country can afford to neglect the steps which other countries 
are taking, or to compare results. The Department arc now in 
regular communication with the Agricultural Departments of 
the Colonies and the chief foreign countries, and receive an 
exchange of publications which may be consulted in the Depart- 
mental Library. 

In connection with the inquiries, statistical and other, carried 
on by this Branch, the Department have to acknowledge the 
great assistance received from the Inspector-General of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, the Chief Commissioner of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police, the Registrar-General for Ireland, the Mana- 
gers of the Irish Banks, the Irish Railway Companies, the Irish 
Port and Harbour Authorities, and also from a large number of 
correspondents who have furnished information on agricultural 
and other questions. 

5— VETERINARY. 

The Veterinary Branch deals with the work connected w r ith the 
Department’s functions as the Central Authority in Ireland under 
the Diseases of Animals Acts. A separate and detailed report 
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in relation to the proceedings under these Acts is issued for each 
calendar year. Consequently, it is unnecessary to do more in the 
present report than to touch briefly on some of the points in 
respect to the business of the Branch during the twelve months 
ended 30th June, 1909. 

In the above period the only scheduled disease affecting cattle 
that was recorded as occurring in Ireland 
anthrax. was Anthrax, of which seven outbreaks. 

resulting in the death of seven animals, were 

reported. 

The position as regards Swine Fever in Ireland during the 
twelve months ended 30tli June, 1909, was, 
swine fever. on tli© whole, satisfactory. In this period 
the aggregate number of confirmed outbreaks 
of the disease was 109 only, as compared with 208 in the pre- 
ceding year, and 117, 146, and 219 in the three years ended 30tli 
June, 1907, 1906, and 1905, respectively. 

For the year now under review the number of Sheep Scab 
outbreaks coming under notice in Ireland 
sheep scab. was 411, practically the same figure as that 
for the preceding twelve montlis, in which 
414 outbreaks were recorded. 

Good progress was made during the year in development of the 
policy of the compulsory dipping of sheep throughout Ireland 
as a safeguard against Scab. The requirement as to a general 
summer dipping, which has been in operation since 1907, was, in 
1 909, supplemented by the issue of a further Order making an 
autumn dipping necessary in addition. 

As regards the statistics of dipping, the returns for the summer 
dipping period in 1908, which are the latest at present available, 
show a total of 2,221,914 sheep dipped, a very substantial im- 
provement as compared with the preceding year, the aggregate for 
which was 1,783,489 sheep dipped. 


The number of outbreaks of Parasitic Mange recorded in Ire- 
land during the year ended 30th June, 1909, 
parasitic was G7. This total, while in excess of the 
mange. specially low figure of 51 outbreaks reached 

in the preceding year, is well below the 
annual average. For the earlier yearly periods ended 30th 
June, 1907, 1906, and 1905, respectively the totals were, in the 
same order, 82, 97, and 177 outbreaks. 

The allusion in the last preceding report to the then hopeful 
outlook in respect of Glanders, the most 
glanders. serious of the equine maladies scheduled 
under the Diseases of Animals Acts, has been 
fully justified. No case of this disease came under notice in 
Ireland during the year ended 30th June, 1909, and at time of 
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preparation of the present report practically two years have 
elapsed without any outbreak having been confirmed. There 
is, therefore, now satisfactory ground for concluding that the 
suppression of the disease in this country has been attained. 
The risk of its re-introduction will, it is hoped, prove to be 
adequately guarded against by the precautions which continue 
to be enforced in connection with the importation of horses. 


6.— TRANSIT AND MARKETS. 

Under this head are grouped matters relating to — 

The transit of animals; 

The transit of produce; 

Railway rates; 

The enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts as 
regards butter, margarine, cheese, margarine-cheese and 
milk ; 

Tiie work of the Department’s Inspector for Irish Agricul- 
tural Interests in Great Britain; and 

The Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 1887 
and 1891. 

Transit of Animals. 

The Annual Reports published by the Department, under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts, contain detailed information as to the 
railway transit of animals in Ireland, and their shipment to Great 
Britain. 

The traffic in live stock received during the period covered 
by this Report the constant supervision of the Transit Inspection 
Staff of the Department. 

Taken as a whole, the arrangements made by the carrying 
companies for the transit of animals were of a satisfactory 
character, and comparatively few complaints reached the Depart- 
ment as to the manner in which live stock was conveyed. 

Transit of Produce. 

During the year ended the 30th June, 1909, the Transit In- 
spection Staff continued to give much attention to the manner 
of handling consignments of Irish agricultural produce during 
conveyance. In connection with this work upwards of 900 
visits were made to Irish railway stations and ports; the chief 
distributing centres for Irish produce in Great Britain were also 
visited, and as many as 400 consignees of Irish produce in these 
centres were interviewed regarding the condition in which the 
consignments reach the markets. About 200 inquiries were 
made during the period into matters relative to the conveyance of 
various kinds of produce. 
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Butter. 

Considerable care appears, on the whole, to have been exercised 
by the servants of the carrying companies in 
conveyance by loading consignments of butter. Some in- 
rail. stances, however, of carelessness in dealing 

with consignments came under notice. 
Packages were carried in wagons which had not been properly 
cleansed after previous use for the conveyance of cattle or fish, 
or were loaded with articles likely to taint the produce. 
The occurrences were brought under the notice of the carrying 
companies concerned. 

The number of refrigerator vans for tlie conveyance of butter 
is about 30. In addition to these, over 170 
refrigerator vehicles of special construction are available 
vans. for the traffic. Consignors of butter have 

not, however, showm any marked desire to 
use the refrigerator vans, notwithstanding that only a small 
charge is made for icing. 

Consignors would do well to ensure that clean carts are used for 
the conveyance of consignments of butter to 
conveyance to railway stations, and that the consignments 
railway stations, are protected from the weather during con- 
veyance. Some cases of the carriage of con- 
signments in carts in an uncleanly condition came under notice, 
and there is reason to believe that consignments are often exposed 
to adverse conditions of weather during conveyance to the for- 
warding stations. 

Pyramid shaped boxes and hooped casks are to a very large 
extent used for the conveyance of the butter 
boxes and casks, to the markets. Generally the boxes and 
casks are constructed of thicker wood than 
was formerly used, the parts of the boxes are more securely 
fastened together, and the casks are more firmly hooped. Pyra- 
mid boxes having the lids projecting over the sides are now much 
less frequently seen. Projecting lids are a source of damage to 
the consignments in transit — the lids being liable to become 
broken through coming in contact with other boxes or packages. 

Eggs. 

The Inspectors report that increased care is taken by the servants 
of carrying companies in the loading and 
loading unloading of cases of eggs. Instances, 
of traffic, etc. however, of the turning of cases of eggs on 
end when being handled at stations by the 
servants of carrying companies came under notice, and also 
instances of the exposure of consignments at stations to adverse 
conditions of weather. The attention of the carrying companies 
concerned was drawn to these matters. 
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Not infrequently the servants of consignors turn cases 
on end when delivering them' at the premises of 'carry- 
ing companies. This carelessness, apart from the damage 
which is likely to result to the consignments, increases the diffi- 
culty of the companies in making their servants realise the need 
for carrying cases in a horizontal position. Some instances of 
the absence of suitable protection from the weather for the con- 
signments when being conveyed to railway stations also came 
under observation. Communications were addressed to the con- 
signors. 

The construction of no small number of the cases used for the 
conveyance of eggs leaves much to be de- 
cases. sired. Timber of insufficient strength is 

used and the parts are so put together that 
spaces are left through which eggs may be removed from the 
cases— the apertures sometimes being about 2J inches in width. 
Sometimes the lids are insecurely fastened and no suitable means 
for lifting the cases is provided. The use of oases constructed 
of light timber considerably increases the risk of damage to the 
contents during conveyance — the cases being unlikely to with- 
stand the strain of transit,. The pilfering of eggs from defectively 
constructed cases renders the remaining eggs much liable to 
breakage owing to the packing becoming loose. 

Many instances in which the packing material — straw — was 
damp or musty came under notice. The attention of the con- 
signors was drawn to the matter. 

The loose packing of eggs in oases must prove a frequent 
source of breakages. 

In a preceding section of this Report attention has been called 
to the need that exists for covered market 

protection at accommodation for the packing of eggs. At 
markets. several markets much of the packing of eggs 
is carried on in the open or in shelters which 
cannot be regarded ns adequate, and the cases when packed are, 
while awaiting conveyance to the railway stations, sometimes not 
protected from adverse conditions of weather. The absence of 
suitable covered spaces for the protection of the eggs must, to 
some extent, operate against the egg industry in certain districts, 
and the market authorities concerned would be well advised in 
making the needed provision. The Department have been in- 
strumental in having a covered shed provided for the purposes 
of the egg traffic at an important market. 

Live Fowl. 

The crates used for the conveyance of live fowl from many dis- 
tricts are frequently found to be unsuitable. 
crates. Several instances came under notice of the 
use of orates which were too shallow or not 
divided into compartments, or in which the openings in the sides 
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would admit of the heads, wings or legs of the birds protruding, 
with consequent risk of injury to the birds. When birds are 
closely packed in shallow crates they can scarcely have proper 
ventilation, and the use of crates not divided into compartments 
renders the birds liable to injury by falling to one end of the 
crate whenever the other end is tilted in transit. Some of the 
crates used were large and unwieldy, having four or five tiers. 
Much difficulty is experienced in handling such crates unless a 
crane is available. 

The question of the treatment to which live fowl are subjected 
at markets in this country received a good 
cruelty. deal of attention. In a number of markets 
adequate care did not appear to have been 
taken in the handling of fowl. Birds were carried by the legs, 
head downwards, and wore sometimes left on the ground without 
protection from rain. Apart from the cruelty involved, birds 
so treated are likely to become much reduced in value. The wings 
and legs are liable to become injured and the flesh to become dis- 
coloured. Consignees in Great Britain have complained of the 
condition — legs and wings being broken — in which fowl from 
Ireland sometimes reach the markets. 

As a result of representations made by the Department to a 
market authority, a notice, to the effect that any person found 
carrying fowl head downwards, or otherwise ill-treating the fowl, 
would be prosecuted, was posted at the market, and also in places 
on the roads leading to the market. The display of such a notice 
at other markets should prove of advantage. The marketing 
of fowl in good condition is essential to the success of the Irish 
poultry industry. 

Inspectors of the Department gave expert evidence in certain cases 
in which proceedings for cruelty to fowl 

prosecutions. were instituted by the Police. In the majority 
of the cases convictions were obtained and 

fines imposed. 

Fruit 

During the fruit season the Transit Inspectors visited railway 
stations from which fruit is despatched, and were present at the 
loading of fruit on Gross Channel steamers. The facilities, 
speaking generally, for dealing with the traffic at the several 
stations appeared to be adequate. Arrangements are made by the 
companies for the rapid despatch of fruit to certain centres from 
southern stations. The largest quantities of fruit are sent from 
the Armagh district. 

Fish. 

Visits were made by the Department’s Inspectors to the prut - 
oipal railway stations from which fish is despatched. On the 
whole, the consignments were carefully handled by the servants 
of the carrying companies. Due care did not appear to be 
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always exercised in packing. Sometimes the boxes were packed 
so tightly that there was danger of the fish being marked by the 
pressure of the lids, while in other cases the boxes were not filled 
to the top, and, consequently, the fish were liable to get tossed 
about during transit. 

Improvements were effected in the platform at which the traffic 
in shell fish is dealt with at one station. 


inspections- at Ports. 

Upwards of 1(50 special visits were made by the Transit In- 
spectors to ports in Ireland and Great Britain in regard to the 
handling of Irish produce. The loading and unloading of 
produce was witnessed. Comparatively few instances of 
carelessness in dealing with the consignments came under notice. 
Ai some Irish ports considerable room for improvement exists as 
regards the protection of produce from the weather and the clean- 
liness of the places in which the consignments are deposited 
before being put on board the vessels. 

Twelve of the steamships which are engaged in the carriage 
of Irish produce to Great Britain are fitted with refrigerator 
plant. These vessels trade from Cork, Waterford and Rosslare. 


Transit in Great Britain. 

Several visits were made to railway stations on lines in Great 
Britain through which Irish produce is largely conveyed. At 
several stations the companies had notices posted enjoining on 
their servants the need for strict care in handling such traffic 
as butter and eggs. Refrigerator vans were largely used for 
the conveyance of butter. In some instances in which loads of 
produce were being conveyed, screw couplings were used to con- 
nect the wagons — an arrangement which should tend to reduce 
the number of breakages in transit. 


Interviews with Merchants in Great Britain. 

The interviews which the Transit Inspectors of the Depart- 
ment had with consignees of Irish produce in Great Britain go to 
show that there has been a further improvement in the prepara- 
tion of consignments of Irish butter for the markets. Few com- 
plaints were made with regard to the boxes used, or the methods 
of packing. The unsatisfactory condition in which Irish eggs 
were frequently forwarded to the British markets has been 
referred to in a previous section of this Report (see page 63). 

The Transit Inspectors were informed that much improvement 
liad taken place in the cases used by many of the larger exporters 
of Irish eggs, the improvement being less marked in those used by 
the smaller consignors. Complaint was made that unseasoned 
timber or timber of insufficient strength was used in the con- 
struction of cases, also that the straw in consignments was some- 
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times found to be wet when the eggs were delivered. It was 
stated that the grading of Irish eggs, so far as it had been adopted, 
had been productive of satisfactory results, and it was considered 
that the general adoption of a thoroughly reliable system of grad- 
ing should be of very great advantage to the Irish egg trade. 

The merchants drew attention to the use in some instances 
of bad oaten straw in the packing of consignments of dead 
poultry sent from Ireland to the markets. Good wheaten or rye 
straw was recommended. 

Railway Rates. 

Application was made to the Department to appear under 
Section. 17 (1) of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ire- 
land) Act, 1899, as complainant before the Railway and Canal 
Commissioners on behalf of a trader with a view to obtain a 
reduction in charges for the conveyance of porter. It did not, 
however, appear to the Department that the case was one in 
which they should intervene. 

From the 1st July, 1908, to the 30th June, 1909, 51 complaints 
were received as to rates charged by carrying 

complaints. companies for the conveyance of merchandise. 

The complaints related to butter, cattle, eggs, 
fish, fruit, lime, manure, potatoes, &c. A summary of the 
Department’s action with regard to the complaints will be found at 
page 394 in the Appendices. 

Six of the complaints had reference to the non-existence of 
through rates. In four of these cases through rates are now in 
operation. 

Twenty-six of the complaints were that through rates already in 
operation were excessive. Reduced rates were fixed in ten cases; 
and in four other cases refunds were made. 

Nineteen of the complaints had reference to local rates. Reduc- 
tions were made in five cases, and refunds in three cases. 


Delays in Transit. 

During tho period 1st July, 1908, to 30th June, 1909, sixty- 
five complaints wore received as to delays ill the conveyance of 
goods or damage to consignments during transit. Inquiry was 
made in each case. A summary of the complaints and of the 
results of the inquiries will be found at pages 401 in the Appen- 
dices. 

In the Kilkenny, Castlecomer and Athy Railway Bill, which 
received the Royal Assent on the 20th October, 
railway bill. 1909, it was provided that information be sup- 
plied to the Department as to rates and tolls; 
that notice be given to the Department in regard to any proposed 
increase in rates ; and that agricultural and market garden pro- 
duce be conveyed by passenger trains at rates not exceeding one- 
half the maximum rates for the carriage of small parcels. 
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The Enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts as 
regards Butter, Margarine, Cheese, Margarine-Cheese, 
and Milk. 

The local Authorities for the administration of these Acts in 
Ireland are the Councils of the thirty-three 
administration Administrative Counties and of the Boroughs of 
of acts. Dublin, Belfast, Clonmel, Cork, Drogheda, Kil- 
kenny, Limerick, Londonderry, Sligo, Water- 
ford and Wexford. In thirty-one Counties the duties of Inspectors 
under the Acts are performed by members of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary. In the remaining two Counties members of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, together with local officers, act as Inspectors. 

In the Boroughs of Dublin, Belfast, Clonmel, Drogheda and 
Kilkenny the Inspectors are not connected with the Police Forces. 
In the Boroughs of Cork, Sligo, and Wexford the Inspectors are 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary, and in the remaining 
three Boroughs — Limerick, Londonderry and Waterford— mem- 
bers of the Royal Irish Constabulary act as Inspectors, together 
with local officers. 

During the year 1908 Inspectors in the Counties obtained for 
analysis 3,59 < samples of butter, 61 samples of 
samples taken margarine, 444 samples of cheese, and 5,241 
IN THE counties, samples of milk. The number of prosecutions 
instituted in respect of the samples was 386, 
viz., 124 butter, 7 margarine, and 255 milk. 

During the half-year ended 30tli June, 1909, 2,056 samples of 
butter, 38 samples of margarine, 264 samples of cheese, and 2,726 
samples of milk were obtained in the Counties by the officers of 
the local Authorities for analysis. The numbers of prosecutions 
instituted in respect of those samples were : 33 butter, 4 marga- 
rine, 1 cheese, and 152 milk. 

In the year 1908 officers of the local Authorities of the eleven 
Boroughs obtained for analysis 941 samples of 
samples taken butter, 112 samples of margarine, 24 samples of 
IN THE boroughs, cheese, and 3,322 samples of milk. The num- 
ber of prosecutions instituted in respect of the 
samples was 223, viz., 44 butter, 9 margarine, and 170 milk. 

In the half-year ended the 30th June, 1909, 424 samples of 
butter, 32 samples of margarine, 12 samples of cheese, and 1,634 
samples of milk were taken in the Boroughs by officers of the 
local Authorities for analysis. The numbers of prosecutions in- 
stituted in respect of these samples were : 27 butter and 64 milk. 

Two officers employed by the Department were, in the year 1908, 
continuously engaged in the work of obtaining 
samples taken samples of butter and margarine for analysis. 

by In August, 1908, the services of a third officer 

department’s were made available. This officer has mainly 
officers, been employed in the work of detecting sales of 
margarine as butter. During the year, 919 
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samples sold as butter — including 3-4 sold as salt firkin butter— 
and 3 sold as margarine were obtained by these officers. Of the 
samples sold as butter, 51—12 of these being salt firkin butter— 
were found on analysis to contain more than 16 per cent, of 
water and five were certified as consisting almost entirely of 
fats foreign to butter. 

As regards the samples found to contain excess water, prosecu- 
tions were undertaken in 22 cases by the local Authorities. Twenty 
convictions were obtained, and penalties amounting to £17 8s. 6d. 
were imposed. The remaining two cases wore dismissed— the 
evidence as to the ownership of the butter not being regarded as 
sufficient in one case, and in the other case the magistrates hold- 
ing that the butter was genuine. No proceedings were instituted 
in respect of the other 29 samples, which contained water in excess 
of 16 per cent. In 10 instances the excess of water was very 
slight, and in the remaining cases proceedings were not instituted 
for technical or other reasons. 

Proceedings were also instituted in the five cases in which the 
article purchased was certified to consist nearly altogether of 
fats foreign to butter. Convictions were obtained in four cases, 
penalties amounting to £16 being imposed. The remaining 
case was dismissed, the evidence not being regarded as sufficient 
to sustain the prosecution. 

Proceedings for offences under the labelling clauses of the Acts 
were instituted in respect of the three samples of margarine. In 
two cases convictions were obtained, and penalties amounting to 
£1 19s. 7d. were imposed. The third case (exposing for sale mar- 
garine not properly labelled) was dismissed, the magistrate hold- 
ing that there was no exposure for sale. 

During the half year ended the 30th June, 1909, 416 samples 
were purchased as butter (including nine samples sold as salt 
firkin butter), and one sample was purchased ns margarine by 
these officers. 

Fifteen of the samples sold as butter contained water in excess 
of 16 per cent. ; five of the samples were, found to consist almost 
entirely of fats foreign to butter, and one sample proved on 
analysis to contain 60 per cent, of fats foreign to butter. 

In nine of the oases in which the butter was certified to con- 
tain an excessive proportion of water, proceedings were instituted 
by the local authorities. Convictions were obtained in eight cases, 
penalties amounting to £4 19s. 3d. being imposed. In one 
case it became necessary for the. Department to empower the 
officer who took the sample to institute proceedings. A fine was 
imposed, and the defendant was directed to pay costs. 

Proceedings were instituted by the Local Authorities in regard 
to the six samples containing foreign fats. Convictions were 
obtained in five instances, and penalties amounting to £24 were 
imposed. The remaining case was dismissed with a caution. 

Tobies giving detailed particulars as to the samples taken 
during the year 1908, and during the half year ended the 30th 
June, 1909, by officers of the Local Authorities and of the 
Department will be found at page 412 in the Appendices. 
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Premises in which margarine or margarine-cheese is manu- 
factured, or in which the business of 
manufactories of wholesale dealing in margarine or mar- 
'margarine and garine-cheese is carried on, must be 
margarine-cheese registered with the Local Authority of the 
and wholesale administrative county or borough in which 
dealers’ premises, they are situated. On the 30tli June, 1909, 
there were in Ireland six registered manu- 
factories of margarine, and one registered manufactory of 
margarine-cheese. The number of premises registered for whole- 
sale dealings in margarine or margarine-cheese stood at 131. 
The registered manufactories and wholesale dealers’ premises are 
situated in twelve counties and ten boroughs. Notification that 
nine registrations of premises for wholesale dealings in mar- 
garine or margarine-cheese (two in Belfast, one in Cork, five in 
County Antrim, and one in King's County) were effected during 
the year ended the 30th June, 1909, and that nine registrations 
(six "in Belfast, two in Cork, and one in Londonderry) for whole- 
sale dealings were cancelled during the period, was received by 
the Department. A statement showing tlie distribution of the 
premises will be found at pages 120 of the Appendices. 

The registers which manufacturers of and wholesale dealers in 
margarine or margarine-cheese are obliged 
inspection of to keep showing the quantity and destina- 
registers. t,ion of each consignment sent out from 
their manufactories or places of business 
were frequently inspected by officers of the Department. Very 
few instances of failure to keep the registers properly posted up 
to date came under notice. 

On the 30th June, 1909, the number of registered butter 
factories, viz., premises on which by way of 
suttee and trade butter is blended, re-worked, or sub- 
margarine aot, jected to any other treatment, but not so us 
1907. to cease to be butter, stood at 87. The 

— registrations were effected in 16 counties 

registration of and 5 boroughs. Some registrations have 
butter factories, since taken place, and correspondence is 
proceeding with a view to the registration 
of premises which are, tire Department understand, used as 
butter factories. The two butter factories mentioned in the pre- 
vious report as having been registered for a period of twelve 
mouths have been re-registerod for a further period of twelve 
months in each case. 

Officers of the Department visited a large number of unregis- 
tered premises which were reported to be butter factories. In 
cases in which it appeared that the premises were used as butter 
factories suitable action was taken, with a view to registration. 
The work of inspecting registered butter factories was carried 
on during the period by officers of the 
inspection of Department. In one case margarine and 
butter factories, lard wore found by the Inspector in a butter 
factory. Butter was not, however, being 
blended at or about the time of the Inspector’s visit, and the 
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proprietor, who required the margarine and lard in other bran- 
ches of his business, appeared to have acted in ignorance of the 
provisions of Section 3 of the Butter and Margarine Act, Sec- 
tion 3 is as follows: — 

“ If any substance intended to be used for the adulteration 
of butler is found in any butter factory, the occupier of the 
factory shall be guilty of an offence under this Act, and. if 
any oil or fat capable of being so used is found it shall be 
deemed to be intended to be so used, unless the contrary is 
proved.” 

Up to the 30th June, 1909, 13(3 samples were taken at 
butter factories by officers of the Depart- 
sampling at ment. In some cases the butter had not 
butter factories, been prepared for sale or consignment. In 
a small number of cases, however, in which 
the butter had been so prepared, the proportion of water was 
found on analysis to exceed 16 per cent. The attention of the 
factory owners was drawn to the provisions of the Butter and 
Margarine Act, 1907, regarding the maximum proportion of 

water 16 per cent, — allowable ill butter treated in a butter 

factory. 

During the year ended the 30tli June, 1909, applications for 
the approval of 71 names for use in connec- 
names for tion with margarine were received by the 

margarine. Department. Sixty-seven names were 

approved. A list of the approved names 
will be found at page 411 of the Appendices. In two cases appro- 
vals were issued to more than one applicant. Seventeen of the 
names had been approved prior to the 1st July, 1908. In four 
cases approval was withheld. Lists of the names approved by 
the Department for use in connection with margarine have been 
issued to the several local authorities for the information of the 
officers engaged in the administration of the Sale of Food and 
Drugs Acts. 

The Department are informed that, during the twelve months 
ended 30th June, 1909, the Commissioners 
samples taken of Customs obtained, under Section 1 of the 
at iRisti ports. Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1899, and 
Section 5 of the Butter and Margarine Act, 
1907, twenty-four samples at Irish ports, viz., six samples of 
margarine at Dublin, ten samples of margarine, one sample of 
butter and two samples of condensed milk at Belfast, and five 
samples of margarine at Cork. Proceedings were instituted in 
respect of one of the samples taken at Cork. In this case the 
margarine when imported was not marked in accordance with 
Section 1 of the Act of 1899. Penalties amounting to £3 2s. 
were imposed. 

A list of Analysts, acting under the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Acts for the boroughs and counties in Ire- 
analysts. land will be found at page 422 of the 

Appendices. During the period, Mr. D. J. 
O'Mahony, F.C.S., was appointed Public Analyst for the County 
of Kerry. 
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Inspector for. Irish Agricultural Interests in 
Great Britain. 

The work of the Department's Inspector for Irish Agricultural 
Interests in Great Britain was continued. Inconvenience beiu» 
experienced owing to the want of suitable headquarters from 
which the work, which was expanding in several directions, could 
be effectively directed, office accommodation was secured at St 
Stephen’s House, Westminster. Clerical assistance was also" 
made available. 

Samples were purchased as Irish butter in localities in which 
test samples had previously been taken, and in 
butter. which the local authorities had been approached 
with a view to a more vigorous enforcement of 
the laws dealing with butter frauds. As compared with the result 
of previous sampling a very considerable decrease took place in 
the number of cases in which margarine was supplied as Irish 
butter. The decrease was more marked in the case of one 
Northern city where the bulk of the samples had formerly proved 
to be margarine, and where proceedings had been instituted in 
the name of the Department’s officer. 

Attention was given to tire question of the descriptions under 
which the several grades of Irish butter were sold. A smaller 
number of cases in which it was suspected that factory butter was 
offered for sale as creamery butter, came under notice. Differences 
of opinion, however, having been found to exist ns to the interpre- 
tation of the trade descriptions applied to the several classes of 
butter, a Departmental Committee, as has already been mentioned, 
was appointed to inquire into the matter. 

Several cases of dispute as to the quality of butter supplied to 
traders in England by consignors in Ireland were referred to the 
inspector. The subsequent action taken in these cases generally 
resulted in the settlement of the differences. 

Several instances of the offering of eggs, described as Irish, at 
figures below the current prices were investi- 
eogs. gated. In no case, however, was evidence suffi- 
cient to justify a prosecution forthcoming. In- 
stances of the re-packing of foreign eggs into cases of the Irish 
jpe came under notice. Purchases were effected, but there 
uare no marks on the eggs or on the cases, nor was there any 
statement in the invoice, to indicate the country of origin. While 
sales ql foreign eggs as Irish are not so widespread as formerly, 
ere is good reason to believe that such frauds continue to no 
mall extent. In one case proceedings for the sale of foreign eggs 
nsh were instituted at the instance of the Department’s In-

“ Austrian Reds.” A conviction was obtained and a fine of 
£1 Is. 0d., with £3 3s. Od. costs, was imposed. The Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries prosecuted in the case. 

Complaints in regard to such matters as the damaged condition 
of consignments of eggs on delivery, defective packing of consign- 
ments, and staleness of eggs were investigated. 

A good deal of attention was given by the Inspection staff to 
the work of the prevention of the sale of cottons 
linen. or “ unions ” as Irish linen. Articles of Irish 
linen have a world-wide reputation, and suffi- 
cient grounds existed for concluding that sales as Irish linen 
of articles not of that description were largely carried on. The 
staff were instrumental in having prosecutions successfully 
instituted. 

The most important ease which arose was that which has come 
to be known as “ The Irish Linen Case.” Various purchases of 
handkerchiefs and ties had from time to time been made by the 
Inspector’s assistants from a firm describing themselves as The 
Irish Linen Company and having numerous branches in 
London and other places in Great Britain. The articles pur- 
chased were submitted to experts, and in certain cases were found 
not to be in accordance with the descriptions under which they 
were sold. The Inspector brought the matter before the Board of 
Trade, who instituted proceedings under the Merchandise Marks 
Act. Summonses in respect of two sales of handkerchiefs de- 
scribed as Irish linen and of the sale of a poplin tie which was 
represented to be Irish poplin were issued, and the cases came first 
before the magistrate at Bow Street Police Court in March last. 
The prosecution alleged that the handkerchiefs were “ Union a 
mixture of cotton and linen — and that the tie was not Irish poplin. 
The defendants elected to be tried by indictment. During the 
hearing before the magistrate evidence was given as to other cases 
in which handkerchiefs sold as Irish linen at the defendants’ pre- 
mises were found to be composed of cotton. The case having 
been before the Court for six days in March and April, the defen- 
dants were sent for trial to the Central Criminal Court. When 
sending the case for trial the magistrate ordered that the cases 
which were brought, forward in evidence should be included in 
the indictment. After one day’s hearing at the Central 
Criminal Court before the Common Sergeant and a jury, 
the defendants withdrew their plea of not guilty to 
the charges relating to the handkerchiefs found to oe 
cotton. The defendants were then convicted on these charges, 
the jury adding a recommendation that the statement on the bill- 
heads used by the defendants with regard to factories at Belfast 
and Londonderry should be withdrawn. The Common Sergeant 
however, thought it better that the jury should not suggest any 
particular alteration, but that it was a matter for the defendants 
to remove from their billheads those statements which constitute 
a false trade description. The defence undertook to have t 
invoices altered. When, however, the amended form of mvoi 
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was submitted to the Common Sergeant he expressed the opinion 
that it was open to the gravest suspicion. His Lordship mentioned 
that the sentence — a fine of £5, with costs amounting to £641 2s. 
3d.— was that which would have been given if the defendants had 
traded under their own names and not as the Irish Linen Com- 
pany — the use of this name being a matter which could be dealt 
with if a similar charge ever arose again. 

The charges in regard to the sale of “ Union ” were not pressed, 
and a verdict of not guilty was returned. Evidence was not 
offered as to the sale of the poplin tie, as the defence gave an under- 
taking in Court that on no future occasion would a tie be sold 
at their premises as Irish poplin which was not of that description. 

A case was brought under notice in November, 1908, by the 
Irish Linen Merchants’ Association of Belfast, in which it was 
represented that ladies’ belts which were not linen, were being 
sold in London as linen. On different occasions belts described as 
“Linda linen” and “strong linen” were purchased, and were 
found on examination to be composed of cotton. The case was 
brought before the Board of Trade, who instituted proceedings 
for the sale of belts to which a false trade description had been 
applied. It was contended by the defence that the term “linen ” 
was applied to white goods whether linen or partly linen or all 
cotton. A conviction was obtained, and fine of £1, with 
£8 3s. Od. costs, was imposed. 

In December, 1908, one of the Inspector’s assistants, in the 
course of his investigations into sales of Irish linen, noticed that a 
mark which appeared to be the Irish trade mark was applied to 
certain handkerchiefs in the window of a shop in London. He 
entered the shop and purchased as Irish linen six handkerchiefs 
which were delivered in a box having oil it a mark very closely 
resembling the Irish trade mark, the words “Irish Linen Special- 
ists ” and a shamrock design. Subsequently it was found that on 
one of the handkerchiefs was a small tab marked “ Superior 
Quality. Great Britain. 33619.” The handkerchiefs proved to be 
cotton. When the evidence was complete the case was handed over 
to the Irish Industrial Development Association, who instituted 
proceedings under the Merchandise Marks Act. The offences were 
admitted. Eines amounting to £20 10s. with costs (£20) were 
imposed — the maximum fine £20 being imposed on one summons. 

Complaints having been received by the Inspector that cotton 
tedkerchiefE were being sold as Irish linen in the Irish section 
of the Imperial International Exhibition, 1909, the Inspector’s 
assistants purchased as Irish linen handkerchiefs which were, on 
-Pert examination, found to be cotton. A pen and indelible ink 
which were represented to have been made in Dublin were also 
purchased at the section. A slip bearing the words “ Made in 
Austria ” was afterwards found in the box in which the pen was 
upplied and no evidence of the manufacture of the ink could be 
ound at the place at which the vendor stated that the ink was 
m ■ ' In this case also proceedings under the Merchandise 
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Marks Act were instituted by the the Irish Industrial Develop- 
ment Association. Evidence was given at the hearing of the case 
by the Inspector’s assistants. Convictions were obtained, and 
penalties ranging from 10s. to £15 with costs were imposed. 

Instances of the application of descriptions, which could be re- 
garded as indicating Irish origin, to various 

miscellaneous, articles which had not been manufactured 
in Ireland — tweeds, writing paper, post- 
cards, &c. — were looked into, and representations were made to 
traders as to the likelihood of purchasers being misled by the 
descriptions. Some of the misleading descriptions have been 
withdrawn. 

Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 1887 
and 1891. 

During the year officers of the Department made a large number 
of inspections as to accommodation for 
inspections. weigiiing cattle at fairs and auction marts. 

In cases in which it was considered that 
weighing accommodation should be made available or improve- 
ments effected in the existing accommodation, communications 
were sent to the market authorities or auctioneers concerned. 

During the twelve months ended 30th June, 1909, new weigh- 
ing machines were provided at the Dunmanway and Thurles 
fairs ; and various improvements were effected in the accommoda- 
tion for weighing cattle at the Market Yard, Kells, and the 
following fairs: — Banagher, Birr, Cahir, Castleisland, Edge- 
worthstown, Manorhamilton, Mullingar and Tralee. 

Market authorities or auctioneers may, by order of the Depart- 
ment, be exempted from the obligation oi 
exemption providing sufficient and suitable acoommo- 

orders. dation for weighing cattle. In the twelve 

months ended the 30th June, 1909, thirty- 
three such Exemption Orders were issued by the Departmen , 
thirty-two in respect of fairs and one in respect of an auction 
mart. A list showing the fairs and the auction mart will 0 
found at page 423 of the Appendices.

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PARLIAMENTARY GRANT. 

[Moneys voted by Parliament to defray the Administrative Expenses of the 
Department, and Expenses connected with the maintenance of the National 
Museum, National Library of Ireland, Metropolitan School of Art, Royal 
Botanic Gardens, Royal College of Science, and Geological urvey of Ireland ;

SCHOLARSHIPS IN AGRICULTURE, HORTICULTURE', FORESTRY

A limited number of scholarships will be offered in 1908 for competition 
among .young men in Ireland who desire to acquire a thorough knowledge 
of technical Agriculture, and, in addition, one or more scholarships will 
be provided for students who intend to specialise in either Horticulture.

A scholarship is tenable for one year, but selected candidates must 
undergo a probationary course of one term of about three months. If 
satisfactory progress be made by the holder, the scholarship may be 
renewed for a second, and even for a third year, to enable the student to 
complete his course. 

The Department do not undertake to employ, or find employment for, 
students at the close of the period of training. * 

Holders of these scholarships will be subject to the regulations made 
from time to time at the Royal College of Science., and will be required 
to devote their whole time to the course of study prescribed for them by 
the Department.

The buildings at this College have recently been remodelled and equipped 
in the most modern manner. The farm, gardens, and laboratories provide 
every facility for a thorough course in technical agriculture, combined 
with such instruction in chemistry, physics, botany, and veterinary science 
as is necessary to the proper understanding of the principles underlying 
the most approved farm practice.

This school has been established in order to provide the women and 
girls of the neighbourhood with such practical training as will enable them 
to increase the comfort of their homes and improve generally the conditions 
under which they live. The particular object of the Department in pro- 
moting this type of instruction in rural districts in Ireland is to incul- 
cate respect and affection for the home and the countryside, and thereby 
counteract the tendency to despise farm work and abandon rural life. 
The training aims at making efficient housewives. It does not aim at the 
preparation of girls for domestic service or for the factory or the shop. 

The course of instruction comprises : — 

Dairying — Including the making of cheese as well as buttery and the 
caring and feeding of cows and calves. 

Poultry-Ice eping — The rearing and management of hens, ducks, turkeys, 
and geese.

Gardening — The cultivation of such vegetables, fruits, and flowers as 
may be grown in the cottage garden. 

Bee-keeping . 

Sewing, Knitting, and Mending — Including the making and repairing 
of garments of every kind worn in the district.

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Oool-lnf]— The, preparation, with inexpensive and simple utensils, of 
those dishes for which the materials are furnished by the products 
of the farm and the garden. Open hearths are used. 

The. Cleaning and decoration of the home. 

Home Industries which can be carried on in time not required for the 
farm or the household, such as lace-making, embroidery, carpet 
weaving, the making of artificial flowers, &o. 

The School is open to all who wish to enter, without restriction as to 
religions denomination. No fees are payable ; the only conditions which the 
pupils must fulfil arc that they should he more than fourteen years of age 
and reside sufficiently near the School to permit of their returning daily 
to their homes. 

In order to give the lessons direct, practical application to the home life 
of the people, the pupils are required to bring with them to the. school, 
so far as may he practicable, the materials needed for their work— the 
cream or milk for dairy practice; the poultry to be killed or dressed; the 
materials for the dishes to he cooked; the cloth for new garments; the 
clothing to he repaired, washed or ironed. The pupils take home with 
them in the evening the products of their day’s labour, which serve as 
object-lessons to those who cannot be present at the classes. 

Housewives, and others in the neighbourhood who are not in a position 
to attend the' classes daily, are at liberty to avail themselves of the instruc- 
tion in any subject, and to come to the school for advice whenever they 
desire it in connection with their home work' ; and the teachers are prepared 
to visit the homes of persons who desire their guidance in the difficulties 
of Household management.

PREFATORY NOTE. 


Attention is directed to the following important modifications in the 
Live Stock Schemes for 1909 : 

Cattle . — Bulls which are the progeny of cows entered in the Department’s 
Dairy Cattle Register are now eligible for a premium of £10. See clauses 
11 and. 13. im- 
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Clause 13. A County Committee may fix the value of the premium for 
pure-bred bulls at any sum not less than £10, nor more than £15. 


Clause 20 empowers County Committees, if they so desire, to allow owners 
of premium bulls to charge a service fee of 2s. 6d. per eow in the case of 
cows belonging to persons other than small farmers. 

Swine . — Clause 13. The value of the first year's premium for boars 
entered m tiie. .Register ot Ulster Swine is now £4. 

Clause 23 (4). A County Committee may require tlie owner of a premium 
boar not to keep any other boar on the same farm. 


Scheme No. 1. 

scheme foe, encouraging improvement in the breeds 

OF HORSES. 

1909. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1. The main objects of this scheme are to encourage the improvement 
of Horse Breeding in Ireland by inducing stallion owners to keep suitable 
and sound sires of a high degree of excellence, and by inducing farmers 
to retain their best young mares for breeding purposes. When arranging 
the details of. this scheme to suit local requirements each County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, or County Committee of 
Agriculture as the case may be, hereinafter referred to as the County 
Committee, is requested to secure to small farmers as large a share of 
the resulting benefits as is practicable. 

2. The sum to be provided by the Department under this scheme for 
encouraging improvement in the breeds of horses in a county will depend 
on— (1) the amount provided in aid of the scheme by local authorities, 
(2) the special needs of the locality, and (3) the proportion which the 
amount of the local contribution bears to the genuine capacity of the 
locality to contribute. 

In accordance with Section 16 (6) of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, the Department will not, in the absence 
of special considerations, apply or approve of the application of money 
under this scheme in a locality out. of which aid is not given either by 
local authorities or from other local sources. 

3. The joint fund available under this and other live stock schemes, 
comprising the grant from the Department and the money provided locally, 
will, subject to the approval of the Department, be administered in a 
county in accordance with the provisions of Clauses 6 and 7. 

4 . The Secretary of the County Committee, hereinafter referred to as 
the Secretary, whose appointment for the year and whose duties must 
first be approved by tho Department, shall act as Secretary to the sub- 
committee for live stock. 

5. It will be the duty of the Secretary to submit, for the approval of 
the Department, all details of schemes proposed for his county. 

No action shall be taken by any local authority towards putting this 
scheme into operation until the sanction of the Department lias been 
obtained in writing. 

6. The County Council should by resolution delegate to the County Com- 
mittee full powers for tlie purposes of the Agriculture and Technical In- 
struction (Ireland) Act, 1899, and that Committee should appoint from 
among their own members an executive sub-committee for live stock. 
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No payments, however, in connection with this scheme shall be authorised 
except by the County Committee. 

7 The duties of the sub-committee for live stock will be to frame ihe 
details of the live stock schemes for the county m accordance with the con- 
ations of the Department's genera scheme, and to act as the executive 
turnons io tbo administration of such ooiinty schemes when they have 
Committee and by the Department, but the 
executive sub-committee shall not have the power of authorising any pay- 
menu in connection with these schemes. 

S The ioint fund available under this scheme shall, after the expenses 
of administiation are provided fur, be applied solely for nominations of 

mares. . . , 

q T n the event of there not being a sufficient number of registered stal- 
lions in any county for the purposes of this scheme the Department may 
mortde for Shell county, under certain conditions to be prescribed by them, 
by assisting approved applicants, whether individuals or associations, to 
buy suitable stallions under the Department’s scheme of loans for the 
purchase of stallions. 


REGISTRATION OF STALLIONS. 

10. Thoroughbred stallions may be registered for any county in Ireland. 

Irish Draught and Half-bred stallions may be registered for any county 
in Ireland. 

All Clydesdale and Shire stallions registered in ISOS may again be offered 
for registration under this scheme for the particular districts m which 
they were registered during that year, but no other stallions of tliew breeds 
will he accepted for registration in 1909 except for the. Province of Ulster, 
the counties of Dublin and Louth, and the district comprised within a 
radius of ten miles of the city of Cork. 

11 The Department will publish a Register of Thoroughbred, Clydes- 
dale Shire, Irish Draught and Half-bred Sires approved for service under 
this’ scheme. Owners of suitable stallions ore invited to apply to have 
their horses placed on the Register, subject to the provisions of this scheme. 
A stallion, to be entitled to the subsidy in the form of nominations, or 
otherwise, must be registered or accepted for registration in the Depart- 
ment’s Register of Stallions for the year 1909. 

Copies of the Register, when published, may be had free of charge on 
application to tbe Department. 

12. (1) Owners offering their stallions under this scheme must, if re- 
quired, submit them to inspection and veterinary examination by tlie 
Department. Notice of the arrangements as to place and method of in- 
spection will be given. 

(2.) Thoroughbred stallions, to qualify for registration, must be entered 
in Weatherby’s Stud Book, or, if Clydesdale or Shire, be entered m tbe 
stud book of the respective breed. If required, the stallion owner or (u 
the stallion is being purchased with a view to registration in Ireland) the 
vendor must produce a certificate from the keeper of the stud book to the 
effect that the stallion offered for registration is entered in the stud boo - 
or will duly appear in the next volume. 

(3.) No application will be considered in which every particular required 
in the form of application is not supplied. 

(4.) No application will be considered in respect of a stallion foaled in 
1907. 

(5.) The owner of a stallion accepted under this scheme must agree not 
to permit that stallion to serve more than fifty nominated mares, which are 
entitled to his services. This regulation is subject, however, to the condi- 
tions stated in Clauses 22 (9 and 10) and 30. 
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(8.) Stallions approved under this scheme will be accepted tor particular 
districts only, and shall not, without the written consent of the Depart- 
ment, be removed to other districts. If a stallion is removed without such 
consent to a district for which lie was not accepted, the name of such stal- 
lion shall lie removed from the Register, and the owner shall forfeit all 
claim to any monies which may be- payable to him under this scheme. 

13. Forms of application for the purposes of this scheme may be had from 
the Department. 

One of these forms, accurately filled up in every particular and signed 
by the owner, or his agent, must he lodged in or sent by post so as to 
reach the offices of the Department not later than the 30th day of Sep- 
tember, 1908. 

An application received subsequent to that date, and before the 30th 
day of November, 1908, must be accompanied by a fee of £5. 

Applications for registration in respect of stallions already at stud in 
Ireland will not be accepted after the 30th day of November, 1908. 

14. (1.) Applications in respect of stallions imported into Ireland after 
the SOtli day of September, 1908, will be considered without fee if received 
on any date up to the 28th February, 1909. Similar applications in regard 
to stallions in Ireland which have not previously been used for stud pur- 
poses will be considered up to 28th February, 1909, provided they are each 
accompanied by a fee of £ 5 . The entry of such stallions in the published 
Register for 1909 cannot, however, be guaranteed, but the owners of such 
stallions will be accorded all the privileges enjoyed by the owners of stal- 
lions appearing in the printed Register. 

(2.) A person in Ireland intending to import a stallion or to buy a 
stallion already located in Ireland is advised not to complete the purchase 
until he has received formal notice in writing from the Department that 
the stallion in question will be accepted under this scheme for a particular 
district. [See clause 18.] 

(3.) The Department will, as far as practicable, supply the. services of 
their Inspectors free of charge to persons in Ireland intending to purchase 
and import suitable stallions for districts ill which there is not a sufficient 
number of approved stallions for the purpose of this scheme; the stallion 
however, must have been seen and provisionally approved by the intending 
purchaser. 

(4.) The vendor of a Pure-bred sire must, if required, submit a certi- 
ficate from tho Secretary of the stud book to the effect that the animal 
is entered in the stud hook, or will duly appear in the next volume. 

15. Stallions may bo inspected for their general merit and fitness for 
the purposes of the scheme. Such inspection shall he carried out by one 
or more Inspectors appointed by the Department. If the stallion has been 
to stud, evidence of his fruitfulness, and, where practicable, of the 
character of his stock, must be produced, if required. Inspection for 
general fitness, when deemed necessary, shall, as far as possible, precede 
veterinary examination. 

16. (1.) The veterinary examination shall he carried out by one or more 
qualified Veterinary Surgeons, appointed by the Department. 

(2.) No stallion shall be rejected as unsound unless suffering from one 
of the following diseases : — Cataract, Roaring, Whistling, Ringbone, Side- 
bone, TJnsound Feet, Spavin, Curb. 

17. The inspection for general merit and fitness and the veterinary 
examination of stallions may he dispensed with in cases where evidence 
of suitability and soundness have been sufficiently established to satisfy 
the Department. 

The Department, however, shall have the right to inspect an accepted 
stallion at any time. 

18. The Department cannot undertake to disclose their reasons for the 
non-acceptance of any animal, but with the exceptions hereinafter men- 
tioned the owner of any stallion in Ireland not accepted may have his 
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case reconsidered by one or more referees appointed by the Department. 
Every notice of appeal must be accompanied by a fee of £5, which will 
be returned in the event of the appeal being upheld. Notice of appeal 
must be given in writing within ten days from the date of the letter of 
rejection. 

This privilege shall not extend to cases in which stallions have been 
rejected 1 on appeal in a previous year or to cases in which stallions are 
offered under clause 14 (1 and 2). 

19. The Department reserve to themselves the right, . without assigning 
any reason or without inspection or veterinary examination, to decline 
to place or retain on the Register any stallion for the purpose of this 
scheme. 

No right of appeal shall He in the case of stallions rejected under this 
clause. 

20 Owners of stallions malting, or promising to make, any gift to the 
owner of a nominated nmre of a portion of the service fee, allowing a 
nominated mare to be served by a stallion other than that originally 
selected by the owner of the mare, or detected in any other fraudulent 
practices in connection with this scheme shall have their horses struck 
off the Department’s Register, and shall be debarred from obtaining any 
future benefit under the Department’s schemes. They shall also forfeit 
any claim in respect of monies due to them under this scheme. 

NOMINATIONS OF MARES. 

21 (1 ) Upon consecutive dates, and at places to be first approved by 
the Department, exhibitions of farmers’ mares shall be held in each county 
for the purpose of issuing nominations. 

(2 j Wherever practicable, and in order to avoid unnecessary expense, 
two 'exhibitions should be held on one day at two centres, i.c., one in the 
morning and one in the afternoon. 

(3 1 The County Committee shall give due notice to farmers in the 
oomity of the dates, &c., fixed for such exhibitions by means of posters, 
advertisements in the local newspapers, circulars, or such other method as 
may be deemed by the Committee to be the most effective and economical 
for the purpose. 

(4.) The Secretary must send to the Department two copies of each such 
poster, advertisement, circular or other notice as soon as issued. 

(5.) The Secretary shall receive entries for each exhibition on forms to 
be obtained from him. Each form must be signed by the owner of the 
mare, who must certify on the form that all the particulars given thereon 
are correct. Further, if required, this certificate must be attested by a 
magistrate. 

22. (1.) Mare to receive nominations must be the bona-fide property 
of a farmer resident in the county (with the exception of the case provided 
for in No. 4 of this clause). 

(2.) In order to secure the second, of the main objects stated in Clause. 1 
of this scheme, preference will be given to tlie best young mares under six 
years of age. 

(3.) Each mare must bo the bona-fide property of a farmer, the tenement 
valuation in aggregate of whose holding or holdings, wherever situated, 
and for which he is rated, does n-ot exceed the limit fixed by the County 
Committee. 

Subject to such conditions as may be prescribed by the Department, 
herds’ mares will be eligible to compete for nominations. 

(4.) A farmer whose holding extends into more than one county may 
apply for a nomination in any one of the counties in which he holds land, 
provided the aggregate tenement valuation of the holdings, wherever 
situated, and for which he is rated, does not exceed the limit fixed un er 
(3) for the county in which ho proposes to compete. 
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(3.) Tile mares to receive nominations shall be selected by a j U( J„ e or 
judges appointed by the Department, and they must be passed free from 
any hereditary disease by a Veterinary Surgeon appointed for that Durnose 
by the Department. “ * 

(6.) No farmer shall receive more than one nomination, unless the 
number of mares selected and reserved be insufficient for the granting of 
the full number of nominations allotted to the county, in which case a 
second nomination may be awarded. 

(7.) At each local exhibition all eligible mares not selected for noraina- 
tions shall be placed on a reserved list in strict order of merit. 

(8.) Owners of accepted stallions have a right to require hobbles to be 
used. 


(9.) Owners of accepted stallions may refuse service to mares suffering 
from a contagious disease; but the reasons for such refusal must be 
intimated immediately to the Department and to the County Committee 
by the stallion owner. Mares can be served only at their owners’ risk. 

(10.) The County Committee may, subject to the provision of Clause 10 
restrict nominations to any one or more of the breeds of stallions on the 
Register. 

(11.) The County Committee may, with the approval of the Department 
refuse a nomination for any mare, without assigning any reason therefor. ’ 

(12.) The County Committee, if they deem it advisable, may, for the 
purpose of identification, brand all mares selected for nominations. 

(13.) The County Committee, if they think fit, may require the owner 
of each nominated mare to deposit a sum not exceeding £2, such deposit 
to be refunded if the mare is served by the selected stallion or to be 
forfeited to the Committee in the event of the owner failing without suffi- 
cient cause to have tlio mare served by suck stallion. 

(14.) The County Committee may, if they think fit, make regulations 
which will render a farmer who, without sufficient cause, fails to send his 
nominated mare to the selected stallion, ineligible to enter mares for 
nominations in subsequent years. 

23. The term “ farmer ” is to he understood to mean a person who 
derives his means of living mainly from farming. 

24. (1.) The lists of owners of mares selected^ for nomination and of 
mares reserved must be submitted to the Department by the Secretary, 
within six days after the date of the last exhibition in the county, on the 
form supplied for the purpose. 

(2.) The dockets for the selection of stallions and the service tickets 
will be supplied to the Secretary, when sucli form, complete, has been 
received by the Department. The selection dockets and service tickets 
shall then be filled in by the Secretary, who shall return them to the 
Department for the necessary check and authorisation for issue. 

(3.) The Secretary, before issuing the selection docket, shall date it. 

(4.) The service ticket must not be issued by the Secretary until the 
owner of the mare has returned to him the selection docket with the 
name of the selected stallion duly entered thereon by the said owner. 

(5.) Not later than eighteen days from the date of issuing of the 
service tickets, the Secretary shall forward to the Department, on the 
form, provided for the purpose, particulars regarding the distribution of 
such tickets. 


25. (1.) A farmer receiving a nomination must select one of the approved 
stallions in Ireland of the breed named by the County Committee under 
Clause 22 (10), provided the service list of the stallion selected is not 
already full. See Clause 26 (2). 

(2.) Such farmer must insert on the selection docket the name of the 
Btallion by which he wishes to have his mare served, and must return 
said docket so as to reach the Secretary not later than sixteen days from 
the date of issue of such docket. 
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Hb must also transmit with the docket the amount of the deposit, if 
any, fixed by the County Committee under Clause 22 (13). 

26. In any one of the following cases the nomination shall be forfeited 

and shall lapse 

(1 ) If the farmer to whom a nomination is issued should fail to 
select a stallion within tlie sixteen day limit. 

(2.) If the owner of the mare is also the owner of the stallion selected. 

(3 ) If the farmer to whom u nomination is issued should permit his 

' ' nominated mare tq be served by a stallion other than that 
originally selected. 

(4.) If the nominated mare should die before first service. 

(5.) If the nominated mare should he sold before the date of the 
first service. 

(6.) If tlie nomination has been obtained through any misrepre- 
sentation. 


The Secretary shall cancel and return to the Department the numbered 
tickets for all such lapsed nominations, and may issue to the owners of 
mares strictly in the order in which they appeal- on the reserve list new 
tickets to be obtained from the Department in lieu of such cancelled 


tickets. 

27. A nomination is not transferable, and is available only for tlie 
selected mare. 

28. The service season shall be reckoned to begin on the 1st day of 
March, 1909, and to terminate on the 31st day of July, 1909. 

99 The value of the nomination fee shall be uniform for the county, 
but may vary with tlie breed of stallions selected, and shall be not less 
than £2, nor more than £3. 

30 (1 ) When the service fee exceeds the value of the nomination, the 
excess shall be paid by the, owner of the mare to the owner of the stallion 
at the time of the first service, or at such other time as may be agreed 
upon between them. 

(2.) In addition the farmer shall pay a groom’s fee of 2s. 6d. for each 
nominated mare. 

31. (1.) Not earlier than the 1st August, 1909, and not later than the 
1st October, 1909, the owners of stallions shall forward to the Secretary 
the selection dockets and the service tickets for the services effected by 
their sires, accompanied by a statutory declaration to the effect that me 
conditions of service have been duly complied with. 

(2.) The form of declaration required under this clause may he had on 
application to the Secretary. 

(3.) The Secretary shall examine and check all these, documents, and 
when certified by him as correct shall forward them to the Departmen . 

(4.1 Payment of nomination fees to owners of stallions shall not be made 
until the Department have been satisfied as to tlie fulfilment of the condi- 
tions of this scheme, and have signified in writing their approval ot eacn 
particular payment. 

32. No payment shall he made in any of the following cases 

(1.) Where any erasure or alteration appears on either the selection 
docket or the service ticket. 

(2.) Where both the selection docket and the service ticket bearing 
corresponding numbers are not produced. 

(3.) Where a nomination issued in respect, of a particular nominated 
mare is used for another mare, whether nominated or not. 

(4.) Where service has been effected by a stallion other than that 
originally selected. , , • 

(5.) Where an owner who received a nomination failed to send ms 
mare for service. 
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(6) Where the owner of a stallion fails to lodge by 1st October, 1909, 
with the Secretary, in the manner provided in Clause 31, 
his claim for payment of nomination fees. 

33. Owners of mares accepting, or agreeing to accept, from a stallion 
owner, portion of the service fee, changing nominations, substituting 
mares, or any person detected in any other fraudulent practices in connec- 
tion with these regulations shall be debarred from obtaining any future 
benefits under the Department’s schemes. 

34. In all cases of dispute in matters connected with this scheme the 
decision of the Department shall be final. 


Scheme No. 2. 

department of agriculture and technical instruction 
FOR IRELAND. 


SCHEME FOR ENCOURAGING IMPROVEMENT IN THE BREEDS OF 
CATTLE. 

1909. 


1. The main objects of this scheme are to improve the dairy and store 
cattle in Ireland by encouraging the breeding or introduction of mi re- 
bred bulls or registered dairy bulls of a high degree of excellence and by 
inducing associations of farmers or persons of means to purchase high- 
class bulls for the use of small farmers. When arranging the details of 
the scheme to suit local requirements each County Committee of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction, or County Committee of Agriculture, 
as the case may be, hereinafter referred to as the County Committee, is 
requested to secure to small farmers as large a share of the resulting 
benefits as is practicable. 

2. The sum to be provided by the Department under this scheme for 
encouraging improvement in the breeds of cattle in a county will depend 
on— (1) the amount of money provided in aid of the scheme by local 
authorities, (2) the special needs of the locality, and (3) the proportion 
which the amount of the local contribution bears to the genuine capacity 
of the locality to contribute. 

In accordance with Section 16 (6) of tile Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, the Department will not, in the absence 
of special considerations, apply, or approve of the application of money 
under this scheme in a locality out of which aid is not given either by 
local authorities or from other local sources. 

3. The joint fund available under this and other live stock schemes, 
comprising the grant from the Department and the money provided 
locally, will, subject to the approval of the Department, be administered 
in a county in accordance with the provisions of Clauses 6 and 7. 

4. The Secretary of the County Committee, hereinafter referred to as 
the Secretary, whoso appointment for the year and whose duties must 
first be approved by the. Department, shall act as Secretary to the sub- 
committee for live stock. 

5. It will be the duty of the Secretary to submit, for the approval of 
the Department, details of all schemes proposed for his county. 

No action shall be taken by any local authority towards putting this 
scheme into operation until the sanction of the Department has been 
obtained in writing. 

6. The County Council should by resolution delegate to the County 
Committee full powers for the purposes of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, and that committee should appoint from 
among their own members an executive sub-committee for live stock.

No payments, however, in connection with this scheme shall be. authorised 
except by the County Committee. 

7. The duties of the sub-committee for live stock will be to frame the 
details of the live stock schemes for the county in accordance with the 
conditions of the Department’s general scheme, and to act as the executive 
committee for the administration of such county schemes when they have 
been approved by the County Committee, and by the Department; but the 
executive, sub-committee shall not have the power of authorising any pay- 
ment in connection with these schemes. 

8. The joint fund available under this scheme shall, after the expenses 
of administration are provided for, be applied solely in providing pre- 
miums for bulls. 

9. In exceptional circumstances the Department may, under certain 
conditions to be prescribed by them, provide for a county either by pur- 
chasing bulls on behalf of applicants selected by County Committees under 
Clause 17, or by granting loans to approved applicants who desire to 
purchase, bulls through the Department. 

Applications for loans under this clause must be made— by the selected 
individuals— directly to the Department not later than 1st March, 1909. 

10. Subject to the approval of the Department., premiums may be 
restricted to any one or more breeds of pure-bred bulls or registered 
dairy bulls. 

11. Only bulls entered, or qualified by pedigree for entry, in the herd 
books of their respective breeds, or in the. Department’s register of Dairy 
Cattle shall be eligible for premiums. The owner of a pure-bred bull not 
entered must, if required, produce a certificate from the secretary of the 
herd book to the effect that the bull is eligible for entry and will duly 
appear in the next volume. In the case of a registered dairy bull a 
certificate from the Department must be produced. 

12. Bulls of the following ages are eligible to compete for premiums 
(1.) Yearlings, calved between 1st September, 1907, and 1st May, 1908; 
(2.) Two-year-olds, calved between 1st September, 1906, and 31st 

August, 1907 ; 

(3.) Three-year-olds, calved between 1st September, 1905, and 31st 
August, 1906 ; 

(4.) Four-year-olds, calved between 1st September, 1904, and 31st 
August, 1905. 

All bulls must show a high degree of excellence. Two-year-olds, three- 
year-olds, and four-year-olds which show signs of having been badly cared, 
or which are not fully developed, will not be selected. 

13. The amount of a premium for a high-class pure-bred bull payable, 
subject to the regulations of this scheme, at the close of the season, shall 
be not less than £10 nor more than £15. Where special provision for the 
use of Galloway, Kerry, Dexter, Welsh, and Ayrshire bulls is made with 
the approval of the Department, the value of the premiums shall be £10. 
In the case of registered dairy bulls the premium shall be £10. 

14. The owners of all two-year-old, three-year-old, and four-year-old 
bulls applying for premiums under this scheme must, if required, produce 
evidence of the fruitfulness of the bulls in the preceding year. 

15. (1.) Bulls which were awarded premiums in 1908 will be inspected 
by the Department prior to the spring shows and sales, at places and on 
nates of which the owners will be duly advised by the Department. 

In no case will animals be inspected at the owner’s residence. 

(2.) Owners of such bulls failing to present their animals for inspection 
on the dates selected will not have their cases reconsidered. 

(3.) The Department will furnish the County Committee as soon as 
practicable with a list of bulls which have been passed under this clause 
as eligible for premiums in 1909. 
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(4.) The County Committee shall then proceed to select applicants for 
premiums for bulls to be selected at any of the principal shows or sales 
of bulls. In making such selections regard shall be had to the needs of 
the various districts in the county, provided that no two hulls of the 
same breed shall be located in the county within three miles of each other. 

(5.) Bulls provisionally selected for a premium under this clause must 
stand for service at the same place as in 1908, and unless in exceptional 
circumstances approved by the Department, owners of selected bulls will 
not be allowed to change the premium to a yearling bull. 

16. Bulls, of the ages specified in Clause 12, other than those referred 
to in Clause 15 (3), shall be selected at the principal spring shows and 
sales. The provisional selection of bulls for premiums at these shows and 
sales shall be made by the Department alone. 

Only those pure bred bulls will be inspected for premiums the owners 
of which have given a written undertaking to the effect that when so 
required by the Department they will have their provisionally selected 
bulls duly entered in the herd books of their respective breeds. 

Intending purchasers must make their own selection from the list of 
animals passed by the Department. 

17. (1.) The County Committee shall, by means of advertisements in the 
local papers or by posters, invito applications from persons who, if selected, 
are prepared to keep in districts not provided for in Clause 15 premium 
bulk to be purchased or exhibited at one or other of the principal shows 
or sales. Such applications must he made on forms to be obtained from 
the Secretary. 

(2.) A list of such applicants, when selected by the County Committee, 
should be forwarded to the Department by the Secretary, on the form 
provided for that purpose, not. later than five days before the show or 
sale at which the bulls are to be selected. 

(3.) The Department’s Inspector or Inspectors will attend at the prin- 
cipal shows and sales. They shall not be empowered to recognise applica- 
tions from any persons attending the shows or sales whose names are not 
on the list supplied 'by the Secretary as having been duly selected to 
keep a premium bull. 

(4.) Applicants selected by a County Committee who exhibit or purchase 
at one of the principal shows or sales provisionally selected bulls of the 
breeds approved by the County Committee need not again show these 
bulls in 1909 for a premium. The granting of a premium to a bull shall 
not in any way be regarded as affording a right to a premium in a subse- 
quent year. 

(5.) As soon ns a selected applicant. has procured a bull which has been 
provisionally passed for a premium he should notify the Secretary on a 
form to be obtained from the latter for the purpose. The Secretary shall 
thereupon advise the Department on the prescribed form of the par- 
ticulars as to location, &c., of the bull. 

18. The service season for a premium bull shall not commence until the 
owner of the bull lias been informed by the Secretary that the Depart- 
ment have approved of the selection of the bull for a premium. It will 
be the duty of the Secretary to obtain the sanction, in writing, of the 
Department with the least, possible delay. 

The service season for premium bulls shall close on 31st December, 1909. 

+ir ^ Secretary shall supply the owner of each premium bull under 
than scheme with posters, which such owner must undertake to distribute 
m w 16 district in which the bull is to servo. 

20. Each premium yearling bull shall serve not less than thirty cows, 
anu an other premium bulls not less than forty cows each, other than those 
that are the property of the owner of the bull. The service fee for the 
number of cows stated shall be Is. each, inclusive of all charges, but the 
bounty Committee may, if they think fit, fix the service fee at 2s. 6d. 
par cow. inclusive of all charges, in the case of farmers whose valuation 
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exceeds the minimum limit fixed by the Committee. After the minimum 
number of cows have been served the owner may fix such fee as he may 
desire. 

21. The County Committee may make such regulations as they think 

necessary with regard 

(1) to the inclusion or otherwise of four-year-old bulls, 

to requiring applicants for premiums to deposit with their applica- 
tion a sum not exceeding £2 in respect of encli bull-such deposit to he 
refunded in case the applicant is not selected by the County Committee 
or if he procured a premium hull. The deposit, to be forfeited to the 
County Committee in the event- of the applicant omitting to procure a 
premium hull, 

(3) to the number of premium hulls which any one person may keep, 
provided that no person shall possess two premium bulls of the same breed 
unless located at least three miles from each other, 

(4) to the place in which a premium bull shall remain during the season 
for service, 

(5) to requiring the owner of a premium bull not to keep any other ball 
on the farm on which such premium bull is located, 

(6) to the penalties to be imposed upon the owner of a premium bull 
who fails to take proper care of the animal, 

(7) to the number of cows which any one farmer may send to a premium 
bud, 

(8) to requiring owners of premium bulls to exhibit their animals at 
some one of the shows subsidised by the County Committee, 

(9) to requiring owners of premium bulls to retain their animals in the 
district until 1st September, 1909, 

(10) to cancelling the award of a premium to a bull which is sold out 
of the country before it has served the prescribed number of cows, 

(11) to the exclusion of pedigree cows from this scheme, and 

(12) to any other matters affecting this scheme subject to the approval 
of the Department. 


All regulations so made shall take effect as if incorporated in this 
scheme. 

22. Each cow shall be the property of a farmer resident in the county, 
the aggregate tenement valuation of whose holding or holdings wherever 
situated and for which he is rated, does not exceed the limit fixed by the 
County Committee. 

Herds, artisans and bona fide agricultural labourers may obtain service 
for their cows on the same terms as farmers. 


23. The term “ farmer ” is to be- understood to mean a person who 
derives his means of living mainly from farming. 

24. The owner of a premium bull shall not, before the stipulated number 
of cows have been served, reserve the use of the bull for the cows of any 
individual or of the members of any society. He must, subject to the 
provision of Clause 29, allow the bull to servo cows in the order in which 
they are presented. 

25. The Department reserve the right to brand or mark premium bulls, 
and to inspect them from time to time. 

26. The Department also reserve the right to apply the tuberculin test, 
at their own expense, to any premium bull. 

The County Committee may make such regulations as they think fit in 
order to secure that selected applicants shall purchase such premium bulls 
only as are certified to have passed the tuberculin test. 

27. All owners of premium bulls must satisfy the County Committee 
that they have provided themselves with a syringe and disinfecting 
materials fir the washing cf their animals after each service, in accora- 
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ance with the instructions given in the Department’s leaflet No. 13, on 
Contagious Abortion in Cattle. 

It will be the duty of the Secretary -to obtain the necessary information 
for the Committee, and to notify the Department at an early date of the 
results of his enquiries. 

It will also be the duty of the Secretary to arrange that the owner of 
each premium bull shall distribute among owners of cows in his district 
a number of copies of the Department’s leaflet No. 13. 

2S. In the event of infringement or non-compliance with any regulation 
of this scheme or of the bxill being unable from any cause to complete the 
prescribed number of services, the Department reserve the right to with- 
hold the premium, or any part of it, or in any other way to deal specially 
with the case, according as the circumstances may require. 

29. The owner of a premium bull has the right to refuse the use of his 
bull in any case where he is satisfied that the service would be prejudicial 
to the animal. The reasons for such a refusal, however, must, immedi- 
ately on the refusal of the application, be communicated to the County 
Committee, who may take such action as they think fit subject to the 
approval of the Department. 

30. (1.) Not earlier than 1st September, 1909, and not later than loth 
January, 1910, the owner of a premium bull shall forward to the Secre- 
tary on the prescribed form a return of the names, addresses, and valua- 
tions of the persons whose cows have been served by the bull, at the fee 
named in Clause 20, together with dates of such services. 

(2.) The Secretary shall examine and check all such forms, and when 
certified by him as correct shall forward them to the Department. 

(3.) As soon thereafter as the Department are satisfied as to the fulfil- 
ment of the conditions of this scheme the Secretary will be notified that 
payment of the premiums or part of the premiums payable under this 
scheme may be made to the owners of the bulls. 

(4.) Any premium not applied for on or before 15th January, 1910, 
shall be considered as having lapsed. 

31. In all cases of dispute, in matters connected with this scheme the 
decision of the Department shall be final. 


Scheme No. 3. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION 
FOR IRELAND. 


SCHEME FOR ENCOURAGING IMPROVEMENT IN THE BREEDS 
OF SWINE. 

1909. 


Clauses 1 to 7, inclusive, of the Department’s Horse and Cattle Schemes, 
1909, shall, with the necessary modifications, apply t-o this scheme. 

SWINE. 

8- The system to be adopted in connection with this scheme for encourag- 
ing improvement in the breeds of swine shall be the provision of premiums 
for selected boars. 

9. Subject to the approval of the Department premiums may he re- 
stricted to any one or more breeds of swine. 

10. Only boars eligible for entry in the Herd-books of their particular 
breeds, in the Register of Pigs of the Royal Dublin Society, or in the 
Register of Ulster Swine established by the Royal Ulster Agriculture 7 
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Society, shall be selected for premiums. The owner of a boar selected 
for a premium must have the animal entered in the proper Herd-book or 
in the said Register, as the case may be. 

11. Boars belonging to any Society or to any Association of Farmers 
shall be eligible to compete for premiums; but the premiums shall be paid 
to the Society or Association, and not to the individuals in whose charge 
the boars are placed. 

12. Boars when selected for the first year’s premium should bo not less 
than five months nor more than twelve months old. The grant of a pre- 
mium to any boar shall not be regarded as affording any right to a pre- 
mium in a subsequent year. 

13. The value of a premium shall be £5 for the first year, and £3 for 
the second year, provided, however, that in the case of boars entered in 
the Register of Ulster Swine the value of the premium shall be £4 in 
tire first year. 

14. Only those boars which were awarded first year premiums in 1908 
shall be eligible for second year premiums in 1909. All such boars must 
show a high degree of excellence. Two-year-old boars which show signs of 
having been badly cared or are not fully developed will not be selected. 

The owner of a boar selected for a second year premium must produce 
evidence of the fruitfulness of the boar in the preceding year. 

15. A boar which may be awarded a premium in 1909 out of funds 
administered by any other body shall not be eligible for a premium under 
this scheme. 

16. (1.) Boars which were awarded first year premiums in 1908 will be 
inspected by the Department at places and on dates of which the owners 
•will be duly advised by the Department. 

(2.) Owners of such boars failing to produce tlieir animals for inspection 
on the date selected will not have their cases reconsidered. 

(3.) The Department will furnish the County Committee as soon as 
practicable with a list of boars which have been passed under this clause 
as eligible for premiums in 1909. 

(4.) The County Committee shall then proceed to select applicants for 
premiums for young boars. In making such selection regard shall be had 
to the needs of the various districts in the county, provided that no two 
boars of the same breed shall be located in the county within three miles 
of each other. 

(5.) Boars provisionally selected for a premium under this clause must 
stand for service at the same place as in 1908, and unless in exceptional 
circumstances approved by the Department, owners of selected boars will 
not be allowed to change the premium to a yearling boar. 

17. (1.) The County Committee shall, by means of advertisements in the 
local papers or by posters, invite applications from persons who, if 
selected, are prepared to keep premium boars in districts not already 
provided for under Clause 16 of this scheme. Such applications must he 
made on forms to be obtained from the Secretary. 

( 2 .) As soon as a selected applicant has procured a boar which has been 
provisionally passed for a premium he should notify the Secretary on a 
form to he obtained from the latter. The Secretary shall thereupon advise 
the Department on the prescribed form of the particulars as to the loca- 
tion, &c., of the boar. 

18. The provisional selection of boars for premiums shall be made by 
the Department alone at the principal spring shows and at other places to 
be fixed by the Department, but no inspection for the purpose of this 
scheme shall be made after the 30th June, 1909, save in exceptional 
circumstances. 

19. The Department, through the County Committee, will as far as 
practicable assist intending purchasers to secure suitable boars for the 
purposes of this scheme. 
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20. The service season for a premium boar shall not commence until 
the owner oi the boar has been informed by the Secretary that the Depart- 
ment have approved of the selection of the hoar for a premium. It will 
be the duty of the Secretary to obtain the sanction (in writing) of the 
Department with the least possible delay. The service season for pre- 
mium boars shall close finally on the 31st December, 1909. 

21. The Secretary shall supply the owner of each premium boar under 
this scheme with posters, which the said owner must undertake to dis- 
tribute in the district in which the boar is to serve. 

22. Each yearling premium boar must serve not less than 30 sows, and 
each two-year-old boar not less than 40 sows. The service fee, inclusive 
of all charges for this number of sows, shall not exceed Is. for each sow. 
After the minimum number of sows have been served, the owner of the 
boar may fix such fee as he may desire . 

23. The County Committee may make such regulations as they think 
necessary with regard — 

(1.) to the breed or breeds of boars to bo selected, 

(2.) to the number of premium boars which any one applicant may 
posses (provided no person shall possess two premium boars of the 6ame 
breed unless located at least three miles from each other), 

(3.) to the place in which a premium boar shall remain during the season 
for service, 

(4.) to requiring the owner of a premium boar not to keep any other 
boar on the farm on which such premium boar is located,

■who fails to take proper care of the animal. 

(6.) to the number of sows which any one farmer may send to a pre- 
mium boar under this scheme,

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2. No application for a loan for the purchase of a Bull will be con- 
sidered if coming from a locality in which, in the opinion of the Depart- 
ment, there is already a sufficient number of pure bred Bulls for the 
purpose of their scheme. No loan will be granted save for the purchase 
of a pure-bred Bull, passed by the Department as suitable for a premium. 
The Bull must be of a breed approved by the County Committee. The 
Department reserve the right to refuse any application for a loan without 
assigning any reason for such refusal. 

3. The purchase price of the Bull must be approved by the Department. 

4. The person applying for a loan under this scheme — hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “ the applicant must purchase through the Department, 
who cannot undertake to consider applications for loans in respect of 
animals purchased without their knowledge at shows, sales, or from private 
individuals. The Department will, as far as possible, endeavour to pro- 
cure a suitable animal for the applicant, but they cannot undertake to 
supply a Bull at a price fixed by him.

PRIZES FOR COTTAGES AND SMALL FARMS, 1909. 


1. In 1909 County Committees of Agriculture may, subject to the Depart- 
ment’s approval, offer prizes in one or both of the following sections, sub- 
ject to the provisions of this scheme, viz. : — 

A. Cottages with gardens; 

B. Small farms. 

County Committees may delegate the working of this scheme to a Society 
eligible for a grant under the Scheme of Subsidies to Agricultural and 
Industrial Societies. 

2. Competition in Section A shall he confined to bond fide cottagers. 
Cottagers on whose holdings demonstration plots in connection with the 
scheme of Instruction in Horticulture are situated, shall, however, be 
ineligible to compete.. 

Only bond fide farmers who derive their means of living mainly from 
farming, who reside on tlieir farms and work the farms themselves, will be 
eligible to compete in Section B. At, least one-fourth of the arable land 
of the entire holding of each competitor in this section must be tillage, 
first year’s grass or meadow being regarded as tillage. 

. 3. For the purposes of this scheme the county may be divided into dis- 
tricts or circuits, in each of which separate competitions will be held. 

4. Particulars as to the sections adopted, the number of districts or cir- 
cuits into which the county is divided, the number of classes in each 
section, the limits of valuation or acreage fixed by the County Committee 
for each class, and the number and value, of the prizes offered, must be 
submitted to tbe Department on the prescribed form for approval. 

5. Entries must he made on special forms to be obtained from the Secre- 
tary of the County Committee. Each competitor must forward one of 
these forms, accurately filled up in every detail, so as to reach the Secre- 
tary of the County Committee on or before a date to he fixed by the County 
Committee, but in no case later than the 20th May, 1909. 

No holding will be inspected in respect of which the owner fails to fill 
in an entry form. 

6. In cases of insufficient competition, want of merit, or in which the 
conditions of this scheme have not been strictly adhered to, the prizes may 
be withheld in whole or in part.

Judicious character of cropping, efficiency of cultivation,, arrange- 
ment of manure heaps, and provision for collecting liquid 
manure. 

(c.) Cultivation of the garden, variety of vegetables and fruit trees. 

(d.) General condition of land under grass, care of fences, gates, water 
courses, &c. 

(e.) Judicious planting of shelter belts. 

(/.) Freedom from weeds, especially grass land, stack-yards and head- 
lands. 

( g .) Cultivation of headlands. 

(h.) Management and care of live stock and poultry (quality to be parti- 
cularly considered).

SCHEME FOR ENCOURAGING IMPROVEMENT IN THE FLAX- 
GROWING INDUSTRY. 

1908-9. 


The following programme has been adopted, by the Department 
couraging improvement in the flax-growing industry during 
1908-9. 
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I. — Field Experiments. 

Variety tests and manural experiments will be continued. The ohject of 
these experiments is to ascertain the relative value of various varieties 
of flax seed and the influence of certain manures on the yield and quality 
of the flax crop. Experiments oh seed selection may also be undertaken. 
A report on the experiments carried out in 1907 will be published in the 
Department’s J ournal , and will be distributed in leaflet form. 

II. — Collection op' Statistics. 

Statistics Vith reference to the flax crop will be again collected through 
the managers of co-operative flax societies. 

III. — Visit to the Continent. 

Arrangements will be made for the visit of a limited number of Irish 
flaxgrowers and scutchmill owners to certain flax growing districts on the 
Continent. 

Only those persons will he sent who, in the opinion of the Department, 
are likely to provide a useful report for the benefit of those interested in 
the cultivation of flax in Ireland. 

XV. — Formation of Flax Societies. 

The Department, subject to conditions to be prescribed by them, are pre- 
pared in a limited number of cases to assist farmers in establishing co- 
operative flax societies by paying a portion of the salary of an approved 
manager for a period not exceeding three years. 

Applications for assistance of this nature should be made to the Secretary 
of the Department. 

V. — Prizes for Growers, &o., of Flax. 

County Committees of Agriculture in the flax growing counties may 
adopt either or both of the following sections : — 

(A.) Prizes for scutched flax. 

(F.) Prizes for flax on foot. 

Section A. 

For the purpose of this section a county may be divided into districts, 
in each of which a show of scutched flax may be held, at which it is 
suggested the following prizes be offered : — 

(a.) — Growers. 

First prize, . . -3 bags flax seed. 

Second prize, . . . 2 „ ,,

(b.) — Scutchers. 

Scutchers employed in the mill where the first prize lots were scutched :

1 bag flax seed. 

(d. ) — Mill-owners. 

This class may be omitted if the County Committee so desire. 

Owners of millB in which the first prize lots were scutched : — 

2 bags flax seed. 
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Owners of mills in which the second prize lots we, re scutched 
1 bag flax seed. 

Section B. 

For the purpose of this section the county may be divided into districts, 
in each of which prizes for flax on foot may be offered, c.g. 

(a.) For growers the valuation of whose holding does not exceed £10, 
and who grow at least half a statute acre of flax. 

(b) For growers the valuation of whose holding exceeds £10 but does not 
exceed £25, and who grow at least one statute acre of flax. 

(c ) For growers the valuation of whose holding exceeds £25 but does 
not exceed £50, and who grow at least two statute acres of flax. 

(d.) For growers the valuation of whose holding exceeds £50, and who 
grow at least three statute acres of flax. 

N.B.—The limits of valuation in the foregoing classes are not prescribed; 
they are merely inserted as an indication to County Committees to en- 
courage the small grower.

INSTRUCTION IN AGRICULTURE, 1908-9. 


1. The Department are prepared, provided a suitable Instructor in 
Agriculture can be obtained, to approve of the appointment or at least 
one such person for each county in Ireland. In the case of new appom 
ments no person shall be eligible for an Instructorship in the county ot 
which he is a native, or in which he resides permanently. 
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The Department will, as far as possible, assist the County Commjtte6 
in obtaining an Instructor, by supplying the names of persons qualified 
for the post. 

2. The remuneration of the Instructor shall not, except in special cases, 
exceed £200 per annum (inclusive of maintenance and hotel expenses), in 
addition to expenses of locomotion, which include second or third-class 
railway fare as decided by the County Committee, car hire when necessary, 
or a bicycle allowance not exceeding 2d. per mile in lieu thereof. 

3. The employment of the Instructor under this scheme shall not con- 
tinue beyond the 30th September, 1909, and shall be terminable at any 
time previous to that date by the giving of 3 months’ notice in 'writing on 
either side. 

4 (1.) It will be the duty of the Instructor, who should take every 
opportunity of discussing with farmers, matters affecting their interests— 

(а) to conduct such experiments and demonstrations in spring and 
summer as may be approved by the Department, to select suitable 
land for the purpose — to supervise the sowing of the seeds and 
manures, and the keeping of the plots free from weeds — to weigh the 
produce, tabulate the figures and prepare a report on the results; 

(б) to deliver lectures on agricultural subjects, such as soils, 
manures, seeds, pastures, crops, and their cultivation, and the breed- 
ing, feeding, and management of live stock, especially of dairy cattle; 

(c) to visit farms; 

(d) to reply to letters from farmers seeking information; 

(e) to advise farmers (a) how they can take advantage of the 
Department’s Seed Testing Station, (b) as to the planting of forest 
trees for shelter and ornament, (c) how they can best avail themselves 
of all approved county schemes, (d) how they may take advantage of 
agricultural co-operation; 

(/) to make known the provisions of the Fertilisers and Feeding 
Stuffs Act, and of the Destructive Insects and Pests Acts; 

( g ) to report to the County Committee and to the Department 
regarding the progress of his work, either weekly or otherwise, as may 
be required; and 

( h ) generally to give his whole time to the work and to do all in his 
power to further the interests of agriculture in the county. 

(2.) The Instructor may also be required (a) to assist in the teaching 
of winter agricultural classes, (6) to assist in carrying out the provisions 
of the Dairy Cattle .Registration Scheme, by the weighing and testing or 
milk, &c., and (c) to act as judge in connection with the scheme of prizes 
for cottages and small farms in a county other than that in which he acts 
as Instructor. 

Note. — The employment of the Instructor to teach winter agricultural 
classes will not relieve him of his other duties under this scheme, and 
accordingly when he is occupied in teaching for four days in a week the 
Instructor should deliver at least one lecture in the same week on a day 
when not engaged in teaching, as well as attend, as far as practicable, to 
the other branches of work above mentioned. If occupied less than four 
days a week in teaching such classes, the number of lectures and demon- 
strations should be correspondingly increased. 

5. The Instructor shall, so far as the moneys allocated by. the County 
Committee will permit, make arrangements to have experimental ana 
demonstration plots in each section or circuit into which the county may 
be divided under Clause 6, and during the summer months meetings o 
farmers should be held at these plots to discuss the objects, &c., of tne 
plots. During the winter months — viz., from the beginning of October 
the end of February — the County Committee should arrange for one o 
more lectures on the results of the experiments to be given in each circui 

6. For the purposes of this Scheme County Committees will find it corn- 
venient to divide the county into a number ,of sections or circuits, -in w 
the Instructor should work in turn. 
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When it is intended that a lecture should he given in a particular 
locality, the County Committee should appoint a small local committee, 
who should undertake to secure the necessary accommodation for the 
purpose, and to arrange for the lighting, heating, &c., of the room in 
which the lecture is to be delivered. No work of this nature should be 
undertaken by the Instructor. 

The County Committee are responsible for seeing that the Instructor’s 
tune is fully and usefully employed, and that he pays due regard to the 
performance of the duties for which he is appointed. With this end in 
view, the County Committee should take such steps as may seem to them 
most effective to make known to farmers in the county that an Instructor 
is available to afford advice on all matters affecting their interests. 

The County Committee, shall keep a separate account of all expenditure 
under this scheme, and shall furnish detailed statements of such expendi- 
ture as may from time to time be required by the Department. 

7. It will be the duty of the Secretary of the County Committee to 
furnish such returns in connection with this scheme as the Department 
may require; to forward to the Department copies of all advertisements, 
posters, or handbills issued by the Committee; and to keep an inventory 
of, and be responsible for, the safekeeping of all equipment provided for 
the purposes of this scheme.

In the case of new 
appointments no person shall be eligible for the position of Instructor in 
the county of which he or she is a native or in which he or she resides 
permanently. 

The Department will, as far as possible, assist County Committees in 
obtaining an Instructor by supplying the names of persons qualified for 
the post. 

2. Unless in exceptional circumstances the remuneration of the 
Instructor shall not exceed £2 per week, in addition to expenses of locomo- 
tion, which include second or third class railway fare, as decided by the 
County Committee, car hire when necessary, or a bicycle allowance not 
exceeding 2d. per mile in lieu thereof. 

3. The employment of the Instructor under this scheme shall not con- 
tinue beyond the 30th September, 1909, and is terminable _ at any time 
previous to that date by the giving of four weeks’ notice in. writing on 
either side. 


4. It will be tlie duty of the Instructor to deliver .courses of lectures 
on poultry-keeping; to conduct classes and give practical instruction ana 
demonstrations on the treatment of common diseases,, such as gapes &c., 
on the fattening of fowls and on the killing, plucking, trussing, and pre- 
paration of poultry for market, as well as on the grading and packing o 
eggs; to visit poultry runs, and give such practical advice as n ^ ay , 
desired by poultry-keepers; to inspect the egg distribution and turkey 
stations referred to in Clauses 11, 14, and 15 ; to assist selected applicants 
to procure suitable stock birds; to report to the Department an 
County Committee regarding the progress of his or her work ei er y 
or otherwise as may be required ; and generally to give his oi 

time towards promoting improvement in poultry-keeping m the coun y. 

5. For courses of lectures the county should he divided into circuits, 
each comprising not less than five centres. The Instructor^ except m 
special cases, should work for at least four weeks m each circuit, and 
deliver one lecture per week at each centre during that time. in 
Instructor will he prepared to visit either on the day of the lec * ur ®, or 
the following day, any of the poultry runs m the neighbourhood, an 
give such information on poultry-keeping as the circumstances oi tne 
case may suggest. 

Tbe County Committee are alone responsible for the se J. ee H 0 ^, nature 
end the arrangement of lectures and classes. No wor 
should be undertaken by the Instructor, though it is desirable that he or 
she should he consulted. 
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6. It will be the duty of the County Committee to select centres at 
•which the lectures and classes will be held and to appoint a local com- 
mittee, with an honorary secretary, at each centre^, who should select the 
school and arrange for the hiring, lighting, and warming of the room in 
which the lectures will be delivered. 

In selecting centres the County Committee should have particular regard 
to districts in which lectures may not have been given in previous years. 

It will also be the duty of the County Committee to undertake the 
responsibility of seeing that the Instructor’s time is fully and usefully 
employed. 

The County Committee shall keep a separate account of all expenditure 
under this scheme, and shall furnish detailed statements of such expendi- 
ture as may from time to time bo required by the Department. 

7. Lectures and classes should be arranged, wherever possible, to be 
given in schoolrooms or other suitable public room§, and should be held in 
rural centres only. Towns and the larger villages should be avoided., as 
experience has shown that the greatest success attends those meetings 
which are held in the rural parts of a county, especially in districts where 
the greatest number of those interested in poultry-keeping is to be found. 
The local committee at each centre should be responsible for appointing a 
representative chairman for each lecture, as well as for the distribution 
of the short syllabus which will be prepared by the lecturer as soon as 
appointed.

As soon as the Instructor lias been appointed and the number 
of premiums proposed to be awarded has been approved of by the Depart- 
ment., the County Committee shall invite applications from persons in the 
county who already possess, or are' - willing to purchase, pens of the 
approved pure breeds of hens and ducks, or geese, as the case may be, or t-o 
keep one pure-bred turkey cock, and who are prepared to comply with the 
above conditions. When these applications have been received the Instruc- 
tor wili, as soon as possible, inspect and report to the County Committee 
as to the number of suitable applicants. The names of the applicants 
selected by the County Committee, with full particulars as to the breeds, 
number of birds, and housing, should then be submitted, on the prescribed 
form, for the approval of the Department, who may thereupon further 
inspect the selected farms, and submit a list of those of which they 
approve to the County Committee for their final selection. 

(2.) The County Committee may make such regulations as they think 
fit with regard to requiring applicants for premiums to deposit with each 
application a sum not exceeding 10s. Such deposit to be refunded if the 
applicant is. not selected by the Committee, or being selected complies with 
all the conditions of the county scheme. The deposit to be forfeited to the 
County Committee in the event of the applicant when selected failing 
to comply with all the conditions of the county scheme. 

17. The Department will not consider applications from a county in 
respect of premiums under this scheme later than 1st December, 1908. 

County Committees who intend to adopt this scheme should have all 
arrangements completed prior to the 1st January, 1909. 

18. (1.) Not later than 7th June, 1909, the selected applicants for pre- 
miums must forward to the Secretary of th'e County Committee the record 
books referred to in Clauses 11 (11), 14 (8), and 15 (4), accompanied by a 
certificate that the entrie v s in these books are correct, and that all the 
conditions of this scheme have been complied with. 

(2.) .As soon as the Department are satisfied as to the fulfilment of the 
conditions of this scheme, the Secretary of the County Committee will be 
notified that payment may be made by the Committee of the premiums 
■or portions thereof payable under this scheme. 

(3.) Any premium not applied for by the 7th June, 1909, shall be con- 
sidered as having lapsed. 
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19. No action shall be taken by the County Committee towards puttin 
this scheme, or any part thereof, into operation until the sanction of th 
Department has been obtained in writing. 

20. In all matters of dispute relating to this scheme the decision of the 
Department shall be final.

TUTORIAL AND PRACTICAL CLASSES IN POULTRY-KEEPING. 


: 1. The Department are prepared to approve of the holding of Tutorial 
and Practical Classes in' Poultry -Keeping, by the Itinerant Instructors in 
Poultry-Keeping in counties where circumstances justify the introduction 
of this form of instruction. 

2. Classes- will be held at each selected centre for at. least. two but not 
for more than three weeks,' and daily lessons of not less than two hours' 
duration- will be given. 

At least eight pupils must be enrolled at each centre, but not more than 
fifteen pupils will be admitted to any class. 

No pupil under 15 years of age will be entitled to' receive instruction, 
and pupils must undertake to attend regularly. < 

3. It will be the duty of the Instructor — . 

(a.) To give instruction , in -the subjects suggested in the syllabus, 
but the Instructor should- consider the requirements of- the place as 
well as the season o'f the year and select subjects accordingly. Each 
lesson should commence with a discourse and demonstration, the pupils 
. taking notes, . and i should, be* followed; by practical and "class work. 

■ Diagrams, models,, and blackboard illustrations should be used as far 
as possible. • 

The. pupils should be required to take as full notes as possible ; 
these should- be carefully checked and corrected by the Instructor ii> 
her spare time. 

At the end of each week the Instructor should question the class on 

■ the week’s work, and should hold a short examination at the end of 
the course. 

(b.) To visit, poultry runs every day in her spare time, especially 
at the homes of pupils, and advise as to requirements. The general 
conditions of management should be gone into with the pupil, mis- 
takes pointed out, and improvements suggested.

INSTRUCTION IN BUTTER-MAKING, 1908-9. 


1. The Department are prepared, provided qualified Instructors can he 
obtained, to approve of the appointment of an Instructor in Butter-making 
in each county. In the case of new appointments no person shall be 
eligible for the position of Instructor in the county of which she is a 
native or in which she permanently resides. 

The Department will, as far as possible, assist the County Committee 
in obtaining an Instructor, by supplying the names of persons’ qualified for 
the post. . 

2. The remuneration of the Instructor shall not exceed £2 per week, in 
addition to expenses of locomotion, which include second or third class 
railway fare as decided by the County Committee, car-hire when necessary, 
or a bicycle allowance not exceeding 2d. per mile in lieu thereof. 

3. The employment of the Instructor under this scheme shall not 
continue beyond the 30th September, 1909, and is terminable at any time 
previous to that date by the giving of four weeks’ notice in writing on 
either side. 

4. The instruction will take the form of daily lessons on dairying, accom- 
panied by practical instruction in butter-making. Each course shall 
extend for a period of not less than two, and .not more than four weeks. 
Not more than twelve pupils should be admitted to each class. Pupils 
must undertake to attend regularly. 

It is desirable that pupils should he at least 15 years of age. 

o. On the first day of visiting each centre the Instructor should give a 
public lecture and demonstration, and during the remainder of the course 
at that centre should conduct a class daily in which pupils only will take 
part, but which shall be open to the pjiblic. . 

It will also he the duty of the Instructor to visit home dairies in the 
county and to give advice as required; to give, where possible during 
that part of the day not required for class work, demonstrations in the 
making of butter, by means of the equipment, actually in use in the 
dairies visited; to reply to letters from persons seeking advice on butter- 
making; to -report to the Department and to the" County Committee on the 
progress of her work either weekly or otherwise as may be required; and 
generally to give her whole time to the work of the Committee. 

6. It will’ be the duty of the County Committee tb select suitable centres 
at which: classes will bo held, and tb appoint at' each centre a local 
committee, with an honorary secretary, who' will be' responsible for the 
local /arrangements necessary for the proper carrying out of the work, and 
who will be required to comply with 'the annexed conditions. The local 
commitijee should undertake to have posters and hand-bills, which _ will be 
supplied by the Secretary of the County Committee, effectively displayed 
in the neighbourhood of the centre. Copies of these posters and hand-bills 
should be forwarded to the Department at 'least a week prior to the 
commencement of each class. 

It will also be the duty of the County Committee to undertake the 
responsibility of seeing that the Instructor’s, time is fully and usefully 
employed. . 

7. (a) The Secretary of the County- Committee shall keep a separate 
account of all expenditure under this scheme, and shall furnish detailed 
statements of such expenditure as may from time to time be required 
by the Department. 
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(6) He shall also keep an inventory of and be responsible for the safe 
keeping of all equipment provided for tile purposes of this scheme. 

8. To avoid expense and to ensure success these classes should be held 
as far as possible, in schoolrooms or other suitable buildings in rural 
centres. Unless in exceptional circumstances no class should be held in a 
large village or town, or near a creamery. 

The County Committee are alone responsible for the selection of centres 
and arrangement of lectures. No work of this nature should be under- 
taken by the Instructor, though it is desirable that she should be 
consulted. 

9. No action shall be taken by the County Committee towards putting 
this scheme into operation until the sanction of the Department has been 
obtained in writing. 

CONDITIONS REQUIRED OF LOCAL COMMITTEES. 

I. To secure premises suitable for a working dairy, if possible not less 
than 25 feet by IS feet, or other dimensions affording similar floor space. 
Either a public room, ' schoolroom, or barn with good floor, would be 
suitable for the purpose. 

II. To secure a suflicient supply of water. 

III. To provide on the premises means of heating at least fifteen gallons 
of water at one time, for use in cleaning utensils, &c. 

IV. To provide sufficient milk or cream for use in the school, the Com- 
mittee taking responsibility of sale of butter. 

After the opening day at each centre about three gallons of milk 
and six gallons of cream will bo required for each day’s work. 
Arrangements should be made to have the milk and the cream delivered 
in the morning. 

V. To guarantee not less than six and not more than twelve pupils to 
attend on each of the days over which the course of instruction extends. 

VI. To arrange for the carriage of utensils from one centre to another. 
The weigKt of the utensils is usually from 25 to 30 cwts. , and they are 
somewhat bulky.

INSTRUCTION IN HORTICULTURE AND THE' MANAGEMENT 
OF BEES, 1909-10. 


1. The Department are prepared to approve of the appointment of at 
least one Instructor in Horticulture and Beekeeping for each County in 
Ireland, provided the County Committees can secure the services of persons 
qualified for the position. In the case of new appointments no person 
shall be eligible for the position of Instructor in the county of which he 
is a native, or in which he permanently resides. 

The Department will, as far as possible, assist County Committees in 
obtaining Instructors by supplying the names of qualified persons. 

2. The remuneration of the Instructor shall not, unless in exceptional 
circumstances, exceed £2 per week, in addition to expenses of locomotion, 
which include second or third-class railway fare, as decided by the County 
Committee, car hire when necessary, or a bicycle allowance not exceeding 
2d. per mile in lieu thereof. If a motor cycle is used 3d. per mile may 
be allowed. 

3. The employment of the Instructor under this scheme shall not con- 
tinue beyond the 30th of September, 1910, and is terminable at any time 
previous to that date by the giving of four weeks’ notice in writing on 
either side. 

4. It will be the duty of the Instructor to give demonstrations and, if 
approved, to deliver lectures on horticultural subjects, such as soils, 
manures, vegetable, fruit, and flower cultivation, plant diseases, and 
insect pests — to visit gardens and orchards, and give practical demonstra- 
tions on spraying, planting, pruning and grafting of fruit trees— to 
conduct such experiments and other demonstrations in the spring and 
summer as may be approved by the Department — to select suitable land 
for this purpose — to supervise the sowing of the seeds and manures, and 
the keeping of the plots free from weeds — to give instruction in the prin- 
ciples and practice of modern bee-keeping — -to deal with diseases of 
bees, plants, and trees — to advise farmers, cottagers, and others interested 
in land, as to the planting of trees, &c., for shelter and ornament — 
to reply to letters from those seeking his advice on horticul- 
tural and bee-keeping subjects — to give practical out-door demon- 
strations to students attending winter agricultural classes — to report 
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to the Department and to the County Committee on the progress of his 
work either weekly or otherwise, as may be required; and generally to 
give his whole time to the work and to do all in his power to further the 
interests of horticulture and bee-keeping in the country. 

He will be required to carrying out such duties as may be assigned to 
him in connection with any Orders issued by the Department under the 
Destructive Insects and Pests Acts, 1877 and 1907. Further, it will be 
his duty to report to the County Committee the names and addresses of 
persons in the possession of bushes on which he has detected, or has 
reasonable grounds for suspecting the existence of any disease or pest 
referred to in such Orders. 

5. The Instructor shall report to the County Committee on all cases 
of foul brood which may come under his notice, and shall act as Inspector 
of the County Committee for the purposes of the Bee Pest Prevention 
(Ireland) Regulations, 1909. 

6. For the purposes of this scheme the county should be divided into 
circuits and the Instructor shall give outdoor demonstrations for three or 
four weeks in each circuit. The Instructor shall visit gardens, orchards 
or apiaries in the district, and give such information on practical 
subjects as the circumstances of the case may suggest. In cases, however, 
where an Instructor may be employed to give instruction in bee-keeping 
only it will not be necessary to divide the county into circuits. In such 
instances demonstrations can be arranged at centres from which applica- 
tions have been made through the Secretary of the County Committee for 
his services. 

The County Committee are alone responsible for the selection of centres 
for demonstrations. No work of this nature should be undertaken by the 
Instructor, though it is desirable that he should be consulted. 

7. ' It will be the duty of the County Committee to select centres at 
which demonstrations shall be. given. 

In selecting centres the County Committee should have particular regard 
to districts in which lectures and demonstrations may not have been given 
in previous years. • 

It will also bV the duty of the County Committee to undertake the 
responsibility of seeing that the Instructor’s time is fully and usefully 
employed. 

The County Committee shall keep a separate account of all expenditure 
under this scheme, and shall furnish detailed statements of such expendi- 
ture as may from time to timo be required by the Department. 

8. Where it is considered desirable, with the approval of the Depart- 
ment, to arrange for lectures, the lectures should be given in schoolrooms 
or other suitable public rooms in the evenings, and should be held in rural 
centres. Towns and the larger villages should be avoided, as experience 
has shown that the greatest success' attends these lectures which are given 
in the rural parts of a county. The local committee at each centre should 
he x-esponsible for appointing a representative chairman for each lecture 
as well as for the distribution of the short syllabus of the lectures which 
will be prepared by the lecturer as soon as he is appointed. The local 
committee should undertake to have posters and handbills, which will be 
supplied by the Secretary of the County Committee, effectively displayed 
and distributed throughout their district. Copies of these posters and 
handbills should be forwarded to the Department at least a week prior to 
the commencement of each course of lectures. Each lecture should be 
followed by a discussion, during which persons interested in horticulture 
and bee-keeping . will be invited to ask questions. Where a course of 
lectures has already been given a new syllabus should be presented. 

9. The County Committee may purchase fruit, forest and other trees, 
shrubs, or plants,, in bulk, and resell them at cost price, including carriage, 
to farmers and other residents in the county. - As, however, it has come 
to the knowledge of the Department that trees and plants infested with 
disease have been imported into Ireland, it will be necessary for County 
Committees who intend to put this clause into operation to invite from 
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nurserymen tenders for the supply, of trees, &c., to be guaranteed free 
from disease, and before acceptance to submit the tenders to the Depart- 
ment for examination on or before 1st day of January in each year. 
The Department may, if they think it advisable, inspect the trees, &c.. 
that are offered for sale, and satisfy themselves that the trees &c. are 
suitable and free from disease. . 

10. The horticultural demonstrations should commence early in autumn 
and be continued throughout the whole year. 

11. In each circuit one demonstration plot may be provisionally selected 
for the purpose of growing vegetables, fruit, and flowers, and showing 
improved methods of cultivation, but no new plots shall he selected in a 
county if a sufficient number of suitable plots have been established, in 
previous years. 

Before sanctioning the establishment of a new plot the Department 
must be satisfied as to the suitability of the site, &c. (See Clause 12). 

Demonstration plots under this scheme may not be established in con- 
nection- with National or other primary schools or teachers’ residences. 

(а) In counties in which a sufficient number of suitable plots, approved 
by the Department under this scheme, already exist, the Committee shall 
make provision for the continuance of the plots at a cost not to exceed £1 
per plot. (See List A.) 

All requisite labour must be given gratuitously by the owner of the 
plot, who will he entitled to the produce. 

(б) In cases where it. is necessary to establish new plots the Department 
will require compliance with the following regulations 

(1) Plots must not exceed a quarter of an acre in extent, or be less 
than one-eighth of an acre (quarter-acre plots are recommended). 

(2) No new plot shall be established save at a convenient centre 
• adjacent to a main road. 

(3) Plots should be selected on sites which are properly fenced. 

(4) The aspect of each plot and the nature of the soil must be 
suitable for vegetable growing and fruit cultivation. Necessary 
improvements, such as drainage, must be carried out, and when 
required farmyard manure must be supplied,, by the plot owner without 
expense to the Committee. 

(5) The owner of the plot must sign an undertaking to continue 
the plot for three years. 

(6) The necessary labour must be given gratuitously by the persona 
providing the plots— the produce to. be their property. 

The cost of trees, &c., required for planting a new plot must not exceed 
£2. (Sea List B.) 

[Note. — The Department recommend that allotments attached t-o 
labourers’ cottages should he selected for the establishment of new demon- 
stration plolis subject to the foregoing conditions.] 

12. The Department’s approval in writing must be obtained before any 
expense, is incurred in connection with the establishment of a plot, and 
application for such approval must be acoompanied in each case by a 
detailed report from the Instructor. 

13. No action shall be taken by the County Committee towards putting 
this scheme, or any part thereof, into operation until the sanction of the 
Department has been obtained in writing. . 

14. In all matters of dispute relating to this scheme the decision of the 
Department shall be final.

SCHEME OF FIELD EXPERIMENTS. 


These experiments are intended only for those counties in which, an 
agricultural instructor has been appointed for the purpose of personally 
attending to all the details of selecting and measuring the land, spwing 
the seed, applying the manure, weighing the crops; and tabulating and 
writing a report on the result. ' - - ' 

Agricultural instructors, before arranging JJie centres for these experi- 
ments should carefully study the appendix to this scheme: They- should 
be specially careful not to undertake experiments -at too many centres', as 
the amount of work necessary is much greater than is supposed by'those 
who have no experience of field experiments. Demonstrations .with seeds 
and manures may be undertaken at a much larger number of centres. 

Before commencing field experiments and demonstrations, each instructor 
must submit to the Department his proposals for the year. 

In all cases seeds and manures must be ordered by the instructor, and 
paid for by the County Committee. 

As early as possible, after the close of the season, tabulated results of 
the experiments must be sent to the Department, and where these are 
presented in a concise form, accompanied by brief and carefully prepared 
notes, the same may be published by the County Committee, provided the 
approval of the Department has been previously obtained. All plots 
should be marked off at the commencement of the experiment by peg?, 
3 inches square and feet long, which should be firmly driven into t e 
ground. ' 

; No change must be made in any of the manurial experiments, as given 
below, but the instructor may include such additional plots as local condi- 
tions render advisable. In the variety tests instructors, aro s rongy 
advised not to omit any variety uuless it is found impossible to procure 
the proper seed. 

It is not absolutely necessary to have both a manurial and a variety test 
with any particular crop. One or' other, or both, may .be omitted 
discretion.

Experiments as laid down in tests numbered I. to XVII. have been 
carried out annually since 1902, some slight modifications having been 
made in 1906. The experiments numbered Ia, Va, VIa, VIIIa, Xa and 
XIa were introduced in 1908.

Allocation of Funds for Agricultural {schemes. 

g IR The Department have had under consideration the question of the 

growing expenditure under county schemes by a number of County Com- 
mittees of Agriculture. They have not hitherto considered it desirable 
to insist upon a rigid allocation among the counties of the funds available, 
but they have, so far as possible, endeavoured to make their grants bear 
some proportion to the conditions of the county, taking into consideration 
valuation, population, number of breeding stock and area under crops. 
The strain now put upon the Department’s funds is such that they will 
find it necessary to have extreme regard to economy in this matter. 

For the ensuing agricultural year,, therefore, they have given instruc- 
tions to their Inspectors to make a special report in all cases where County 
Committees have been in the habit of receiving from the Department a 
sum larger than they would be entitled to under a correct distribution ol 
the available funds, and to urge such Committees to reduce the amount 
wherever practicable, but in no caso to concur m any increase in the alloca- 
tion for any particular scheme.

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There are two principal features wliicli are strong recommendations in 
favour of a plan of agricultural education. The first is that the course be 
in intimate touch with actual farm work and be capable of immediate 
application to the problems which ordinarily confront the farmer from 
day to day The second, that it be possible for farmers and their sons to 
avail themselves of the instruction without serious interference with the 
season’s work in the fields or the farmyard. The classes for which the 
scheme provides fulfil these conditions. The course includes such subjects 
as - Soils tillages, manures, grasses, cropping, management of live stock, 
valuation of feeding stuffs and fertilisers, simple farm account keeping, 
etc all of which have a direct practical value for those who derive their 
livelihood from the land. The classes require attendance for five hours per 
day on two or, at most, three days each week m the least busy season of 
the year. They cause, therefore, no prolonged interruption of farm work, 
while they allow of the pupils being employed on the business of their farms 
on three or four days each week, when they can apply the teaching they 
are receiving and discuss its bearing with those wlio are engaged m agri- 
cultural work in the field and the market. 

The instruction given at Winter Classes is not limited to a single season’s 
course. When classes have been held in a county, it is generally found, 
in two or three years, that a demand for further instruction arises among 
the past students. If there is a sufficient number of these students, a. 
second, and even a third course of a more advanced nature may e 


has 


arranged. 

Apart from the direct benefits afforded by the instruction, the scheme 
is been instrumental in stimulating agricultural development in other 
ways. Young men who have passed through the classes have, at some 
centres, formed past students’ Associations which do most useful work; m 
arranging lectures and discussions on agricultural topics establishing 
farmers’ libraries and organising ploughing matches, skilled laboiu com- 
petitions, root and grain shows, etc. The classes also excite inheres 1 . . 
experiments and demonstrations carried out by the Instructors m Agri 
ture, and the students have afforded much valuable assistance to 
Instructors in conducting this work. 

The Department desire to see the scheme adopted as soon as practicable 
in all counties where classes have not as yet been held. In counties w 
the scheme has been in operation during two or more years, County 
mittees, who have not already done so, will be well advised to consi er 
question of supplementing the elementary classes by advanced classes 
able for students who have already attended an elementary course. 

The extension of the operation of the scheme is, of course, possible on y 
so far as qualified teachers are available for the work.

MEMORANDUM ON AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 


One of the first duties which the Department undertook in 1900 was to 
organise a system of agricultural education suited to the needs of the 
country. No work was longer or more carefully considered, for none was 
regarded as of such high importance. To assist them in their labour the* 
Department had the experience of other State Departments— ripe experi- 
ence from Continental countries, from Ireland herself as well as the efforts 
at a solution of a similar problem in Great Britain, where the movement 
had been started ten years earlier. 

Suggestions from unofficial sources in this country were not wanting. 
These indicated a desire for the establishment of provincial or county 
residential colleges. The weight of evidence was, however, entirely against 
such institutions — particularly for a country such as Ireland, where the 
farms are small, the farmers poor, and labour scarce. Consideration of the 
establishment of residential colleges was therefore postponed until the 
Department’s programme, which they announced early in 1901, had been 
for some j’ears at work, and the country had gained experience on which to 
revise its judgment. 

At an early stage it was found necessary slightly to revise the original 
programme,, which lias since comprised : — 

(1.) The training of teachers and instructors in various branches of 
agriculture. 

(2.) A preliminary period of itinerant instruction. 

(3.) The carrying out of field demonstrations and experiments. 

(4.) Winter agricultural schools. 

(5.) The provision of agricultural stations to serve as eontres (a) for 
the distribution of live stock, (6) for experiments requiring a 
permanent establishment such as those on the breeding ana 
feeding of animals and the testing of new machinery and labour- 
saving appliances, and (c) where young men intending to become 
farmers might undergo an apprenticeship in farm practice. 

This programme has been steadfastly adhered to with very slight changes. 
For the training of teachers and instructors a Faculty of Agriculture was 
provided at the Royal College of Science, while fco serve the same end the 
Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, was enlarged, provided with a 
horticultural school, new equipment, and a scientific staff. Nearly one 
hundred teachers and instructors have been trained at these colleges, an 
are now at work under the Department and the County Committees of 
Agriculture. Every county has been provided with at least one itinerant 
instructor in agriculture. Winter schools were not practicable m the 
early years for want of teachers, and therefore have not been so long under 
trial as some other items in the programme. Winter classes., however, are 
now held in twenty-one counties and the number increases annually as 
teachers are trained to staff them. 

Three Agricultural Stations have been established. At each an agricul- 
tural school has also been provided, where young men who wish to become 
farmers and agree to undergo an apprenticeship are received. 

At the present moment there is under consideration the question of 
adding to the above, further provision for agricultural education m the 
following districts, viz., North-West Ulster, North-East Ulster, North 
Connaught, North Munster, and South-East Leinster. A capital sum 
remaining from the Department's surplus has been allocated for the pur* 
poao of these further educational developments. The precise manner in 
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which this provision is to be worked out has not yet been settled; but an 
idea which lias been so far largely pressed is that of establishing in these 
‘districts residential schools with farms attached. The capital expenditure 
of these schools would, it is suggested, be provided by the Department 
while unless in exceptional circumstances, then; maintenance would fall 
on the joint fund of the Agricultural Committee in whose county the school 
is situated, unless the Committees of the neighbouring counties could be 
induced to use the school and contribute to the cost of upkeep Othei ways 
for extending the provision for agricultural education in these districts 
than in the form of residential schools are to be considered. But ns several 
counties have manifested an inclination in favour of the residential school, 
it is most desirable that at this stage all those interested in the subject 
'should carefully inquire how far schools of this typo in addition to those 
already established are likely to meet the requirements of the lush farmei, 
and how far, if established, they are likely to be a success. In dealing with 
the problem the following questions among others suggest themselves. 
What is the cost of such schools and how arc they to be financed r vv 
their maintenance interfere with the success of other schemes, such as 
those for live stock? Will they be frequented by young men who are .0 
become farmers, or merely by those who are seeking a .livelihood in so •me 
ether direction? How do their cost and suitability to Irish conditions 
compare with those of winter classes? These questions find their umrer 
in the following general survey of the experience of existing toims oi 
agricultural education. 

1. — HianER Agricultural Education. 

The Department anticipated in 1900 that the demand for higher technical 
education would he amply met by the provision of a Faculty of Agriculture 
at the Roval College of Science, and by the reorganisation m connection 
therewith ‘of the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevm. Experienra has 
fully justified this forecast. Since its establishment m 1900 the Agnciu- 
tural Faculty of the Royal College of Science lias practically attraotea 
none but scholarship holders. Though the accommodation in the College 
is limited room 'could have been found for some paying students, in orner 
countries there is a demand for such instruction from sons oi landowner., 
those who are to become land agents, as well as from those quali yi g 
teachers and experts. Those who are to become farmers do not 1 4 
these colleges. But even if a demand from the farming classes 
arise in this country, accommodation can be provided m the Agri * 
Faculty of the new Royal College of Science now in course ox ei > 
with its branch at the Albert Agricultural College, which, too, is cap. 
of dealing with more students than have yet applied for admission. , 

The provision already made for higher education and for the 
training of teachers and instructors is therefore ample. 

2. — Itinerant Instruction. 

The usefulness of the Itinerant Instructor has not been exhausted after 
a few years as many anticipated. On the contrary, though the n 
his duties has somewhat changed, the need for his services has . , n 
intensified since farmers, stimulated by lectures and expenmen . &

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3. — Field Experiments. 

The value of the field experiments carried out by the Itinerant Instructor 
is perhaps not sufficiently realised. The results of these alone far more 
than justify the whole expenditure on Itinerant Instruction schemes. A 
vast number of carefully designed tests have been carried out year after 
year, and the Department are now able to place before the country in the 
most concise and definite form information of the utmost value to farmers. 
Moreover, this information is being acted upon. The effect of the experi- 
ments has been to entirely change the system of manuring in the country. 
The fertilisers offered by many leading manufacturers are now blended in 
accordance with the results of these experiments. But this work is by no 
means finished. Experiments have shown combinations of manures that 
are unsuitable as well as combinations that are profitable, but we have 
still to learn what variations might be profitable and to what extent it 
would pay a farmer to apply the best mixtures, and a new series of experi- 
ments bearing on these points has been begun this year, and at all costs 
must be continued for several years to come. Fresh problems, as farmers 
■come to understand the subject, are continually being brought to the notice 
of the Instructors, for which new additional tests have also to be arranged 
from year to year. For this work the continuance of the Itinerant 
Instructor is an absolute necessity. 

Example plots to demonstrate the results of the experiments must be 
arranged for in every district if the information is. to be widely distributed 
and made use of. For these a permanent establishment is not required. 

If such were provided, the Instructor would have to be located there, and 
■outlying districts would lose his services; in most cases farmers in remote 
parts of the county would never hoar of his work, would soon lose interest 
in it and object to pay their contribution. In this connexion the experi- 
ence at the Department’s Agricultural Station, Clonakilty, may be in- 
stanced. There experiments of the utmost value to farmers experiments 
of the most interesting and most successful order— have now been m 
progress for some years. But they are not visited and studied by farmers 
from a distance. These require that the experiments should be conducted 
near their own home and under conditions similar to those existing in the 
locality. Nor is this the experience of Clonakilty alone; it is the same at 
the other Stations. 

4. — Winter Classes. 

In the original programme it was provided that after about two years of 
itinerant instruction, including lectures to adults on general subjects, an 
important part of the work of the Instructor should be to give systematic 
technical instruction to young men on convenient days in winter at suit- 
able centres, mainly in connection with secondary schools or technical 
institutes. This arrangement, it was hoped, would meet . the need which 
undoubtedly existed for interesting young men at an age when they aie 
test able to understand and appreciate the application of science to farming 
■problems. In one detail only has the original scheme been changed, it 
yas found necessary for the convenience of pupils and to maintain the 
itinerant character of the work, to hold these classes, not at the principal 
towns where secondary and technical schools are located, but at outlying 
centres in the midst of an agricultural population. By this means it has 
been possible to bring instruction to the pupil instead of adopting the more 
■costly alternative of taking pupils to distant centres. The advantages or 
"this plan are obvious. It allows of the teacher getting about the country 
to attend to special calls for his services, to carry on field experimental 
^ork, to give occasional lectures to farmers on special subjects, to taKe 
samples of manures, feeding stuffs, and seeds which he has. to submit to 
the Department from time to time, and generally to keep . himself m close 
touch with farmers, and prevent that loss of interest in the wor o 
County Committees and growth of discontent which inevitably foLows when 
his services are confined to one or two centres only. Moreover., the system 
is well adapted to meet the needs of rural conditions. It admits of classes 
being held on two or more days in the week, and, consequently, young men 
*ho cannot be spared from their fathers’ farms every day, or even a waoie 
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day have opportunities which otherwise could never be theirs; for scarcity 
of labour makes it impossible in many instances for the most desirable 
pupils to get away for more than two or three days pei week. 

This scarcity of labour and the difficulty the farmer has of dispensing 
Lin of his sons is really the chief obstacle that has to be encoun- 
tered S Sblh i g rpernraneL system of agricultural education. It 
lias te be met however and experience has shown that the young men who 
are Jeally to succeed to the farms and who need and want techmcal instruc- 
tion in agriculture, can only be readied in numbers sufficiently large to 
have an influence in the country by developing the work of these classes 
somewhat on the present lines. 

Changes such as experience show to be necessary, may have to be made 
from time to time, but, whatever those may bo, the fundamental idea of 
the scheme cannot be abandoned. The teachers must be - brought .out rate 
convenient country places, and the class arrangements made to fit m wit 
the work of the farm. . 

The system, too, is free from those objections urged ag>»Mt 
young men together in residential colleges and towns.

Foreseeing a recurrence of the demand for resident useful* 

and colleges, the Department at an early stage took oar® , established 
ness and the demand for such institutions. They ace ^« a tion 

three agricultural stations, primarily for the purposes 
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for the distribution of sires under the Live Stock Schemes. These are at 
Athenry, Ballyhaise, and donakilty, in the West, North. _ and South 
respectively. Each was provided with comfortable residential quarters 
.and a suitable staff. Practical and technical education has been offered 
at these centres to young men who are to succeed to their fathers’ farms. 
These schools are now in their fourth session, and the experiment lias suffi- 
ciently advanced to enable us to form an opinion as to the demand for 
admission and their usef ulness as compared with other means that have 
been tried for the dissemination of agricultural knowledge. As to the 
value of the station farms for such experimental work as cannot be done on 
an ordinary farm and for the distribution of stock, there can be no ques- 
tion. For the latter purpose one of them is indispensable, viz. — that at 
Athenry, which serves as a depot and breeding centre for the special 
schemes in the congested and poorer districts of the west. We are con- 
cerned here merely with the value of the station as a means of educating 
young farmers. 

The cost of a year’s education to a youth of about 18 or 20 years of age 
at these schools largely depends on the number admitted and the staff 
provided. The smaller the school the higher the cost per pupil ; at the 
same time the smaller the number of pupils the more effective the teaching. 
Unless the number of pupils is below, say,, ten or a dozen, the school 
cannot be managed with less than three teachers, a matron, and staff of 
servants. When tlio farm is small, easily overlooked, and a fair 
proportion of time is devoted to indoor studies three teachers can 
staff a school containing provision for twenty to thirty pupils. Food 
■costs about 85. per head per week ; fire, light, attendance, washing, sundries, 
and medical attendance os.; while the cost of staff, apparatus, books, wear 
;and tear, amount to 7s. — a total of about £1 per week, or about £50 per 
student per annum, exclusive of interest on capital expenditure and depre- 
ciation of buildings. But this assumes that the school is filled. In our 
experience this has rarely occurred in the experiments under review. 
Although the fee charged for what costs about £50 is only from £3 to £15 
per student according to the size of the holding of his parent or guardian, 
the places at these institutions have rarely been fully availed of, and, 
■consequently, the cost per pupil has been thereby increased. It may bo 
■calculated, therefore, that the cost of a school to a County Committee 
would he at least £1,000 per annum in addition to such fees as are 
obtainable. This estimate assumes that the establishment is kept open for 
the greater part of the year and all the places are occupied. Compared 
with this, the cost of Winter Classes has been about £8 per student where 
the class is held on two or three daj r s per week for twenty winter weeks, a 
figure which is capable of considerable reduction. 

The low fee and the advantages offered at the residential school attract 
■certain students, but the difficulty in our experience is that they are not 
all of the right class. Sous of solicitors, of city and country merchants, 
•of country doctors, of relieving officers, of petty sessions clerks, and of 
others following iron-agricultural pursuits, seek admission in plenty. Some 
•appear to be sent to avail themselves of the education and the general 
training provided,, others because of failure in other pursuits, or because 
they are not endowed with the average ability, while still others seek 
admission in the hope that it will lead to some appointment. But the 
sons of bona fi.de farmers, those who are going to form the backbone of 
the future farming class, who most need technical education, those who 
have an opportunity of putting the teaching into practice, and, bv their 
•example, would be leaders in their localities and a credit to the school,, do 
not apply for admission in large numbers. It is not that they do not 
desire instruction, hut simply that they either cannot afford the fee or 
cannot be spared from the farm. This is easily understood when it is 

remembered that the father’s income, being solely derived from farming, 
is not only small, hut proportionate to the work he and his sons put into 
their land. It is not alone, therefore, the fee which the farmer has to 
rorego, hut what he values at a still higher rate, the return of his sons 
labour on the farm.

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Farmers 3 Institutes. 

A farmers’ institute is a building situated at a convenient railway centre, 
equipped with class rooms, laboratories and offices. The class rooms are for 
short technical courses for young farmers, the laboratories for the exami- 
nation of seeds, manures, feeding stuffs, plant and animal diseases, and 
the study of cognate subjects that can be made the object of scientific 
inquiry. 

In Ireland, so long as the laboratories and staff attached to the Depart- 
ment are sufficient to meet the needs of the country, laboratories or a 
scientific staff are not necessary. In time they might be, if the work of 
the Department progresses at the present rate. In the offices of the 
institute are transacted nil the administrative functions of the local com- 
mittee responsible for all schemes for the development and improvement 
of agriculture within the area served hy the institute. There, too, the 
instructors meet to deal with correspondence of a technical character and 
to confer with their fellow-instructors on matters affecting the usefulness 
of their work in distant parts of the country, or of the work of the institute 
itself. And here one defect in our system of itinerant instruction may be 
pointed out. At present the instructor is almost completely isolated. He 
has little or no opportunity of keeping himself up to date in matters of 
scientific interest bearing on his work. Itinerant work is at best depress- 
ing, and suffers from the lack of that stimulus to enthusiasm resulting from 
conferences of those whose minds are occupied on similar problems, and 
who have to find their pleasure in their work. 

From time to time at convenient seasons courses of short duration in 
agricultural subjects are held at the institute for those who cannot spare 
more than a few weeks from the farm. Short courses on specific subjects 
meet a great want, one which is felt in Ireland as much as in other 
countries. The Department have now accumulated results of field experi- 
ments of the utmost importance to farmers. The real value of these is not 
fully understood or appreciated, for want of a little time and guidance in 
the study of them. Meetings of young farmers at the institute for even 
one week would suffice to open up this mine of information at present 
nnavailed of by the majority of farmers ; while courses of two,, three, or 
Four weeks’ duration would suffice for stimulating an interest in, and for 
the better understanding of numerous technical problems on which infor- 
mation is continually being sought. Such an institute might even attract 
men no longer youths, if the courses were short and the subjects of engross- 
ing interest, such as those relating to the common diseases of their animals. 
Whether the institute would be used for short courses in such subjects aB 
farriery, dairying, poultry-keeping, horticulture, fruit preserving, or even 
for classes in rural domestic economy, would depend on the demand for 
them, and on the itinerant work of the county committees. 

If the institute were in the neighbourhood of a town, residential quarters 
for persons attending for instruction would not be necessary. It is cheaper 
and better to give a lodging allowance, and this should certainly be tried 
before making provision for residence. 

If it be urged that- a garden or an experimental area is needed a small 
piece of land could be procured and worked as such. A farm on which to 
demonstrate the teaching given in the class-room or for experimental pur- 
poses might or might not he added. There are few districts where the 
use of one could not be had for this purpose in the neighbourhood. It is 
of the utmost importance that the technical staff should not be tied up 
with the details of a . farm. As already pointed out, they must travel to 
distant centres, give lectures, conduct field demonstrations and experiments, 
secure samples of seeds, manures, and feeding stuffs,, for the information 
of the Department, give lessons at local winter schools at certain seasons, 
adjudicate under the farm prize scheme, anti generally collect and dissemi- 
nate information everywhere, and keep up the interest of all parts of the 
country in the work of the institute and of the county committee generally. 

Such a scheme need not cost so much as a farm school, and the magni- 
tude of the operations can be regulated according to the available income ; 
bve stock and other schemes need not be therefore curtailed in order to 
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maintain it; winter classes can be advantageously associated with it; the 
technical staff would not he tied down to one place; the committee would 
b ‘ relieved from the very irksome business of seeing to the details of the 
management of a farm; I'esidents intheout-lymg districts, havmgpenodic 
visits from the technical staff would be kept interested, and finally, if 
not so successful as the local committee desire, the establishment, unlike 
a residential college on an outlying farm, can be adapted to other purposes. 
The great disadvantage of the college farm is that it swallows up all avail- 
able funds, leaving none for development m other directions; and it com- 
mits a county to a scheme which, if once adopted, cannot be easily Ranged 
or abandoned. Moreover, a residential college entails numerous and heavy 
responsibilities, known only to those who have had experience of them. 

Development of Winter Classes. 

But the institute is merely a desirable alternative to the residential 
college and it's farm, and a comity committee need not provide either tlw 
one or the other if it is satisfied with a well organised and improved system 
of Winter Classes. An institute is not. however incompatible jvith Winter 
•Classes; on the contrary, the one ought to re-act favourably on the other. 

The Winter Classes as at present conducted labour under certain 
disadvantages : — 

1. The most desirable pupils are often too backward ill general educa- 
tion to enable them to make the most of the instruction provided. 

2. The time available-two or throe days weekly during one winter- 
is not sufficient to make a lasting and effective impression on the student, 
or to deal with all the subjects in which he is interested and m whieii m 
requires technical knowledge. 

3. Instruction cannot be provided at a sufficient number of centres 
owing to the lack of funds. 

To overcome these difficulties to some extent it is suggested that to future 
County Committees should arrange for preliminary courses 111 i 
arithmetic for young men who intend to enter W inter Classes for t X 

of technical agriculture. These preliminary courses should be ^ 

-evening or day as determined by circumstances, and show. . , i c 

hy a National School teacher or other teachers as considered desirao .

APARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION 
FOR IRELAND. 

Copy of a Resolution adopted by the Department’s Advisory Com- 
mittee on Horse-breeding at a meeting held on the 23rd J une, 1909. 

Resolved : — 

I That this Committee are unanimously of the opinion that the efforts 
of the Department and the local authorities to improve the breeds of 
horses in Ireland are being, and will continue to be, seriously hampered, 
and to a great extent, nullified so long as no supervision or control is 
exercised over the very large number of stallions, standing in Ireland for 
public service, which do not come within the operations of the Department’s 
scheme. To remedy this state of things the Committee strongly 
recommend — 

(1) That, with the exception of thoroughbred stallions entered in 
the General Stud-book, no stallion should be permitted to stand for 
public use unless such stallion has been licensed by the Department; 
and 

(2) That no stallion should be licensed unless passed by the Depart- 
ment as free from hereditary disease and as being up to a certain 
standard of excellence or suitability for breeding purposes; this stan- 
dard, however, should not at first be so high as to interfere injuriously 
with the present race of stallions in the country. 

H. That this Committee commend this matter to the special attention of 
the Vice-President with a view to the immediate introduction by him of 
a Bill to give legislative effect to the foregoing recommendations.

Bee Pest Prevention ( Ireland ) Act , 1908, and Bee Pest Prevention 
( Ireland ) Regulations, 1909. 

Sir, — I have to transmit,, for the information of your Committee, the 
accompanying copy of the Regulations made by the Department in pur- 
suance of the Bee Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908. 

The Department desire to direct the attention of your Committee to 
Section 11 of the Act, which provides that the powers and duties of the 
Council of every county, other than a County Borough, under the Act shall 
be exercised and discharged by and through the County Committee of Agri- 
culture. The responsibility of administering the Act in the rural districts 
of County * devolves therefore upon your Committee. 

R 
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The first matter to be considered is the appointment of officers for the 
purpose of the execution of the Act, and in this connection I have to 
acquaint you that the Department consider it desirable that the duties 
of Local Inspectors should be discharged by Mr. ? tJle 

Horticultural Instructor employed by the Committee. It will be necessary 
for the Committee to pass a resolution on the lines of the accompanying 
draft A giving the Instructor the authority provided for in Section 2 (1) 
of the Act. Mr. should be furnished with a certified 

copy of this resolution. The only additional expense which this appoint- 
ment will involve will be a small increase in the Instructor's travelling 
expenses. 

Under Section 1 of the Act., any person who has bees affected or suspected 
of being affected with Foul Brood is bound under penalty to notify the fact 
to the Local Authority, and Clause 4 (a) of the ltegulations prescribes chat 
such notice shall be in writing addressed to tbe Executive Officer of the 
Local Authority, i.e.. the Secretary of the County Committee of Agricul- 
ture. 

On receiving in any manner notification of the existence or supposed 
existence of disease " you should communicate witli the Horticultural 
Instructor, who should visit the apiary in question as soon as practicable, 
and furnish a report to the County Committee on the lines indicated in 
Clause 6 (1) of the Regulations. The Instructor should be advised to 
confine any recommendations as to treatment, which lie may think it desir- 
able to make, to the methods set out in detail in the Department’s leaflet 
No. 48. This leaflet is at present under revision. 

No action should be taken on any such report until it has been sub- 
mitted to and considered by the Committee, who, if they approve of the 
recommendations made by the Instructor, should direct that a Notice be 
served on the beekeeper requiring him to adopt such measures as are 
recommended in the Instructor’s report. The Notice must be in the form 
set out in the Schedule to the Regulations, and may be signed either by the 
Secretary to the County Committee, or by the Instructor, as the Committee 
may decide. It is suggested, however, that these notices should be signed by 
the Secretary only who should be formally appointed by resolution of the 
Committee as executive officer under Section 9 of the Act. The resolution 
in this case should be on the lines of attached draft B. 

In counties in which provision has been made for the payment of com- 
pensation to beekeepers' for bees, articles and appliances destroyed in pur- 
suance of Notices served on thorn under the Act, the County Committee 
will have at the outset to fix a scale of compensation at a rate not exceed- 
ing that laid down in Clause 10 of the Regulations. When considering 
claims for compensation the Committee should have special regard to the 
reports submitted by the Instructors in the first instance, and should 
satisfy themselves that the Notices issued by their direction have been 
duly complied with in every respect. 

Application for the Department’s sanction to each payment in respect of 
compensation should be mado on Form A. 140,. and should be accompanied 
by all the documents relating to the case. Payment cannot be made in 
any instance in anticipation of such sanction. 

It will be necessary for you to keep accurate records of all cases of Foul 
Brood reported in the county, in order that you may be in a position to 
furnish the Department in due course with the returns required by 
Clause 12 of the Regulations. 

I have to add that further copies of the Regulations may be had free 
of charge on application to the Department, and that copies of the Bee 
Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908, may be procured from Mr. E. Pon- 
sonby, 116 Grafton Street, Dublin, price Id. each postage extra.

BEE PEST PREVENTION (IRELAND) REGULATIONS, 1909. 


Dated , 3rd June, 1909. 

The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, 
in pursuance of the Bee Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908, hereby 
make the following Regulations : — 

Short Title. 

1. These Regulations may be cited as the Bee Pest Prevention (Ire- 
land) Regulations, 1909. 

Commencement. 

2. These Regulations shall take effect on the date hereof, and shall 
remain in force until altered or revoked by the Department. 

Definitions. 

3. In these Regulations — 

“ Bee-keeper ” means a person who owns, keeps, or has charge of 
bees, articles, or appliances used in connection with bee-keeping. 

“ Premises ” means the entire of the holding or place on which the 
bees are kept. 

“ Stock ” means the living bee population of a hive with its brood. 

11 Hive ” means a hive, together with all articles and fittings therein 
and coverings thereon. 

“Articles” includes wax and honey. 

“ Diseased Hive or Stock ” means a hive or stock, the bees, brood, 
or comb of which in the opinion of the Inspector is affected in any 
way by Foul Brood. 

“ Destruction ” means destruction by burning. 

“ Reasonable times ” means any time from the 1st of April to 31st 
October inclusive, when bees are flying on the premises _to.be 
inspected or in apiaries, if any, on other premises in the district, 
and when the weather conditions are favourable. 
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c( Executive Officer of the Local Authority ” means, in the case of a 
County Borough or an Urban District, the Town Clerk or Clerk of 
such County Borough or Urban District ; and, in all other cases the 
Secretary of the County Committee of Agriculture. 

“Inspector” means an officer of the Department or of the Local 
Authority duly authorised under Section 2 (1) of the Act. 

Other expressions have the same respective meanings as in the Act. 


Manner in which Notices are to be given. 

4. (a.) The notice required by Section 1 of the Act to be given by a 
bee-keeper shall be in writing, signed by the bee-keeper, and addressed 
by him to the Executive Officer of the Local Authority. 

(b.) The notice referred to in Section 3 (2) of the Act shall be in writing 
signed by the Executive Officer of the Local Authority or by an Inspector 

5. A notice shall be deemed to have been served on a person if it is 
delivered to him personally, or left for him at his last known place of 
abode or business, or sent through the post in a letter addressed to him 
there; and a notice or other document purporting to be signed, as pro- 
vided above shall be priina facie evidence that it was so signed and duly 
authorised by the Department or by the Local Authority, as the case 
may be. 


Measures for Preventing Spread of Disease. 

6. (1) On entering any premises in which bees are kept, the Inspector 
may take such steps as in his opinion may be necessary to determine 
whether the disease exists or has recently existed on said premises, and 
shall , without delay, forward to the Department or to the Local Authority, 
a e the case may be, a report on the facts of the case. If Foul Brood is 
found to exist on the premises inspected, the report shall contain a 
short and concise statement of the methods of treatment,, if any, which 
the Inspector recommends should be carried out by the bee-keeper. If 
the Inspector in his report advises destruction, he shall also state, 
approximately the amount, if any, payable in accordance with the scale 
of compensation, if any, adopted by the Local Authority. 

(2.) (a.) The Local Authority shall decide ns to the action to be taken 
in each case reported by their Inspector, and shall cause to be served on 
the bee-keeper, either by their Executive Officer or by the Inspector, a 
notice in the Form A set out in the Schedule, or as near thereto as prac- 
ticable, requiring him to carry out within three days from the date of 
such notice the measures for cleaning, disinfection, and destruction 
specified therein. 

(6.) The Department may cause a like notice to he served in cases 
reported by their Inspector. 

(3.) The bee-keeper shall notify in writing to the Local Authority or 
to the Department, as the cose may be, the date on which he complied 
with the requirements of said notice. 

7. The Inspector shall take all reasonable precautions to prevent the 
disease being carried by him from an infected apiary to another apiary, 
whether infected or not. 

8. If the bee-keeper so desires, the Inspector, when inspecting an apiary, 
shall permit the bee-keeper to manipulate the stocks to he dealt with, 
provided that the bee-keeper acts in all respects to the Inspector s satis- 
faction. 

9. If necessary for the proper examination of comb in a fixed comb 
hive, the Inspector may cut out a portion of the brood comb. 
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Scale of Compensation. 


10. Compensation for tile destruction of bees, articles, and appliances 
may be allowed by a Local Authority at a rate not exceeding the 
following : — 


For a stock in a mov- 
able frame hive. 


For a stock in a fixed 
couib hive. 

For a movable frame 
hive. 


One shilling in respect of each frame which 
in the Inspector’s opinion is well covered 
with bees, subject to a maximum of five 
shillings. 

Two shillings and sixpence. 

Five shillings. 


Making and Determination of Claims. 

11 . (a.) Any bee-keeper whose bees, articles, and appliances have been 
destroyed under these regulations, and who has complied in every respect 
with the Notice served on him may claim compensation for such destruc- 
tion from the Local Authority, provided such Local Authority has adopted 
the resolution referred to in Section 6 (3) of the Act. The claim shall be 
made in writing within fourteen days following the date of the said 
Notice, and shall contain particulars of the items in respect of which com- 
pensation is claimed and the amount of such compensation for each item. 

(6.) The said Local Authority, which has adopted the resolution above 
mentioned, shall take such claim into consideration at the earliest date 
practicable and shall, subject to these regulations, decide as to the amount 

of compensation. 

(c.) Compensation shall uc/b in any case be paid by a Local Authority 
until after receipt of the written direction of the Department for pay- 
ment and their written sanction to the amount proposed to be paid. 


Annual Eeturns. 

12. Not later than the 14th day of October in each year the Local 
Authority shall forward to the Department a return, in the Form B. set 
out in the Schedule, of all cases reported to them under the Act within 
the twelve months ended the 30th day of September previous.

With the object of assisting Irish Producers m bringing their products 
under the notice of the Grocery, Provision, and Allied Trades, as well as 
of the public generally, the Department will from time to time mako 
arrangements with the promoters of Exhibitions held in connection with 
Grocers’ Associations, and of other suitable shows, for space on which 
to erect stands for the display of Irish agricultural products. 

The various articles that may be exhibited on these stands, and the 
conditions on which such exhibits will be accepted, are sot forth in the 
following regulations, and on Form A 94 (6) wlnoli will bo issued in 
respect of each particular show. 

Regulations. 


(Subject to modification by the special regulations on Form .1 94 (b) ). 

1. All articles offered for exhibition must have been produced or manu- 
factured in Ireland. A declaration to this effect will be required from 
each exhibitor (see Form A 94). Preference will be given to exhibits of 
articles in the fostering of the production of which tile Department are 
specially interested, but the Department reserve the right of refusing 
any application. 

2. The following products may be exhibited : — 

Class I.— Cream; Butter; Cheese; Condensed. Milk; Dried Milk. 

(See special conditions ( Regulation No. 16) applicable to 
Exhibits in this class.) 

II. — Bacon; Hams; Lard; Potted and Tinned Meats, Sausages; 
Meat Soups and Sauces. 

Ill —Bottled, Canned, and Pulped Fruits; Jams and Jellies; Con- 
fectionery; Pickles. 

„ IV. — Cider; Home-made Wines. 

„ V. — Dried Vegetables; Vegetable Soups. 

„ VI.— Eggs; Honey. 

„ VII.— Oatmeal. 

„ VIII. — Tinned, Dried, and Preserved Fish. 

,, IX. — Irish-grown Tobacco. 

,. X.— Potatoes (seed or eating). — Seed potato samples to consist of 

twelve tubers of each variety exhibited, packed in separate 
bags and named. Eating potato samples to consist of 
14 lbs. of tubers, each sample to he named and packed in 
a new canvas seed bag. 

„ XI. — Oats, seed or feeding — 14 lb. samples in new white canvas

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3. Entrance fees as specified below will be charged for accepted exhibits; 
in each case the entrance fee will cover an entire exhibit of any or all of 
the products in one class, but will not cover an entry in any other class.

Creameries registered under the Department’s scheme which have 
attained a position considered satisfactory by the Department in recent 
Surprise Butter Competitions will be allowed to enter exhibits in Class 
I. at a reduced fee of 10s. 

Entry fees will not be returned, except when applications are declined. 

4. Arrangements will be made for Tasting Stalls for (1) Butter, Cheese, 
and Cream; (2) Jams, Jellies, Bottled, Canned, and Pulped Fruits; and 
(3) Cider and Home-made Wines. Exhibitors may arrange to have a 
selection of their exhibits of these articles shown on the Tasting Stalls 
free of charge. Samples for this purpose must be provided free. The 
Department will provide attendants to show samples for tasting. Repre- 
sentatives of exhibitors will be permitted to use the tasting stalls to 
show their firms' productions. 

5. Approved exhibitors, on payment of 40s. extra fee, will, so far as 
space permits, be allotted floor space for their sole use L . in addition to 
their exhibit on the main Stand, to show, and subject to the special regula- 
tions of the Exhibition authorities, to give, or sell tasting samples of their 
goods; they must erect and decorate their own Stands on the spaces 
allotted to them, and provide their own attendants. 

6. Flowers, from approved Irish growers, will be displayed on the Stands 
free of charge if the exhibitors will undertake to supply fresh blooms daily 
for this purpose. 

7. All exhibits except Poultry. Cream, and Butter must be delivered 
at the place of Exhibition not later than 11 o’clock on the week-day 
preceding the first day of the Show. Exhibits arriving after that hour 
will not be accepted. Address labels, which will be sent to each exhibitor, 
must be carefully affixed to exhibits forwarded to the Exhibition. Exhibits 
will not be accepted unless carriage is prepaid to the place of exhibition. 
For instructions as to forwarding Poultry, see Form A 94 (b). 

8. The Department will take all ordinary care of exhibits, but will not 
be responsible for any loss or damage which may occur thereto, before, 
during, or after the Exhibition ; nor will the Department be responsible 
for any financial loss which exhibitors may incur by reason of failure to 
dispose of exhibits at prices demanded therefor by exhibitors. 

9. Exhibitors will be required to state on Form A 94 what they wish 
to have done with their exhibits at the close of the Exhibition; and if it 
is desired that exhibits should be sold, a pro forma invoice must be 
supplied when the goods are forwarded, on which should be stated the 
lowest prices which are to be accepted for the exhibits. Any expenses 
incurred on account of carriage, cartage, commission, etc., in selling 
exhibits, will be deducted from the sums obtained, before remitting 
proceeds to exhibitors. If the Department’s representative cannot sell the 
exhibits at the prices named, or if no instructions are sent as to the 
disposal of exhibits, they will be returned to exhibitors, carriage forward. 
This does not, however, apply to perishable exhibits, which will be 
accepted only on the understanding that they shall be sold during the 
Exhibition for the best prices obtainable. 

10. The Department re.se rve to themselves the right, without assigning 
any reason, (a) to decline to place any exhibit on the stand, or (6) to 
remove it if, having regard to its condition, appearance, or for any other 
reason, it is not considered desirable to expose it; the Department’s 
representative at the Exhibition to be the sole judge in this and any other 
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matters connected with the exhibit. The Department will arrange for the 
staging of exhibits. All exhibits will he removed from the Exhibition 
before the expiration of two days after its close. 

11. The Department reserve the right to limit any exhibit as to size 
or quantity. If the number of exhibits entered for the Exhibition is more 
than can be staged, the Department may make a selection from the 
exhibits, but in doing so they will, as far as possible, consult the wishes 
of the exhibitors. 

12. The Department’s representative will transmit inquiries and distri- 
bute Price Lists on behalf of exhibitors, but will not take orders nor quote 
prices verbally. 

13. Plain white printed cards giving the name and address of each 
exhibitor will be provided by the Department and placed on exhibits of 
Eggs and Butter. Show-cards for other exhibits must be provided by 
exhibitors, and will not be displayed unless approved by the Department. 
Exhibitors must attach their ordinary labels or brands to the articles sent 
for exhibition. 

14. Exhibitors are specially requested to have an accredited representa- 
tive or local agent in attendance to take orders, so that they may derive 
full benefit from their exhibits. Any agent or representative attending 
the Department’s Stand on behalf of an exhibitor should present a letter 
to the Department’s representative authorising him to do so. In the 
event of exhibitors being unable to arrange for the attendance of repre- 
sentatives, they should not fail to send price lists for distribution. 

15. Margarine must only be exhibited in packages approved by the 
Department, samples of which must be submitted with Form A 94. 

16. (1.) Exhibitors of “Cream” must forward dai'y a quarter or half- 
pint sample of fresh cream. 

(2.) Exhibitors of “Butter” must forward daily a lib. sample, 
enclosed in parchment and carton. No butter other than these tast- 
ing samples should be forwarded. 

Note. — The samples of cream or butter should be packed in a 
‘ ‘ wooden ” box., and forwarded by parcel or letter post so as to 
arrive by first post oil the morning of each day of the Exhibition. 

(3.) Exhibitors of “ Cheese ” must provide samples for tasting; other- 
wise one of the cheeses exhibited will be cut for this purpose. 

(4.) Exhibitors of “ Condensed Milk ” or “ Dried Milk ” must pro- 
vide samp'es for examination. 

(o.) Non-compliance with the above rules will cause the name of 
the exhibitor to be removed from the Stand. 

(6.) An exhibitor of cream may forward one sample of each or any 
of the following : — 

(a) £, or 1 pint jars, tins, or other vessels (all empty), labelled 

and sealed as usual, and packed in a non-returnable wooden 

box. 

(b) 5 to 10-gallon “non-returnable” tin (empty), suitable for 
transit. 

See also Special Regulations (Form A 94 (5) ) for each show. 

(( .) An exhibitor of butter may forward one sample of each or any 
of the following : — 

(а) 112 lb. kiel (empty). 

(б) 56 lb. keg (empty). 

(c) 56 lb. pyramid box (empty). 

(d) 28 lb. pyramid box (empty). 

(fl) box containing fifty-four 1 lb. cartons (empty). 

(/) box containing twenty-four lib. cartons (empty). 

{ q ) box containing twelve 1 lb. cartons (empty). 

(/t) box containing twenty-four lb. cartons (empty). 

(z) a firkin^ (empty), for fanners’ butter made and packed at a 
farm. (Exporters only may exhibit this package). 
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(8.) The packages forwarded must, for the sake of uniformity, comply 
with the specifications for these packages adopted as standards or 
approved by the Department. Copies of the specifications can be had 
on application to the Department. Packages of heavy mill-board may 
be used for (/), (»), and (A). 

(9.) The packages should be clearly branded on the ends or sides 
with the name or registered trade mark of the exhibitor, and in the 
case of butter the kind of butter contained therein should be clearly 
indicated. 

(10.) It is also desirable that the “ Irish Trade Mark ” should be 
used in connection with the exhibits. 

(11.) Cartons to contain butter should have the name or registered 
trade mark of the exhibitor printed thereon. 

17. In cases of dispute in regard to the interpretation of any of these 
regulations, or in any matters that may arise in connection with the 
exhibit, the Department’s decision shall he final. 

18. Entries for exhibits on the Department’s Stand will only be accepted 
on the understanding that the exhibitor agrees to accept and comply with 
the above-mentioned conditions and regulations, and with those issued 
by the Exhibition authorities. 

19. Special regulations and conditions ( Form A 94 (5) ) will be. issued r?i 
connection with each Show or Exhibition. Intending exhibitors should 
read them carefully , and note in what respects the above standing regula- 
tions may be thereby qualified.

EXPLANATORY CIRCULAR TO MANAGERS AND PRINCIPALS. 


Department of Agriculture and 


Technical Instruction for Ireland, 


Upper Mkrrion Street, Dublin, 

July, 1909. 


Sir, or Madam, 

The Regulations for the teaching of Experimental Science, Drawing, 
Manual Instruction, and Domestic Economy in Day Secondary Schools, 
which were in operation during the academic year 1908-9, will continue 
in force, without alteration, during the year 1909-10. 

The Syllabuses of the courses of instruction, as well as the Prefatory 
Note to the Syllabuses in Experimental Science, may be obtained separately 
for general distribution among teachers. 

The Department have observed that in previous years it has been a 
practice in some schools to allow students under twelve years of age to 
attend instruction in the First Year Syllabuses of the Preliminary Course. 
Such students have then , in the following Session , been permitted to enter 
the classes following the Second Year Syllabuses , and grants : have been 
claimed upon the instruction afforded a<t^ the rates appropriate to the 
Second Year. The Department are of opinion that, as a rule , students 
under twelve years of age are not capable of taking full advantage of 
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instruction in the First Year Syllabuses, and they will therefore require 
that, in future, students attending classes in the First Year Syllabuses 
before completing their twelfth year, shall repeat those Syllabuses before 
proceeding to the Course for the Second Year. ' 

In regard to the cases of pupils who may, under Regulation II. 6 be 
working a second time through any Syllabus of the Programme 
attention is again directed to the fact that pupils who are 
capable of profiting by promotion to a higher course should not be per- 
mitted to repeat the previous year’s course. The Department will with- 
hold grants in respect of instruction given to pupils who may repeat the 
course of any year if, in the opinion of the Inspector, those pupils had 
made such progress as would enable them to take, with advantage the 
work prescribed for the subsequent year, and in no case will pupils’ who 
were presented to the Department’s Inspectors for the practical test for 
Honours candidates, in connection with the examinations of the Inter- 
mediate Education Board for Ireland^ be accepted for grants on account 
of a repetition of the same course. As soon as the Managers have decided 
on the arrangements to be made for the classes to be held 
during the session, the names of all pupils who propose to work a 
second time through one of the Syllabuses of the Programme should be 
notified to these Offices on Form S. 256, in order that the Department’s 
decision in regard to the payment or otherwise of grants in each case may 
be issued to the Managers at the beginning of the school session. 

The efficiency of the instruction will, as hitherto, be tested by inspection 
as a rule without notice. During the latter part of the school session,! 
however, notice will be given of a visit of Special Inspection for that 
session. At all visits it will be within the discretion of the Inspector to 
test any or all of the classes by practical exercises in the laboratory, or 
by viva voce examination of classes or of individuals, or by written exami- 
nations, or by a combination of these methods. It should be observed 
that the rates of payment may be increased by one-tenth or reduced by 
one or more tenths, as the Department, on consideration of the Inspector’s 
report, may determine. Reduction by more tenths than one will be excep- 
tional. In cases in which such exceptional treatment is necessary, the 
Department will in all probability adopt the alternative of giving a 
reasonable warning, and. unless marked improvement follows, will remove 
such a school from the list of those aided by the system of grants. 

The qualifications required of teachers are set out in Circulars 16, 23, 
24, and 25. The Department reserve the right to withdraw recognition 
of a teacher’s qualifications should circumstances occur to render such a 
course desirable. 

Summer Courses for Teachers will be continued as heretofore, but it is 
hoped that they will shortly have satisfied the need of qualifying teachers, 
and will develop into “ Post Graduate ” Courses on special subjects for 
those already qualified. The Special Course in Physics of the Department's 
Programme for Day Secondary Schools now comprises three Syllabuses. 
The first is a Third Year Course in General Physics and Heat, to which 
Magnetism and Electricity may be added if School Managers desire. The 
remaining Syllabuses are both Fourth Year Courses, either of which may 
be taken at the option of School Managers. The first of these Syllabuses 
(Course A.) deals with Wave Motion , Sound , and Eight and Badiant'lleat. 
The. subject of the second Syllabus (Course B.) is Electricity and Mag- 
netism. Teachers who desire to secure the Irish Secondary Teachers' 
Certificate in Physics, under the conditions set out at Section I. 2 (page 17) 
of Circular 23, will be required to successfully attend five Summer, or 
Special Courses of instruction. Two of these courses must be in the First 
and Second Year Syllabuses of the Preliminary Course, and three in the 
three syllabuses comprised in the Special Course in Physics. Teachers 
taking out this certificate will be admitted to a course in Laboratory Arts 
as a Sixth Year Course, but attendance at a course in Laboratory Arts 
will not be accepted in lieu of successful attendance at a course in any 
one of the three syllabuses of the Special Course in Physics. These, regula- 
tions will not apply to teachers who have, previous to the Is* July, 1909, 
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secured provisional recognition as teachers of the Third Year Syllabus of 
the Special Course m 1 hystcs. Such teachers may secure the Irish Secon- 
dary Teachers' Certificate by successfully attending a Summer Course in 
Electricity and Magnetism and a course in Laboratory Arts or by success- 
fully attending a Summer Course in Electricity and Magnetism and 
repeating any one of the Syllabuses of the Special Course in Physics. 


The details of the arrangements by which schools and pupils may obtain 
recognition under the regulations of the Intermediate Education Board for 
proficiency m Experimental Science, Drawing, and Domestic Economy 
as well as the conditions required for a Pass in these subjects, are pub- 
lished m the Rules of that Board. 1

REGULATIONS FOR. THE ADMINISTRATION AND DISTRIBUTION 
OF GRANTS FOR EXPERIMENTAL SCIENCE * DRAWING 
MANUAL INSTRUCTION, AND DOMESTIC ECONOMY IN DAY 
SECONDARY SCHOOLS IN IRELAND Y 


I. Subjects. 


1. Experimental Science shall mean such a system of instruction in 
Physical and Natural Science as will involve the greater part of the work 
being done by the pupils themselves in an approved laboratory. 

2 Drawing shall mean a system of instruction in Freehand, Object 
Model, and Geometrical Drawing, and Modelling. 

3. Manual Instruction shall include instruction in the use of tools 
employed m Wood or Metal-working, and drawing in connection therewith 

4. Domestic Economy shall include Cookery and Home-sewing, and may 
include Laundry-work or any other form of practical instruction in house- 
hold management of which the Department may approve. 


5. No scheme will be approved unless the Department are satisfied that 
due provision is made for the instruction of the pupils in the other main 
branches of a general education. 


II. Grants. 

Grants in respect of courses of instruction in Experimental Science, 
Drawing, Manual Instruction, and Domestic Economy, may be made, in 
accordance with the following regulations, to Day Secondary Schools in 
which sufficient provision is made for instruction in the other main branches 
of a general education : — 

1. Grants shall be payable in respect of attendances made by those 
studeuts only who are twelve years of age on or before the 31st day of 
May in the calendar year in which the course is entered upon, and who 
have completed an education which would entitle them to be placed in 
the Sixth Class of a school under the Board of National Education in 
Ireland. Pupils on the roll of a National School are not eligible for 
attendance grants. 

2. Grants shall be payable in respect of attendances made by the pupils 
of those schools only which have been approved by the Department.

3. Grants on the average attendance of duly qualified pupils will be 
made for each hour of instruction per week throughout the school year, 
according to the following scale : — 

Experimental Science— 10s. for the first year of the course; 12s. 6d 
for the second year of the course ; 15s. for the. third year of the course’ 
and 20s. for the fourth year of the course. 

Domestic Economy (as a Special Course). — 8s. for the third or fourth 
years of the course. 

Drawing.— 5s. for the first year of the course; 6s. for the second year 
of the course ; 7s. for the third or fourth years of the course. 

Manual Instruction and Domestic Economy ( Auxiliary Courses).— 6s. 
for the first year of the course; 7s. for the second year of the course ; 
8s. for the third or fourth years of the course. 

4. The numbers on which grants for each subject are to be calculated, 
at the foregoing rates, shall be determined by adding together the total 
number of hours of attendance made by all the pupils in that subject (at 
the approved time-table hours), and dividing by forty,, the normal school 
year being regarded as of forty weeks. 

5. The syllabuses of instruction, “ first year” and “second year” of 
the Preliminary, and “ third year and “ fourth year ” of the Special 
Courses, correspond with the “ first year.” “ second year,” etc., rates of 
payment. 

6. Grants will be payable in respect of the attendances of any one 
pupil for not more than two years in the Syllabus of the First or Second 
Year of the Preliminary Course, or of the Third Year of 
any Special Course, and for not more than one year in the 
Syllabus of the Fourth Year of any Special Course. Payments will not 
be made in respect of any one pupil for more than five years in all. It 
is not obligatory that the claims should be made in consecutive academic 
years. 

7. Grants will not be paid in respect of pupils who are reported by 
the Department’s Inspectors as unfit to attend the Courses in which they 
have been receiving instruction. 

III. Conditions op Grants. 

1. The courses of instruction should begin in August or September of 
any year and must be continuous throughout the school year. The hours 
per week devoted to the course must be fairly distributed throughout the 
week. In exceptional circumstances, where previous application has been 
made, the Department may sanction another arrangement. Deviations 
from the approved time-table, unless previously sanctioned, will be 
regarded as a serious irregularity. 

2. Claims for attendance grants may bo prof erred on behalf of those 
students only who have punctually and regularly attended instruction in 
all the obligatory subjects of the Preliminary, or of a Special course. 

3. Claims for attendance grants may be preferred on behalf of those 
students only who have been registered as in attendance at instruction 
in each of the proscribed subjects on or before the 1st day of November 
in any academic year. 

4. Grants will not bo payable in respect of the attendances of pupils 
of any school which, after working for one academic year in accordance 
with the Department’s regulations, has not the two years’ Preliminary 
Course in operation. 

5. Grants will not be payable in respect of attendances at Manual 
Instruction or Domestic Economy (Auxiliary Courses) in any year> e ? ce P“ 
in the case of pupils who have attended instruction in the Preliminary 
Course of Experimental Science and Drawing or in one of the subjects or 
a Special Course, in that year, in accordance with the Regulations. 
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6. Grants will not be payable in respect of the attendances of a pupil 
at instruction in a subject of the fourth year, which was not the subject 
in respect of winch a claim was made on behalf of the same pupil in the 
third year ; except in the case of Geology. 

7. Grants will be made only upon a satisfactory report by an Inspector 

of the Department. The Inspector will satisfy himself not only that the 
attendances on winch the claim is based have actually been made but 
also that the instruction is of a class superior to that given in Elementarv 
Schools. 3 


8. The grant to be made in respect of any subject of any year in 
accordance with the foregoing regulations, may, in exceptional cases be 
increased by one-tenth when the Inspector of the Department is of opinion 
that the work is of conspicuous merit. It may also be reduced by one 
or more tenths for defects of equipment, or of organisation, or of instruc- 
tion, or for'any other cause which may tend to lessen the efficiency of the 
work done. 

IV. Registration. 


Attendance registers will he supplied by the Department upon receipt 
of the form of application for recognition of the classes (Form S 44) ■ 
attendances not registered in tile maimer indicated on the official registers 
or registered before the receipt of Form S. 44 will be disregarded. A 
class may not bo said to have begun until attendances are so registered. 


V. Courses of Instruction. 
1. The Courses of Instruction include : — 


(a } A Preliminary (two year) Course, which is obligatory on all 
pupils and on all schools claiming grants under these regulations, and 
(6.) Si’ectal Courses, which are optional. 

2. The Preliminary (two year) Course may vary according to the 
character of the school ; but it shall include Experimental Science and 
Drawing; and not less than three hours per week shall be devoted to 
Experimental Science, and not less than one hour per week to Drawing. 

In schools claiming grants for more than six hours’ instruction in the 
Preliminary Course m any week, Manual Instruction or Domestic 
Economy must form part of the Preliminary Course; and. in such 
cases at least one and a-lialf hours instruction per week must be de- 
voted to oiio of those subjects.* 


In Schools also which do not provide instruction in one of the Special 
Courses , or whose Special Course has not been recognised by the Depart- 
-i? 1 ' ^^amchmee grants, Manual Instruction or Domestic Economy, 
with Experimental Science and Drawing, shall constitute the Pre- 
liminary Course; and in order that the Preliminary Course in such 
schools may bo recognised, the time-table must show that at least six 
hours instruction per week is devoted to those three subjects. 

3. A Special Course must include one, but may not include more 
than three, of the undermentioned subjects,, to which Manual Instruc- 
tion or Domestic Economy (unless taken as a Special Course) may be 
added. ^ Managers will he allowed much latitude in selecting the subject 
or subjects most suitable to their own schools. 


Managers desiring to have the special courses of their schools recog- 
nised will bo required to show that a fair proportion of the pupils who 
have worked through the Preliminary Course are prepared to attend the 
Special Course; that not loss than three hours per week are to be 
devoted to each subject of the Special Course; and that at least one- 
third of the time is to bo assigned to theoretical instruction. 

Not more than six hours per week may be considered when computing 
the total number of hours of attendance at a subject included in a 
•Special Course.* 


* Attendance at Special Inspections may be claimed on, in addition to 
the hours sot apart in the general time-table. 
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4. The subjects of the Preliminary and Special Courses shall be fol- 
lowed in the order prescribed in the Department’s published Syllabuses" 
.and pupils may not be admitted^ to any course, who have not worked 
satisfactorily through the preceding, or equivalent courses. 

5. The subjects of the Special Courses are : — 

(1.) Physics : Third Year— General Physics, Heat, and ( optional ) 
Electricity and Magnetism; fourth year — (a) Wave Motion 
Sound, and Light and Radiant Heat, or (b) Electricity and 
Magnetism. (Either or both fourth year syllabuses may be 
taken). 

(2.) Chemistry : Third year — Inorganic Chemistry; fourth year- 
inorganic Chemistry, with some Elementary Organic 
Chemistry. 

(3.) Mechanical Science: Third year syllabus; fourth year syllabus. 

(4.) Natural Science: — 

(a.) Botany : Third year syllabus ; fourth year syllabus. 

(6.) Physiology and Hygiene: Third year syllabus; fourth 
year syllabus. 

(c.) Geology : A fourth year subject. 

Each of these divisions of Natural Science will count as one 
subject in the manner indicated. 

(o.) Domestic Economy (Special Course) : Third year syllabus- 
fourth year syllabus. 

(6.) Drawing: Third year syllabus; fourth year syllabus. 

VI. Laboratories. 

No grant will be made for instruction unless due provision is made 
for experimental work in Science,, on the part of the pupils, in properly 
equipped and approved laboratories. 

VII. Duration of Lessons. 

1. Practical instruction in Science, Manual Instruction and Domestic 
Economy, must be given in lessons of at least eighty minutes’ duration. 

2. Lessons of less than forty minutes’ duration will not be considered 
m computing the “ total number of hours of attendance.” 

3. The minimum time per week recognised for grants on behalf of 
attendance at Manual Instruction or Domestic Economy is one and 
a-half hour. 

4. The time-table of the school must be so arranged as to leave suffi- 
cient time to the teacher for preparation of laboratory work. 

VIII. Size of Classes. 

f more than forty pupils shall be taken at a time by one teacher 

tor theoretical Instruction, nor more than twenty for Practical Instruc- 
tion m any subject, unless an assistant recognised by the Department is 
provided. In that case the number for Practical Instruction may be 
increased to thirty. Instruction in Drawing may, for this purpose, be 
regarded as theoretical instruction. 

Where classes for practical instruction are small,, concurrent in- 
struction m two subjects may be exceptionally allowed, but the approval 
ot the Department must be obtained in each case. 

3 Concurrent instruction in the first and second year syllabus of the 
, , re iminai 7 Course in Drawing will be allowed under one teacher where 
the number of pupils under instruction docs not exceed thirty. 

IX. General Conditions. 

1. The qualifications of the teachers and assistant teachers, and the 
time-table of the school must be approved hy the Department. 
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2. It shall be a condition of grants being made, that, except in the 
case of teachers who give their services gratuitously, a fixed salary shall 
be paid to the teachers of the classes,, either in respect of these classes 
or of their work in the school as a whole ; that a reasonable sum of 
money shall be provided for the upkeep of the premises; and that the 
grants obtained shall be paid into the school account and be used for 
improving the efficiency of the school. 

3. That portion of the income of a school which is derived from 
grants in accordance with these regulations must be applied to such 
purposes as shall be approved by the Department. If at any time it 
appears that the application of the income is unsatisfactory, the assist- 
ance of the Department may be withdrawn. An account of the receipts 
and expenditure of each school in respect of these grants must be fur- 
nished to the Department annually, on a form to be had from the 
Secretary. 

4. The Department reserve the right to withhold grants under these 
regulations from any school conducted for private profit in which the 
fees are, in the Department’s opinion, excessive, or which is situated 
in a locality already sufficiently supplied with public institutions. 

5. The decision of the Department in all questions arising in connec- 
tion with the payment of grants under this programme must be final.

EXPLANATORY CIRCULAR.

The regulations for the Session 1909-10 have been re-arranged f but 
contain no important alterations of principle, with the exception ox the 
section providing for the establishment of classes for Teachers in Primary 
and Secondary Schools. 

The arrangement whereby grants were previously paid in respect of the 
expenditure incurred in the maintenance of classes for Teachers of Science 
and Drawing in Primary and Secondary Schools has been withdrawn, an 
a system of grants on the attendance of approved individual students at 
any classes established for teachers has been substituted. lhe special 
rates of payment for classes of this nature have thus been made available 
for all subjects in which classes may be conducted under the terms ot the 
Regulations. The rates of payment to be allowed have been hxed in con- 
sideration of the grants hitherto earned under the Section which has now 
been revised. 

Teachers attending the ordinary classes conducted in Technical Schools 
under the terms of Section II. of this Programme will not be required to 
adopt courses of study as provided for in paragraph 19, and will be an 
liberty to attend instruction in any subject or subjects, a knowledge o 
which would be of advantage to them in their work. Grants m such cases 
will not be paid, in any one year, for more than three subjects in respect 
•°f any one teacher,, and the payment for any subject will be at the rate 
appropriate to the year of syllabus followed. ^ 
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Attention is directed to the terms of Section XI., 9, under which it will 
be necessary for the Managers of Schools to submit, by the 30th Septem- 
ber, full particulars of the courses of instruction which must be designed 
in consideration of local industrial conditions. 

In order to facilitate the work of inspection, and the checking of the 
particulars as to previous training, etc.,, necessary in the cases of all 
students in respect of whom it is proposed to claim grants, the Depart- 
ment will require, by the 5th December in each year, a complete list of 
such students showing the courses of study followed by each and their 
qualifications for admission to the courses. A form for this purpose will 
be issued in November. 

The Department have found that the conditions in regard to the keep- 
ing of admission registers have not been generally complied with, and they 
desire it to be understood that in future Managers of Schools will be 
expected to keep a systematic record of all students. . A draft of an 
entrance form designed to meet the requirements of Section VII., 63 r has 
been printed as Appendix C. 

Suggestions for the drafting of certificates of satisfactory completion 
of courses, which have been already issued with the Department’s Circular 
Letter No. 63, have also been added as Appendix D.

PREFATORY NOTE'. 

The following Regulations are designed to provide supplementary aid 
towards the instruction given in Technical Schools and Classes. They also 
apply to certain institutions, other than Day Secondary Schools, wnicn, 
prior to the issue of these Regulations, had received aid under the condi- 
tions of the Science and Art Directory. The grants payable under these 
Regulations are from monies voted annually by Parliament. The Kegu a- 
tions, which have now been in operation for three years, were comple y 
revised so as to bring them into accord with the conditions and needs o 
Ireland. 

It was recognised that the funds for Technical Instruction 
from the rates and from the Department’s Endowment were madeq 
to meet the demands upon them owing to the rapid development oi 
Department’s work in Technical Schools. The grant towards schemes 
Technical Instruction from the Department’s Endowment ls T " imi ^ € + - JL 
the amount of that Endowment. The grants under these "®* U | 
vary in accordance with the amount and value of the educations 
done. The Regulations are intended to encourage the efficient or £ . , 

tion of courses of instruction and to extend facilities for providing e 
teaching in the subjects of the Programme. 

The Schools and Classes working under this Programme are 
though not exclusively, Evening Schools. It may be useful to J 
the position which teaching in evening classes occupies in relation , 
branches of education. It is clear that instruction m evening 
cannot form a substitute for the more general and systematic e q 

given in Day Schools, whether Primary, Secondary or Tecnn • ^ 

work of such evening schools and classes constitutes a specialise c ial 
education intended to fit those receiving it for industrial or c 
pursuits, or to render those already engaged in such pursuits mo , • us 
in their work. Instruction of this nature in evening schools vttend- 
defects. It possesses, however, certain well marked advantage . 
ance at such schools is purely voluntary. Those attending 
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most part engaged or about to be engaged in some form of industry— 
they have commenced the serious work of life— and are meeting problems 
and difficulties which the Evening Technical School can help them to 
solve. They perceive that the higher branches of their calling may be 
reached only by increased technical skill and knowledge. This being the 
case,, the attitude of evening students to instruction is usually most 
favourable ; but progress is hindered by several circumstances : hitherto 
the previous preparation of students joining evening Technical Schools 
lias in many cases not been sucli as to fit them for the specialised form 
of instruction which it is the special function of such schools to impart. 
An attempt is made in these Regulations to remedy this defect. Before a 
student can take full advantage of a specialised course of instruction in 
any branch of Science or Technology he should at least be able to express 
himself clearly, both orally and by means of writing and drawing; he 
should be able to make such elementary calculations as are required in all 
industries, and he should know something at least, and that something 
really and practically, of the fundamental principles of Science under- 
lying all industrial work. Without this preparation a student cannot hope 
to profit by a specialised course. He will be continually handicapped and 
disheartened by the difficulties, and will tend to retard other members of 
the class who may be better prepared. When these conditions are not 
satisfied the young student should be given an opportunity to comply with 
them, and to this end should enter the Preparatory Course. 

A certain standard of Elementary Education is obviously necessary 
for such a Preparatory Course as that set out in the Regulations. It 
will be necessary that schools should carefully refrain from entering • 
students in the Preparatory Course who have not attained this standard. 
The Programme is not intended for any who have not attained this 
standard,, and if they were allowed to enter upon the course, the bad 
effects would appear in the work of the specialised courses. The work 
of the Preparatory Course is intended to provide the necessary pre- 
liminary instructions' for those not already qualified, and suggested 
syllabuses of English and Mathematics suitable to the Course are con- 
tained in Appendix B. 

A second difficulty is the shortness of time available for instruction 
in Evening Classes. For students engaged in arduous work during the 
day the amount of time devoted to evening technical school work must be 
severely limited. Speaking generally, not more than two evening attend- 
ances a week can be expected, for home work is essential if full advantage 
is to be derived from the work in class. The hours of school study thus 
limited become precious, and the organisation of the School and the efforts 
of the teachers should be earnestly directed to the most thorough utilisa- 
tion of these hours, and to this end every lesson should be carefully pre- 
pared. It will, moreover, be obvious that, under such circumstances, 
regular attendance becomes a matter of the highest importance. The 
Department mark their sense of the importance of this -by the “ Increment 
Grant ” under which largely increased grants are paid for continued 
attendance over twenty hours up to a limit of 120 hours. 

Students who have satisfactorily passed through the Preparatory 
Course, which may occupy one, or at most, two years 1 , or who have m 
some other manner reached a satisfactory standard of education, may 
be registered for attendance in a course of instruction designed to extend 
over three or four years. A wide freedom is allowed under the Fro- 
gramme in order to permit schools to frame courses in accordance with 
the needs of the locality and its industries. It thus becomes necessary 
on the part of Committees of Schools and their Principals to make 
"themselves familiar with the local industrial conditions and needs*, and 
to frame courses of instruction in accordance with those conditions, it 
seems necessary to remark that such courses should be carefully considered 
and drawn up some time in advance of the opening of a ne ^ ses ®\ 011 
order that the Department's approval may be obtained. The Department 
toay refuse where this has not been done, to make any payments in 
Respect of such courses. 
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Schools are at liberty to draw up their own Syllabuses of work. The 
Department refrain from issuing Syllabuses in order that Schools may 
draw up Syllabuses suited to local needs ; they will, however } expect that 
a definite Syllabus of work shall be followed in each subject of a course. 
They will accept, where these are appropriate, the Syllabuses of the Board 
of Education, the City and Guilds of London Institute,, the Royal Society 
of Arts, etc., but every subject in each year of a course of instruction 
should be represented by some definite Syllabus of work. When the same 
subject is dealt with in successive years of a course the Syllabuses should 
be suitably graded. The Syllabuses in each subject should be so drawn 
up as to enable them to be covered in one session. When this has been 
carefully done the promotion of students to higher courses will proceed 
automatically, and only in exceptional cases should it be necessary tar a 
student to “ repeat » a Syllabus. Payments will not be made m respect 
of attendances at subjects lying outside tile courses approved by tbe 


Department. 

It will be obvious that the greatest importance attaches to the drawing 
up and organisation of these courses of instruction. In the first place it 
may be remarked that schools will be well advised to severely restrict the 
number of courses attempted. Moreover, the courses should be progres- 
sive in character and must provide in the second and following years oi 
specialisation advanced instruction in the main subject or subjects or the 
course. Further, it would be very desirable to secure the sympathy and 
active co-operation of local employers of labour. They can afford valu- 
able information as to the needs of the industries with which they are 
■connected, and can do much in the way of affording facilities for attend- 
ance at the Technical School to those employed by them. While there are 
no doubt cases in which an exception may wisely be made, as a genera 
rule students should only follow courses designed for the occupation tney 
follow or intend to follow. The grant will vary according to the efficiency 
of the work of a school, and this in turn will in a large measure depend 
upon the manner in which the school is organised to meet local needs an 
to provide a suitable training for local industries. A well organised scnoo 
will establish and maintain a careful and systematic record °* a “ 1 8 
students ( vide Section VII. 63), in which will bo readily available par 
ticulars of the previous educational experience of each student, his age 
and occupation, the course, and subjects taken in successive years o 
attendance, and, where possible, will also contain some information a o 
the career of a student subsequent to his leaving the School. 

It will be observed that encouragement is afforded by the scheme for 
efforts to secure regular attendance, and attendance for several successi ^ 
years. The increased grants for instruction in successive years' also a 
facilities for the employment of more highly trained teachers than w 
otherwise be possible, and the Department will _ expect that tor 
advanced instruction teachers of ability and experience will be em ^\ / + ’ 
In courses in Applied Science, for example, efforts should be m 
secure teachers having experience in the particular industry to wui 
course applies. 


REGULATIONS FOR GRANTS. 

I . — Conditions under which Schools and Classes may be 
recognised for Grants. 

1. The school or class must be under the superintendence of a ?°^tlier 

County Borough, or Urban Technical Instruction Committee, , on i 

responsible body of managers, recognised by the Departmen , 

the grants will be paid. 

2. Grants under these regulations will only bo made jjj 

schools or classes in Counties, County Boroughs or Urban v - 
which a rate for technical instruction is raised, 
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3. The premises in which classes are conducted, the accommodation 
ind equipment, and the programme of instruction, must be approved by 
the Department. 

4. The qualifications of teachers and assistant teachers and the time- 
table must be approved by the Department. 

5. The managers of a school or class must make accurate returns of 
such particulars as are required by the Department and within the 
specified times. 

6. The Department may from time to time require from Committees of 
Technical Instruction a report as to the provision made within their dis- 
trict, either by themselves or other managers, for instruction in the 
subjects of this programme, regard being had to the industries of the 
district, and the occupation of the inhabitants, and may,, upon considera- 
tion of this report, recognise or refuse to recognise any further classes 
which may be proposed. 

7. The schools and classes shall be at all times open to the Department’s 
inspectors, who will, from time to time, visit with or without notice, and 
report on the condition and suitability of the school buildings or class- 
rooms ; the character and quality of the instruction, and its suitability to 
the needs of the locality; the adequacy of the teaching staff for the 
number of students under instruction, the progress of the students, which 
they may ascertain in such a manner as they may consider necessary ; the 
method of registration ; and generally as to the organisation of the school 
work, and the carrying out of the scheme of instruction in accordance 
with the Department's Regulations. 

II. — Technical Schools and Glasses. 

8. The authorities of each school working under this section must 
provide a series of suggested courses' of instruction, which have grown 
out of a study of local industrial conditions. These courses of instruction 
should be made up of allied subjects, should he designed to extend over 
three or four years, and should be progressive in character. 

9. The courses proposed by the authorities of each school must be sub- 
mitted to the Department by the 30th September. These proposals will 
require the written approval of tlie Department. A draft of a convenient 
form in which to draw up the courses is set out in Appendix E. 

10. In schools admitting students who possess only the minimum require- 
ments for admission to a Technical School, a Preparatory Course should 
be provided. 

11. The instruction should be given in evening classes, but where the 
Department consider that local circumstances justify the establishment 
of day classes, such classes may be formed. 

12. An evening class is one in which instruction begins at or after 
6 p.m. throughout the week. ; or at or after 1 p.m. on Saturdays. 

13. A day class is one in which instruction begins before 6 p.m. 
throughout the week, or before 1 p.m. on Saturdays. 

(*•) — Preparatory Course. 

14. Classes conducted under this section should be of such a preparatory 
nature as will fit students to take up a specialised course of technical 
instruction. 

15. The subjects of instruction in respect of which payments are made 
under this division are : — 

(a) English. 

(b) Mathematics. 

(c) One or more of the following : — 

Experimental Science, Drawing, Manual Work in Wood or 
Metal.

16. Students on whom grants are claimed must have received such an 
education as would entitle them to be placed in the sixth class of a school 
under the National Board. 

17. All students under instruction in the Preparatory Course must 
attend instruction in each of the Sections (a), ( b) } and (c) of 15 above. 

18. No student registered in the Preparatory Year Course will be 
eligible for payments in a Specialised Course in the same session. 

(ii.) — Specialised Courses. 

19. A specialised course of instruction for any student on whom pay- 
ment may be claimed shall consist of a scheme of study in two or more 
subjects of a course approved by t-lio Department, and extending over 
three or more years. 

In the first year of specialisation students must take up at least two and 
not more than three subjects, and in subsequent years not more than 
three subjects. 

The Department will require, as a rule, that one main subject will be 
continued throughout each student’s course of study. The instruction 
received in this main subject, as well as in other subjects approved as 
part of the course, will be eligible for grants at the rates appropriate to 
the year of specialisation of the student. 

In courses for women, where a student adopts a course of study in 
which the main subject is a subject other, than in Domestic Science, and 
which complies with the minimum requirements as to the number of sub- 
jects to be taken, the Department will allow grants in respect of instruc- 
tion in Domestic Science, provided that not more than three subjects in 
all are taken in any year. 

20. For the purposes of grants the subjects which may be included in 
specialised courses of study, and on which payment may be made, are 
grouped as follows, but courses of study may be taken from different 
groups. 

Group A. — Commercial Subjects (Section A.) 

Group B. — (1) Commercial Subjects (Section B.) 

(2) Languages. 

(3) Mathematics. 

Group C. — Science (Pure and Applied.) 

Group D. — (1) Handicraft. 

(2) Domestic Science. 

Group E. — Art Subjects. 

Group A. — Commercial Subjects ( Section A.). 

Commercial subjects which involve mostly mechanical operations, such 
as shorthand, book-keeping, copying, indexing, filing, correspondence, 
typewriting, and the mechanical operations concerned with postage, 
telegraph and banking. 

Group B. — (1) Commercial Subjects ( Section B.). 

. This group includes the study of subjects which require wider general 
knowledge and more intensive study than those in Group A., such as 
economics of industry and commerce, commercial law, accountancy, bant- 
ing and currency, insurance, statistics, railway administration, ana 
economic and commercial history and geography. The cost of these su 
jects is greater than those previously named,, chiefly because a capab e 
teacher of them demands a higher salary and is worthy of it. 

(2) Languages. 

The teaching of languages in the evening is partly a subject of 8® ne J* 
culture; is required partly for commercial correspondence; and P ar “7 , 
those who have to deal with the mechanical operations of seeing boo s a 
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other literature through the press. The group, subject to the general con- 
ditions of grouping, may include Irish, French, German, Spanish, Italian,, 
or any other language (including history and literature) •which a com- 
mittee can show to be required by the circumstances of a locality. 

(3) Mathematics. 

Mathematical subjects, including the treatment of the subject in a 
practical way, such treatment, for example, as is usually given under the 
subject of mensuration or of practical plane and solid geometry. 

Group C. — Science ( Pure and Applied). 

Under pure science will be included such subjects as mechanics, physics, 
chemistry, biology, botany, zoology, physiology. Under applied science 
would be included naval architecture, navigation, nautical astronomy, 
building construction, machine construction, and other subjects involving 
systematic instruction in the underlying scientific principles, and which 
would be classified under such headings aB : — 

(1) Building industries. 

(2) Metal industries. 

(3) Textile industries. 

(4) Printing and process industries. 

(5) Furniture industries. , 

(6) Leather industries. 

(7) Woodworking industries. 

(8) Carriage Building industries. 

(9) Electrical industries. > 

(10) Chemical industries. 

(11) Agricultural industries. 

At least half the instruction in subjects included in this group should 
be practical, and must be given under approved conditions of accommoda- 
tion and equipment. 

The practical work must bo so arranged as to be illustrative of the 
principles taught, and should not be directed to developing dexterity in 
the practice of trade processes. 

Group D. — Handicraft and Domestic Science. 

(1) Handicraft — manual instruction in wood and metal, wood-carving. 

(2) Household subjects, including cookery and hygiene, housewifery, 
laundry-work, dressmaking, millinery, needlework. 

Group E . — Art Subjects. 

Drawing (free and mechanical), design, painting, architecture 
modelling and applied art, such as black and white illustration, gold- 
smiths’, silversmiths’, and jewellers’ work, stained glass work, mosaic, 
enamelling, and any other subject of applied art which a committee can 
show to he required by the circumstances of their locality. 

The first year of a student’s course in Art must include instruction in 
both free and mechanical drawing. 

21. The total attendances of any student at any approved course of study 
must be fairly distributed over the subjects of the course. 

22. Students registered in this section must — 

(a) have satisfactorily followed the Preparatory Course, or 

(b) have passed in the Junior Grade Examination of the Inter- 

mediate Education Board, or 

(c) be certified by the Principal or responsible teacher to have 

reached an equivalent satisfactory standard of education. 
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23. In the case of students registered under 22 (c) the following par- 
ticulars must be submitted in writing to the Department’s Inspector for 
his approval : — 

(i.) any examinations passed which are regarded as equivalent to 
(b), or 

(ii.) the marks obtained at entrance examinations held in the 
Technical School. (The worked papers should be retained on 
the school premises); or,, 

(iii.) any special reasons for admitting students to specialised courses, 
(in.)— Grants.

25. The rates of grants payable in respect of each group may, in any 
school, upon account of conspicuous merit, be increased by one-tenth., or, 
upon grounds of inefficiency, be decreased by one or more tenths, as the 
Department, in consideration of their Inspector’s report, may determine. 

26. An increment for continued attendance at instruction in the case of 
individual students will be paid on the total attendance-hours at all sub- 
jects of an approved course, in the preparatory or in the specialised 
courses.

27. Grants to Day Classes will be made at half the above rates, and no 
increment on account of instruction given in these classes will be payable. 
Not more than 400 hours attendance in all in any one session may 
claimed upon in respect of any student attending a day class. 
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( IV ^—Regulations for Payment of Grants. 

28. A year’s work will involve at least forty hours’ instruction in the 
subject matter of any course of study, and students who have not satisfied 
this requirement in any year may not be registered for attendance grants 
in the next succeeding year in a higher course. 

29. Students will be eligible for grants in the same Syllabus in a subject 
for not more than two School Sessions. Grants will not, however, be paid 
in respect of a second year’s attendance in the same Syllabus should the 
student’s attendance be claimed on generally at the rates appropriate to 
a higher year of specialisation. 

30. Students will be eligible for grants for not more than two School 
Sessions at the rates for the preparatory course, or for any one year of 
specialisation. 

31. The attendance of teachers at day classes may be paid upon at 
evening rates. 

III. — Teachers' Classes. 

32. Where special classes or courses are established at a Technical 
School or Central Institution (other than a Training College) for the 
instruction of teachers of Primary or Secondary Schools in the subjects of 
this programme, in accordance with a scheme approved by the Depart- 
ment, grants may be paid at the rate prescribed for the third year of 
specialisation under Section II., 24, of this programme. 

33. Payments may be made in respect of any teacher for any subject 
for not more than three years, and will be at the same rate for each year. 

34. The amount of grant payable under these rates may in any school, 
upon grounds of conspicuous merit, be increased by one-tenth, or, upon 
grounds of inefficiency, be decreased by one or more tenths, as the Depart- 
ment, in consideration of their Inspector’s report, may determine. 

35. No increment grants will he payable under this Section. 

36. The Instructors must be recognised by the Department as qualified 
for this special work. 

37. Proposals for the conduct of classes under this Section must be 
specially submitted for approval, and should include particulars as to the 
number and status of the teachers for whom the class or course is organ- 
ised, the proposed syllabus of instruction, and the special qualification o 
the teacher. 

38. Classes working under this Section will be required to submit to 
such examination as the Department may decide. 

39. Grants will not bo paid in respect of the attendance at these classes 
of students other than teachers actually engaged in Primary and Secondaiy 
Schools. 


I V.~Day Schools for Apprentices and Others engaged in 
Business. 

40. Day technical or commercial schools or classes, which are conducted 

by properly constituted managers, either in conjunction with 
business houses, or technical schools, with a view to improving . . . 

tions of local industries and commerce, and to the further training o 
sub-managers, foremen, tradesmen or apprentices, may be adm 

grants under this section. 

41. Such schools or classes must be open on one or more days of the 
week, not later than six o’clock in the evening, or than one p.m. 
Saturdays. 

42. Grants not exceeding three-fourths of the certified annual expend! 
ture for the conduct of such schools or classes may he made by tne ^epan;- 
ment in respect of students for whom an employer s certificate “ 
Produced, showing that the students have been engaged during the s^sion 
ln a business, trade,, or industry, or that they are mdentuied o p p y 
en 6 a ged as apprentices to a firm or to an individual. 
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43. The expenditure must be set forth in properly audited accounts to 
be accompanied by vouchers. 

44. The decision of the Department as to what constitutes a legitimate 
charge against annual expenditure shall be final. 

45. The accommodation provided; the courses of instruction, the sylla- 
buses of the subjects taught, the qualifications of the teachers, the time- 
table of instruction and the estimate of expenditure, must be approved by 
the Department. 

46. The practical work must be so arranged as to be illustrative of the 
principles taught, and should not be directed to developing dexterity in 
the practice of trade processes. 

47. Grants will not be paid under Section II. of these Regulations in 
respect of students attending classes conducted under this section. 

48. The amount of grants payable in respect of any school may, upon 
account of conspicuous merit, be increased by one-tenth, or, upon grounds 
of inefficiency, be decreased by one or more tenths, as the Department, in 
consideration of their Inspector’s report", may determine. 

V. — Schools of Art. 

49. Schools of Art, which provide for students, the majority of whom 
are industrial, courses extending continuously over two or three years, 
according to a scheme approved by the Department, may be paid grants 
not exceeding three-fourths of the actual annual expenditure incurred in 
the conduct of such courses. 

50. The expenditure must he set forth in properly audited accounts, 
to be accompanied by vouchers. An estimate of the expenditure must be 
submitted for the approval of the Department before the commencement 
of the session. 

51. The decision of the Department as to what constitutes a legitimate 
charge against annual expenditure shall be final. 

52. No grants will be payable to Schools of Art adopting this section 
of the regulations,, under the methods of payment set out in Section III. 

■ 6 \. R r. gnition w ^hheld or withdrawn from any School of Art 

in which, in the opinion of the Department, the efficiency of the instruc- 
tion and the number of students in attendance do not justify the expendi- 
ture involved. 

54. For the purposes of this section a School of Art must satisfy the 
following conditions : — 

(a) The rooms and equipment must be approved by the Department, 

and must he wholly devoted to elementary and advanced 
instruction in art. 

(b) Provision must be made for drawing from life and modelling) 

and for instruction in ornamental and decorative art. 

(c) The Principal Teacher must hold an art master’s certificate or 

an equivalent qualification. 

(d) Assistant teachers must possess qualifications recognised by the 

Department (vide Appendix A.). 

(e) Both day and night classes must be held. The night class must 

meet under the instruction of the Principal Teacher for two 
hours for at least three nights per week during forty weeks 
of the year,, and the day class for the same period for at least 
three hours per day on two days of the week. 

o5. The amounts of grants payable in respect of any school, may, upon 
account of conspicuous merit, be increased by one-tenth, or, upon grounds 
of inefficiency, be decreased by one or more tenths, as the Department* in 
consideration of their Inspector’s report, may determine. 
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VI . — Training Colleges. 

56. Grants may be made for the instruction of students i„n training 
colleges in mathematics, experimental science, and drawing. 

57. The rates per attendance-hour at which grants will be paid are as 
follows : —

58. No increments will be payable on such attendances. 

59. Not more than 400 hours in all, nor more than 200 in any one of 
these subjects, may be allowed for purposes of grants in the case of any 
one student. 

60. Grants in respect of any student may bo claimed once only in the 
first year course and once only in the second year course. 

61. The rates per attendance-hour may, upon account of exceptional 
merit, be increased by one-tenth, or, upon grounds of inefficiency, be 
decreased by one or more tenths, as the Department, on consideration oi 
their Inspector’s report, may determine. 

62. Syllabuses of the courses of instruction must be submitted at the 
beginning of the session for the Department’s approval. 


VII. — General Regulations. 

(Applicable to all Schools and Classes conducted under this Programme). 

63. Each school or class working under these regulations will be re- 
quired to keep an admission register which shall show for each student . 

(1) full name and date of birth, 

(2) business, trade, or occupation, 

(3) School or college at which the student received his general 

education, and standard of education attained, with par- 
ticulars of highest examinations passed, , 

(4) qualifications to enter a technical school, or class, 

(5) classes attended each session in the school. 

Note. — Suitably drafted admission forms may be made to fulfil the 
Department’s requirements for an admission register, in 
larger schools it will be found more convenient to adopt the 
card-index system, the particulars required being transferred 
from the students ’ admission forms. 

64. The registration of students must be conducted in accordance with 
the regulations set out on the official registers. 

Attendance registers will be supplied by the Department upon receipt 
of the form of application for recognition of the classes; attendances not 
registered in the manner indicated on the official registers for the session 
will be disregarded. A class may not be said to have begun until attend- 
ances are so registered. 

65. The latest date for registration of classes on account of which grants 
are to be claimed shall in any session be December 1st. 

66. Each student must be registered as in attendance at instruction in 
his course on or before the 1st December in any session. 

67. Lessons must be of one, one-and-a-half, two., or two-and-a-half hourB 
duration. Laboratory or workshop practice must be given m lessons OJ 
not less than one-and-a-half hours’ duration. 

68. Not more than forty students may he taken at a time by one 
teacher for theoretical instruction, nor more than twenty tor practica 
instruction in any subject, unless an assistant, recognised by the Departr 
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ment, is provided, in which case the number may be increased to thirty. 
The special circumstances of large institutions will be exceptionally con- 
sidered by the Department on written application. 

69. Each class in any subject must receive at least twenty hours’ instruc- 
tion in the session. 

70. No grant will be paid for the attendances of any student in a sub- 
ject in which he has made less_ than ten hours’ attendance. 

71. No grant will be paid on account of any attendances lost, or on 
account of any period during which the school is closed for epidemic 
illness, but where the Department are satisfied that any failure to comply 
with these regulations lias been due to epidemic illness or other unavoid- 
able cause, they may relax the regulations as far as may be necessary to 
meet the case. 

72. If any of the conditions on which the grant is awarded .are not 
fulfilled, the Department may withhold the grant, or, if they think fit, 
may pay the grant with or without deductions, warning the managers that 
a grant will not again be paid under similar circumstances. 

73. Students may not be registered for grants under these regulations 
who are under fourteen years of age on the 1st December, and no student 
can be registered for grants under these regulations in respect of whom 
any grant is paid by the Department under any other regulations. 

74. No grants may be claimed under these regulations on account of 
any scholar on the roll of a school (day or evening) under the Board of 
National Education. 


VIII . — Qualifications of Teachers. 

75. It is not proposed, in future, to demand the same high qualifications 
from teachers in small schools as from teachers in the larger technical 
institutes, especially in the county boroughs, nor to approve of the larger 
institutions employing teachers who might for economic or other reasons 
have to be accepted as teachers in small schools. Each application will be 
dealt with on its merits, bearing in mind the special circumstances of each 
district, and the finances of the school. Some of the certificates which will 
be accepted for provisional recognition by the Department are^ however, 
set out in Appendix A. 

76. The final appointment of a teacher should not be made until bis 
qualifications have been approved in writing by the Department. 

77. A register is kept by the Department containing the names of 
teachers who, after provisional recognition by the Department in any 
subject, have taught a class in that subject to the satisfaction of the 
Department for at least one session. 

IX. — (a) Local Science and Art Scholarships. 

78. Where County Committees of Technical Instruction have established 
a system of Scholarships for boys as part of the approved scheme or 
technical instruction for the county, the Department may make a gran 
in aid of the Scholarship fund not exceeding half the value of the 

ships awarded. This grant will not in the case of any county exceed =■ 
in any one year. 

(6) Local Exhibitions. 

79. Where Technical Instruction Committees establish, in connection 
with Technical Schools in County Boroughs or Urban Districts, or 
students of proved ability and ascertained need, and under the terms o 
a scheme approved by the Department, one or more Exhibitions, of e 
annual value of £50, tenable at the Royal College of Science, the Metro- 
politan School of Art, or other approved Technical, Commercial, or 
school, the Department may make a grant ill aid of the Exhibitions 
awarded, not exceeding half their value, provided that the Departmen 
total contribution in this respect does not exceed £50 hi respect o any 
one Urban District, other than a County Borough, in any one yea 
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Candidates for these Exhibitions must be eighteen years of age, they must 
have been in regular employment under normal conditions in a trade, 
business, or industry for at least a year; they must have been in attend- 
ance at a Technical School within the administrative area of the nomi- 
nating Committee for at least two complete and consecutive sessions; 
and they must satisfy the Department that their general education is of 
such a nature as to enable them to take full advantage of the course of 
instruction selected at the approved day school of higher education. 

80. In the case of exhibitioners whose admission to the Royal College of 
Science for Ireland, Dublin, or the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin, 
has been sanctioned by the Department, the fees for tuition at these 
Institutions will be remitted. Where the Exhibition is held in a school, 
under the management of the Technical Instruction Committee by whom 
the Exhibition is established, the Department will require that the Com- 
mittee shall remit the fees for tuition. In the case of exhibitions held 
at other approved institutions, the Department will be prepared to pay 
half the fees for tuition in an approved Course, provided that the Tech- 
nical Instruction Committee, by whom the Exhibition i§ established, pro- 
vide the other half from their funds. The Department’s grant m such 
circumstances will not, however, exceed the sum of £10 in respect or any 
one exhibition. 


81. Successful candidates must devote their whole time during the 
period for which the Exhibition is granted to the advancement ot their 
studies. Committees proposing to establish Exhibitions must submit, tor 
tlie Department’s approval, a scheme for the award of Exhibitions. 

82. The Department may refuse to aid any Exhibition if there is not a 
sufficient number of competitors, or if the selected candidate does not in 
their opinion, show sufficient merit to justify the award of an Exhibition. 


X . — Certificate of Satisfactory Completion of Course. 

83. It is proposed that a certificate should be issued to any student who 

follows out a sufficiently satisfactory course, extending over a eas 
years of specialisation, and au Honours certificate to any , . 

follows an approved course extending over at least four years o P . • 

tun. The certificate forms will be prepared and filled in loeallj, and 
signed by the chairman of Committee and Principal of t . ' 

Department will afterwards stamp them to give them authorltatn e recog- 
nition. The names of the subjects of the course in each year-, the numbei 
of hours’ instruction, and the number of years’ attendance should be 
inscribed on the back of the certificate. 

84. The Department may, as necessity arises modify or add to this Pro- 
gramme ; but no important changes will be made without due notice. 

85. The decision of the Department in all questions ari^ 
tion with the payment of grants under this Progiam 

as final.

The Irish Secondary Teachers’ Drawing Certificate in respect of 
elementary instruction in Art subjects, such, for example, as the teaching 
of Drawing to classes of the Preparatory year. 

(4.) The Irish Secondary Teachers’ Honours’ Drawing Certificate in 
respect of the subjects named on the certificate. In county boroughs, and 
in the larger technical schools where circumstances appear to demand it, 
higher qualifications will be looked for. 

(5.) The Department’s Diploma in respect of Domestic Economy subjects 
in the case of students trained at the Irish Training School of Domestic 
Economy. 

(6.) Diplomas in respect of Domestic Economy subjects awarded by the 
Board of Education, by the National Union, or by the late Kildare-street 
School of Cookery, now the Irish Training School of Domestic Economy. 

(7.) Certificates in respect of Manual Instruction issued by the Depart- 
ment at the close of courses of training of Manual Instructors conducted 
in Dublin. 

(8.) The Teachers’ Certificates in Manual Training (Woodwork and 
Metalwork) of the City and Guilds of London Institute, and the Teachers’ 
Higher Certificates (Woodwork and Metalwork) of the Board of Examina- 
tions for Educational Handwork. 

(9.) Certificates of Class I., Stage III., of the Royal Society of Arts. 

(10.) Teachers’ Diplomas of the London Chamber of Commerce in respect 
of commercial subjects and languages named thereon. 

(11.) Pitman’s Full Teacher’s Certificate for Shorthand. 

(12.) The Certificate of the National Board, in respect of English and 
Mathematics of the Preparatory year. 

First-class Certificates in Stage II. of Science subjects of the Board of 
Education will not alone be recognised as sufficient qualification to teach 
the subject named on the certificate. 

For recognition as teacher of a modern language, high attainments, and 
some conversational ability, will be looked for. 

Specially qualified persons will always be exceptionally recognised ; but 
such recognition will be granted only when the applicant for recognition 
has satisfied the Department that he is specially qualified. Applications 
for special recognition should be accompanied by a complete detailed state- 
ment of the applicant’s course of study and work ; and should be supported, 
as far as possible, by certificates from professors or employers. In order 
to determine finally whether a teacher has sufficient technical knowledge 
of the subject which he seeks to teach, the Department may request him 
to undergo a special examination. Such special examination will, as a 
rule, b© held in Dublin ; and the applicant will have to bear his own 
travelling and personal expenses in connection therewith. 

Registration of a teacher’s qualification may be suspended (or further 
provisional recognition refused) upon evidence of insufficient knowledge 
of a subject for teaching purposes, or of inefficiency as a teacher from 
whatever cause arising.

C. Allocation of Accumulated Funds. 

Of the funds remaining unexpended from the working of the Scheme in 
previous years, the sum of £150 will be paid to the Newtownards Urban 
District Technical Instruction Committee as a special grant in aid of the 
equipment of the Technical School at that centre, which is availed of by 
students from the County Area. 

II. Instruction in Manual Work and Domestic Economy. 

The Committee will appoint one instructor in Manual Training (Wood- 
work) and two instructresses in Domestic Economy, who will conduct 
short courses of instruction in these subjects at centres and at times to be 
fi *ed by the Committee, with the approval of the Department. These 
courses shall consist of at least thirty lessons (of two hours’ duration each) 
extending over a period of about six weeks. It may be found possible to 
work two centres concurrently, and, in this case, the courses may extend 
over a period of three months. 

Conditions under which the Classes will be held. 

The class-rooms to be suitable, efficiently equipped and furnished, 
and P ro perly lighted, heated, and cleaned. 
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2. A fee. not exceeding 2s. 6d., to be charged for admission to each 
class, which shall go towards the cleaning, lighting, and heating of the 
class-rooms. 

3. All changes in the time-table of the classes to be at once notified to 
the Committee. 

III. General Conditions. 

1. The Scheme is not intended to apply to children under fourteen 
years of age, but such children who have been placed in the Sixth Class 
of a National School, or who have received an equivalent education, may 
be admitted to classes provided that there is accommodation available. 
Under no circumstances may scholars on the roll of a Primary School 
attend classes under this Scheme which meet during Primary School hours. 

2 Schools or classes conducted or aided under the provisions of the 
Scheme shall be at all times open t-o the Department’s Inspectors. (Tho 
Inspectors will, from time to time, report to the Department' on the condi- 
tion and suitability of the school buildings or class-rooms,, the character 
of the instruction and its suitability to the needs of the locality, the 
sufficiency of the teaching staff for the number of students under instruc- 
tion, the progress of the students— which they may ascertain m such a 
manner as may be necessary — tlie method of registration, and, generally, 
the observance of the provisions of tho Scheme.) 

3. Classes conducted or aided under the Scheme shall not be of such a 
size as to impair the efficiency of the instruction. (A practical class 
should consist of not more than twenty students under one teacher, and a 
theoretical or demonstration class of not more than forty students. Local 
Committees should assist teachers in keeping classes within these limits.) 

4. Classes will, unless in exceptional circumstances, be closed should 
the average attendance for four successive lessons fall below six. 

5. Attendance Registers shall he carefully, regularly, and punctually 
marked. 

6. A Local Committee of Management shall be formed in each centre 
in the Rural Districts where classes are to be held. The Committee 
formed shall appoint an Honorary Secretary, and place itself in communi- 
cation with the County Committee. Wherever the instruction of girls 
involved a number of ladies should be included in the Local Committee. 

The duties of a Local Committee are : — 

(a.) To arrange for suitable accommodation for the courses of instruc- 
tion to be given ; to awaken local interest, and to make duo 
provision for the starting, or resumption, of the courses. 

(6.) To assist in securing regular and punctual attendance at the 
classes. 

(c.) To visit the classes from time to time, and to check and sign the 
registers, and 

(d.) To make recommendations to the County Committees as to local 
requirements in connection with the classes. 

7. Full particulars of the qualifications and experience of any teacher 
whom it is proposed to engage shall be submitted to the Departamii , 
their approval of the appointment obtained, in writing, before the app 
inent is actually made. 

8. The previous written approval of the Department shall be 
for any expenditure upon additional equipments or for any purpos 
covered by the proposals under the head of Finance. (Approval o 
expenditure will not be given unless the proposals have been su 
for the Department’s sanction 1) afore any liability is incurred.) 

9. Accurate returns of such particulars as are required by the Depar 
ment shall be made at the specified times. 

10. Within seven days after any meeting of the Committee, a C0 PJ ° 
the minutes of proceedings of that meeting, as entered in th§ jm 
book, shall be furnished to the Department. 
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11. The accounts of the Committee shall be treated as part of the 
accounts of the Local Authorities, and vrill be audited as such by the 
Auditor of the Local Government Board. 

12. No money shall be spent under this Scheme in an Urban District, 
unless the Urban District contributes annually a rate of one penny in 
the £ or its equivalent. 

The Scheme is subject to revision at the close of the academic year.

II. Instruction in Industries. 


To improve the -work in lace and crochet-making, and in needlework, 
carried on throughout the country, the Committee may appoint nine 
teachers. These teachers will give instruction at centres to be fixed by 
the Committee, with the approval of the Department, and each teacher 
will be required to give two lessons -of three hours’ duration each, on 
three days per week (or an equivalent amount of teaching), throughout 
the Session. The two lessons per day may, or may not, he given in the 
same centre ; but arrangements will be made whereby at least six hours’ 
instruction per week shall he given at each centre. 

A salary of £60 per annum may be allowed when the teacher is employed 
for thirty hours, or upwards, per week. 


Conditions under which the Classes will be Held. 

(1) A Local Committee to be formed, who shall make known the objects 
of the instruction, obtain a suitable class-room, and be responsible for 
the proper cleaning and lighting of the room. 

(2) All changes in the Time-table of the classes to be at once notified 
to the Committee. 

(3) An accurate account of all receipts and expenditure to be kept for 
each class in the books provided for the purpose by the Department. 

(4) A deduction of one penny per shilling to be made from the sale price 
of all articles. (The amounts so raised will be applied in meeting the 
cost of rent, fuel, postage, laundering, and incidental expenses, and in 
forming a fund to be used in paying ready cash for work done.) 

(5) Laundering to be paid for at a rate not exceeding 5d. per pound's 
worth of work washed. 

(6) Should the fund referred to at (4) above exceed, at the close of any 
academic year,, one-tenth of that year’s sales, a bonus may be granted 
out of the excess to each worker, at a rate of not more than 6d. per £ of 
the wages paid in the case of lace and crochet-workers, and 9d. per £ in 
the case of spriggers. (This bonus will only be paid after the accounts 
have been audited by the Secretary to the County Committee, and on his 
certificate that the position of the industry warrants such payment.) 

(7) Any balance of the excess which may remain after providing for the 
above purposes to be returned to the County Committee. 

III. Instruction in Domestic Economy and Manual Training. 

The Committee will appoint an Instructress in Domestic Economy sub- 
jects and Hygiene, and an Instructor in Manual Training (woodwork), 
who shall conduct courses of instruction in these subjects at centres and 
at times to be fixed by the Committee, with the approval of the Depart- 
ment. 
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These courses will consist of at least thirty lessons of two hours’ dura* 
tion each, and will extend over a period of about six weeks. A fee not 
exceeding 2s. 6d. will be charged for admission to each class. 

IV. Training School for Lace Teachers. 

A school for the training of skilled workers as teachers of lace and 
sprigging classes will be conducted _ in connection with the Technical 
School, Enniskillen. Instruction will be provided in lace-making, or 
sprigging, laundering, drawing and design, English, commercial arith- 
metic, business procedure, and hygiene. 

Classes will be held daily under the supervision of a Principal holding 
special qualifications. 

Students, while in attendance at the school, must continue to practise 
their industry. 

Candidates for entrance must pass an examination in English, arith- 
metic, drawing, and lace-making or sprigging. 

Recognition of qualification to give instruction in lace-making or sprig- 
ging will be accorded to those students only who attend satisfactorily 
during one complete session of twelve months, and who reach a satisfactory- 
standard in an examination which will be held by the Department.

6. Three Itinerant Instructresses in Domestic Economy. The service* 

of these instructresses shall be available in Kilkenny Urban Dis- 
trict and other centres as may be arranged. (They will be entirely 
engaged in conducting courses of instruction in temporary centres 
between the close of one evening school session and the opening of 
the next.) 

The temporary staff will consist of teachers, specially qualified to give 
instruction in technical and commercial subjects, whose engagements shall 
be subject to such conditions as may be arranged at the time of making 
each appointment. 

It will be a condition of all appointments on the permanent teaching 
staff under this scheme that the teachers will be prepared to give instruc- 
tion in rural centres, and in both day and evening classes, when required 
to do so by the Committee, and that they shall be under the control of 
the Principal. 

IV. Day Trades Preparatory School. 

The Day Trades Preparatory School is conducted at the City Technical 
School, Kilkenny. The aim of this school is to provide for boys over 
thirteen years of age, who have received an education equivalent to that 
of the sixth standard of a National School, such a course of training as 
will fit them to enter upon an industrial career. 

The course of instruction will extend over three years. 

The standard of education of candidates^ for admission to the school will 
be tested by means of an entrance examination, conducted under condi- 
tions approved of by the Department. 

The Department will bear three-fourths of the approved net annual cost 
of maintaining the school. The proportion of the expenditure admitted 
tor payment by the Department may be increased by one-tenth if the 
Department, after consideration of their inspectors’ reports, are of opinion 
that the organisation and teaching justify such a course, or it may be 
reduced by one or more tenths if the organisation or teaching is considered 
unsatisfactory. 

A sum of £30, included in the amount allocated for prizes, is reserved 
for pupils who have completed satisfactory courses at the Day Trades 
Preparatory School, and will be distributed as follows : — 

Three prizes, of the value of £10 each, may be awarded to the students 
who have most satisfactorily completed a course extending over three years. 

The prizes will be awarded by tlie Committee to the most deserving 
students, having regard to the report made by the Principal in each case. 

Should sufficient merit, in the opinion of the Committee, not be shown, 
any or all of the prizes may be withheld. 

The first moiety of the prize in each case shall be payable on the pro- 
auction of satisfactory evidence that the student has entered upon an 
apprenticeship, or taken up industrial employment approved by the Com- 
mittee, and that satisfactory provision has been made for his receiving 
further instruction in evening classes. 

The second moiety shall be payable six months later, on the production 
of evidence of satisfactory progress on the part of the student. 

V. Itinerant Instruction. 

Tlie subjects to be taught will include manual work in wood, technical 
drawing, building construction, cookery, laundry-work, needlework (includ- 
ing repairing, plain sewing, and dress-making), hygiene, housewifery, etc. 
The teachers will continue to give short courses of instruction in centres 
where suitable arrangements for the accommodation of the classes can be 
made. Classes may be held for both day and evening students at each 
centre,' and the instruction will be adapted to the needs of the locality, 
and will be as practical in character as possible. The short courses will 
be organised so as to allow a teacher to devote thirty days to instruction 
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at each centre, and, when expedient, to work two centres concurrently. 
In temporary centres a course of instruction in practical cookery and 
housewifery or manual instruction shall consist of thirty two-hour lessons, 
one in laundry -work of twelve, and one in needlework of at least eighteen 
such lessons. A time-table and itinerary to show the proposed distribu- 
tion of the time of the itinerant teachers for the session will be prepared 
as soon as possible after the date fixed _f or the return of the forms of 
application from the different centres in the county. 

VI. SCHOLARSHIPS FOR BOYS. 

Provision is made for the award of scholarships to boys attending 
primary schools. The object of these scholarships is to aid promising boys, 
who have already received a satisfactory primary education, to attend, 
at the Kilkenny Day Trades Preparatory School, a course of instruction 
specially designed to fit them to enter upon ail industrial career. 

These scholarships entitle the holders to free tuition and the free use 
of text books, tools, etc., at the Day Trades Preparatory School,, and, in a 
certain number of cases, to a maintenance allowance, the amount of which 
will vary with the distance of the residence of the boy from the Day 
Trades Preparatory School. 

There will be five classes of scholarships : — 

Glass A. — Five scholarships, of £12 each, tenable only by boys whose 
homes are outside a radius of eight miles from the Day Trades Preparatory 
School. These scholarships will be competed for as follows : — 

One by boys from the eligible portions of the Baronies of Iverk, Ida, 
and Knocktopher. 

One by boys from the eligible portions of the Baronies of Callan, 
Kells, and Sliillilogher. 

One by boys from the eligible portions of the Barony of Gowran. 

One by boys from the eligible portions of the Barony of Fassadinin. 

One by boys from the eligible portions of the Baronies of Galmoy and 

Grannagh. 

Glass B. — Five scholarships, of £8 each, tenable only by boys whose 
homos are outside a radius of four miles from the Day Trades Preparatory 
School. 

Glass C. — Twelve scholarships, of £4 each, tenable only by boys whose 
homes are outside a radius of two miles front the Day Trades Preparatory 
School, or who have already held a scholarship under Class D, or Class 
E, for two years. 

Class D. — Twelve scholarships, of £2 each, for first-year scholars who 
reside within a radius of two miles from the Day Trades Preparatory 
School. 

Glass E. — Sixteen free places without maintenance allowance. 

Should no eligible candidate qualify for a scholarship attached to any 
district mentioned under Class A., or should an insufficient number of 
eligible candidates qualify for the scholarships under Classes B. and C., 
the Committee may award the unallocated scholarships to other qualified 
candidates in order of merit; but in such cases the scholarships will he 
held for one year only, and the holders will not be entitled to special con- 
sideration iu the following year. 

The scholarships are tenablo for one year, but, if the scholar’s attend- 
ance and conduct are satisfactory, may be renewed from year to year 
throughout the course. 

Information as to the number and value of the- scholarships to bo offered 
for competition may be obtained, early in May, upon application to the 
Secretary to the Committee. 
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General Conditions regulating the Award and Retention of 
Scholarships. ' 

(1) Scholarship-holders will be required to begin attendance at the Dav 
Trades Preparatory School at the beginning of the school year, and in no 
case later than the 1st October. 

(2) The amount of the scholarship will be paid in instalments to the 
parents or guardians of the scholar on or about the loth October 15th 
January, loth April, and loth July. The second and subsequent instal- 
ments will be paid only after satisfactory reports of attendance and pro- 
gress have been received from the Principal of tho School. 

(3) Tlie course of study followed by a scholar must include not less 
than twelve hours’ instruction per week in mathematics and the subjects 
of the Department’s programme. Of the twelve hours not less than three 
hours must be devoted to experimental science,, one hour to drawing and 
one hour and a-half to manual work. 

(4) The Committee may at any time, subject to the approval of the 
Department, determine a scholarship, without notice, upon being satisfied 
that its continuance is for any reason undesirable.

Provision is made for the award of scholarships' to hoys attending 
primary schools. The object of these scholarships is to aid promising boys 
who have already completed a satisfactory primary education, to attend 
instruction in experimental science, drawing, and manual work at an 
approved secondary school, in order that they may be fitted to enter upon 
an industrial career or to take advantage of further technical training. 

There are two classes of scholarships : — 

Class A. Scholarships of £5 each. 

Class B. Scholarships of £15 each, tenable only by boys whose homes 
are outside a radius of six miles from the nearest approved 
secondary school. 

The scholarships are tenable for one year, hut may be renewed for a 
second year if the reports- of the Department’s inspector show that such 
renewal would he beneficial. Under special circumstances a scholarship 
may be renewed for a third, or even for a fourth year. 

If, in the case of a scholarship renewed after two years’ tenure at a 
secondary school, satisfactory provision can be made for the holder to be 
apprenticed to an industry, the scholarship may be held during not more 
than two years of apprenticeship. For the retention of the scholarship 
in this manner, the Department will require that the holder should con- 
tinue his studies in an evening technical school and follow a programme of 
instruction to be approved by them. 

Information as to the number and value of the scholarships to he offered 
for competition may be obtained, early in May, Upon application to the 
Secretary to the Committee.

(1) The examination will bo. held by the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction on the 2otli of J uno, 1910, at centres which will be 
fixed when all the applications have been received. The subjects and

English : Saturday, June 25th, 1 p.m. to 2.15 p.m.

(The Syllabuses of Examination arc given in the County Kilkenny Scheme.) 

One hundred marks will be assigned for Arithmetic, one hundred for 
English, and fifty for Drawing. 

(2) Only those candidates will be eligible for admission to the examina- 
tion : — 

(а) Who will be over twelve and under fifteen years of age on the 

1st June, 1910; 

(б) who have not already been in attendance at a Secondary School- 

and 

(c) whoso parents or guardians have been resident in the area ad- 
ministered by the Technical Instruction Committee for at least 
one year immediately preceding the 1st of June, 1910.

V. Scholarships for Girls, tenable during tiie Academic Year, 1910-11. 

The Committee will, in Juno, 1910, award a limited number of Scholar- 
ships to girls who have received an education equivalent to that of the 
Fifth Standard of a National School to enable them to attend a regular 
course of instruction and training in domestic economy. The object of 
such Scholarships is to cultivate intelligence and resourcefulness on the 
part of those holding them, and to render them more practical in the 
performance of home duties of all kinds.

Selected candi- 
dates will be required to pay a fee of £2 to the Managers of the school 
on or before the date of entrance, and this sum, together with the amount 
of the Scholarship to be paid by the Committee to the School Managers, 
will entitle the scholar to board, residence, and training for one academic 
year.

(а) who are over sixteen and under twenty-five years of age on tlie 

1st of June, 1910; and 

(б) whose parents or guardians have been resident in. the area ad- 

ministered by the Technical Instruction Committee for at least 
one year immediately preceding the 1st of June, 1910. 

(2) The selection of the scholars will be made by a Selection Committee 
of the Technical Instruction Committee. 

(3) Forms of application for Scholarships may be obtained from tlie 
Secretary to the Committee, and must be returned, duly filled in, by the 
2nd of June. Each application must be accompanied by not less than two 
testimonials, one of which must be from a local clergyman, and one from 
a District or County Councillor. 

(4) Selected candidates will bo required to furnish, for the inspection 
of the Technical Instruction Committeee, an authenticated copy of certifi- 
cate of birth, and a certificate of sound health from a duly qualified 
medical practitioner. 

(5) Selected candidates shall outer the Residential School for a fortnight 
on probation. Any candidates found unsuitable to undergo the course of 
training will, at the expiration of the period of probation, be required to 
leave, and their places shall be filled by selection from the other qualified 
candidates, or by those qualified candidates next in order of merit at the 
examination. The fee paid to the School Managers shall be refunded to 
those Scholars who are required to leave tlie School under these conditions. 

(6) The amount of the Scholarships will be paid to the Managers of the 
Schools in two half-yearly instalments, one on or about the 31st January, 
the other on or about the 31st July. Payment of these instalments will be 
authorised by the Department on receipt of satisfactory reports from their 
Inspectors. 

(7) All Scholarships shall terminate on the 31st J uly, 1911. 

(8) Tlie Committee may refuse to award the full number of Scholarships 
should a sufficient number of suitable candidates not be forthcoming, and 
they may determine a Scholarship at any time, without notice, upon being 
satisfied that its continuance is for any reason undesirable. 

(9) In the case of difficulties arising in connection with the awarding or 
holding of these Scholarships, the matter will he referred to the Depart- 
ment, whose decision shall he final. 

An advertisement of the Scholarship Scheme, and of tlie date of the 
examination, will bo inserted once, early in the month of May, in the 
newspapers circulating within the area administered by the Committee.

Class B. — A scholarship of the value of £5, tenable only by a hoy 
residing in the Town of Tipperary. 

Class C. — A scholarship of the value of £5, tenable only by a hoy 
residing outside the Town of Tipperary, but inside a radius of 
four miles from the Tipperary Town Post Office. 

The scholarships are tenable for one year, hut may be renewed for a 
second year if the reports of the Department’s Inspector show that such 
renewal would be beneficial. Under special circumstances a scholarship 
may be renewed for a third, or even for a fourth year. 

If, in the case of a scholarship renewed after two years’ tenure at a 
Secondary School, satisfactory provision can be made for the holder 
to be apprenticed to an industry, the scholarship may be held during not 
more than two years of apprenticeship. For the retention of the scholar- 
ship in this manner, the Department will require that the holder shorn 
continue his studies in an evening technical school, and follow a P r0 * 
gramme of instruction to be approved by them.

Seventeen students were awarded the Diploma of Associate of the 
Royal. College . of Science for Ireland on the results of the Sessional 
Examinations m 1909 : — 


1851 Exhibition Scholarships. 

Mr Edgar Philip Hedley, A.R.C.Sc.I., who had been awarded by the 
Royal Commissioners a Scholarship of the value of .£150 for a third year 
took the degree of Doctor of Philosophy in the University of Leipzig, and 
has since been appointed Lecturer in Chemistry, University of Birmingham. 

Mr. Alfred George Leonard, A.R.C.Sc.I., took the degree of B.Sc. with 
Jionours m the University of London. He was awarded an 1851 Exhibi- 
tion Scholarship of the value of £150 for a second year, to enable him to 
continue his researches in tile University of Bonn. 


Mr. Joseph Mangan, M.A., A.R.C.Sc.I., having submitted an approved 
tnesis on the anatomy and development, of insects was elected to a Fellow- 
ship of the College during the year. Having completed his year as Platt 
Biological Scholar in the University of Manchester *e has been appointed 
Lecturer in Economic Zoology in that University. 

The Session 1908-09 closed with the retirement of Professor W. F. 
Barrett, F.R.S., from the Chair of Physics, which he had held for the 
past thirty-six years with great distinction. Though not strictly one of 
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the original staff of the first Royal College of Science he was the 
second to occupy the Chair of Physics, a S nd under h& i? was r«on h 
tuted and organised so as to combine lectures on theory with systematic 
practical instruction m experimental work. It was thus that in 1876 the 
first physical science laboratory was established in Ireland, and for many 
years its posit'on was unique, there being no similar course of study con- 
ducted elsewhere in the country. It may, perhaps, be not inopportune 
to recall the fact that the development of practical physics led in 1880 
to systematic practical instruction being given in biology, botany, zoology 
and mineralogy, m addition to the prescribed course of lectures. The 
Professors of these subjects thus voluntarily doubled their work and this 
entirely in the interests of the students to whom they imparted new 
methods of investigation. This was the distinguishing feature of the 
education given m the early days of the College, hut these developments 
unfortunately had not been contemplated nor provided for at its founda- 
tion, and were effected under great disadvantages and difficulties. 

The department appointed, as the Professor of Physics, Mr William 
^°? n A B - Sc -. , + . the ^ ect ? r€r Electro-Technology, who for many years 
filled the position of principal assistant in the Physical Laboratory ‘with 
conspicuous ability, and has published important researches. 

Mr. Felix E. Hackett, M.A., B.Sc., Ph.D., was appointed Lecturer in 
Physics.

CHEMISTRY. 

Professor— W. N. Hartley, D.Sc., F.R.S. 

The number of students attending the courses of Chemistry were 
Forty-eight of the first year, thirteen of the second year, three of the 
third year, including one occasional student. 

To the students of the first year fifty-eight lectures were delivered by 
the Professor on General Chemistry, including the outlines and principles 
of Metallurgy and Thermo-Chemistry. 

In the chemical laboratories there were forty-eight students of the first 
year, in charge of Dr. Pollock and Mr. Graham, and one in the assaving 
laboratory. 

The total number of students attending the various courses in Chemistry 
was sixty-five. 

Owing to the re-arrangement of the curriculum sanctioned by the 
Department, referred to in the report for the session 1907-1908, the 
lectures on Organic Chemistry were divided into two courses, elementary 
and advanced, both of which were delivered by Mr. O’Farrelly. A course 
of six lectures on the applications of Spectroscopy and Spectrography to 
Chemical Research was delivered by Professor Hartley to six students in 
March and April. The continuance of the course was interrupted by the 
serious illness of the Professor. 

The 7th International Congress of Applied Chemistry met in London 
from May 27th to June 2nd, and was opened by H.R.H. The Prince of 
Wales. . The Department appointed Mr. Campbell, the Assistant Secretary 
for Agriculture, Mr. Stephenson, the Lecturer on Agricultural Chemistry, 
and the Professor of Chemistry to he delegates to the Congress. Pro- 
fessor Hartley was also elected Chairman of the Organising Committee in 
Dublin, but unfortunately was unable to attend the meeting in London. 

Mr. Joseph Ivon Graham, A.R.C.Sc.I., was appointed the Second Assis- 
tant in Chemistry for the year 1909-10.

The Congested Districts Board Scholarships held by Miss Mart 
Fleming and Miss Bridget Quinn (Lace Workers) were continued till 
February, 1909, when these Scholars wero obliged to return to their centre 
at Sligo to make designs and lace for their school. 

Miss Alice Hulpenny, the Branchardiere Trust Scholar, was granted a 
further extension of her Scholarship, in view of her steady work and cood 
progress. ° 

The Students of the Design Class were honoured by being asked to desisn 
many of the Costumes worn at the Irish Industries Pageant given bv 
Their Excellencies the Lord Lieutenant and Countess of AberdAPn d 
March, 1909. ‘ 


Courses of Lectures on Anatomy and Architecture were given during the 
Session by Professor Alexander Fraser of the Royal College of Surgeons and 
Mr. G. P. Sheridan, A. R.I.B. A. Thirty-eight students attended the lectures 
on Anatomy, and fourteen the Architecture lectures. We have to deplore 
the loss of Professor Fraser, who died in July last. His connection with 
the School extended over 25 years, during which time he performed his 
duties faithfully and well, and was always a most popular lecturer with 
the students. 


Landscape Classes were, as usual, conducted during the month of July, 
when the students made studies and sketches of the many interesting places 
in and around Dublin. This class was attended by 17 students. 

In the month of J uly a Summer Course for Teachers of Secondary Schools 
was held as usual, and was attended by ninety-eight teachers. The classes 
were under the supervision of the Head Master, assisted by Mr. Luke, 
Mr. Sheppard, Mr. Orpen, Mrs. Barden, Miss Jacob, Miss Emerson, Miss 
Fox, Miss Scott, Miss Effie Luke, Mr. Golden, and Mr. Power. The 
Teachers from the provincial schools attending this course were most earnest 
and industrious, making the most of the time at their disposal, and it 
could be clearly seen that their progress was most satisfactory, when the 
results of their labours were reviewed at the end of the short session. There 
can be no doubt that the work done at these courses, organised by the 
Department, will be reflected in the general improvement of Art teaching 
in provincial districts in the country. 

The Department’s Art Inspector, Mr. Patrick O’Sullivan, A.R.C.A (Lond.), 
examined those attending the course in Elementary Modelling and Black- 
board Drawing. The Headmaster, during the last week of the course, gave 
a lecture on Landscape and Figure Composition, as applied in Pictorial Art. 
The lecture was illustrated by diagrams, sketches, and lantern slides of many 
important works of Art, and was attended by the general students of the 
School as well as by those of the Summer Courses. 


During the session the Headmaster gave two illustrated lectures on the 
Decoration of Public Buildings, with special reference to Fresco paiuting. 
In addition to the attendance of students, these lectures were also attended 
by the members of the Master Painters’ Association, and by the members 
of the Architectural Association of Ireland.

Complaint which, was included in the Fifth Annual General Report of the 
Department, and in regard to which action was completed since the 
preparation of the Summary in the Appendices to the Eighth Annual 
General Report. 

Great Southern and Western Railway Co., 22nd April, 1905. — That 
the Company had not arranged through rates in respect of traffic to and 
from Cashel. 

It appeared that at the date of the complaint through rates were in 
existence for the conveyance of butter, eggs, &c., from Cashel to London 
Manchester, Birmingham, and other places. Through rates for the 
carriage of cattle from Cashel to Liverpool, Holyhead, and Heysham were 
arranged in 1905; and on 18th January, 1909, through rates came into 
operation for the carriage of live stock from Cashel, via Dublin, to over 
fifty English stations. 


Complaints received previous to 30th June, 1908, in respect of which 
further action was taken since their inclusion in the Summary printed 
in the Appendices to the Eighth Annual General Report. 

Great Southern and Western Railway Co., Great Northern Railway 
Co. (Ireland), 22nd October, 1907. — That the rates for the conveyance of 
leather from Limerick to Belfast, and several other places in the North of 
Ireland, were excessive. 

Reduced rates for dressed and undressed leather were fixed to Belfast, 
Lisburn, and Antrim, and reduced rates for dressed leather were fixed to 
Armagh, Carrickmacross, Coleraine, Cookstown, Dungannon, Londonderry, 
Newry and Strabane.

Midland Great Western Railway op Ireland Co., 13th July, 1908. — 
That the rate — 17s. lOd. per ton — charged for the conveyance of sulphate 
of copper from Dublin to Claremorris was excessive. 

The rate for the conveyance of sulphate of copper for spraying had) 
in 1907, been specially reduced from Class 1 rate to 25 per cent, over 
Class C rate. The rate complained of was the reduced rate. 

Great Southern and Western Railway Co., Great Northern Railway 
Co. (Ireland), 15th July, 1908.— That the rate— 34s. 9d. per ton, C.R.— 
for the conveyance of crab apples from Clonmel to Belfast was excessive. 

A rate of 20s. per ton for crab apples in 2 ton lots from Clonmel to 
Belfast was issued — the rate to remain in force till 31st December, 1908. 
The rate was renewed for the 1909 season. 

Great Southern and Western Railway Co., West Clare Railway Co., 
17th July, 1908. — That the charge — Is. 8d. — -made for the carriage of a 
lamp shade from Limerick to Ennistymon Station was excessive. 

The charge appeared to be in accordance with the ordinary parcels scale. 

Great Northern Railway Co. (Ireland), and other Companies, 
18th July, 1908. — That a sum of £2 6s. 9d. was charged for the conveyance 
of a consignment of sulphate of copper weighing 1 ton 2 cwts. 1 qr. 21 lbs. 
from Belfast to Belmullet. 

It appeared that the charge was based on the Class 1 rate of 41s. per 
ton, Belfast to Belmullet. Had the consignment been sent to Sligo and 
there re-booked the charges would have been about 24s. 9d. per ton. The 
Department were informed that a refund was made. 

Great Southern and Western Railway Co., 21st July, 1908. — That 
the rates for the conveyance of coal, manures and feeding stuffs 
from Cork to Castletownroche were greater than the rates charged for 
such traffic from Cork to Fermoy, though the distance by rail from Cork 
to Fermoy was greater than that from Cork to Castletownroche. 

Under Section 68 (3) of the Fishguard and Rosslare Railways and 
Harbours Act, 1898, the rates between Cork and Fermoy were to be based 
on the distance of 24 miles, which would have been the mileage of the 
line which was proposed to be constructed between Cork and Fermoy direct.

The Department were informed by the Midland Company that a claim 
of 9s. 4d. made in the matter had been met by the London and North- 
Western Company. 


London and North-Western Railway Co., 19th August, 1908.— That 
although 8d. per box was charged for icing consignments of salmon Sent 
from the Strabane and Londonderry districts and from Dunkineely, re- 
spectively, to Manchester, the fish was found to be depreciated on delivery 
and appeared not to have been iced or to have been very imperfectly 
iced.

The Department understood that the London and North-Western Com- 
pany would meet a claim in the matter. 


London and North-Western Kailway Co., 21rt August, 1908. That

OF THE 

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF IRELAND 
For the Year ending 31si! March , 1909. 


To the Secretary, Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland. 


Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report on the work of the 
Geological Survey of Ireland for the year ending 31st March, 1909. 

The only change on the staff was caused by the retirement under the 
age rule of Mr. A. McHenry, in October, 1908, after forty-seven years’ 
service. Mr. T. Hallissy, B.A., who had acted as a Temporary Pro- 
fessional Assistant in respect of Soil investigations since 1st April, 1906, 
was appointed as Geologist to fill the vacancy. 

The map of the country around Londonderry, showing superficial de- 
posits and underlying rocks, was published, together with the accompany- 
ing memoir, in July. 1908. Localities from which soils had been selected 
for examination were marked by numbers on this map, and detailed 
descriptions of soil types from the area were contributed to the memoir. 

The staff was principally engaged in completing the examination of the 
zone of Iron-ore and Bauxite, materials of considerable commercial im- 
portance, in the North-east of Ireland. The principles on which this 
examination was conducted are stated in the Report for 1907-8. A 
number of photographs were taken with a view to the illustration of the 
forthcoming memoir. 


Advantage was taken of a private visit of Mr. Kilroe to Central Ger- 
many to make a comparison of the Irish bauxites and interbasaltic iron- 
oi es with those near Giessen. A number of illustrative specimens were 
obtained through the kind help of Dr. Schottler and were deposited in 
the collections of the Royal College of Science for Ireland. 

The Memoir on the soils of the Department’s Agricultural Station at 
Railyliaise was prepared for press, and a Soil-Survey was carried out at 
the similar station at Clonakilty. 

Owing to the uncertainty as to the succession of certain of the older 
strata ill central Mayo, a re-examination of the country near Westport 
and Lroagh Patrick was undertaken, special attention being given to 
beds where organic remains might be expected; but so far no new evidence 
has been discovered. This preliminary examination^ which was much 
Hampered by a rough season, shows that a considerable amount of work 
remains to be done in the counties of Mayo and Galway, before the 
burvey Maps of these areas can adequately represent the succession of 
several very interesting series of Palceozoic strata.

To the Secretary of the Department of Agriculture and Technical

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APPENDIX III. 

Report of the Keeper of the Art and Industrial Division. 

Notwithstanding the smallness of the staff of this section of the Museum, 
a very fair amount of work has been carried out during the. past year, as 
will be seen from the detailed statement below. 

Mr. Toppin’s time has been almost entirely occupied with the registration 
of specimens. Mr. McGoogan, in addition to other work, continues the 
arrangement of the Architectural photographs, and Mr. AVestropp, besides 
the work of the Circulation Branch, has carried out a good deal of 
re-arrangement in various sections, and has been collecting material for 
fresh chapters of the Guide. 

Travelling. — Mr, Toppin visited the London Museums in the summer. 
Mr. Westropp, who is compiling a guide to the glass collections, went to 
see the Wliitefriars Glass “Works, where the various processes were, explained 
to him by one of the proprietors, Mr, II. Powell. He also visited the 
Museums, chiefly to inspect the glass collections. I visited London in 
October to see the applied art sections of the Fruneo-British Exhibition, 
and a see°nd tune in March, when I saw the Burlington Fine Arts Club 
Exhibition and brought back the three valuable pieces of delft dorS lent 
from the Museum.

The early piano, 
by Bother, a Dublin maker, has been placed on exhibition, after having 
undergone some repair. The fine set of Union pipes, by Kenna, 
on loan for some years, has been purchased. Two items inter- 
estmg rather historically than otherwise have been added, viz.— the drum 
of the Merchants Corps of Volunteers, deposited by the Governors of the 
Xiank of Ireland, and a side drum of the Myroe Infantry, a North of 
Ireland Volunteer Corps. 

Furniture.— The three rooms given up to the Furniture collections are 
now broadly re-arranged: the Irish and English in room VIII., G. ■ 
Italian in room X. G., and other Continental furniture in room IX. G. 
Improvements in the details of the arrangement will be carried out in 
due course. Notwithstanding the extension of exhibiting space, the col- 
lection still appears somewhat crowded, and to relieve this it is proposed 
to remove to store some of the less interesting pieces. The mantelpiece 
from Old Bawn, the 17th century residence of the Bulkeleys, one of whom 
™ Ri'ctestant Archbishop of Dublin, has been set up at the south end 
of room VIII. G., and, with its quaint representation in high relief of the 
building of the walls of Jerusalem, forms a very interesting feature. (It is 
figured and described jin Mr. Elrington Ball’s History of Dublin, and in 
the Journal of the Ivildare Arclueological Society, Vol. V.) Another 
mantelpiece of carved wood has been set up near it, which is said to have 
come from Cahir Castle, Co. Tipperary, and it is dated 1602. Other addi- 
tions include an unusually fine “ Irish Chippendale ” side table, a mirror 
with a frame carved in a bold design of rococo scrolls and swags of flowers, 
a curious chair carved with the Garter and the badge of the Knights of 
St. Patrick, and with a device of a sheaf of corn (from the Farmers’ 
Club), an 18th century Sedan chair, and a very fine girandole — the 
mirror with a double facetted border, and the chandelier of cut glass, 
probably Waterford or Cork manufacture. 

Bijouterie. — A steel safe case has been added for the more valuable 
objects in these collections. 

Numismatic Collections. — Mr. Westropp devoted a good deal of time 
to the re-arrangement and labelling of the medals, and is engaged on a 
catalogue, which will soon go to Press. The English coins will 
next receive attention. The more notable additions include an enamelled 
gold badge of James the First, half-a-dozen English gold coins, Edward 
IV. to Charles L, some additional modern French plaquettes and medals, 
and a number of medals of Irish interest, in silver, bronze, and white 
metal. 


Costume. — Several new cases have been given to this collection, which 
has had a good many additions, some newly acquired, and some taken out 
of store. They include some 18th century civil costumes, three or four 
coats of the old Irish Yeomanry Corps, and some early military helmets. 
(Other costume in the Chinese collection). 

-Arms And Armour. — The arrangement of these has been continued at 
intervals during the year — several new steel cases having been introduced, 
and the two square upright armour cases removed. A few examples of 
late 18th century and early 19th century arms have been added, also an 
interesting Arab flintlock gun, originally in the Londesborough collection. 
A very interesting collection of old armour and arms has been lent by some 
members of tlio Tvcrnoozers’ Club, London, and has been arranged in cases 
under the Main Gallery. 

Ivories and AVood-Carvings. — A remarkably fine crucifix, with a very 
skilfully sculptured wood figure — probably Spanish work of the 17th century 
— lias lioeii added, but no alteration has been made in the arrangement of 
the collection. 

Japanese, — A large portion of the Thom bequest was put into store at 
the time it was received, and it is hoped that many of the pieces, which are 
marvellous examples of technical skill, will soon be added to the other 
objects on exhibition. 

Pottery, Porcelain, and Glass. — The conversion of the locks has been 
completed. A few pieces of Chinese, English, and French porcelain have 
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been added, also a very fine Rouen faience dish. The glass collection has 
been enriched by the addition of several very good pieces, including a 
finely engraved goblet and cover of early 18th century Bohemian manufac- 
ture. A tribute to the excellence of these collections is to be recorded in 
the selection by the Burlington Arts Club of three pieces of Dutch notterv 
(delft dore) for their Winter Exhibition. , 

China, Burma and Ceylon. — Two steel cases have been placed in the 
room containing these collections, and some half-a-dozen richly embroidered 
Chinese costumes have been arranged in them, forming a striking exhibit.

Industrial Collection. — The set of metric weights and measures has 
been arranged in a large steel case, and some models illustrating hand-rail 
construction and other branches of joinery have been acquired. Several 
cases illustrating the manufacture of felt hats, and of objects from bone and 
horn, have been provided. 

Circulation Collection. — Mr. Westropp continues to carry on the work 
entailed in the preparation of frames for this collection, and their despatch 
to the various schools, feiseanna, etc., throughout the country. There were 
770 issues during the year, a decrease of 170 as compared with the previous 
year’s total. There are now 269 frames available — 18 now ones having 
been prepared. The frames were supplied to 41 schools, feisanna, and 
agricultural classes. 

The usefulness of this collection could be very materially increased by the 
addition of some free-standing cases of a collapsible pattern (in which objects 
could be arranged by a member of the Museum staff), which, when locked, 
could be left at a school or other institution for three or six months. There 
are in the Museum or in store at present many duplicate specimens which 
would form the nucleus of such an addition to the travelling collections.

APPENDIX VI. 

Report of Custodian of Geological and Mineralogical Division. 

The removal from Annexe Room No. II. of the room for Zoological' 
students has allowed of the return of the Irish Mineral Collection from 
the Curved Corridor. It is proposed to locate this collection as a con- 
tinuance of the systematic mineral collection, retaining the arrangement 
by counties. The rock collection will be exhibited in Annexe Room No. 
II., together with other geological series already placed there. * The 
Introduction to the Mineral Collection, on which much time has been 
spent, will also have to be shown in the Annexe Room, owing to the 
limited space available for the main mineral collection to which it refers. 

Among the purchases in 1908-9 were a fine cut specimen of the meteoric 
material known as Pallasite, from Sweden ; a part of the meteorite from 
Shelburne, Ontario, which fell oil August 13th, 1904; a large translucent 
section of a zoned tourmaline from Madagascar; and several examples of 
mineral species not previously represented in the collections. A model of 
Vesuvius, on the scale of 1.25,000, prepared by Signor Aureli, of Rome 
was added to the models of volcanoes in the Annexe Room.

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The Visitors regret that the Director's report for the year 
ending 31st March, 1908, was not published before the same date 
in the following year, they have already pointed out that the 
earlier publication of this report would materially aid them in the 
work of inspection. 

There have been no alterations in the position or emoluments 
of the staff during the year under review. The vacancy in the 
post of Junior Assistant in the Art Division, which was caused 
by the retirement of Mr. E. P. Alabaster, remained unfilled 
during the entire year, and in consequence the work of arrange- 
ment in that division was hampered. An examination, however, 
was held of five nominated candidates in March, 1909, at which 
Mr. G. R. Stanton was declared the successful candidate, and 
the Visitors understand that he entered on his duties on the 16th 
April. 

The Visitors call attention to the recommendation in their 
last report as regards the inadequate remuneration of Dr. Scharff, 
Keeper of the Natural History Division, of Mr. Dudley 
Westropp, the silver expert and officer in charge of the Circula- 
tion Division, and of Miss Knowles, the Assistant in the Botani- 
cal Division. They recommend that these officers should 
be placed on a better footing with more adequate remuneration, 
and they are of opinion that all the Keepers of the Dublin 
Museum should be placed on an equality, as regards salary, with 
the Keepers of the British Museum, or even with those of the 
Edinburgh Museum. 

They also recommend that the Treasury should be asked to 
sanction an Assistant for the Ethnographical Collection. This Col- 
lection is one of the most extensive and interesting in the Museum, 
and it requires the services of a specially trained officer for the 
purpose of its complete arrangement and description. The 
Visitors further recommend the appointment of an Assistant to 
take charge of the Cryptogams, or fiowerless plants, for the 
reasons pointed out in the Section of the Report dealing with 
the Botanical Division. 

The Visitors desire to call attention to the inadequacy of the 
sum allowed for Professional Assistance. The amount allowed 
barely covers two-thirds of the remuneration of Mr. Dudley 
Westropp, and it admits of no provision for the employment of 
such experts as may be required to give opinions on objects offered 
for purchase, or to aid in the compilation of Guides to the 
Collections. 

The Visitors desire to call attention to the following matters 
relating to the buildings of the Museum. 

They regret that Room No. 1 on the first floor, now buildings, 
has still to be used as a workroom and office for the Keeper of 
Irish Antiquities. They have for many years recommended that 
proper accommodation should be provided for this officer, and 
that the room now occupied by him, which was designed to form 
part of the exhibition space of the Museum, should be devoted 
to the purpose for which it was originally intended. 
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Tlie Visitors note that steel doors have been placed betweer 
Leinster House and the Museum, these, although burglar proof 1 
are set ill timber framework, and are therefore useless as a pro 
tection against fire. The Visitors recommend that those doors bo 
re-set in brick or other fire-proof material. 

While noting that a great improvement has been effected in 
the electric lighting of the buildings, the Visitors are of opinion 
that the number of lamps in various parts of the Museum is 
insufficient, especially in Boom No. VIII., first floor, and in the 
Botanical Division. 

They have again to call attention to the fact that many of 
the rooms are deficient in the supply of daylight, and thev 
suggest that a great improvement might be effected’ by the in- 
sertion of prismatic glass in the windows of the rooms on the 
ground and first floors, notably in Room No. VIII., first floor 
and Nos. III., VIII., and IX. ground floor, new building, as well 
as in the windows of the lower room of the Natural History 
Division. The experience gained by the insertion of this glass 
in the windows of the crypt has proved its efficiency in this 
respect. 

The Visitors also renew the recommendation contained in 
previous reports, that alterations should be made in the skylight 
of Room V., Botanical Division, so as to admit of more dav 
light. ■' 


The Visitors would call attention to the danger arising from 
the position as regards the buildings of the room used for storage 
of specimens preserved in spirit, for the use of students and the 
staff, incorrectly called “ Tho Spirit Store.” This room 
^ontams hundreds of jars as well as several large tanks 
filled with objects preserved in Methylated Spirit and would be in 
the opinion of the Board a great danger to the buildings in case 
of fire. They, therefore, recommend that as in the British 
Museum a fire-proof building, detached from the main structure 
be erected for the purpose of containing tho storo of specimens 
preserved m spirit. 1 

They note with satisfaction the following two additions to the 
exhibition space m the Museum: — 


(a) The large crypt facing Kildare Street has been fitted 
up as an exhibition gallery for ogham stones, canoes, and 
other large objects which could not bo conveniently accom- 
modated in other portions of the building. The crypt is well 
lighted owing to the insertion of prismatic glass in the 
windows, and it is quite suitable for its purpose. They 
observe that it has also been furnished with electric light.

small to adequately protect the collections. 
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The Visitors recommend that both the Museum and the Royal 
Botanic Gardens should be placed on the Telephone Exchange 
This would save much valuable time to the staff of the Museum 
and other associated Institutions in Kildare Street, as well as 
to the Keeper of the Gardens. If this were done the existing 
private wire from Leinster House to Glasnevin might be dis- 
pensed with. 

The Visitors are of opinion that the amount of dust and mud 
which is carried into the buildings by wind and on the feet of 
persons entering the Museum, would be greatly reduced if the 
courtyard were paved with asphalt, wood or other suitable 
material, they therefore recommend that this should be done. 

Tlio Visitors have again to call attention to the inadequacy of 
the Vote for purchase of specimens, the sum at present allowed 
being quite insufficient to compete with other Museums, especially 
those in America, in the acquisition of objects. 


Aet Collections. 

Before dealing with the Art Collection in detail, the Visitors 
wish to make the following remarks as to the general policy of 
this section of the National Museum. 

A Museum such as this should, in our opinion, most scrupu- 
lously adhere to the principle that only such objects should be 
acquired as adequately represent a manufacture or period of Art 
acknowledged by the most competent authorities to be worthy of 
preservation and study. All specimens which do not fulfil this 
condition should be rigidly excluded. 

Room I. Greek and Roman Antiquities. This section is over- 
crowded, but the elimination of some less important duplicates, 
if there are such, might to some extent remedy this defect. 

Room II. No progress has yet been made with the arrange- 
ment of the Egyptian Pottery. It is hoped, however, that the 
Museum will shortly obtain the services of a person eminently 
qualified to undertake the work. 

Room III. Ethnographical Collection. This section is so 
crowded that there is apparently no room for expansion. It 
might be advisable, therefore, to transfer some of the larger 
objects which appear in duplicate to the Circulation section. 

Central Hall. The question of acquiring the Longfield Col- 
lection should be dealt with without delay. It is obvious that at 
the jirice asked the collection is worth acquiring from a com- 
mercial point of view. But it should be carefully considered 
whether the acquisition of so large a collection of ceramic objects, 
many of minor importance, would be advantageous in the future 
to the Museum as a whole. Before arriving at a final decision 
in the matter, the Director should be asked to furnish a catalogue 
of those objects which are not already represented in the Museum, 
and which are, in his opinion, first-class specimens of the manu- 
facture and period to which they belong, giving an estimate af 
their market value. 
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The question of allotting a large amount of ground space in 
the Central Hall to the exhibition of objects of modern maim 
facture requires careful investigation. The Visitors do not 
desire to encourage the conversion of the National Museum hit , 
an exhibition of modern Arts and Crafts. 


Lower Gallery. It seems worthy of consideration whether 
more suitable position could not be found for the exhibition of 
a series of plaster casts from the work of the late Mr Holev 
Mr. Hogan, and other Irish Sculptors. ' ‘ V ’ 

Upper Gallery. It appears that the careful elimination of 
some unimportant specimens of ironwork would admit of the 
expansion of the Lace section. Mr. Buckley is to be conern" 
tula ted on the important work accomplished m the latter section 
during the past year. 1 


The Collection of ancient Irish uniforms, etc., arranged hv 
Mr. Dudley Westropp, will add greatly to the historical value of 
the Museum.

Natural History Collection. 

Zoology. 

On entering the ground floor of the Museum, a portion of which 
contains the collection of Irish animals, the detrimental effect of 
the building of the now College of Science is immediately noticed, 
lhe lighting of the room, which was never satisfactory, is now 
altogether insufficient; it was principally in regard to this matter 
that the Board of Visitors originally made a request to be per- 
mitted to inspect the plans of the new College of Science which 
was not acceded to, and attention was called to this fact In their 
reports for 1904-6 and 1905-6. 
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The Visitors regret that their efforts to impress the importance 
of this matter on the Authorities were ignored, and the result 
has proved most unsatisfactory. 

The collection of Irish animals on the ground floor of the 
Natural History Museum is one of the most important in the 
Museum, and might be extended with advantage. 

The addition of an easily adjusted microscope, which can be 
used by the public, is an immense boon, and will, it is hoped 
lead to a more general study of the vast field of microscopic life’ 
The Keeper of the Natural History Division informs the Board 
of Visitors that since it was placed in the Museum large numbers 
of the public have taken advantage of the instrument to study 
the slides, and that it affords a special attraction to students 
from schools. 

Very few additions have been made to the collection of animals 
on the upper floor, as the unusually heavy outlay incurred during 
the previous year almost exhausted the very limited, fund allowed 
for Natural History purposes. The skeleton of the smaller whale 
from the west coast of Ireland has been suspended from the roof 
of this building. 

Some of the larger specimens of fishes and reptiles preserved 
in spirits on the first floor, have been withdrawn and are being 
replaced by stuffed examples. The latter are coloured to life 
and give a better idea of the shape than specimens in jars. This 
is a decided improvement, and has the advantage of reducing 
the amount of spirit in the main building; indeed, as previously 
referred to, specimens in spirit should, as far ns possible be 
housed in a fireproof building, as is done in the British Museum. 

The Board of Visitors note with pleasure that Mr Ussher 
has written the new guide to the Birds of Ireland, which has been 
aiieady mentioned, and that the collection has been re-arranged 
accordingly It is to be hoped that a general guide, to the whole 
collection of Irish animals may bo published w'hon the collection 
is fully arranged. 


The \ isitors, again call attention to the want of space for the 
collection of Bird skins, and to the necessity for increased accom- 
modation for Books. The office is becoming overcrowded with 
sundry collections, for which no other room seems available. 

The small stores of skeletons and anatomical preparations so 
useful to students are necessarily placed along with a miscel- 
ll - assort6i d collection of geological charts and fossils 
m Annexe Room II. They are worthy of being displayed in a 
special room if such were available b P “

Geology and. Mineralogy. 

■ Eooms in which these collections are contained are still 
cnlWt- Sam f 9 ^satisfactory state as last year. Portion of the 
collection of fossil animals has been removed from Annexe Room 
1U. and merged with the recent ones, according to the plan 
adopted in many other Museums. There seems no reason why such 
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a plan, if feasible should not bo carried out, here “in toto ” 
instead of separating the fossil animals from the recent 
ones. This would, of course entail the re-arrangement 
of all the objects in the Annexe Rooms, which are still, in spite 
of the Board of Visitors’ remarks in last report, partly under 
the care of the Keeper of the Natural History Division, who is 
the permanent officer, and partly under Professor Cole, who is 
only an occasional visitor. 

It is obviously undesirable that the Keeper should not have 
the full control' of the arrangements of all the collections in his 
charge. The "dual control is very unsatisfactory and prevents 
the public from obtaining the full benefit of the splendid col- 
lections which have been acquired for the nation. 

The Board of Visitors would again draw attention to the fact 
that Dr. Scharff has been in charge of the Natural History 
Division of the Museum for 22 years, and has discharged the 
responsible duties connected therewith in a most satisfactory 
manner, yet 15 years have passed since he attained the maxi- 
mum of £500 per annum— a salary totally inadequate for the 
position. During the same period the salaries of the Keepers 
both of the British and Edinburgh Museums have been con- 
siderably increased. 


ROYAL BOTANIC GARDENS. 

The Board of Visitors met at the Royal Botanic Gardens on 
the 14th April, 1909, and having invited the attendance of the 
Keeper, Mr. Moore, made an inspection of the Gardens. 

They are glad to find a substantial increase in the number of 
visitors. The number for the last year being 426,717, which 
compared with 417,959 in the previous year, shows an increase 
of 8,757. 

They are glad to note, as in their former reports, the thoroughly 
satisfactory manner in which the Gardens are maintained. 

They are able to state that two works recommended by them in 
their last report have been carried out by the Board of Works. 
Of these the most important was the remodelling of the lecture 
room. The alterations suggested by the Visitors have been 
carried out, and the room is now commodious and conveniently 
arranged. 

Among other improvements they note the strengthening and 
repairing of the roof of the Orchid house, and the supplying of 
wooden roller blinds; the construction of a small unheated house 
ioi Alpme plants, and a large unheated house for the propa- 
gating department, and improvements in the staging of the 
stove house and the corridor. The alteration in the staging around 
the Palm House suggested by the Visitors has been partially 
earned out with such good effect that they hope that the work 
will bo completed. Two new sectional boilers of an improved 
type have been placed in the upper propagating division. 
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Although an exceptional amount of work has been done during 
the last two years, there are still some matters which require 
immediate attention. Of these the most important uud urgent 
is the strengthening and repairing of the roof of the upper and 
lower ends of the iron Curvilinear range. The large central 
compartment of this range was dealt with in a former report. 
It was then found to be in a dangerous condition. The system 
of strengthening the iron roof then adopted has been proved 
satisfactory, and it would be advantageously applied to the re- 
maining portions of the range. Unless this is done speedily, 
there is obvious danger of the heavy iron roof collapsing. 

Other matters requiring attention are (1) the hot water pipe 
system in the stove house, Orchid house, and some of the pro- 
pagating pits, which requires renewal; (2) the system of wooden 
roller blinds which lias been introduced and found to work well 
should be extended. It is far the most efficient method of 
shading, and experience shows it to be the most economical in the 
end. 

In their last report the Visitors observed on the importance 
of the work which the Keeper has undertaken in the compilation 
of a catalogue of the specimens in the Garden. The progress 
which has been made in this work by Mr. Moore, with the 
assistance of Mr. Ball, is most creditable. The Visitors examined 
with interest the catalogue of specimens in the Aboretum. which 
is now complete. It represents a great amount of careful work 
and affords assurance that the catalogue can be completed within 
a reasonable time, and that it will be a valuable contribution 
to Botanical literature.

A classification of these by topic is 
given m Appendix I., where also will be found statistics as to 
thebookbmdmg of the Library, as to the borrowing by members 
ot the Royal Dublin Society, and by certain officers of the Science 
and Art Institutions, also lists of private persons and of public 
bodies who are donors of books. r 


The Author and Title Catalogue for the year 1905 has been 
printed off and issued since the date of the last Report; the Cata- 
logue for the years 1906-7, in one alphabet, is in type, proofs of 
the whole of it having been received ; while steady and consider- 
able progress has been made in the task of preparing for the 
press the Catalogue of the Joly Collection. The Catalogue for the 
year 1908 will ere long be sent to the printer. 

The preparation for press of the Decennial Subject' Index 1894 
—1903 has now advanced to the letter P., and this index will be 
ready to go to the printer in the autumn of 1909. 

In the Appendix not only do the Trustees record the names 
of numerous donors, but also note the more remarkable gifts. 
Here in the Report proper, they desire to draw attention to the 
continuance of the great generosity of Mr. E. R. McClihtock Dix, 
and to state their sense of the value of the gift made by the 
relatives and executors of the late Mr. Alfred Webb, and also 
of the gift made by the Royal College of Physicians in Ireland. 
The gift of Mr. Webb’s books was in accordance with his 
known, though not precisely formulated, general desire: the 
Library having frequently benefited by his generosity during 
many past years of his life-time. The Trustees wish to draw 
attention to the great enrichment of the Library by the stream of 
donations of the past dozen years. 

Since the first meeting of the Council of Trustees, 31 years ago 
(1878 — 1908), the number of volumes actually catalogued, classi- 
fied, and shelved, so as to form an addition to the working library, 
is 87,500. Of these no less than 40,500 have been added since 
1899, the prior 21 years having added 47,000. The number of 
volumes housed within the building at present is estimated as 
at least 180,000, and since many are volumes of pamphlets con- 
taining each several works, the number of title-pages may prob- 
ably be estimated as at least 190,000. The Trustees would draw 
attention to the increase in the rate of additions to the collections 
under their care, to the considerable rarity, beauty and excel- 
lence of many volumes, to the large public resort to the Library 
containing them, and desire to lay stress upon the responsibility 
of the custodianship implied by these points. 

The Trustees have long desired that the scheme of classification 
current in the general library should be applied to the Joly 
Collection. During the past year this has been at length done, 
andthe fulness and excellence of the Joly Collection in certain 
sections is thereby remarkably demonstrated. The number of 
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volumes in the collection is estimated to exceed 26,000, the num- 
ber of titles being at least 28,000. On this important re-arrange- 
ment the report of the Librarian supplies particulars. 

The book-storage of tho Library has been increased during the 
past year, in accordance with negotiations referred to in last 
year’s report. A portion of the basement immediately adjacent 
to that of the western wing, and until 190G ineligible for the 
purpose because of the close neighbourhood of furnaces by 
which the building was heated, lias now been safely enclosed, 
and shelved so as to contain the old patent specifications, and 
supplied with electric light. By removal of these specifications, 
space for shelving the books of the Thom Bequest has been 
obtained in the portion of the basement formerly allotted to the 
Gatekeeper. These books, numbering about 4,000, had been 
lying since December, 1903, in parcels on top of the book-presses 
which surround the Architecture Eoom. In the autumn of 1908 


they were classified, and progress has been made in binding them 
where necessary, and in impressing a Library stamp, which 
identifies each book as part of the Thom Bequest. 

The Trustees have the pleasure of noting that much strong 
serviceable shelving has been placed not only in the more recently 
enclosed portion of the basement, but. also in that portion which 
was acquired in 190G. Moreover, considerable additions have 
been made to the accommodation for newspapers in the basement, 
new crates having been built, and some of the older ones, two 
tiers high, carried to a height of three tiers. These additions of 
shelving for books and for newspapers are valuable: but the 
growth of the Library is rapid, and the now vacant space in the 
present building narrowly limited, and the Trustees again feel 
obliged to advise the Department that “ the natural growth of 
the collections will before many years necessitate the completion 
0:1 Library Building in accordance with its original plan.” 
Ihe Trustees re-affirm the recommendation made by them at 
their meeting on October 23rd, 1908, that it is pressingly im- 
portant to carry the shelving of the Architecture Eoom to the 
higher part of the walls, in order to accommodate suitably other 
■sections of the department Fine Arts, and to erect a light gallery 
round the room by which proper means of taking down, of 
examining, and replacing such large and beautiful volumes may 
e assured. These books on the Fine Arts would thus at length 
. e . pl ace u on shelves of width sufficient to secure them from 
injury,, while the space vacated by their removal from the wes- 
ern wing would give room to improve the arrangement of the 
b “ k , s at present in their proximity.

That the Trustees, having heard that the question of 
completing the buildings of the National Museum is under 
consideration at present, trust the Department will not 
overtook the pressing need which exists for completing the 
buildings of the National Library, a matter which has 
een often brought under the attention of the Government 
m the Trustees’ annual reports. 
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" The Trustees further would express a hope that the 
Department will bear in mind the needs of the National 
Library as regards extension of the buildings in the future, 
and have sufficient ground space reserved close to the 
existing buildings, for such purpose, as referred to by the 
Committee on Library Accommodation in 1905.” 

In the reply dated December 22nd, 1908, the Department 
stated that this Resolution would not be forgotten; and in a 
subsequent letter, “ 1843/09," dated February 6, 1909, made it 
clear that the Department regards it as important that no new 
permanent building shall be erected on the space stretching 
towards the National Gallery of Ireland, which might interfere 
with the extension of the National Library in mat direction. 

The Trustees have much pleasure in noting as an important 
event of the year the great improvement made by the Board of 
Works in the electric lighting of the General Reading Room, by 
introducing Osram lamps t .0 replace the arc lamps, which had 
been found unsuitable. In the Ladies’ Reading Room and in the 
Librarian’s office Osram lamps replace the older incandescent 
lamps, with good result. 

By order of the Trustees the Annual Conference of the Library 
Association at Brighton, August 25th to 30th, 1908, was attended 
by Mr. Richard Irvine Best, Assistant Librarian. 

The Trustees submit the Librarian’s Annual Report to them 
upon the affairs of the Library. See Appendix II.

plished. A special stamp for the collection has been obtained, and a large 
number of the books have received impression of it ; this will be completed 
at an early date. Many of the volumes have been re-bound. 

Additional Shelving 

The reception of the Thom Bequest in the basement was made possible 
by a large addition to the shelving in the former gatekeeper’s quarters. 

In the Delivery Room the wall shelving has been carried nearly to the 
ceiling, a specially fortunate provision, as it turned out, for the numerous 
gifts of books which came during the past year. A very considerable 
addition to the crates for newspapers in their part of the basement has 
rendered possible much improvement in the arrangement of this valuable 
section. And a large supplement to the shelving already in the space 
where the Joly Collection is lodged aided in that important re-arrangement 
related below. 

Electric Lighting of the Heading Room 

The Library was closed for four weeks and one day in the summer of 
1908, in order to allow time for the alterations of the electric lighting of 
the Reading Room, the substitution of Osram incandescent lamps for the 
arc lamps previously in use. The Board of Works afterwards installed 
Osram lamps in the Ladies’ Reading Room, in the Librarian’s office, and 
in the adjoining corridor. This valuable reform has approved itself 
thoroughly during the’ past winter. 

The Electric Fans in Librarian’ s Office 

Early in January, 1909, the Board of Works caused fans worked by 
electric current to be placed in this room. Though apparently a minor 
matter, this improvement is worthy of mention so great is the relief given 
by it; for the heat and staleness of the room during the warmer months 
of the year had been a grave drawback ever since the first occupation of 
the building in August, 1900. 

Glassification of the Joly Collection 

The Joly Collection, numbering over 25,000 volumes, which in 1895 was 
in a disorderly state, had been arranged in 1896 according to the alpha- 
betical order of the authors’ names. The Trustees some years ago decided 
that the plan of arrangement adopted for the general library should 
ultimately be applied to this Collection. As the alteration of the electric 
lighting compelled the closing of the Library for four weeks last summer, 
an endeavour was made to arrange the books by their subject-matter, in 
accordance with the desire of the Trustees. As this arranging involved 
ah intermediate period of chaos, it could be attempted with peculiar 
advantage when, ordinary library service being suspended for a longer 
period than usual, there was some hope of bringing it by one sustained 
effort to a certain stage of general completion. We dared not risk the 
disablement of being found with the work only half-done upon re-opening 
for the service of readers. Accordingly by the close of the four allotted 
weeks, the books had been grouped in the order of the well-known 1 

Decimal ” subject classification, and a very large number of the needful 
labels affixed to the shelves. Much in detail remained to be done, but the 
execution of this detail is possible in instalments as time and opportunity 
may allow. A very important step in the organization of our Library has- 
been taken. 

The Longfield MS. Maps 

In January, 1909, the numerous bundles of rolls of old surveys of Ireland, 
presented in 1908 by the late Mr. Robert O. Longfield, were opened, and 
the maps were cleaned and laid out under weights to flatten. It is not 
possible to examine and arrange them satisfactorily, until they have lost 
the tendency to coil up in the cylindrical form in which they have lain for 
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bo many years. The provisional estimate is hazarded that there 
between 4,000 and 5,000 sheets; these are of irregular shape and of all 
sizes from a few square inches to thirty or forty square feet. The surveys 
vary m scale and mostly exceed the ordnance scale of 6 inches to a mile 
often very considerably. They refer to property in many counties of Ire- 
land, especially in Dublin and the home counties. The estates to which 
they refer are chiefly rural, but some town plots are included, and a eood

The Work of the Cataloguers 

The regular work of cataloguing all the new books added to the Library 
by purchase continues. With regard to special collections and donations, 
work was done at the Comyn books, and notably at the Webb bequest, the 
works here catalogued including a most valuable and interesting collection 
of anti-slavery literature. The cataloguing of the more important 
scientific monographs of the Smithsonian Institution Reports has been 
brought up-to-date ; the Bulletins of the United States National Museum, 
a most valuable set of natural history monographs, and the Proceedings of 
the Museum, mainly zoological, have been catalogued. The publications 
of the Historical MSS. Commission have been brought up-to-date. The 
work at the pamphlets in the Joly Collection has been continued. These 
pamphlets are roughly sorted, according to subject, into boxes. They are 
now being carefully catalogued and bound separately. They include inter- 
esting additions to the already exceedingly rich collection of Napoleonic 
literature, and to the history of the French Revolution. 

Decennial Subject Index 

In last year’s report note was made of the revision for Press of the 
Decennial Subject Index, 1894-1903, and only a short reference to the 
matter in this year’s report is necessary; for the work is now far advanced, 
and it will go to the printer early in the autumn. 

It is estimated that this Index in large quarto, with two columns on 
each page, will occupy between 400 and 500 pages. 

Already the work of arranging in one alphabet subject headings written 
during the years 1904-1909, has been begun with an eye to the issue, as 
soon as possible, of a fresh volume.
